To enter into 
any furthe^ explanation of his motives at this time would 
be prernature— he hopes that there will be, no occafion fot 
it at any. If there (hould, aH the cir'cuinftances which 
have a relation to the gencraJ fubjeft of the letters fhall be 
then fubmitted to the Board in their fuUeft detail. He 
thinks it proper to inform the Board, that by more recent 
advicsi.he is informed, that Almafs Ally ithan had not 
actually palled the line of the Vizier's dominions, but was 
encamped on the borders of the Jumma, and with a certain 
indication of fuch a delign. He has yet received no report 
of this conduA in Almafs Ally Cawn from the Refident, 
nor from any peifon in office at Lucknow. 

To Mr, Nath. Middleton, Relident at Lucknow. 
-Sir, 
I have had the mortilication to hear, that Almafs Ally 
Cawn has, at length, as was long ftnce foreboded, fled from 
the Vizier's doiiiinions, taking with him an immenit trea- 
tan, the fruit of his embezzlement and known oppreffion. 
Though this intelligence has not come through its authen- 
tic channel, I have no doubt of its tmth.^ — I am compelled 
to credit the reports, which affure me, that every part of 
the Vizier's Adminifttation is in the fame diforder. For 
thi3i and every other failure in the inftru£lions, which I

READ the following letter frota the Commander in 
Cbicf : 

Gentlemen, 

In conformity to yonr orders, that I would form a d«- 
tacbment, confifling of five regiments of legt^s, and a 
company of artillery, to be placed under the con^mand of 
.Colonel Sir John dimming, in the moCl convenient litu' 
ation for ajfoiding alTillance for protecting the dominions 
of his Excellency the Vizier, I beg leave to inform you, 
that I have dirc£lcd*the 9th, loth, i ith, 21ft, and sad Re- 
giments of Sepoys to march immediately from Dinapore, 
and the 7th company artillery to proceed to Benares by 
water. I have dire£ted this detatchment to be furnifbed 
with the following pieces of ordnance, vii. two 1 2 poun- 
ders, 10 lix pounders, two howitzers ; part of which is to 
be tranfported by water from Dinapore, and the remainder 
to be fupplied from the Chunar Magazine, as ilfo all the 
ammunition and ftores neceffary for the fervicc. 

The difpolition of the regiments under Colonel filair will 
not allow me to withdraw any from his command ; out of 
five intended for the Chunar ftation, one is at Fyzabad, 
and cannot be recalled, one is fixed at Jecai^>ore, and half 
a one in the neighbourhood of Gauzipore -, to that, cx- 
clufive of the regiments for the immediate defence of Chu- 
nar, there remams only one and a half to relieve the corps 
on commahd, and to fupply occafional detachments : this 
being the fituation, and the regiment lately in the Goorucjt— 
pore country bciiig arrived at Dinapore, I found myfelf 
under the ncceflity of forming the detachoocnt for Colonel 
Sir John Camming entirely from the troops on that llation. 
: An attention to the healths of the Europeans induced me 
to order up the company of artillery by water to Benares ; 
at this feafon of the year they would, in a country entirely 
overflowed, be expolcd to fevere diftrelTei and inconvemcnr 1 
ces, which might be produflive of fatal conlequenccs to- 
many of them} and I fear that even after their arrival. 
at that city, they will be liable to fuffer much from a march,- 
as the rains willfcarcely be over; in which cafe it may he- 
prudent to let them continue on board the boats as far as: 
Ellahabad, to which place I Ihall direCt all the ordnance 
and ftorct to be conveyed by water, as well for their own 
prefervation as for the convenience of carriage. 
- .1 undeiAand, though not from of&cial information, that^ 
Almafs All Khan has returned to the Doab> upon certain 
conditions ftipulated between him, tlie Vizier, and the 
Refidcnt ; in which event perhaps the Board may not dceta 
it ueCetSu-y for the detachment immediately to march ; mi, 
if it could be delayed, without endangering the fafety of the 
ceontry. 
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conntry, till next month, the troops would be able to move 
with greater facility, and not he fubje£ted to the incove- 
niences infcparable trom a march at this fealbn of the year. 
Which cannot fail to occafion th? lofs of many men, by 
ficknefs and detention, and do infinite damage to the anns, 
ammunition, clothing, and camp equipage. 

Permit me to obierve to the Board that the troops order- 
ed for this fenvice arc three months in arrears, viz June, 
J«ly,*Sind Auguft j that it is neceflary,' that if the whole of 
thefc arrears cannot be cleared ofF, that at Icaft a part of 
them (hould be paid, before the detachment marches from 
Dinapore ; it is alfo necelTary for the Board to txke fuch 
nicafurcs as they may judge expedient, to provide the pay- 
mailer with cafh to advance to the troops on their arrival 
at Benares, as well as for their regular payment when fia* 
tioncd in the Vizier's dominions.

In this fervice it is our intention that you Ihall be fub- 
jeft to the orders of the Vizier, which will bp fignified to 
you through the channel of the Refident at his Court, for 
the performance of any military operations which he may 
require of you within the boundaries of his dominions, 
either for the proteflion of the country, or for quelling any 
interna! commotions, to which the {lation of your troops 
may be the moft contiguous or corivnient ; but on all fuch 
occa£ons you will have the precaution to receive from him 
the requifition in writing, fpecifying the fervice to be per- 
fOrmeti, if there be fufficient time for that purpofc, without 
endangering the fafety or peace of the country; and in the 
execution of fuch Ictrice you will be the judge of what 
force it maybe neceflary to em,p]oy, and will appoint and 
order it accordingly j but we ^arneftly and fpccially recom- 
mend to you not to make any detachments from your 
troops which cannot be inAantly recalled, and with which a 
junAion might be at any time precarious or difficult ; but 
the performance of any dillant or confiderable operations, 
you will march with your whole force to effei^ them. 

You will keep the Commander in Chief conflantly ad- 
vifcd of your proceedings ; and if any material occurrence 
Ihould take place, which you deem worthy of our imme- 
diate information, you will not fail to advife us 'of them 
in the moft expeditious manner. ■ ■ 

Epclofcd we tranfmit you copy of our correfpondence 
^vith the Commander in Chief, relative to the fervice and 
Kipointmcnt of your corps : and at prefent we have only 
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further toenjoin yon, which wc do in the ftrongeft manner* 
to fhew every attention to the authority of the Vizier ; to 
cultivate a good underflanding with him ; and to pay the 
flri£teft regard to the order and difdpline of the officers and 
men under your command, to prevent all caufe of com- 
plaint of them, either from the Vizier himfelf, or the in- 
habitants of the country, which they may pafs through or 
be ftationcd in. 

Orders have been ilTiied to the Chief at Patna* to iiliie 
one month's pay immediately to the detachment, and the 
Relidcnt at Benares has been dtrcfted to provide the amount 
of two months pay to be advanced on their arrival at that 
place.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

The contentions and party difputes which hAve prevailed 
at the Court o£ Delhy, iince the death of the late Nabob 
NudjifF Cawn, feem now to be taking a decided turn io 
favour of Mirza Shuffee Cawn, whofe pretentions to the 
chief rule in tbe adminiftration, although acknowledged 
and fecretly efpoufed by the King, hav« hitherto met with 
violent and fucccfsful oppolition from AfrafaibCawn ; but 
the latter having a few days ago found it expedient to move 
-with the main body of his army acrofs tlie Jumma, for tl^ 
defence of bis own pofFellions, againft the threatened at- 
tacks of Mahomed Beg Cawn Amdany, who is joined by 
the oppofite party, Mitza Shuffee Cawo availed himfclf of 
this conjunflute, to attempt by force the eficCtuat eftablifh- 
ment of his authority at the capital. Accordingly, on the 
I ith inftant, he marched his whole army into the town, 
feized upon the principal gates and avenues, furrounded the 
houfcs of Mudjud ul Dowlah, the Dewan, NudjiffCoolcy 
Cawn, and Lutafaut Ally Cawn, all of whom were united 
in the combination againA him, and fecured the perfon of 
the»former, as he has alfo probably, by this time, that of 
Nudjiff Cooley, Cawn, who had, when my laft intelligence 
was difpatcbed, lofl: all his artillery, feveral of his ptinciw 
pa! Sirdars, and was reduced, as a lafl refource, to the 
ntceflity of defending himfcif with mufquetry only, widiin 
the walls of his private habitation. The capture of his per- 
fon will leave Mirza Shuffee Cawn without any competitor 
upon the fpot capable of oppofing him, and enable him im- 
mediately to turn his whole force, in conjunction with 
Mahomed Beg Khan, againft Afrafaib and his patty, with 
the faireft proJpefl of fuccefs. 

There can, I apprehend, be no doubl-but his Majefty, 
vpon this turn of affairs, will chearfully and openly acquiefce 
in the demands of Mirza Shuffle Cawn, which it appears 
have never extended beyond the inveftiture of fuch offices

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A copy of the laie treaty concluded by the Governor Ge- 
neral with the Vizier at Chunar is cncloftd for your infor- 
mation. You will make this the foundation for fuch daims 
as the ccimpany have confcquently upon him ; and in all 
things which depend upon you, and which the prcfent 
fituation of a^irs may admit, you are to aft up to the true 
fpirit and meaning of the faid treaty. 

We give for your information copy of a letter written to 
Mr. Middleton on the i ith July laft, with fome accounts 
enclofed diercin, ihewing the ftatc of the Vizier's debts to 
the Company on the 30th of April 1782, together with a 
copy of Mr. Middleton's reply, and of a letter and accounts 
fince received from him, under date the i2thinftant. 

We have not ftgnifted our approbation of the lift upon 
which Mr. Middleton intended to claim aftignments from 
the Vizier for the cnfuing year, wifhing rather to leave the_ 
conclufion of this bufmefs to your managefnent ; but we' 
delirc that you will take the moft efFeftual fteps for fecuring 
the fpccdy and entire liquidation of all that may remain 
due to the Company on any account whatfoever. Any 

Sft counter claims which the Vizier may be able tct efta- 
ilh will of courfe be admitted : that which he has' made 
for horfes, guns, and fmaJI arms, &c, fupplied the troops 
at Futtygbur and Daranagur, has in part been compiled 
with, by the eftimation at which his liorfes were received 
for the Company's ufe. The arms and military ftores be-' 
Tonging t» him fhould likewifc be appraifed from the time 
when thofe troops were firuclc ofF from his eflablifhiuentt 
Bnd the amount ought to be charged to the Company. 

You will of courfe give every attention in your power 
to the fccurity and internal peace of the' Vizier's domini- 
ons, and the happinefs of his fubjoAs in general ; and we 
dire£t you to cohimunicate with us fully and freely upon 
ihefc points. 

A detachment; confifting of one cotspaoy of European 
artillery, and five regiments of Sepoys, uiidcr the command 
of Colonel Sir John Cummings, has been ordered to 
inarch from Dinapore into the Vizier's dominions, to quell 
certain difturbances which wc underftood, from private w,-* 
thority, had arifcn in the North-weft frontier, and to fe- 
curc the peace of thofe parts. We enclofc a copy of the 
inftruftions which we have given to Sit John Cummings 
for your information. In cafe the necefltty of ihc ftato 
Ihould ever make it requifiie for the Vizier to apply for the 
military aid, you will fignify the fame to the commanding 
officer of the Company's troops, whofe fituaiion may ren- 
der it moft eligible for him to perform the fervicc requireij. 
Sating the nature of it pailt^ularly to him, and leaving \\, 
witinjately 
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iilQinaKly to his judgment to employ fuch force at he may 
deem aidequate to the occafion.

It is incumbent upon me to inform you of the proper ' 
cronduA of Fayzala Cawn, who for fome time paft has 
been carrying on a confiant corrcfpondencc with the other

&bi^r of a-yeiy contrary tendency to the line of his duty, 
and profeffed alregianccto the Vizier. 

It is not rtry likely he would be able to efk& ai>y thing, 
thatcootd itiaterially endanger the provinces; yet it mull 
be obferved, that any attempt, however unfncccfsfol to 
Krefel/, would toa'Certainiy occafion a very heavy lols in 
the Vizier's cdleftions.

The podcflTons of Fayzula Cawn are fo finiated that there 
is nopoflibility of cutting off hrsretrear whenever he might 
clMie to attempfit i and Ihpuld it ever fo happen, the great 
extra- coUeftions he has for fome years made,' beyond the 
amount tor which the J^hcer vns ori^iitally granted, novr 
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fappofed to be accumulated to one Crore and half rupees, 
mtift prove a tout and irreparable lofs to this country. It 
feems therefore wortliy the attention of your Honourable 
Board to co-operate with the Viaicr in fuch mcafures as 
may be moft cffeftual in obviating the mifchiefs which his 
Excellency juftly apprehends from leaving FyzulaCawn 
in his prefcnt unreftrifted fituation, cfpecially as the pro- 
pofed change cannot, in my conception, be considered as 
any aftual innovation on the rights of that Chiefs treaty 
with the late Vizier, which fecure to him an a£iaal income

points, I was unable 10 {^ve them tt^ information they re- 
9uired, at which the CttOibeit .-xpiiffed their furpuM^ an^ 
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»iro their diiratisfkAion, at the commanding officer in the 
field having omitted to advi(c.'tlie commander in chief of 
fuch important occurrences. 

That I may have it in my power to Catisfy the board, I 
null requeft, Sir, that you would rurnifli me with fucli ac- 
counts of the above tran^^ions as have come to your know- 
kdgc ( and aifo inform me, whether any bodies of the Vi- 
zier's fubjefls are in arms to oppofc his goTcrnmcnt, or if 
any invafions are to be apprehended from foreign enemies ; 
particularly if Rohilcund is threatened with any immediate 
danger, eitlier by an infurrcftion of the native inhabitants, 
or the incurfions of the Sciks, in confederacy witti Zabita 
Khan. 

In order that you may be in foi'ce, and prepared to repel 
any attacks from abroad, or quell any internal commotions, 
I have to recommend, that you call in all your detachments, 
except the regiment at Lucknow, as far as can be done con- 
liftently with the tranquillity of the difiri^s where they are 
on command ; and that you hereafter keep the troops be- 
longing to your ftation as much as pofTible collected. Whea 
yon are under the neceffity of ordering out detachments, 
either upon the requiStion of the Nabob, or othcrwifc, you 
win be pleafed to give me immediate information thereof, ai . 
well as of the fcrvices they are fenr upon. 

I have to acquaint you, that a detachment of iive regi- 
ments of Sepoys, and a company of artillery, is ordered to 
march from Dinapore, under the command of Colonei Sir 
John Gumming, foir the additional fccurity of his Exccl- 
tency's dominions, and to take up the former Nation of Fur- 
rue kabad.

With refpeft to the defeaion of Almafi Mi Khan, the 
reports and accounts of it varied fo often, that had I ntote 
to you intelligence of it one day, I mufl have been under 
the ncccflity of contradifting it the next perhaps, and at laft 
Ihould have had to inform you of his having been re-ap- 
pointed colleftor of the diflnfts he formerly had the collec- 
tion' of, and of his heing returned to his cantonment near 
Etawa, where be now is, and buJily employed in fettling 
the country, and yefterday I received a letter from him, in- 
timating his intention of coming to pay me a vilit here ere 
long. On the abote occalion, as well as that of the dif- 
pute at Daranagur, had there br.en any call for the aHillancc 
of the Company's troops, I Ihould of couife have been ap- 
plied to by the Vizier, through the Reftdent, pnd fhould 
have given you information of it immediately, as 1 have 
always done of all detacliments that have been ordered away 
from this ftation. The affray betwixt the Rohilkh horle 
and the Vizier's battalions at Daranagur arofe, as I learn, 
£rom a fquabble tliat happened betwixt two of them, about 
the purchaling of fomething in the Buzar ; from words 
they came to drawn fwords, and calling to their comrades 
for fupport, the parties that were engaged became, foon in- 
crcafed, and at laft they referred the decifion to a general 
engagement; the Rohillah horfe making a charge upon the 
battalions, were received by a volley from them, and the 
Bre of their guns ; but the execution of the fire was io 
fmall, that it did not check the horfe, who broke the bat- 
talionsj and cut them off to a man. 

I am lately given to undcriland, that the arms and guns 
belonging to thofe Battalions have been delivered up, upon 
the Vizier's demand, to the Aumil of Rohilcund; and thai 
there did not feem to be any fpirit of rebellion in the petrple 
of Rohilcund, nor are they making any preparations Co op- 
pofe the Nabob's authority. 

I do not learn, tliat the Sciks have any dcfign of invad- 
ing Rohilcund in a formal manner, though Zabta Khan ii 
always carrying on a correfpondence with them to that enck 
But 1 have received accounts very lately of one of Zabts 
Khan's fons going fo Fyzoola Khan at Rampore, who is 
now entertaining troops in his own country, and encreafmg 
their number greatly above what he ufually kept up. Hi* 
intentions I am not yet acquainted with, but expert to hear 
about,thcm very foon, though I am not inclined to believe 
he intends to make a rupture with the Vizier^ and now that 
Mirza 6huffey Kh^n h<is fucceeded to the titles, offices, and 
power, poffeiTcd by. the late Nudjiff Cawn, I am rcad^ to 

believe, 
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believe, that the Seiks will not make any irruptions into 
the Vizier'i icrritories, as be is amicabJy indiuRd to the 
Vizier, and the Seiks are kept in awe by him. Whenever 
I Ihall receive any intelligence that can tend to throw z 
light upon the political mcafures and adtions of the neigh- 
bouring powcrsi as they may refpcft the intereft of his Ex- 
cellency the Vizier, or the fecurity and peace of his domi- 
nions, I Iball doubilefs comoiunicate it to you immedi- 
ately. 

I have ever been delirous of keeping the troops under my 
xommand collcfled as much as polTible, and the detach- 
ments that have been fcnt from this ftation have gone away 
upon the requifitions of the Nabob Vizier, and the repre- 
ientations of the Refidem, of fuch troops being abfolutcly 
ncceflary to prcrctvc the tranquility of that part of the 
country where they liavc been fent to, and 10 quell the 
commotions that then cxifted there; and I have not failed 
to fend you immediate information whenever fuch detach- 
ments have been ordered, and what the nature of the fcr- 
vice was whicb they were fcnt upon. I fliali write to the 
llefident at the Vizier's coilrt, to know if 1 may recall 
Major Gilpin's regiment from Fyzabad, now that there are 
no diflurbances or commotiQns in the neighbourhood of 
that plact ; though I have had accounts lately of Rajah Bul- 
' budder Sing having returned with a great many followers 
into the difirift of Sahlonc, where a battalion of Major 
Lumfdaine's regiment is Rationed, and that he is laying' 
waflc and plundering the country there) and as I premtne 
tltatupon the arrival of the detachment under Colonel Sir 
John Gumming, at Futty Ghur, there wilt be no further 
call for the fervice of Major Scott's regiment at Furrucka- 
bad, 1 fhall then order him co return to this Nation ; or, 
fliould the Relidcnt fignify to me that tliere is no occalion 
for its remaining there, I Qiall order it to march here before 
that event.

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Middleton fhould haVc delayed to this time carryiBg into 
execution the orders which, he received from the Governor 
General in September 1781 ; alledging, as a r'eafon for it, 
the Nabob's return to his capital fo late as the month of 
Oftober laft year. If tliat period wss too late for attempt- 
ing to carry the meafure into effcft that feafon, and th»- 
tirae which has fince paffed fuffercd to clapfe without doing 
it, furely no great advantage couid be gained by undertak- 
ing it this feafon, on the 17th of September, which is very 
fcw days earlier than he had it in his powei to fet about it 
lafl year. 

With refpcQ to Mr. Middleton's propofal for refiraining 
the power of the Nabob Fyzula Cawn, the Board cannot 
h,clp thinking it highly indifcr«I and ilt-iimeti. It is well 
known that, the Nabob's country has lately been enpofcd 
to infurreftions and tumults, and is far from being reco- 
vered from the confulion occafioned by them 1 that the Com- 
pany's forces intended ibr lis proteflion have been difperfed 
into various parts to quell the diiturbancei, and could not . 
be immediately colledled, without endangering the peace 
of the country ; and that the Visier's troops are infufficient 
of therafclves for fuch a fervice ; yet, without giving us any 
, account of the real flale of the country, Mr, Middletoi^ 
propofes an expedition, which in a time of perfe^ tran- 
quility, and with our troops coJIedcd and prepared, mufl 
be attended with difficulty, and ought not to be undertakM^ 
vichout an abfolutc necelTity. At prefent the Board do not 
admit of any nec&flity for fuch an attempt; nor, in the 
circumflances which exilV, would it be by any means pru- -

Ulmafs Ally Cawn's having withdrawn himfelf from the 
Vizier's authority bad created a temporary anarchy in the 
diDri£ts he farmed, which yielded about half the revenues 
n£ this government. Tumults had aifo happened in other 
parts of bis Excellency's dominions, and his authority ap- 
peared to me to have fuffered fuch interruptions, that the 
moft vigorous and prudent meafures became nccclTary to 
awe the turbulent fpirit which had a^uatcd the peo[Je in the 
late infurrcfiions. 

I had the fatisl^{tion to find that no renewal of the ii^ 
finrbanccB was likely to arife at the prefeni junfture : Ul- 
inafs Ally Cawn had returned to Lucknow upon aifuranccs 
of perfoiul fafety ; and he now profefies obedieiKe : the tn- 
■luUs had fubfidcd, owing to the large detachment* fi'oni 
your brigade at Cawnporc; and the objcfls which imme- 
diately attrafied my notice, were the recommending gene- 
ral arrangements for the fecurity and internal peace of the 
Vizier's dominions in future, and the realizing the Com- 
pany's claims. 

"to have addreflcd you with an imfwrfeft knowledge of 

the fouation of affairs might have {uoduced bad confe- 
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qaences; and at it appeared impofllblc to me tofiatc the' 
matter in a clear point of view by partial explanatioiis, I 
therefore deferred ouking any reprefentations for the pre- 
ient. I expcA in a few days to fubmit to your confidera- 
tion ^ Itatcmcnt of tl^e' Vizier'i revenue, bis civil and mili- 
tary cftabliihmeats, and every other matter rcfpe^ing his 
government.

This has 
t^n tbc reafon of my lilencc hitherto, and -will, I hope, 
meet with your indulgence. 

I have ilfued the Vizier's Perwamnahs to the Aumilt and 
Phouzdars, on whom the honourable Company'^s aifign- 
ments ^re granted, and exerted myfelf in endeavouring to 
fecure the funds for the fpecdy liquidation of the claims on 
his Excellency. I am, however, much embairallcd by the 
engagements made with the Bankers, on account of^their 
depofits of teeps and bills of exchange on the prcfidency : 
Mr. Middletoi) informed you of thofe engagements in his 
letter of the 7th September lall, and the difficulty will arile 
in fupporting the bankers in the recovery of funis they may 
advance, at the fame time realizing the Honourable Com- 
pany's current affignments; I fhall fubmit the particulars 
of thcfe maners to your contideration in due coune of time. 

I have ftrongly recommended the reduQion of Ulroals 
Ally Cawn's power, and it is with great fatisfadion I ac- 
quaint you that by my advice he was deprived of the charge 
of additional countries, yielding a revenue of lixty lacks » 
jcac, in addition of thofe he had afiual poflcffion of. The 
reiwannahs to the Aumils in poflcffion, apprizing them of 
tbelr removal, had been prepared four days before my arri- 
val. Upwi cojiiideration, however, Ulmal's deferred dif- 
patcbing his Naibs until 1 ffiould take charge of the reli- 
dency. About two months ago he had confented to farm 
Corah, Etaya, Sliara, &c. The power lie acquires from 
thofe extcnfive dil^rifls renders him a dangerous fubjed; 
and if it had been practicable at this advanced feafon of the 
year, I would not have fcruplcd to recommend the depriv- 
ing him of all truft under the Vizier's government. I had 
not time to form a certain judgment how far a defection o£ 
his people could have, been effected. 

I am told it was poffible to have fucceeded in thii pcint^ 
which would doubtlcls have been the fafrft mode of acting } 
but had I failed by precipitately involving the Viuer in a 
meafure of this delicate nature, or bad a conliderable lofs 
of revenue been the confequcnce, I fhould have been juftly 
<xpofi;d to ceufure. I have, for thcfe rcdfons, temporized 
with Ljlmafs Ally Cawn, and alTured him of fupport, la 
lone as he may Uiew firi£t and implicit obedience 10 the 
^ ■ Vizier. ■ 
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Vizier. He has alked mr to recommend it to his Excellen- 
cy to apply to the commanding officer for 2 regiments of 
fipoys, with 2 pieces of battering cannon, and 2 howitzers, 
to befiege the Fort of Salfery in the Dowab, a fcrvicc t6 
which his own force is unequal. The Zemindar of that 
diftri£t has long rdifted the authority of the Vizier's officers. 

I beg your inftruftions on this head, and in the event of 
your approbation, with refpefl to granting him alliflance, 
you would not wifh to have the fort garrifoned by the Ho- 
nourable Company's troops. Ulmafs Ally Cawn does not 
want to undertake the fiege for z months to come, and has 
nqueftcd that I would avoid mentioning the fubjeS to the 
Vizier. I have, however, confidentially acquainted Sir 
John Gumming of it, in order that he may obtain every 
neccflary information of the ftrcngth of the fort of SaiTny, 
and to enable him to form a judgment how far it mat', from 
its Situation, prove a check upon Ulmafs. I prefume it is 
your wifh to prefervc the brigade at Cawnpore as complete 
as poffible, and therefore in future I fhall, on all occalions. 
recommend it to the Vizier, when in want of military aid^ 
lo apply to Colonel Sir John Gumming. 

Mirza Shu% Cawn had agreeable to the information 
conveyed to you by Mr. Middleton, in his letters of the 
14th and 15th September iaft, obtained the faperiority 
among the parties at the court of Delhi, The deficiency 
of means to pay the numerous cftabhOiment of troops in 
ftis fervice, made him apprehcnfive of a miltiny. In order 
to avoid the confequcnccs that might follow, he fled from 
Delhy, carrying Mujjud ud Dowlah a prifoner along with 
him, and is now himfelf near Muttrab, with between ^ 
and 6,000 men, endeavouring to collect a greater force ; it 
is faid he withes to come to a reconciliation with Afrafaib 
Cawn. Mahomed Beg Humdanny, his principal partizan, 
has marched to the neighbourhood of Jyporc againft Rajah 
Hemfet.Behadre, and is faid to have near 30,000 men. 
Mirza Shufiey's fiight gave the afcendancy at Delhi to the 
oppolite party. Latafuit Ally Cawn and Monfieur Paulie, 
the Guardian of the late Sombrc's fon fepm to be leading 
men. They have continued Nudjif Coolcy Cawn in con- 
finement, as aifo put reftraints on the fifter of the late Nudjif 
Cawn i they propofe taking the field, but I doubt much 
their doing it ; and whilft diffenfions at Delhi may Iaft, the 
Vizier will have tittle to apprehend from that quarter. 

I have informed Mr. Anderfon of my having taken 
charge of my office, and communicated to him the inteU 
Jigence of iMe arrival of the ftrong detachment under Co- 
lonel Sir John Gumming, and fuch other matters relative 
to the Vizitr's dominions as appeared to me deferviog of 
bii attention. 
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The rains have been upon the whole very favourable in' 
the Vizier's dominioiii, which promtfe a plentiful crop. 
There was very little in the beginning of the feafon in the 
provinces of Etaya and Coraij, for which deficiency the 
heavy 611 in ihe latter ptrt hiS' in fome meafurc compen- 
sated. A great fcarcity is apprehended towards Dclhy and 
Agra, from the fmall quantity of rain in thofc parts. 

I have taken the liberty to fubmit the above fummary of 
the ftatc of affairs to your confide rat ion, hoping it may 
prove fufficienily explanatory, until I may have the oppor- 
tlinity of entering minutely into the fubjeft, which will be 
in the courfc of a few days. 

In reply to your commands relative to Mr. Middlcton's 
propoiitionsforrcftraining the power of FyzulaCawn, and 
Aifpending tlie execution of any plan that may have been 
undertaken, I beg leave to inform you, that the Vizier 
himfelf has kept the matter in fufpcnce. Conformable to 
the fpirit of your i nftrUdtions, I {hall advifehis Excellency 
againft the meafUrc ; but, in my opinion, he had not a 
force equal tb the undertaking. The Minifter has promifed 
irte a copy of the cotrcfpondence of this court with FyzuU 
Cawn, and a narrative of all tranfaftions relative to him, 
v^hich I fhall forward to you, accompanied by fuch other 
intelligence of his designs which I may have coUcfled by 
means of my own agents. Fyzula Cawii in his letter pro- 
feifeg great refpeft and attachment to the Vizier, though 
when requefis have been made of him he evades compli- 
ance. When I may tranfmit to you the flatement of the 
Viiicr's revenue, you will be furnithed with the neceflary 
lights regarding the appointments of Daroga Tullea or 
Mnftfet- mailers. It is my duly however to inform you, 
they have never received charge of their offices, though 
nominated in September, as mentioned in Mr. Middlcton's 
letter of the 17th of that month. Molovey Mowbeen, 
the Sudder ul Huck, is in the fame fttuation. I expert 
great oppofition in effcfting ihcfc two points, which, in 
my opmion, appear necelTary, as I hope I Ihall be able to 
prove.

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deCgn &oul4 be formed, and a* little to be ^ipicbended 
apy Ijmilar inteotioo on th? part of FyzuU Cawn, 
the houd are of opinioa, that no^l^ing more is wanting 
to put a fiop to thcii repeated alarms than to employ 
fom« miMOs of conciliatiflD, which, by fa^sfying the- Vi- 
ziej's claims, and removing every pretext for difpute be- 
tween them, maypUcchis foverc^nty, and Fyzula Cawn'i 
dependance, on a new footing, and prcfciibe a fixed and 
certain line to botii. The fiift caufe of difference between 
them appears to> have arifen from 'the vague and indefinite 
condition, which exprefles Fyzula Cawn's obligation to 
furnilh a military aid to the Vizici whenever required. 
This was certainly uodetftood by both parties at the time

fon Irom going out or in ; the principal avenues of the 
city were alfo fecorcd by Mr. Pool, and Lutafet Ally 
Cawn's troops, 10 prevent any body from efcaping. Thefe 
two fent a mcll^e to his Majelly, adriiing him to repaic 
immediately ro the Jamch Muzjcd, or a large mofque, 
jail without the wall of the forti to this he ot^e£ted, 
till they would Iwcar folemnly on the Koran to be nithfiu 
and true to him, and to fix. their feals on the book,

He, in rctyrn, encouraged them with liberal promiCes, 
and gave orders to Mr. Pool and Luta^t AH Khan to go 
and fetch Nudjif Kooli Khan, who was confined in Mudjcd 
111 Dowlah's houfe, at the inftigation of the late Nudjif 
Kooli Khan's fifter, to, whom the King fcnt a meffage, 
alTucing her that flie fhould not receive the Icaft difturbance, 
^nd dcfiring to make hcrfelf eafy on this occasion. When 
NudjifKooli Khan was condu<£led into the King's prc- 
fcncc,^ he proftrated himCelf, and promifcd to be for ever 
devoted to bis fervice and commands, then he received many 
marks and alTurances of the royal favour, 
' About three o'clock in the afternoon, intelligence was 
brought of Mirza Shuffi, and his few followers, having 
taken the rout of Fuzzeedabad, which is about 8 Cofs from 
Delhi, or the road to Agra. The King bellowed the 
Jaydahs that were Mirza ShufFe's upon different people, 
and he ordered a letter to be difpatched to Mahommed Beg 
Khan Hamdani, inviting him to march to Delhi, and pro- 
mifmg him honours and advancement.

Tht Seiks hare for yean paft made depredations, even 
to the wall! of Delhy. Diwing the laft year Mina Shufli* 
Cawn was employed agiinft them. He defeated them in 
ftVeral itirmiflies, and advanced into their country as fat 
as Umballa, thirty cofs beyond Carnal. On the death of 
NndjiffCawn, when Mirai Shurfce formed Vie«i of fnc- 
ceeding in the controul of the court of Delhy, he withdrew 
his army from the frontier, which thin became again t%- 
pofcd to the depredations of the Seiks. They have lately 
collefted in large bodies, infomuch as to give the alarm 
for the peace and fecutity of Rohilcund. Khanja Aumul 
Deen, the Phoufdar, had been ordered to attend at Lnck- 
now, at the ofual period, to make a fcttlemcnt of his »c- 
connts. He in confeqnencc did fet off, btit was flopped in 
the way by a letter he received from ZabittaCawn, inform- 
ing him of the numerous bodies of Seiks which were col- 
lefled together, fuggefting his fufpicion of their inteiitions. 
Mid warning oifthe danger that might attend the Viiier"! 
iteminions, by his abfcnce. Khanja Ain ul Deen le^o- 
fcnted the riiatter to the Vizier; and having excafcd htm* 
felf from attending at Lncknow, afterwards aiarched t* 
Daranagur. 

Khanja Aihul Deen alfo fends intelligence, of hti hav- 
ing been informed, in a letter addrefi^ to hifl* by Currem 
8ing, one of the Scik chiefs, that Imaum Sing, Ul tpoftito 
ftom the MulTalnlan frith, who formerly ferlred tttider him, 
hsid infpired the Seiks with refpcft for his charsfler. Ha 
ItlvitBS Caja Ain nl Deen to a friendly correfpond«icej 
and propofes an imerview, having fccrets to commanieiW 
Which cannot with fafcty be tranfmitted by letter. He 
teqotfts a confidential agent ftiould be deputed to the Seiks j 
ind tiiey dn their parts would fend one to him. He con- 
ttodes, by infofming Khanja Ain u» Deen, that tUcy have 
collefUd a body of twcn^ thoufand troop*, and advifei 
lllm to affift in the cxecotion of their defigiu 1 to which, 
hy coro^non report, he is not difiiKlioed : bat on this head 
I cannot fpeak with any cerUinty.

The province of RohUcnnd is at this junfiur? unfefto- 
nately expofed to other bad confequences, beCdc what tnay 
arife from alarms created by the vicinity of fo large a body 
of Sciks. Kliauja Ain ud Dcen, the Phouzdar, poQefles 
the fame independent fpirit that a£luated Ulmas AIi Khan. 
He is not entrufted with the charge of fuch extensive dif- 
tri£ls, nor is he deemed a man of equal abllilies, and the 
troops entertained by his own authority are fewer in num- 
ber. His conduct during the defeftion of Almafe All 
Ktjan appeared vety fufpicious ; but he never was guilty of 
avowedly withdrawing himfelf from the Vizier's authority. 

The revenues of Jlohilcund may altogether produce fixty 
lacks of rupees, fifty-two of which are under the charge of 
Khauja Ain ul Deen; ihe remaining eight we're formerly 
granted, in Jagheer and Jaydaad. to Lutefat Ally Cawn, 
for the fupport pf his embalTy, and the troops under his 
command, ftaiioned at the court of Delhy. When Luta- 
fut's employments were taken from him, he received direc- 
tions to order his troops to return to the Vizier's domini- 
ons : part were lent, bat )i^ kept the guns which were 
attached to them in his qwn pofleffion. The Jagheer and 
Jaydaad were of courfe refumed, and in the beginning of 
this year entrufted to the mar.a ;ement of Mirza MahQme4 
Cauziin. When I took charge of the Refidency, the pro-: 
vince of Rohilcund was in the ftalc I now reprefent to you. 
Kb^uja Ain ul Deen, who wlllied to be fole Fhoufdaii 
bad engaged the afting minifler to fupport his views -,- and 
it was even propofcd to me, to recomipend it to the Vizici; 
to giVe him the Jagheer and Jaydaad of Lutafat AH Khan. 
I. objected to the meafure, thinking him already too power- 
ful, and that his condufl had otherwife rendered him un- , 
worthy the favour of the Vizier. To remove him at the 
prefeat feafon appeared tmpradicable, as it could not bq 
, done but with a lofs of .revenue, that the Htua'tion of the 
Viztei's afiairs. would not admit of: the acting minifter^ 
dirough whom the propofal came, readily acquiefced- in 
the propriety of my opinion ; and I hope my copduft in 
this inftancQ will meet your approbation. 

With regard to the Jagheer and Jaydaad of Lutafat, the 
tniniflcr afterwards recommended that it fhould be conti-^ 
nued in the hands of Mirza Cauzim ; to which I did not 
objefl, having heard a good account of his abilities, ^(^ 
of his attachment to the Knglilh- 

Kliaujah Ain ul Peen, flattered with expoflation; of 
fuccek, had, aWu.t tt^ time of my arrival, made his ar- 
rangements to take po^ellion of the Jagheer and Jaydaad* 
publicly declaring, that ihey were to be given hiiQ; and 
b: had aitualiy fen( his Naibs to the borders of' thofe dif- 
tri£ts. Mirza Cauzim reprelcnts that one of them (Buncq 

• " W«i 
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Rsje) plundered the Pui^nnah of Ifbaipnegur; that 
Goodrefs Mull, in conjunfiioii with Fuzulla Beg, Naib 
of Pulibut, followed by their own Moouyna, with two 
guns, and abput 'four thoufand infurgcnts, have deftroyed 
the villages in the diftri£t of Jelaulppre, the revepue of 
which laft year amounted to a lack, and a half of rupees. 
Similar depredations were made againft Kboda Gunge, 
^irza Cawzim remonftrated with the Naibs, sind ?">* 
duced the Vizier's Perwannah of inveUicurc, but without 
effedl. He then threatened rcfiftance, but whether he ac- 
tually made any I am not yet informed. 
' This, gentlemen, is a narrative of the late commotions 
tn Rohilcund, agreeable to the feprefentalioq of Mirza 
Mahomed Cauzim. 

. Khauja Ain uL Dcin endeavours to exculpate himfelf by 
aflening that Mirza Mahomed Cauzim incited the pea* 
fants to infurte£lions, and that they had in confequence 
committed depredations in the diftriSs under his charge. 
I am however of opinion, from every circumAance I caa 
colleft from perfons totaMv dilintcrcftcd bctirecn the parties, 
fhat Mirza Cauzim was not to blame. The inequality 
of his force to that of Khaujau Ain ul Deen's, added to 
the avowed dcfigns of his opponent to difpollefs him, are 
flrong prefumptiv?, if not convincing evidence in his 
favour. 

The ciiminality of the offender, whoever it m^y bappeq 
to be, fhould meet with the fevcrcft punilhmem ; but the 
iUtc of thf Vizier's government is fuch with refpe£t w ' 
Almafs All Cawn, and Khauja Ain ul Decn, that there 
\i neither controul nor infiuencc in the diftriSs under their 
(;harge. The motives which influenced my condud to- 
wards Almafs Ali Cawn apply equally to the caufe of 
Khauja Ain ul Deen. The neighbourhood of a numerou) 
body of Seiks ready to enter the country, the fuppoled 
difaffeftion of Fyzula Cawn, and the pretenfioni of Zebita 
Cawn to bis hereditary domain of Nudjebabad, taken 
from hiip by the late Vizier, confpir; to create in my opi- 
|iion in(uperable difficulties to the attempting vigourous 
mcafuns until the revenues of the ptefent year fnall be 
fecured. By what I can learn of Fyzula Cawn, he is a 
i^an of a timid difpolition, and not likely to uke an ac* 
tivc part in the oppofitinn to the Vizier, unlefs driven to 
at by ill ufage, or excited by a certain profpeA of paffing 
fiith impunity. Hia countrymen would in all probability 
iupport him with zeal and courage, as I believe the gene- 
rality of them to.be difafFeded to the Vizier and the Eng- 
)ilh. Fyzula Cawn, though a bad foldier, has proved 
)iimfelf a good Aumil, having, it is fuppofed, in (he courle 
^ a few years at Icaft dc^ublcd the population and revenue 
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ef His coTiRtry. JEabita Cawn nill I believe be very ready,' 
Whfn abVe to take the lead againfi the Viaicr ; and as ta 
the 'Seiki, k is the weakneTs of this government, not their 
ftningth, which may render their operAions formidable. 
They aft under fcparate chiefs, and are of cOurfc unfteady, 
in 'me execi]tionvof~^tfaeir plans : their numbers cannot be 
above half whit Kauja Ain ul Decn's intelligence ftatcs ; 
and I think, Should he have taken the precautions' he fays 
he has done, of gaarding the Gants, little will b« to be ap- 
prehended from them. 

From the ftatcraents fumiflied me by the afiing mini- ■ 
ftcr, there ought to be three tlioufand matchlock men, four 
battalions of Sepoys, and above fifteen hundred cavalry 
Aationcd in the whole of the province of Rohilcund, be 
iides two thoafand men which Khanja in Aul Dcen in- 
forms the Vizier he has entertained above the eflablifli- 
ment, in canfequencc of the number of Seiks colle£ted on 
the frontiers. Should it be neceflary to fend reinforcements 
there, they mnft confift either of the Honourable Com- 
pany's troops, or of thole of his Excellency's fiationed at 
this place, none can be Ipared from the interior parts of 
tiie country. The Vizier has about one diouland cavalry, 
difciplined and armed after the European manner, now at 
Lucknow ; and he has it in agiution to detsch this corps 
to Rohilcund, judging it the fitteft for the fervice that ii 
likely to occur. 

I do not recommend the march of any of the Honour^ 
able Company's troops either to fupport or awe Kbauja 
Ain ul Dcen, becanfe I think it neceflary firft to fubmit ta 
your conlideration a particular ftatement of the Vizier's , 
oominions. I am forry to fay I find mylelf difappointed in 
my expe^tion of tranfmitting it with that expedition I 
. could have wifhed. I think it very poflible^ on a review 
of the flatement of the Vizier's Mootayana, and the weak- 
nefs of his government, that you will not think it expedient 
to detach any of the Honourable Company's troops to fogreat 
a distance from your own frontiers as the province of Rohil- 
cund. Khauja Ain ul Deen has correfponded with and 
tranfmitted to me information of his proceedings : I have 
endeavoured to give him confidence m our government, 
and ftrongly recommended his uniting with Mirza Maho* 
ined Cauzim. 

I beg leave to inform you that Almafs A!i Cawn has left 
this place to gO to Coder Cote, intending to CTofs the Jum- 
na, and attack the fort of Commeit, whjch belongs to the 
Vizierj but the Zemindar has, in confcquence of the ge- 
neral confulion, ellablifhed his independence for the pre* 
Jent. Almafs Ali Cawn profefTed obedience at bts depart 
inre, aod I tUTC fincc had no intelligence of his proceed* 
ings. I twTO 
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I tiave taken tba liberty to Kptefent-thcfe ctrenmftaiKes, 
^ncciving it better th^is to intrude upon jova ttmc, tbaa 
to fuffer report* czagg«rittiiig the truth to reach you. 

The fcarcity at Pelbi begins to rage in an alarming it- 
gree. The King has written to the Vizier for orders to 
^tw Fhouzd^r of Kohilcund, to fuiFer grain to be exported 
from that province, which his Excellency has thought pro- 
per to comply with, but in fuch manner as not to a0««his 
own dominions. '

Gentlemen, 

The inclofed is a copy of a letter addrefled to me by Col, 
Morgan, accompanied with a tranfcript of one w; itteo to 
bim by Colonel Sir John Cumming. 

Though, in conformity to the orders of the court of DI- 
reftors," it was refolved by the Board, that Colonel Sir 
John Cumming fhould command at Futty Ghur, indepen- 
dent of the authority of'CoIonel Morgan ; yet it was doubt- 
Ws their intention, that in cafes of invafion or general com- 
motion, all the troops of the upper provinces mould afl in 
eonjundion, or feparately, as circumftances fliould require, 
under the direction of tiie fuperior officer. But as th? 
inftru3ion$ given to Colonel Sr John Cumming, are al- 
together lilent upon this point, I find myfelf under the 
neceffity of requefting that the Board will be pleafed to 
point out how for, and on what occaGons, Colonel Moigan 
nay fend orders to and command the aflillance of Colonel 
Sir John Cumming ; for were this matter left to the judg- 
ment of the parties concerned, altercations might probably 
enfue, which in their confcquences might prove highly 
prejudictal to the fervice. 

I muft beg leave to explain to the Board on what ocea* 
iion the letter alluded to by Colonel Morgan, refpeSing 
returns being made to him of all the troops within the 
limits of the Vizier's dominions was written by me.-~^0' 
tonel Blair fbme time ago, upon the requiiition of the Re-* 
fident at the Vizier's court, detached a battalion of Sepoyt 
from Chunar to Jllahabad', and another to Sablonc ; tho 
officer in command of the former omitted, on his arrival

My dear Sir, Lucknow, 4th 0£l. 17811 

I HAVE the pleaTure to inform y6u that I arrived here, 
by forced marches, on the 2d inftant, having parted with 
the Nabob, who took Fayzabad in his Way, at HulTapore. 
-~-As his Excellency will not be at Lucknow till Saturday . 
next, and the Miniflers arrived only to day, wc have not 
yet been able to cuter upon any bufinefs of moment ; but 
you may reft aOured no time Ihall be unncceflarily con- 
fumed. 

On my arrival here, I was extremely concerned to find, 
ftom Colonel Hannay's letters to my l»-other, that his fitu- 
ation was far more critical and dangerous than I could have 
liad any reafon to fuppofe ; in fhort, the fafety of bimfelf 
and detachment appeared to depend folely upon his obtain- 
ing immediate alBllanee from this place ; my brother there- 
fore, previous to my acrival, had fent Major Naylor's 
raiment, which in confequence of your orders had been 
detached to Lucknow, to the Colonel's relief, and I am 
hopeful it will be the means of extricating him from his 
apparent difficulties. Major John M'Pherfon, with one 
battalion of his regiment, arrived here yefterday, which 
'enables us to fpare Major Naylor's, othcrwife I am con- 
vinced it would not have been by any means fafe to detach 
it from Lucknow, as diftnrbances prevail almoft univerfally 
around us, and fome daring defigns have been meditated, 
though happily detefted before they were ripe for execution, 
againft'the tranquillity of this town. I mail addrets ypu 
on thefe fubjcAj at large in a day or two, and I ttuft be

I have heard nothing 
more of Meer Ahmed Ally, and his Refaula— I have no 
hope but in alliAance from Lucknow : for thcfc three days 
I have written to you, in the moft prefling terms, for aid, 
but 1 am afraid my letters have not got to you : without 
immediate afliftance nc are loft.

: Two months from the date of the agreement were to be 
allowed (which will expire in the cnfuing month) forlh» 
purpofe of enabling ths tioops at remote ft^tiont to march 
down or difband by degrees, fo as that what remains of 
them may pafs the Nabob's boundaries by the time flipu- 
lated.

before the end of next month, or at lea^ quit the Vizier's 
provinces by that period. 

Secondly, An order that the fecond, or fuch other brl- 
gadb as may be intended tooccupy the frontier flation, d(» 
march to Etawab, and Canton tliere, excepting one, com- 
plete regiment of Sepoys, which is always to reuuin with 
the Refidcnt at Lucknow, and to be relieved every three 
months without deviation. 

^ Thirdly, An order, fignifylng^ that as it had been ftipu- 
lated with the Nabob Vizier that the temporary brigade and 
cavalry fliail no longer be at his charge after the 30th No- 
vember next, the officers of that brigade are to fumiOt 
drafts to the ad brigade to complete their regiments to the 
number newly regulated, and to march down their remain-

Thii laft order feems more urgefttly neceffary thaft any Of 
the foregoing, 9n account of the remote fituation of thai 
detachment, which might render any difappointment in its 
fapplics of the moft fcrious confequcnce. 

A fifth order, to ftop the temporary brigade fro* recruit- 
ing, might be of great ufe, if immediately ilTued, as I 
underRand that officers are now employed in different parts 
of the Vizier's country on thatfervicc. — In Ihort, my dear 
Sir, if it be true, as I have heard it lately reported, thatyoti 
mean to re-eflablilh the Golundaz corps, and to h<ve an

the period ftipulated : but if the orders above fuggcflcd, or 
fome others to. a fimilar effeCt, be not immediately iflvied« 
the fudden expiration of the ftipulated time muft create 
much confufion and difficulty, as the effedual accompHfh- 
mentof this arrangement, in all its branches.

and fettle the future mode of payment of ffhat.might appear 
due from that Chief to his Excellency ; but having beard

part of the funds afligned to the liquidation of the public 
annual claim upon the Vizier. As yet no fecurity what- 
ever has been oil^red for any part of the demand, nor any 
thing paid, although four months of the year arc' elapfed ; 
and as neither his excelkncy or myfelf have now any mean* 
of exafting payment, A am very apprehenlive that, without 
the immediate and vigorous exertion of your authority, 
very little, if any thing, will be got from Muzufier Jong. 
On this point, as the claim is con^derable, and the Nabob, 
at your requisition, has given up the means he formerly had 
of enforcing it, I could wifh, on your authority, to give 
him fome fatisfaftory alTurance, which I hope you will en* 
able me to do.

I have received the letters from the Nabob and Mr. Mid- 
dleton refpefling Hadjec Shaw Mahmood Kaudrie ; al(b 
one from yonrfelf, mentioning the fame perfon- On his 
arrival, I lodged him at my houlc, fumilhing tum with 
f very thing ncceflary, a,nd introduced him to tho King ai^d ' 
Nabob Nezif Khan, alio obtained for him a grant of two 
lacks of rupees. CXn his taking his leave, I fecured to him 
the compliment of a dofhawlah and fhawl handkerclHcC 
from the King ; liicewifc from Nabob Nezif Khan five 
trays, in which were two pair of dofhawlahs, four pieces t4 
fbawis, one piece of kumbkaub, and two f^awl handker-r 
chisfs ; notwi,thilanding which, he has b;en guilty pf the 
fradulency of making out Sunnuds for the countries of 
Arcot and Hydernaig, in the name of Mahmud A,lly Khan, 
under forged fcals, promifing to give the foiled ieal-catte^ 
a thoufand rupees, of which he paid only t«ro hundred, 
withholding the balance, andproceeded to Defnah, diftant 
from Dhclly fixtccn cofe. There were four accomplice^ 
in the forgery, one of whom was the feal-cutter, and re- 
ceived the two'hui^dred rupees. One out of the four has 
turned inf<Hmer, and made the Nabob Nczif Khan ac- 
qu^nted with the whole,' Who feized the three o)hec pepr 
pie, and fent them to the King. X^^^^ "^ three of thp 
King's Kifmutgars on whom the forged* feals Were found, 
"^hc ^ing tried the feals with his own hands on paper, 
when there was not to be perceived the fmalleft deviation 
on comparing with his own. The people are 'now in con- 
£nement. They fay that the Hadjee pronufed them, thaf 
if they would makt: out the Sunned for Arcot, arid give it 
him, he would pay them, ten thoufaivi rupee^; that, induced 
by this promifed reward, and the Hadjce's perfuafion, they 
have been guilty of this fraud. The King has direfted 
Nazif Khan to apprehend the Hadjee, and take from hin^ 
the forged Sunnud. In compliance therewith Nazif Khan 
has fent to Dornah.— Explain the whole of this affair tf> 
t^hc N^bob Hydcr Beg Khan and Mr. Midt^leton.

THE very gre9t.incooYcaict1cej.I6rs, and indignities tq, 
yrhich the Vizier has long been (ubjc£l, from rt>e autho- 
rity and dominion alTumctl and exercifcd by the Jaghecrdart 
with the fuppoit of armed force, and the impoffibility of 
finking out any medium by which thcfc evils could cffcc- 
ruaily be remedied, h.ave induced his Ei^cellency to refume 
all the Jaghecr and Matofee lands throughout his countryi 
promiJing to fuch pcrfons as have juft or equitable claims 
to his bounty, or thofc guaranteed b.y the Company for the 
amount of thfir Jagheers, allowances in ready money equal 
to the net fum tliey fliall appear to have annually realized 
from their jagheers. ' 

This meal^^re, the utility, and I may fay the abrolute 
jticceflity, whereof will not g^i^ilf^^efj by any one who has 
had ah opportunity of obferviiig the condud qf the Jag- 
becrdars in genera], and paiticubrly fpmc whofe incope^ 
rnahled them to iriaintain armies not only faperior to tholle 
of the'AumUs 9f the country, who fhould properly be « 
check upon them, but even fufficient to reiift the force of the 
ftate itfclf, has met with violent oppolition from the Bhow 
BegumI who falls particularly under the laft defcription, 
and whofe power is rendered the more pernicious and dan- 
gerous, firfl, from its being wholly delegated to her fervants, 
who have their own views of ambition and intcrcH to an- 
fwer, at)d in' the next place from the reluftancc with which 
the minifters, and even the Nabob himfelf, interfere with 
any concerns of the Begum. 

Froin ihcfe two circumftances, flrengthened by the im- 
mcnfe wealth in her polTeflion, alfo intrufted to her two 
rhief Eunuchs, Bahar and Jowar Ally Ca'wn, and her un- 
rcafonablc cxpe£tations of fupport from the Englifh go- 
vernment, of all which fhe and her fervants avail them- 
felves to the utiiioft, fhe is become one of the mofl: ferious 
internal evils that, among others, fcems to bid fair to give 
great difttirbance to this country. 

The great awe in which the Nabob, and of courfe every 
one under him, Hands of her difpleafure, leaves without 
bounds or reftraint the effefts of her uncommonly violent 
temper. Death and deflruftion is the leaft menace fhe de- 
;iounces, upon the mod trifling oppoiilion to her caprice. 

By her own condu£t, and that of all her agents and de- 
pendants during the Benares troublesj it may with truth 
and jullice be afErmed, fhe forfeited every claim fhe had to 
(he prote3ion of the Englifh government, as {hccvidently, 
and it is confidently faid avowedly, efpoufed the caufe of

Rajah Che^t Sing^ and united in the idea and plan of a 
general extiypation of their race and power in Hindoftan. 

Her agent at Taunda, who is the Cbcyla, and adopted 
fon of Bahar Ally Cann, her principal minifter, trcache- 
Toufly turned his guns upon Lieutenant Gordon's detach- 
ment, and was by that gentleman's account the fole caufe 
of the loft of it. She gave every encouragement in her 
power to the adherents of Chcyt Sing by her agents ; aflilled 
them in railing troops in the town. of Fyzabad ; promifed, 
and as is generally believed, adlually advanced money to 
Ihc rebellious Rajahs of the Vizier's country ; raifed Itoopi 
to fupport them, and IQued Perwannahs for their operations 
againll the fotts garrifoned by the Nabob's troops finder the 
command of Britifh officers ; all of which is fully Aated in 
the depofitions made by Colonel Hannay and the gentlemen 
of his corps. Notwithflanding all tbefe fads, upon the 
general refumptlon of the Jagheers I made the renrs of her 
lands payable to me ; undecan engagement of making the 
amount good to her by fuch innallments as Ihe might di- 
reft, in return for which I have received letters from her, 
containing the moft grofs abufe and the wildeft threats that 
can be tranfcribed, copies of which I have the honour to ■ 
fnclofe; 

Her chief agent, Bahar Ally Cawn, has marched a cod- 
fiderable force into Nabob Gunge, one of her Jagheen, 
declaring that if any attempt is made to refume it, he will 
lay the whole country of Goonda wafte. Thcfe declared 
and repeated a£ts of rebellion are furely more than fufficient 
to forfeit all claim whatevfer to the interference in her behalf 
from our government; and if fome ftop is not immediately 

Sut to it, it appears but too certain that ihc will light i 
ame-ihrougbout thefe provinces, which if not difficult to 
extingui0i will at Icaft put a heavy bar to the Company's 
colleaions here. I cannot therefore avoid making thefe 
reprefentaiions to you, or doubt but you will approve of 
the Vizier's immediately taking thofe fteps which may be 
necelTary for efFeftuallyeftablilhing his government and au- 
thority, and depriving the Begum of thofe great refourceS 
which Ihe has fhcwn it would be extremely impolitic and 
unfafe to truft 'longer in her hands. On this fubjeft the 
Nabob has communicated to me his fentiments in a long 
letter, copy whereof I have the honour to enclofe yoii, in 
which you will obferve he fignifies his intention of profc- 
cwing his legal claims upon her for the public treafurfl 
and efFefls belonging to his inheritance from his father, 
which Jhe detains from him, and fquanders in fuch deftruc- 
tive purpofes, while he is overwhelmed by public debts, 
principally incurred by his predeceflbr^ and on account of 
his'inabiii^ to (lifehu£e whichi the Company have indif- 
penfably

fpenfably been driven to talce upon tbcmfclvcs the bnrthcn 
of a large military ellablinimenc hitherto entertained foe 
their fcfvicc at the chaise of the Nabob. 

On this head I think it unnccelTary to oiFcr any remaric, 
fiocc a reference to the eilablifhed laws and culloms of the 
country will CufEcicntly prove his Excellency's inheriuat 
right to claim the property of his predeceflbr. 

I muH alfo take the liberty to add my opinion, that un* 
left FyzuUah Cawn, remotely lituated as he is, out of reacli 
of interruption, in the centre of his own tribe and coun'- 
try^ connefled uninterruptedly with the other two remain* 
ing Patan powers, becomes included in this general reform 
of the Jagbeer, or fome eifeftual check impofed upon hiQ]« 
the whole may prove aborti<re, while, if fully enforced, majr 
£ivc this country, and with it pollibiy much of out own 
blood and treafure.

I have received your letter — recapitulated the contents— 
tfee Nabob has thought proper, on account of the inconve- 
iiicnccs, lofs, and indignities he fuftains from the authority 
cxercifcd by the Jaghcerdars throughout the country, to re- 
fume all ihe Jagheers in his dominions, in which yours is 
neccllarily included ; but as the amount of your Jagheer is 
tonfirmed to you by a written agreement between you and 
the Nabob, and guaranteed by Mr. Briftow in behalf of the 
Governor General and CounciJ, it will be made goddito 
you in ready money.

From the Bhowe Begmn to HufTciti Reza Khan. 

. 1 find that Mcer Nazir Ally has been vefted with charge 
of Pcrgunnah Salone, my Jagheer, which to me is unac-* 
countable. From whence proceeds his Excellency's inter- 
ference with my Jagheer ? The Jagheer is not from his 
grant, that he fhould refume it ; what his intentions may 
be, I am at a lofs to form an idea of.— Note this, that if 
my Jaghire falls, the country Ihall not ftand : remember 
this, and make the Nabob acquainted with it. It is not 
Well that for a trifling matter much trouble fhould be oc- 
cafioncd. — Recall the Aumil, to whom the charge of the 
Jagheer of Salone has been given, if not, it will nofbe well 
done. Hitherto I have been lilent and patient, but I can- 
not continue fo longer.

The paitipulars I have written you, refpefting my 
Jagheers, having arrived, will be read by you. The Na* 
bob has fcnt Aumils to take charge of them. The Caul- 
nama under your fcal is in my pofTeflion, in which all iti- 
lerfcrencc in my Jagheers is difclaimed, as well as all de- 
mands on me for money. Now the engagements of the 
Nabob are diiVcgarded, although the Engiim are at hand. 
I {halt in ten days, the Mohrum being over, proceed to 
Lucknow, where, having fully explained and adjufled af-

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f«rs, t fliall repair to wherever my will may dircfl. Your 
being at Luckno* will expedite the clearing and doling the 
affair. Let there be no interference with my Jagheer pre- 
vious to my arrival at Lucknow, neither vexatioufly inter- 
fere with my people, fam repairing to Lucknow ; where- 
fere this precipitation ? You arc guarantee for the Caotni- 
ma. Should the country be loft to me, it (hall be loft to 
all, I give you this intimalion- — ^Nole it. 

From the Bhowe ficgum to the Refident. 

Slaving written to you particularly refpcfting my Jag- 
heers, you arc now acquainted therewith. — Now ihe Na- 
bob's order to Mecr Maboob Ally is arrived, dirc3ing th« 
refumption of my Jaghccrs, Nabob Gunge, on the other 
fide of the river and Bene Gunge, and their amount c(d- 
ledions, td be paid into the t re afury. ^Whence this mea- 
fure ? You are acquainted with the purport of the Cauln£- 
nta, difclaimin? all interference with my Jfagheers, and bjr 
the blel&ng of God are at hand for my ben^t. Yet ant i 
afloniihed with this proceeding. The Jagheers are not 
granted by the Nabob, that he fhould refume them. What 
has be refolvcd againft me ? The confequences Otall be ex- • 
tremides, There has been a friendfhip of long date Tub* 
£fting between the Englilh government and mc. I undet- 
ftand Aumils for other of my Jagheers are in agitation, f n- 
tctpofe, and put a flop to fuch proceeding. Application . 
was made before by Mooloie Fuzzle Azccm Khan, fbt 
Lowanah Talook, my Jagheer ; on which I wrote to Huf- 
fein Reza Khan, and Hyder Beg Cawn, who explained the- 
matter to the Moloic, and caufed the matter to be dropped. 
Huf&in Reza Khan and Hyder Beg Khan arc my pTotelTed 
friends. The bu(inefs I write to thcra on is ef!e£ted. With 
tliem I am perfefily fatisfied. I am now convinced this 
trouble is caufed by Moloie Fuzzle Azcem Khan. Make 
known to him your difpleafure at it, that this aflair may be 
relinquilhed, forbidding him ever to enter on the fubject of 
my Jagheers, to prevent any further interference of this 
kind herewith. 

From the Resident to the Bhowe Begum. 

I had the honour to reply to your former letter ycftcrday; 
to the contents of which I mult beg leave to refer you, as 
ivi as relates to fecuring to you the actual income of your 
Jagheers, Gungces, Bazars, &c. as Tec forth in the CaulnS- 
ma fuCfiiling between you and his .Excellency the Nabob, 
I certainly am bound in duty to interfere, becaufe the faith 
of the Governor Geticial and Council, my maAers, has 

been 
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been pledged to yon for it ; and I am ready* u I -before in* 
formed yon, to fettle that point to your fiuisfaAion ; but *» 
to continuing the lands, &c. in tlie form you have hitbeno 
held them, his Excellency the Nabob is the mafter, and I 
cannot oppofc his pleafurc. It behoves you to refieft well 
en this matter. I am equally the fiicnd of you and yoar 
Ion the Nabob, and can have no prejudices in favour of one 
or the other. His Excellency declares,' and I have myfelf 
ieen too many proofs to doubt it, that the authority and 
dominion exerciicd by the Jagheei'dais is extremely prejudi- 
cial to his revenue and government. A medium, therefore, 
being propofed, by which you lofe nothing, and his Excel* 
lency gains fo much, I Ihould you would not continue to 
icjea it, fincc it is unqueftionably the fame to you, whether 
yoH receive the income of your Jagheer through the chan- 
nel of an Aumil appointed under the Nabob's authority, or 
from the hands of^your own immediate agent. For the re- 
gular remittance of whatever net income yon may hereto- 
fore have received from your Jagheers,, I willingly moke 
myfelf refponlible ; but I again repeat, that in all other re- 
fpcfls the Nabob is -mafter.— What more Ihall I fay ? 

From the Bhowe Begum to the Refident. 

I under(tandi from Huflein Reza Khan, that be bat 
fpoke to you concerning my Jagheers, and that yoja in re- 
ply fiiould fay that the Nabob's fending Anmili into my 
Jagheers was not ofanyconfequenceor prejudice. If thefe 
are your fentiments, I cannot but be much ^oniflicd. Had 
any other perfon exprefled fucb, I Ihould not have felt it, 
but impjited them to his ignorance. Since I beard that 
you fhould have declared fuch as the above, I have beenln 
defpair, as I cannot think the country any longer proper for 
my remaining in it, as thofe who bound themfclvcs by en- 

fgements now difregard them. After the Mohrum is paft, 
mail repair to Lucknow, and uke my leave of it to fo- 
journ elfewhere, as neceliitated by tlie gentlemen at Luck>- 
now, and as my inclinations once led me, and is now God'i 
decree ; though, fhould I be neceffitated to quit the country^ 
God grant that no foul may be able to remain in it in 
peace. The power of exigence rcfts not with you, but 
God; You are a ruler of the country, and can take to yoar- 
fclf the Jagheers of others. Many are involved in diftrd^i. 
Pride is not commendable i itisnofconnteiianced by God. 
How long is 10 be the period of your reign ,' Infamy is your 
due. The countries of Puttaghur, Owde, &c. yield fbut 
crore of rupees ; if they are not fufficicnl to fatisfy yon, 
wliat can my Jagheers contribute towards it i And why* 
without my knowledge, fliould Aumils be lent into them i 
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If you mean to proceed in this mode, fend Atimils int<i 
Nezif Khan's country, &c. and try the confcquences. 
While I do itmain in the country recall the Aumils from 
my Jaghecrs. Why fo precipitate I Be aflurcd I ftiall 
with expedition ukc my departure. 

From the Relidcnt to the Bhowe B^um. 

A perfon afluming your name has juft arrived here-, with 
'i letter utider your feal, addrencrd to me ; but as I cannot 
believe, either ffom ihc fubjeft matter or the ftile, that it 
Can have been dictated by yod, or written with your know- • 
ledge, I enclofe a copy of it, that you may detc^ the for- 
gerv, and inflift a proper excmt)lary punilhmcnt on the 
bcrfon who fh'all have dated thus to ablife your confidence, 
and infult me. 

From the Nabob Vizier to the Relident. 

I have received yoiir letter, coverihg copies of lettcrs/roni 
imy mother to yowfclf — recapitulated the contents. — She 
fays her Jaghtcrs Were not granted by me. At the time of 
the late Nabob's death thefc Mahls Were under the charge 
bf Jowaut Ally Khan, on the footing of other Aumils, in- 
foiiiuch that the accounts, &c. were lodged in the Dewan's 
bfficc ; thefe accounts, as they were delivered in the De- 
Wan's office to the date of the Nabob's death, are forth- 
coming. After his death, I, as a dutiful fon, made over 
tbefc Mahls to Ircr in Jaghcer, that ft could not be faid I 
left my mother unprovided. The bufinefs and Mhals of 
tlie Khatfa fuffer confiderably, and are much prejudiced by 
the authority and conduct of the Aumils of thefe Jagheeri, 
Mahls, as alfo from the infolence of the houfchold Kha- 
jahs ; witnefs the condu£t of Bhar Ally Khin's Naibat 
Tondah. My life, cftate, and dominions originate from 
the friendship of the English government. Yet what 
knavery have not thefc hotifehold Khajahs been guilty of. 
As therefore it is not prudent that thefe Mabis ftiould be 
continued in the Charge of my mother, or houfchold Kha- 
jahs, I have appointed my own Aumils — receive the a- 
tnoant arifingfrom thefe Mhals, afid pay it to my mother^ 
after deducing the charges of coUedions, &c. abfolute 
cbai^. I aUi ready to acqdiefce in aiiy thing for my mo- 
ther. As for the other parts of her letters, 1 truftin Go^ 
thiy 3fe dilated by the houfehold Kajahs ; and that 1 have 
not czufad fliame to myfelf from my conduft to God or raf 
mother. After the death of my father, whatever was du< 
frtml him to the Company, alfo to the troops, I todk upon 
nlylelf i but whatever tSt&s there were icmained with my 
Vei. III. £ mother. 
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mother. Some time fince Hie gave fome part to me.'but it 
went no way in the dilchargc of the claims Of the Compaiijr 
or troops. For thcfe many years 1 have endured much in- 
convenience and trouble for the difcharge of thefc ; yet half 
. is not made good, and I am in daily anxiety on this ac- 
count, from a delirc to difc&arge all juft dues to the Com- 
pany. It is my intention to proceed to Fyzabad in ten 
days, the Mohmm being over, when I mean to requcft of 
my mother the whole of my father's eilatc, to enable me to 
pay off all debts to the Company. Agreeable to the laws 
of God, all my father's efFefls are my right, .that I maj 
make good all claims on him. If my mother, from affec- 
tion, confents, I Ihall be happy ; if not, in whatever man- 
ner (he may render it, I fhall pay it tswards the adjuftment 
of the balance due to tlie Company. With refpeft to the 
houfehold Khajahs, I fliall confine and puniQi them, tor 
the knavery and means they have ufcd towards efiefting a 
breach between my mother and myfelf. You will in friend- 
ihip caufe this letter to be tranllated into Englifh, and fend 
it immediately to the governor, deliring him not liflen to 
any one, or what my mother may write, neither adopt her 
opmion, butdireft me to receive money from her, towards 
the payment of the Company's demands. I am ready to 
defray and allow her for her cxpcnces — with rcfpeft to 
the amount colle£tions of her Jaghccrs, after dedufting all 
necelTary charges of colleftion ; you may rcccire and 
tranfmit it to her. 

Lticknow, the 28th December, 1781. 
My dear Sir, 

lam this day honoured with your pvibliclettcr of the; 
24.th inftant ; and I do not lofe a moment in informing 
you, that without a toul feizure of the coantry it is not 
polHble to collect this year a larger fum than the Nabob has 
already granted, which altogether exceeds that of any other 
year, at a time when his eoUc£tions have been greatly dimi- 
nilhed by the mifconduS: of Rija Bowanny Sing, late Au- 
jnil of Byccwarrah, the infurreAions acrof> the Gogra, and 
in other parts of his country, and ]a{l]y tlic heavy remif- 
iions he has been obliged to allow on the.prefcnt year's rents, 
for the loiTcs by drought and hail, which fell upon the dofe 
of the laft harveft. Hence, my dear Sir, you will be able 
to judge how far it would be in his power to grant further 
Jaidads. 

If your new demand is to be inliftcd upon, which your 
letter feems to portend, I muft b^ your precifc orders upoa 
it ; as, from the difficulties I have within thefe few days ex- 
perieaced, in carrying the ^ints you had enjoined with the 

Nabob» 
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Kabob, I have the beft grounds for believing that he would 
confider it a dired breach of the late ^recmcnt, and totally 
reje<St the propofal as fuch ; and I muft own to you, that, 
in his prefent fermented ftate of mind, I could expect no- 
thing Icfs than defpair, and a dcdared ruptui'e. 

He has b; no means been yet able to fiirnifh me with 
means of paying off the arrears due to the temporary bri- 
gade, to the ftipulatcd term of its continuance in his fecvice. 
The fundi neceflaty for paying off and difcharging his own 
mlHtBty eftablifhment under BritilH officers, and his pen- 
iion lift, have been raifed on the private credit of Mr. John- 
ion and myfclf, from the Shroffs uf this place, to whom we 
are at this moment pledged for many laclts of rupees ; and 
without fnch aid, which I freely and at all hazards yielded, 
bccaufe I conceived it was your anxious delirc to relieve the 
Nabob as foon as poffibte of this heavy burthen, the efta-> 
blifhment muft have been at his charge to this time, an4 
probably for months to come, while bis refources wen 
ftrained to the utmoU to furnilh JaidSds for its mainte- 
nance to this period. I therefore iKfitate not to declare it 
.utterly impoffible for him, under any circumflances what- 
ever, to provide funds for the payment of the troops yoa 
now propofe to fend' him. 

The wrefling Furruckabad, Kyrague, and Fyzula Cawn's 
country from his government (for in that light, my dear 
Sh*, I can faithfully affurc you he views the meafures a- 
dopted in refpeft to thofe countries) together with the re- 
fumption of all the Jaghecrs, fo much againft his inclina- 
tion, have already brought the Nabob to perfualion, that 
nothing Icfs than his deftruftion, or the annihilation of 
every fhadow of his power, is meant j and all my labours 
to convince him to the ctMitrary have proved abortive. A 
fettled melancholy has fcized him, and his health reduced 
beyond conception ; and I do mod folemnly believe, that 
the march of four regiments of Sepoys towards Lucknow, 
lindcr whatever circumftances it might be reprefented, 
would be conHdered by him as a force ultimately to be 
iifed in fecnring bis pcrfon. In fbort, my deaj Sir, it is a 
matter of fuch immediate moment, and involving appa- 
rently fnch very ferious and impOrunt confe<)uences, that I 
have not only taken upon me to fufpend the communica- 
tion of it to the Nabob, until I ihould be honoured with 
your further commands, but have alfo Ventured to write the 
uidofed letter to Colonel Morgan — -Liberties which I confi- 
dently ttuft you will excufe, when you conlider that I can 
be aftuatcd by no other motive than a zeal for the public 
feivice ; and that if, after all, you determine that the mea- 
fiire flwU be infifted on, it will be only the lofs of fix, or at> 
moA ei^t days, in propofing it. But in the lafi event, { 
£ 2 earneftli 
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cirndlly iiitreat your orders may be. explicit tnd polirive, 
thai I may clearly know what lengtin you would wifh 
me to ^ocecii, in carrying them into execution. ] again 
declare it as my fum beiid^, and afiwe yourfelF, my dear 
Mr. Hading^:, I- am not infiuenced in this declaration by 
arty conlidcratlons bat my public duty, andjny perfonal 
attachment to yon, that the enforcing the meafure you 
have propofed would be piodudiTC of an open rupture bo- 
tween us and the Nabob i nay, that the firft nec90ary ftcp 
tetrards carrying it into eficA, mail be on our part a de- 
claration orhoftility. 

There can, I apprehend, be no doubt bnt fuch an ex- 
tremity would end in the ruin of tiie Nabob, and I-thinlc 
he would have fciife enough to fee it ( but, under the cir- 
cumflances I have memioned, and encour^ed as he would 
be by all the malccoEitcnts of bis court, I am perftuded, 
aE far as my own reafon and judgment enable me to .prt- 
diH, tliac he would difregard all future confcquenccs. 

I entreat you wiU cxcufe the freedom with which I hav* 
addrcfled you on this fubjeft. I have been obliged to write 
in great haAe, to fare the daulc, and confeqaently not fo 
connectedly or fully as I could wiOi ; but be affurcd I have 

fiven you tlie genuine fentiments of my heart ; and as fuch 
am perfuaded you will receive them with indulgence.

Ic^Ct I Ihall not fail to impart it to you. 

The new regulation, of rcfuming tbejagheers, is carry* 
ing into, execution in every part of thefe exteniive provin- 
ces, and when cffe£lcd, wiU afford a very material cncreafe 
in the Nabob's revenues. 

The order of 7 lacks upon them coutd not be encreafcd 
tlu3 year, as before tfae feizurc can be completed, the col- 
leAions upon the firft crop will be over ; belides . which, 
many of the Jaghecrdus having firong family claims upon 
the Nabob, he has been obliged to affign ready money 
^yment in lieu of ^ renu of the lands.

The Ei^lifli officers and pensioners dirmifled. 
The Englilh Refident wididrawn Troin Furruckabad, to 
give place to a worfe tyranny, and the Nabob afflicted and 
ofEended at my oppofition to the latter. 

The Nabob afflifted and defponding bccauPe I oppole bit 
invading FyzooUa Cawn. when he is confeflcdly unable to 
fupprefs the fedition of his own fubjei^s. 

The rerumption of the Jaghiers, withheld for three 
months, now attempted againft the Nabob's confeot, al* 
though originally folicited by himfelf; a regiment of fcpoyi 
required for its execution, which you declare lo be inrnm- 
cient ; and when I ordered a cotnpeient force, you countcrT 
mand it, becaufe the Nabob will not approve it. 

It was ftipulated, that a complete brigade ihould be Aa- 
tjoncd at Cawnpore, for the prote£lion of the Nabob's pa- 
ternal dominions ; but that if he wanted a further aid, he 
ihould pay for it. He wants a further aid ; I require that it 
fliall be charged to his account ; you tell me, that thougli it 
is wanted, you dare not let it come ; and Mr. Johnfon calls 
it " ordering the temporary brigade to be again put on the 
'• Vizier's lift." 

I wait your anfwer to my letter ; but have written a letter 
to the Nabob} which I de^rc you to prefent to him, and tell 
him, that if he fufpcfls the motive of my interference, I will 
yf itbdraw it altogether, both the Refident and the army ; but 
he muft firft pay the balance of his debts to the Company. 
I win not hazard the Company's arms in fcanty detach- 
inents, for fervices to which they arc declared to be un- 
equal ; nor will I break the ftrength of the brigade while 
the Marrattas arc yet on the borders, and the peace with 
them imperfeflly concluded. 

I agreed to the Nabob's requilitions from ■ defire to re- 
lieve hirai from a Hate of ditirefs, and to enable him to dif- 
■ charge his debt to the Company. You know thcfe were 
my only ohjcdts : haveeitherofthele been attained; or baa 
any ftcp been yet taken to attain thejn ? If you fay thev have, 
Jet ihe know what has been done, or what attemptea. 

I muft defiie, that your letters, upon all official and pub* 
lie fubje£ts, may be official. I cannot receive any, or avail 
myfelf of them, as private ; and my reputation and cha- 
laflcr have been too far committed to admit of an inter* 
pourfe which I cannot ufe as authority. 

You will be cautious that the Nabob does not mifcon* 
^ive my letters as bearing any cxpreflion of difpleal'ute to- 
Vrards him. I think him too deceived. I nifh him to 
regard me as his friend, an4 to confide both in my faith 
fud attachment. I am wilting to give him undoubted 
proofs of both. I will do nothing for the prefcrvat'ion of

The oniy point which is left for future adjuiftment is the 
eftablilhment of the courts of juftjce. 

The reformation of the Nabob's troops, I confidered at 
a point which neither required nor admitted delay< — that bis 
Multaiena troops were almoft wholly fi^itious, and hi$ 
regular eftablifhment fcanty in numbers, and in long 
arrears. And I conlideted and ftated this reformation at 
one of the meansof reducing the Nabob's expences, and 
enabling him to pay his delits to the Company. 

I have clearly explained my intention to be, that the firft 
receipt of the current revenue (hould furnilh the ftipulate4 
amount of the' Nabob's private expences i that his affign- 
ments for the Company's debt, ana other charges defrayed 
^y them, (hould remain as ufual ; and that the whole o( 
- the cxceRes of the Jagheeis fhoul^ be appropriated to the 
fame account : 1 require no more ; nor can I add either ex- 
planation or commcr)t on the InflruSions which have beci^ 
Originally given to yoh, that can more clearly exprefs, or 
more fully, than the words of ijie original text. 

■ I have carefully perufed the agreement itfelf, and the for- 
mer treaties exifling with the Nabob Vizier, but (Ian find 
noclaufein any of them which cither cxprefsly or by Implica- 
'^' " ' ■ ■ * ' ■■ tioa 
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(ion gives him a right to employ the Company's forces, 
except thofe of the fubfidiary brigade, without indemni. 
fying the Company for their expcnces. The brigade itfclf 
is cxprcfsly ^ectaicd to be for the defence of bis dominions, 
and therefore has always been ftationed on the frontier 
iiearefl to inva^pn. It was never intended that its flrength 
fliouM be di{|ip^tcd in little detat^hments, and its dicipline 
mined ()Y employing it to fupprefs the infurrcSions of his 
itciats, and to enforce the payment of the coIIe£tions, 
~ althpu^ ^ ^if9retionary power has been given to you, in 
cafes of great erncrgency, tof^ll for the aid of detachments 
iiora it for the former fervices, And you know, that had 
pur other exigencies permitted it, it #a$ intended to remand 
the whole of Sir John Cumming's detachment to Bengal, 
and to leave np mote than the fubfidiary brig^e, and the 
regiment appointed for Lucknow, in the Vizier's 'domi- 
nions. If th^ oppofition propofed by the Begum is fo for- 
midable as you repiefcnted it when you fiift intimated it to 
fny, youi employment of the Nal'ob's Sebundy to fupprefs 
it would only fcfve to ipake it a ferious aiid protrafled war i 
which my order was intended to prevent, by fupprelTing all 
attempts inflantfneouily. I Ifaall now revoke my orders; 
but I muft pofitiycly forbid you to employ the aid of the 
regiment, which has been required and fent. on qny fervice 
to which you l^iall ju^e it not fijUy equal, This is no 
part of the agreement. 

I meet with a captious exprefCon in your Icttett which, 
as it is not warranted by any in mine, I deem unbecoming^ 
Alluding toSir John Cumming's detachment, you delire 
*? my determination on the future payment of the troops, 
*' which I may ftill thinlc neceflary to Jceep up (o regulaU 
•* thfNahob'i internal gay emment." 

It is not my intention, nor ever was, to ^ecp up tropps 
to regulate the Nabai'i internal governtjuut, but lolely to de- 
fend his country againft invaders, unlefs he fhould require 
pccalional and temporary aids to leftore internal peace and 
order to it, to enable him to act^uit bimfelf of hii debt tQ 
the company, and thereby recover the whole apd unparti- 
cip'atcd' regulation of his internal government.

peace audi txanquility in that Deigbbourhood/ To. eH^tial to, 
tki profpeTttjf. caithe Nabeb's gweinment and revenues. 
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With refpcA to the bufinefs here, I have the honour ttf 
inform you, that yefterday finding that the temporiztiig 
tind indecilive cotiduft of the Nabob feeiticd to pToniifc an 
ifliie very diflerent from that e]cpe<Sed in your commands of 
the z6th December laft, and that the onl; nfe the two lead- 
ing Eunuchs under the Show Begum made of the delay, 
was to alTcmble and call in armed men from all qaarters, 
which when united with tlie large force already in the towa 
under their ^ireAion, woald, in all probability, have brought 
.'die matter to a touch more levere and arduous left than it 
at prefent could admit of — I found myfclf necellitatcd td 
take the moft immediate and decifive interference which the 
force with me wai capable of ; and accordingly, having the 
Nabob's written requifition, marcKed the 23d regiment, 
under the command of Major Mayjor, with a detachment 
of his Excellency's own troopi, againft the Kella : and had 
the happincls to fucceed in putting the Nabob's party' ia 
poflefljon of it without any effulion df blood ; the artAcd 
men retiring from it on the approach of our troops, and 
drawings up with their guns irt a large broad ftttiet befare 
the bo^c of the old Begum, to which the Bhow Begum 
and her two principal Eunuchs had retired the preceding 
evening. This cfrefted, the Nabob iffued his peremptory 
■ orders for the immediate departure of all antidd men, ex- 
c^ng his' own troops, beyond the pretinftS of the town, 
Areateniilg them with an inftant attack if tbey difbbcyed. 
This order, after many evalions, was promifed to be com- 
plied with, and the two Euntichs, Bahr and Jowar Ally. 
Cawn, at tlve fame time coming in, and delivering them- 
ftlves into the Nabob's cuftody, the armed men, amount- 
ing t6 betwem three and four thoufend, evacuated the town 
and difperftid. I hare fince learnt, that had the Nabob's 
troops alone attempted the fetzurc of the Eella, a very def- 
perate rcfiftance was refolded upon; which appeared very 
■robable from the ftatc in which the armed men was 
found, beinj; the preceding evening fotniJhtd with a large 
ftoreof ammtraition, and now drawn up in regular order, 
*hh loaded piedct, and their matches lightedj but they 
were prudent enough to think themfelVeS unequal to the 
vaiced elFoits of his Excellency's troops, flipported by an 
Eng^ regiment, and by this <:dnvi£tiOn nuicb mifchief 
bu happiiy been prevented.

I WAS dulyhonbured wi^yourcomtiundsof the i2th 
ind 22d December laft; the former refpefting a feizure 
which has been made by Khoja Bahr Ally Cawn-of fome 
dotlis, manufadured at Tanda, on account of Gualdafs 
and Bolanaut, itiercbants at Benares, .under pretext of their 
6erng the propeity of Ram Laulb, whom he had cbnhned' 
on a charge of debt j and the latter retomraending Gopaul 
Dofs in particular tertus for his fervices to our government^ 
And the pun£tuality with which he has acquittted himfclf 
of all his eng^ements and tianfaflions with it To. this; 
Sir, be aflured, I fliall pay the moll attentive regard, and 
always give his boufe that preference to which it has fo juft 
i claim, in all remittances which tnay pafs through my 
office. , , 

I immediately, on my arrival at Fayzabad, made a firift 
inquiry into the complaint of the above-mentioned feizure ;- 
and finding, from a variety of evidence, the fa^ precifely 
as it had been ftated to you, I caufed the cloths to be re* - 
leafed, and delivered over to the Gumaftah of Gualdali and' 
Bolanaut, who attended here for that purpole. . 

It having atfo been intimated to me, that Ram Laulla*- 
a Shroft, and relation of GopaUl Dofs, had been impri- 
foned by Bahr Ally Cawn, on pretences equally vague and 
unjuft (which I had reafon to believe was the cafe, fromJ 
my having failed in my endeavours to procure' his enlarge-

Their reply was, That 
the wafhing duties, or tax levied upon all pcnons coming 
to bathe at the conflux of the rivers Ganges and Jumma, 
has long been an eftablifhed thing, and at prefent forms 2 
confiderable article of revenue in the Tohud of the &rmcc 
of Allahabad } that it Ihall be their care to prevent, as much 
as poflible, any abuie of this privilege during the remainder 
of the current year, and at the period of the new annual' 
fmlement to abolifh it altogether, if it is your wifh that it 
Ihould not exift.

be undeirftood to remain with his Excellency, I have had 
Kpcated convcrfations with the tninifters, endeavouring to ' 
Ihcw the impropriety of making detachments from the 
irontier brigade, originally intended fblely for the defence 
of the Nabob's dominions againft a foreign enemy, for the 
alliftance of the Aumils, or other ordinary fervices'of the 
collections ; and to convince them of the impoflibility of 
continuing thatjiraflice, now that the whole efftftive force 
of the country was reduced to one brigade, without per- 
verting this obvious defign of its eftabUQiment, and tliereby 
rifking confequence to the honourable Company's arms

Some time before the receipt of 
youT letter, he fent a perfon to me with propofals for execu- 
ting this purpofe, which I immediately concurred with him 
in; and, a plan of operations having been concerted in con- 
fequencc, 1 communicated it to Major Lucas, commanding' 
the Company's troops at Burragong, who approved, and 
inftantly took all meafures for carrying it into force. 
Though the projeft wa_s planned with all poflible fecrecy, 
the march of the detachment from this place appears to* 
have been known to Futty Saw, who changed his ground 
the evening before the time fixed on for makiiig the attack, 
hut could not evade entirely the tfFefts of (he expedition ; 
for Lieutenant Lally (witl? two companies of Major Lu- 
cas's regiment, which were flationedat Bogga) having re- 
ceived intelligence of this motion of Futy Saw's, marched 
direflly to ihc fpot where he was encamped with about three 
hundred men, attacked ai^d flew about twelve of them, and 
was very near taking Futty Sawhimfelf. 

It would be upjuu to Mirza Abdoola Beg, if I omitted 
to communicate to you tlie tedimonics I have received of 
his good behaviour. Major Lucas, in his firft letter to me 
after tljeir runftion, expreifes himfeU as follows : 

" The Phouzdar and my pnrties have met juft bs we 
*' could wifli ; he has ordered out both horfe and foot, and 
" fecms to be the man you reprcfented. We have agreed 
". to join heartily in the caufc, and hope yet to provfe 
" fucccUt'ut, &c," And again, in his letter of the lad 
inftaot

inftant, he %>, " I bave hidted to-day by defire of Um 
«' Pboufikr, who promil^tQ'jotn me;.biit ashehat the 
U country to lettle as .he goes on, be has again requefted to

f dined to pove hiraftif the man yoa Teprefeatcd, I wilh 
<* to have bis advice in this criticat fituation, particularly 
^' as I don't think the fervice I am on can be hurt by this 
** (feeming) delay ; for 'tis now certain that Futty Saw, 
•' with bis prefent fmall party, may evade evory emrt <A 
" the moft vigilant and numerous troops, in « country 
*.' iike this." 

Whilft a good underftaading (which has never heKtofdre 
been the ca^) continaes to i^iMift between tbe officers of 
the revenue in tbefe diilriAs and thofe of the Vizier ia' 
Gorruckpore, I think I may venture to aflcrt, that Fatty 
Saw will never have it in bis po^rto difturb the peace of 
cithcF.

I have the honour to inform yon, Aat, in confeqnence 
of Ibme mtfmanagement having again intruded in tbe 
mint of Lucknow, I have been under the neceffity of ap> 
pointing a Sezaual on my own behalf to check and exz- 
niine every rupee that may be iflued from it. 

I hope this unavoidable interference with the Vizier's 
officers will meet your approbation ; as the prefervation of 
The Itandard here is extremely material to the intcrcft and 
convenience of the honourable company. 

In order to complete the check you have directed over 
the Mooteynah, and their payment, I have been necefli- 
lated to appoint an Aumeen to receive and. remit to me the 
colle£tions of Letafnt Ally Cawn's Jaidads, the net amount 
of which I have pledged myfelf to fend to him ; and, to 
prevent the mifappropriation of thele funds, which he 
heretofore fo notorioufly was guilty of, I have appointed > 
inufler mafter and pay mailer to his corps at Dehly. 

ThepCTfonlhavedhofenforthisduty isCazemAUyCawn, 
whofc abilities muft be known to you when formerly employ- 
ed in Bengal as Phoufdar of Houghly ; I therefore hope 
-this ftep will alfo meet with your fanftion. Since the abov* 
■arrangement was adopted, I have learned from certain ia- 
(elligencCi that Lctafut Ally Cawn has enteied into tbe pay 
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of Nadjif<;awn, from whoni he has received Jaidads for 
the maintenance of his troops. It of courfc follows, that 
tfae Vizier can no longer retain them in his pay and fervice ; 
upon which I have this moment received ameffage from the 
Kaboh, but have waved a reply until I fhould receive your 
anfwer to the following queflion. 

Whether you think .it moft advifeable, to the better 
-arrangement and ceconomy of the Nabob's finances, to 
take this favourable opportunity of flopping the large 
cxpencc incurred upon this head ; or, as our intereft and 
politics muft neceflarily be connefled more or lefs with the 
court of Dehly, Whether you think it beft to have any 
perfon of declared attachment to our intereft recommended 
to the Vizier to fill the Ration vacated by the delinquency of 
Letafut Ally Cawn P ■

T have received the honour of your commands under date 
the 27th of February. 

I have carried the original treaty down with me, in obe- 
dience to your orders ot the 19th December } but, having 
determined, upon receipt of your flrft above-mentioned let- 
ter, to retarn immediately to my ftation, 1 have brought it 
back with me, and Ihall now forward it by the firft fafe con- 
veyance. 

In obedience to the explanation you require, of the gene- 
ra! aHenion, that the objeAs of the late treaty have been 
fulfilled, I now proceed to recapitulate unitedly what I have 
hitherto in detached letters taken the liberty of fubmiitlng 
to you ; and, for regularity, I fhall take up the paragraphs of 
your inftruflions, accompanying the Chunar treaty in the 
order they ftand. 

Par. I . Requires the execution of the feveral articles of 
the treaty, being five in ntimber. 

The firft has been fully effeflcdby the complete payment 
of all arrears, and the march of the temporary and cavalry 
"brigade into the provinces. 

Nothing remains but the return, or adjuflmeat, of the 
value of the ftoies furnilhed by the Nabob when the tem- 
porary brigade was firft eftablifhed ; of which only nine 
pieces of field artillery have yet been returned by Colonel 
Morgan. The incloud is a letter from the Nabob upon 
t^ fuhfca, 

n,gN..(JNGOOgTc' 
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Mr. Wombwell's office has been fully paid off and di(V 
charged, and all the arms and fiorcs of the different coips 
delivered to the Nabob, and AJlets for the payment of the 
extra regiment ftationed at Lucknow included in tlie affiga- 
metit for the current year. 

The fccond article relates to the refumption of the Ja- 
gnirc lands. This has been fully cffefled. The tbrac 
moft confiderablc are now under my charge— the Bow Be- 
gum's, Salar Jung's, and Lctafut Ally Cawn's; a mcafure 
I was driven to enfoice, on account of the mode in whicli 
the firft refumption of the Jaguires was conduced ; which, 
by leaving the rcfumed lands in the farm of thofc who be- 
fore held them on behalf of the Jaguirdars, little more than 
a Ihadow of the intended change was effected. 

The third article, which includes the Jaguire of Fiz- 
zulla Cawn among the reft, has hitherto been deferred hj 
the poftfcript to your general inftrudlion, which forbids it 
until circumftances may render it more expedient and eafjr 
to be attcispted than the prefcnt more material purfuits of 
government make it appear. 

However, I beg leave to repeat, that a ftipciid or allow- 
ance in ready money, to that chief, in lieu of bis Jaguire 
lands, lituated and peopled as they are by bis own tribe, in 
vicinity to three capital territories of the fame caft, would 
be isx more conducive to the intereft and fecurity of this 
government ; and, as fuch, permit me to recommend it to 
your confideration. 

The fourth article, as far as regarded this office, was ful- 
filled here. 

1'he iifih and laft article being only a provilion for a fii- 
turc eventual contingency, was liable to no exertion here. 

The counterpart of the treaty, being the arrangements 
which the Nabob pledged himfelf to effefi towards intro- 
ducing ceconomy into his finances, confifting chiefiy in 
three points — the reduction and regulation of bis Mooleye- 
nah troops — the reparation 6f his private purfe from tht 
public funds— and placing the latter under the feparate ma- 
nagement of the minilters. 

The firft of thefe mcafures is in as great forwardnefs as it 
is poffible i Pay and Mufter Mafters having been appointed , 
to the whole, and the faving already made produced a fund 
equal to defray the cftablilhed charge of three regiments, as 
propofedin my addrefs of the loth inftant. The other, of 
feparating and limiting the privy purfe, was immediately ef- 
fe3ed upon my return here from Chunar, and with that 
the feparate public funds placed under the minifters. 

I now proceed to the continuation of th^ paragraphs of 
your letter of inAruftious. »

The 3d paragraph it a recapitulation of the chief objeA 
of the treaty, being the (hortcft poffibie liquidation of the 
Nabob's debt to the honourable Company. To this pur> 
p0& I have fecured alignments, whicli I deem ^equate to 
rtie full difcharge of all demands by the end of the prefeiit 
^u^llee year ; whicIi, conlidering the greatnefj of the ag- 
grt^ate amount, is, I apprehend, as foon as could be cx- 
ftaed. 

The ^tfa paragraph is partly anfwered above ; the reduc- 
^n has chiefly been in the infantry, to as to bring in out 
troops to fuppty the deficiency ; upon which fubied my 
propofai is belore you. The corps under this denom ina 
tion here are chiefly N udjeibs, and employed for the garri- 
fbnt of the Aumils, Forts, Kutcherries, and Tanahs. The 
corps of cavalry could not fo ealUy be diminiflied or imme- 
diatdy reformed. They confift moHly of Mogals, enter- 
tained for the flate and perfonal fecurity of the Aumtl, who 
^jty generally attend in pcrfon ; and, fuch is the refraftory 
difpoiltion of the people, who have never yet been properly 
oontTovled, that, was not feme immediate vifible landing 
fync with the Aumil, at his command, to enforce his or- 
4tn, fae would ^either be refpeded or obeyed, an^ conse- 
quently unable to fulfill the duties of his cturge. 

The Scbundy is a feparate eftablifhioent from the two 
above- mentiontn, being 2 charge of geoeially about four 
per cenL upon the coUc^ions of the different Aunuls, for « 
dmy executed t^ a fet of peons, not military dtfciplined 
men, who are ftatipned upon the crops and ^Ids all over 
the ovuntty, for their prote^ion. Thefe, from the nature 
md prefent ftate of this government, appear to me abfolute- 
ty and indifpenfably neceflary for the colle^ions, and can 
neither be embodied or farmed into any r^tihtr fixed cfla- 
btiHimcnt ; but the new year will afford an opportunity of 
icducing their numbers, and of bringing this part of the 
plan into greater perfcflion. 

The 5th paragraph, regulating the mode of paying tlie 
Wooteyanaji, has been completely cftablrfhed, notwith- 
Aanding the complaints and obllrumons brought againft it 
Vy the Aumils ; who are by it fubjeded to a check and con- 
Uoul which they are not pleafed with, and deprived of an, 
■ideal proportion of authority over their men, by the Jniet- 
^rence of the Pay and Muncr Madeis. 

To the 6th paragraph, which regards the Nabob's choice 
-of officers, I have only to obfervo, that no vacancies have 
Recurred nhich can have afibrded room fo^an exertioa- ai 
its daofe. 
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The 7tb, regarding the choice of Aumih, cui onljcoltte 
wider execution at the commencemeat of the year, when 
the Aumils ue named. — -The fetr inftances of change 
which have «:cidcntalLy occurred by the rcfuiiiption of the 
Jagujies, have been conducted uader ihefplrit of this otder. 

Upon the Stb paragraf^, 1 have written a firong letter to 
. the Nabob, rccommetitling moft e::rncftly to him to e(U- 
blilh courts of ju{licc throughout his dominions, beginning 
by a Sudder ul Hukk at the capital, of the effeA whereof 
I fhall hercaftn inform you; I kav« not urged an infVzat 
adoption of the plan, as it appears more mentioned u a 
point yoH nifh to be brought about by degrees than expcd 
to fee immediately enforced ; nor is the government here 
y«t fufficicntly regulated to promife jaft now thofe beneAcial 
o)nf«}.uence3 which are the obje&s of fuch an inftitution. 

The ftb paragraph ctmveyt a difcretionary power, even* 
tuatty to be exwcifcd ; an occafion for which hath not hi- 
therto occurred. 

The notice dirc£ted by th<i loth paragraph has been pub^ 
lickly given to every perfon coming under its dcfcriptifHif 
and who hare figsified their haviog received the order. 

Thefe complete your inttru&ions ; fiucc which you have 
^naed, as an additional article, that the Nabob Ihould be 
{upl>octed in his claim upon the Show Begum, for the in- 
bd-iut^ of the late Viper's public treafurc.

He arrived at Agra on the 20A of laft month, and flay- 
ing only one night there, purfued his Journey by the route 
of Bundelcund, towards Naugpore,' where it is lurmifed be 
kas alfo fome difpatches to deliver for the Mahratta State. 

If you think Ibe matter of fufHcient importance, an early 
intimation to the Rcfident with Madajee Boufula, might be 
the means of intercepting this agent, or at leaft of afcertain- 
ing the truth or falfehood of the intelligence.

The lofs of this gentleman's fervices, which could not be 
replaced here, would be extremely inconvenient to me, u 
the bufincfs of accounts is what very few arc converfant in, 
either from the want of praftice, or from never having made 
it an objeA of their particular ftudy ; I muft therefore 
trouble you with my foliciiations, in favour of thefe two 
gentlemen, and hope for your indulgence.

1 learn from 
Mr. Johnron, that on receipt of your letter Meflrs, Scott, 
Orr, Marfack, Carvalho, and Dardl, were yet at Luck- 
now J the two former gentlemen were politively to depart 
by the end of this month at farthcft, and MelTrs. Marfactc 
and Carvalho were then on the point of fctcing out. Cap- 
tain Darell, whofe health I am informed is in a very indif- 
fcreiu ftate, having your pcrmiltion, is to remain to the end 
of the rains. 

Be(ides the abovementioned gentlemen, Mr. Robert 
Grant and Mr. Bird are, I undcrAand, relident at Furruck- .

I had the honoor to receive yom* command of the; iott» 
Auguft, previous to my de[>artiire from Patna, and delayed 
the acknowledgment of tbem until my arrival at Laclcnow, 
only that 1 might be enabled (o yidd yon the fulleft kifor- 
muion artd /atisfaQion or the fubje£fc of their eotitentt. 

I have had the pleafaTe to find, upon my arrival^ that tlie' 
report of Almas Ally Cawn's Sight from tlie Vizier's do- 
nuniont was ptematurc. His conduct, for fomc time paft, 
no doubt, indicated fuch an intention, and appearances at 
one time warranted a belief that his refoluticn was decidedly 
taken; but although he withdrew^ himfelf and his Naibf 
from the chat:ge of the country, he never bioke off his cor- 
refpondence with the Court, or manifefted any difindina- 
tion to return to his duty under his E]c«Ilen«y^s govern- 
ment, whenever he might be alTured he could do it on teinu- 
6f undoubted feeurity to himfelf. 

The hafb^ and ill'ibundcd alarms, with which the mifre* 
prefentBtions of the enemies of the Vizi^r'sand our own 
government bad imprcfled him, having been removed by the 
fulleft alTunmces of feeurity and protedion, he has refumed

At a period fo diftant from that at which I delivered over 
the chatge of my office to Mr. Briflow, I muft be pcrjnit- 
tcd to obferve, I was as little prepared to receive as to an- 
fwer chaiges againft me for my conduct in the difcharge of 
that office ; as (he honourable Board, when they infortned 
me of that gentleman's appointment to fuccecd me, com- 
municated not the Icaft hint of difplcafure or difapproba- 
tion of my public conduct, and vinconfcious myl'elf of 
having merited cenfure, I had not a doubt but my removal 
was in confequcnce of the orders which I undcrftood 
tad been received from the honourable Court of Direftors, 
fpr the reftoration of Mr. Biiftow to the Refidency at Oudc.

ijpon the Nabob's letter to the honourable the Govemcn' 
General, forwarded date the 2d December 1781, I receiv-' 
ed the orders under date the 26th of the fame month ; my 
difobedience. whereof is made the foundation of this charge. 



The death of Ntjdjiff Cawn, w;ith all the confcquence* 
probable and aftualj attendant on th^t event, I duly noticed 
in a fcries of letters, to which I beg leave to refer. 

The fuppofcd rebelliqn and flight of Almafs Ally' 
Cawti} I informed the board, upon my return to Luckaow 
in September, was a premature report, as 1 had always con- 
fidered and treate^} it. 

The only material occurrence worthy the honourable 
Board's information, relative to the Nabob's interior go-, 
vemment, was the aflaffination of Mirza Abdoola Beg, 
Aumil of Gofuckporc, which proceeded not from any- 
diforders in the country^ but an unfortunate difpute with 
^o of his own immediate dependants. This accident 
was duly communicated to the Board, as well at the mca- 
fures that had been taken to avert any bad confequcnces, 
yndcr date the 27th May 1782. 

To the other article — employment of troops— I have to 
obferve, that there were fewer regiments on fervice in the 
Nabob's country during the year 1189, than in many, I 
believe T might affirm any, of the preceding years, fince 
|bc prefent Nabob's acceffion to the Mufnud ; alUiougb 
more might in reafon have been expected to be wanted upon 
withdrawing of the Nations of Futty Ghur and' Dara- 
{laghur. The ^tigliOi regiments under Colonel Hannay 
acrofs the Gogra ; Captain Gall in Rohilcund ; Major 
Clarke at Allahabad ; and Captain Plowden at Lucknow. 
Thcfe tegular and other troops occupied the whole country, 
in every direftion, in former years; notwith (landing Ma- 
jor Crabb's regiment in Kbyrabad, Major Lucas's, acrofs 
the Gogra, two regiments in the Doawb, and others 
were employed, and ftillmore wanted. Inllead of all thefc, 
^n a very turbulent year, when a rebellion had fpread acrofs 
the country, only four regiments were employed ; of thefe 
fowr. Major Kaylor's had been called over, during the 
lieat of the infurreftion at Benares, and fent to Colonel

Jbgbficrs Mito the Nabob's hands ; a third moved in confe- 
quence of tbe orders of the board relpe^ing Furruckabad, 
although firlt called in l^ me in conlequcncc of tbe Fay - 
ztibad. buAnefSi vrhich. had brought Bulbudder Sing into 
the B(^[inDS Jagheer ; the fourth was obtained by my aOift- 
ant Mr. Jobnfon, on an application to Colonel Blair, in 
my ab&nce, upon his having returned the 23d regiment 
(late Major Naylor's) to Dinapore, 

Thefeare all the regiments that I dlre£tIyor indireflly 
ufedi I fay all, becaofa I take it for granted, the new 
treaty regiments Rationed at Lucknovr, for particular pur- 
pofes explained in the treaty, can have no reference to mj 
charge. . 

In a (tatie of almoft general revolt, and the total recall of 
eighteen regiments and battalions of infantry, and two of 
cavalry, I might without expoSng myfelf to the chara;e of 
making too far an-ufe of the power given me by my infirac- 
tions, have called in as many troops a^leaft as wereufedin 
times of peace and quiet, when all ttiefc were in being, 
ind fully ffatiohed for tbe Nabob's fervice; confeqnently, 
I ihud:' hope I ftiall not appear criminal, in the judrancnc 
of the honourable Boaid, when I fliew that myfelf and 
aiEflant in my abfencc> of our own motion, only called in 
two regiments, and one of thefe in exchange for-anothei 
returned into cantbiimcnts. 

I cannot conclude this addrefs without my apo|'ogy to tbtf 
honourable board, for the long intrution I have been com- 
trelled to make upon them ; I will not trcfpafs longer on 
their time, but here clofe what I have to urgt in vindica> 
fion of my condu^ on the charges preferred ^ainft mc. 

If in the couiic of tlie foregoing recital, fupported by 
the fevcral vouchers I have annexed, I Aiall have Incwn that 
I accomplished the grand oWfls of the treaty, by liqui- 
dating not only the taiancc I flood pledged for, but the new 
claim from the Prcfidency- — That I effefted the feveral re- 
gulations pretcribed by my inftru£ltons, to bring about this 
liquidation — by the total refumption of the JagheerS ftx- 
cepting Fyzoola Cawn's only) and the arrangement and 
reduction of tlie Mooteyna. That I further fulfilled the 
objects of my orders Tefpeeting the Begums at Fayzabad, 
within ten days after my arrival there— And, finally, thtt 
I difcharged the current bulincfs and duties of my nation, 
by realizing tbe current claims, quelling the infurrectioh 
cutending nom Benares -to the extrcnuty of RohilCund, 
and fubduing fucb other diflurbanccs as are perpetually 

anfini^ 
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ai^fing from die turtalence o^ the Zemindars, without ths 
ud of nfore trodps than ihatl be found to have been cm- 
ployed in forrtet yeart — ^I allure fflyfelf, from the jiifticc'of 
the honourable Board, that they will declare me fully ac- 
quined of the rcfponfibility vSith *hich I was charged at 
the condufion'of the treaty, and deem inc warranted in the 
belief I had formed, tha£ my recall was the neccfl]in[ confe- 
quencc of obedience to the orders of the Court of Direftort - 
in favour of ray fucceflbr, and not for any delinquency or 
mifconduft on my part. 

Earneftly entreatmg the honourable Board to Relieve mjr 
artxiout {ufpenfe, by indulging me with as early a dccilion 
on my condu^ as may fuit with thnr more important oc> 
cupations,

troops were occalionally fent, neither the neceflary sttentioa 
to their difdpUnc could be paid, nor their re-junQion ef- 
fe&c6 Upon any emergency, which might call for the im- 
mediate exertion of the whole force of the brigade. 

Having fucceeded in the imprcdion which I wifhed to 
make on the minifters, and the rcdui^ion which has been 
made in the Nabob's Mooteyna troops flrengclicnjug the 
grounds I hwl argued upon, I availed myfcif of this oppor- 
tunity to propofe an cftabliihmcnt of the honourable Com- 
pany's troops, which Ihould at once obviate the necelTicy of 
applying to the fublidiary brigade for alEftance, and enaUe 
the Nabob to make Aill further redu^ion on his Mootcyna 
andSebundy e&ablilhments. — Three regiments, with thcic 
guns and complete artillery c^blilhmcnts, I am of opinion, 
would anfwer this purpofe ; and the miniftcrs are now Ut 
tfaoroughly convinced of the utility of it, that they have 
authorized me to fubmit the meiafure to your confideration, 
■with an aflurancc that they will chearfuUy co-operate with 
me in carrying it into iinmediate execution, Auiuld it meet 
with your approbation.. 

To leave as little as poffiblc for future difcuflion, and that 
no difpute might arife about the payment of this eftablifh- 
ment, I propofed a fublidyof 25.000 rupees per Menfem 
Jot each regiment, of 75,000 for 'the whole ; which termi 
will be agreed to, and I hope be deemed fatisfaftory by you, 
as they will be fully adequate to every poffiblc expence of 
the eftablifhment, Without Q.kS or commanding officer, 
-which I prefumc you will not confider necelTary, as the re- 
nments muft of courfe always \» IVationed and employed 
uparattly, to make them anfwer the purpofe for which thej 
are intended. \ 

1 lole not a moment, Sir, in communicating this pro- 
-pofed arrangement to you in its prefeiit ftage, that I may 
immediately receive your fentimenti and commands upon 
jt; and I am happy in the opportunity which it at the fartle 
time affords me, of evincing to you the attention which has 
been paid to your orders reipefting the reduflion of the Na- 
bob's Mootcyna, as well as the inflant beneficial efFeA of 
them, lince the expence of the eft&blilhfneut I now propofe 
is to be defrayed from that fund, without the lin.dlleft addi- 
tional charge to the Nabob's government.

I had cvriedtbc original treaty down with pit, in obe- 
dience to your orders of the 19th December, but, having 
determined, upon receipt of your fiift abovcmcntioned let- 
ter, to return immediately to my (tation, I have brovight i 
Jback with me, and diall now forward it by the foil fafe con- 
veyance. 

In obedience to the explanation you rcquiit of the gene- 
jal allcFtion, that the objeds of the late treaty have boen 
fulfilled, I now proceed to recapitulate unitedly what I lavfi 
hitherto in detached letters taken the liberty of fqboiitting 
!lo you t and for regularity. I fhall take up the Jpvragraphs 
-of your inftru£tions accontpanying the Chunar treaty, in 
the order they Hand. 

Par. ift, tetjuires the execution of the fevctal .artkla of 
the tr^ty, being hve in number. 

The firlthas been fully eiFefted, by the complete payinent 
.tpfail arrears, and tbe march of tiic temporary and cavalry 
i>riga(lc into the provinces. Nothing remains b9t the jc- 
lurn or adjuftment loi the value of the ftofes /t)rnifl;i<<d 1^ 
^e Nabob when (he temporary brigade was ^rft cftabbihe^ 
of which only nine pieces of h^ld artillery have yet been re- 
turned by Colonel Mor|an. The incloled is a letter from 
tbelN^bob upon the fubjcA. 

Mr. Wombwell's olEce has been fully paid ^ff and .dif- 
icharged, ai^d all the , arms and itores of the di^rent foxjgfi 
delivered to the Nabob ; and aflcts for the payment ,of the 
extra regiment ftationed at Lucknow, iaclud^d tbe .a^gnr 
jnenls for the current year. 

The fccond article relates to the refumption of the Ja- 
£uire latids.— This has been fiiUy etfefled-— Tbe thrce.moft 
considerable are nc(w under my charge — The Bow E^gujOt 
.Salar Jungi and Lctafat Ally Cawn't ; — ra meafurc I was 
driven to enforce, on account of the mode in which the 
Brft refumption of the Jagi^ires was conduced, whit^h, by 
Jeaviiigthe refumed.land$in the farm of thole who before 
!he]d them on behalf of tbe Jaguirdan, little more/thui a 
fhadow of the intended change was effected. , 



The fourth article, as far ^s re^rded thi^ olSce, yfas ful- 
filled here. 

The fifth and laft a^ccpvpt, bqing on^ a provifion for a 
future eventual contingency was liable to nosxeitioQ here. 

The Counterpart of the treaty .b^ing .the .arrangements 
wliidi 
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which tbe Nabob |)lcdgd himlelf to eSe£t towards inuo- 
docing osconoiny into bis £iiai>ces, couGfting chiefly ia 
three poihts-^he redu<^ion and regulation of his Moot- 
tcyenah troops, the reparation of his private purfe from the 
public funds, and placing tbe latter under the feparate ma- 
nagement of the minifters.— The firft of tbefe meafures t* 
in as great forwardnefs as it is poflibie, pay and mufter mat- 
ters luving been appointed to the whole, and the faving al- 
ready made produced a fund equal to defray tbe eftabliflied 
charge of three regiments, as propofed in my addrefs of the 
lOth inftant. The other, of feparaiing and Umiting the 
privy ptirie, was immediately cfre£led upon my return here 
hova Chunar, and with that, the feparate public fund* 
placed under tlie minifters, 

I now proceed to the continuation of the par^rapbs of 
your letter of inllru£lions. 

The 2d, is only claimii^ my implicit obedience to what 
follows ; to fulfil which has been and fhall be my conftaat 
ftudjr. 

The 3d paragt^ph is a recapitulation of the chief objc£t gf 
the treaty, bcipg tlie Ihorteft poffible liquidation of the Na- 
bob's debt to, the honourable Company. To this purpofe 
I have fecured alignments, which I deem adequate to the 
full difchafge of all demands by the end of the prefent fuf- 
fullee year, which conlider Ing the greatnefs of the aggregate 
amount, is, I apprehend, as foon as have been expeSed. 

The 4th paragraph is partly anfwered above. — The re* 
duAion has chie% been in the infantry, foas to bring in 
our troops to fupply the deficiency ; upon which f^bje£t 
iHy prqpoGil is before you. The corps under this fleppmi* 
nation here are chiefly Nudjeebs, and employed for the gar- 
nfbns of the. Aumils Forts, Kutcherries, and Tanahs. The 
corps of cavalry could not fo ealily be diminifhed or imme* 
diatcly reformed. Tliey confifl mollly of Mogols, enter- 
tainedfortheftateandperfonal lecunty of the Auipils, who 
they generally attend in perfon : and, fuch is the refradoty 
difpontion of the people, who have ilever yet been properljr 
controuled, that, was not fome immediate vifible ftanding 
force with the Aumii, at his command, to enforce his or- 
ders, he would neither be refpefted or obeyed, and conle- 
jfuently unable.to fulfil the duties of his charge. 

The Sebandy ia a fe|)arate ellablifhment from tbe two 
above mentioned, being a charge of generally about four 
per c^nL upon the coUe^ions of the different AumtU, for a 
fluty executed by a fet of peotis, not military difciplincd 
.flien, ,who .are ftationed upon the crops and fields, all over 
the country, for their proteQion. Thefe, from the nature 
and prefent ftate of this govpr^ment, appi ar to me abfo- 
/■ncly and indifpenfably neccITary for the colleflions, and 

can 
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can neither be embodied or formed kito any regular fixed 
cftiblifhmcnt ; but the new year will afford an opportunity 
of reducing their numbers, and of bringing this part of the 
plan into greater perfeAion. 

The 5th paragraph, regulating the mode of paying the 
Mootteynah, has been complexly eftablilhed, notwithstand- 
ing the complaints and obftnidtion brought againft it by the 
Aumils, who are by it fubje£t to a check and conirout 
which they are not pleafed with, and deprived of an ideal 
proportion of authority over their men, by the interference 
of the pay and mufler mafter. 

To the 6th paragraph, which regards the Nabob's clioicti 
of officers, Ihave only to obferve, that no vacancies have oc- 
curred which can have afforded room for an exertion of its 
daufe. . 

The 7th, regarding the choice oF Aumils, can only come 
nnder execution at the commencement of the year, whca 
Aumils are named. The few inftances of change which 
have accidentally occurred by the refumption of the Jaguire, 
have been conducted under the fpifit 01 this order. 

Upon the 8tb paragraph I have written a ftrong letter td 
the Nabob, recommending moil earncftly to him to cfta- 
blifli Courts of Juftice throughout his dominions, begin- 
ningof aSudder-ulHukkal, thecapitalj of the effi;^ where- 
of 1 (hail hereafter inform you. I have not urged an in- 
Aant adoption of the plan, as it appears more mentioned as 
a point you wifh to be brought about by degrees, than cx- 
pcfl to lee immediately enforced. Nor ii the government 
here yet fufficiently regulated to promifc juft now the bene- 
ficial confequences which are the obje£ts of fuch an inftitu- 
lion. 

■ The 9th paragraph conveys a difcrctionary power, even- 
tually to be exercifed, an occafion for which nath not hi- 
therto occurred. 

The notice diteAed by the 10th paragraph, has been 
publicly given to every perfon coming under its defcriptjoo, 
who have ligniticd their having received the order.

I have already had the honour to inform you, that your 
orders had been repeatedly noticed to all the unlic<ufe4 
gentlentcQ refidiog at Lucknow; vbo feverally afliued me 
of their obedience thereto ) and when I left that place, tbe 
end of June laft, fome had talcen their departure, and tbe 
left appeared to be preparing to do it with all po£ble fpeed. 

I learn from Mr. Johnfon, that on receipt of your letter* 
MelTrs. Scott, Marfack, CarvaUio,and DareU, were yet if 
Lucknow. Tbe two former gentlemen were politively t* 
depart by the end of this month at furthefl, and Meilr|\ 
Marfack and Carvalho were then da the point of iistting 
vat. Captain Darell, whofe health, I am mformed, is lliU 
in a very indifferent ftate, having your permilSon, will re* 
main tilt tbe end of the rains. 

Befides the above-mentioned gentlemen, Mr. Robeit 
Grant and Mr. Bird, are, I underiiand, resident atFurruck- 
abad, but I have not figni6e(i your orders to them, being 
uncertain liow far they might be conGdered to fall under 
their defcriptioii. Thefe are all the dependants of our go- 
vernmenj, that I know of, reading within the Vizier's jurif- 
didlions, without public appotntmeats, or the exprefs licence 
of the board. 

I beg leave to afTur^ yea. Sir, -that I never made anyprok 
mife whatever to Mi. Scott, or gave him anyhop^ of con- 
tinuing at Lucknow, excepting fuoh ai he might have de- 
rived from my confenting to forward a recommendation to 
you in his behalf. .

Having on the 19th inltant entered info certain eiwage- 
mems with the Nabob Vizier, tending to relieve his finan- 
ces of a burthen they wnc no longer able to fuftain, with 
fundry other claulcs, the execution of which is entrufted to 
you, I bercwitli c^clofe an authentic copy of the lame for 
your guidance. ' 

The Nabob, on his behalf, has fubfcribed and fealed an 
agreement, in your prcfeoc^, and in the prefence of Mr. Ri- 
chard Jobnfon and Hyder B^ Cawn, refpefting the admi- 
niHration of his «&irs, of which I alfo tranfmit you an au- 
thentic topy. 

To rhclc papers, and toUte points confequently and ne- 
ceflarily dependant on them, I think it necefiary to add the 
following inftni^ttms, to which I require your moft ins* 
plicic obedience. 

I need fcarccly inform you that nty chief objeCt, 19 my 
negoclations with the Nabob, has been to induce and affift 
him to btvtg his govcrnincnt and finances into fuch regula- 
rity, as to prevent his alliance being a ckw tnftcad of tA vi 
'to the Company, and to enable him. to diKhargc his.^(^tiiv 
-the fhortefi-time polfible. To this end, the meft eflential 
point is to limit and fcparate his perfonal djfliuriemenu 
itota the pui^c accounts -, they mi'ft not, Intbciitotal'sp-

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nuil amount, exceed whit he hu received in any of tbi 
laft three yean : — this amount, in twelve equal parts, IhouM 
be paid him monthly out of the firft receipts, and the re* 
maindcr of the nett coIIcAions placed feparately in a pub- 
lic trcafury, from whence his public, militar^f, and civil 
eflablifhment miiti be paid, under the fole managenieoi 
and controul of the miniftcrs, with your concurrence. It 
is of courle to be ondcrftood, that this hai no connedton,

After fettling the amount of the perfonal difburfcmenti of 
'the Nabob Vizier, and hishoufehold, the next point that 
will require your exenions, towards the general arrange- 
ment of the public charges, is the reform of the eAablifhed 
and Muttaena troops, reducing them into an eftablilbed 
corps for the whole fervicc. If this corps could be brought 
to confill folely of cavalry, it would beft anfwer mutual be- 
nefit, leaving no infantry in the Nabob's fervice but what 
may be neceflary for his body guard ; and to fupply the de* 
ficicncy, Ihoiild any occur in fuch arrangement, our infan^ 
tty may be employed, where infantry arc wanted. 

The corps reformed and cftabliftied," their pay mnft be 
iiTued from the public trcafury ; — no affignments upon- the 
revenues to be in fiitnrc granted them, and thofe already 
ilTued to be recalled. To complete this, all numben above 
what the real fervice may require, or the aAual nett receipt) 
may be adequate to the full payment of, mnft be difbaaded 
33 faft as the arrears can be paid off. 

The Nabob will felcft and appoint his own commaD- 
ders } but if he fhould nominate improper pcrfons, fuch as 
the men commonly known by the name of Orderliei, or 
other deriving their influence from tbem, or of known dif- 
afFe£lion to our government, you are in fuch cale to remon - 
ftrate againft ; and if the Vizier Ihatt perfift in his choice, 
you are peremptorily, and in m; name, to oppofe it as a 
breach o' his agreement. 

For the management of the colleftions, the minifter»» 
witfayourcoRCurrence, aretochufeallaumils and colle£tx>n, 
and in their choice to be guided by the refpon&biUty, good 
reputation, and known ability of the perfons they elect, that, 
ai far as poflible, changes fhould be avoided. 

Much is to be faid, though little may now fotC, upon the

-—they are thefe : — in a fubfequent part of your commands 
bow before me, you Call upon me to realize the fum of 
rlipees 26,48,571. 3-8, which Ifeparatcly reply to in regular 
tourfe; -and in other letters, which I Ihall hereafter have 
pccalion to refer to, you are pleafed to conftder and hol4 
me refponlible for the due coUe£lion of tbia fum within the 
term of the expiration of the current year ; if, therefore, I dtf 
not bold it feparated from the general claim now tranfmiited, 
I cannot refer to what I have undertaken and executed re- 
latively to it feparately, and fhould involve and confound 
the re^n(ibility wSth which you juftly charge me, upon 
the grounds of my having had fufficient previous notice of

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(ropt, Khcrif and Rubbjr, both which were off the groand 
Jong before the rcce^>t of your commandit md no ^parate 
fund cxiftiog to recur to, in dc&ult of the colIeSions, 
Upon thelc grounds I hope to fiand excufed, and meet in* 
dulgence for this fuiall and inuaatertal deviation in the 
mode of executing your orders, cfpecially ai it cannot be 
Attended with any polBble detiiment or prejudicial confe- 
j]uence to the hoaouiable Company, the periods of the 
new and the old years being now fb iDftanbuieooily before 
us, that the diiFerence of time between the divided eniriei 
cannot exceed many days. 

Upon the ad head, I muft crave leave to refer your ho- 
jioujrable Board to my addrcfs of the 30th Decenibcr'1781, 
a copy whereof is included a number in this paclcet, and 
flatei my reafoa for a temporary limitation or the affign- 
mcnt for this year to the fum of rupees 76,37,4.58 ; viz, 
my cxpe^tioas, from the aOuranccs given mc by the Na- 
bob and his minifters, of a fupply from Fayzabad, equal 
to the liquidation of the balance of his Excellency's ac- 
count with riie honourable Company, as. apparent upot^ 
^e £ice of my annual account for liS? ; which ezpeaa- 
tion in the refult proved to have been well founded. The 
fumof 26,48,571. 3. 8. additional claim, ariling froia the 
difference between the balance of the bonourabje Compa- 
Dy*s account, as ftated by your AccompU^t General, and 
the ReCdent's of the 30Ch April 1780, was not included ia 
the then arrangement, for reafons which, I truft, will claim 
the confideration of the honourable Board. Firft, From 
the fituation of the Nabob Vizier's country and finances 
at the beginnini; of the current year, as fet forth in my 
feveral addrefles at that period, but particularly in two, of 
the 17th and 20th of October lafi, of which, to fave rhe 
honourable Board trouble, I beg leave to tranfmit copies. 
I was forced to defer takii^ alignments for the balance of 
1180, until the Nabob lliould recover fo much of his pa- 
ternal ellate at Fayzabad \ confequently the fame arguments 
were of equal force againft including any other balance in 
the firft claimed affignments, which were calculated merely 
to anfwer the a&ual current dilburfements.

Upon the 6th Article, the honourable Board haveantir 
opated my reply, by adverting to what the^conjefture may 
liave been the canfe of the total failure in the coUeAioos 
Irom Fumickabad, which wat, as they have. iuftlyfuppo- 
ftd, an improper advanuge taiien by MuzzuflTer Jung of 
the medianon employed with the Nabob Vizier in his 
behalf. I have therefore, immediately upon receipt of yotir 
«rder(, withdrawn all mediation and mterference which 
flood between the Nabob Vizier and the colle^ion of the 
tribute from Furruckabad, and afforded him the alliftance 
4)re3ed, by fending a regiment to fupport the bczawal- 
af^intcd by his Excellency for the colledlion of the tri- 
hnK of the enfuing year ; and have added my inf^rudioos 
to the fame agent to colle£t the affignment of feven and a 
half lacks Arn above-mentioned, upon the tribute and ba^ 
Jancei due to the end of the current year ; and as I havp 
anticipated the foccefs of this trufi by railing this amount 
among the other balances as above ftatcd, I have the fatis- 
fa^on to rcBed, that the honourable Board will not even 
&el the inconveniency ariling from the delay that the medi- 
ation in tivour of Muzzuffer Jung has occafioned. 

It may be proper to explain, that the excefs of dilbnrfe- 
Bients beyond the eflimated amount has arifen from two 
caales ; the £rft waa. That tlic troops of Futty Ghur and 
Mr. Wombwell's office and efiabliihment received their pajp 
and allowances beyond the date fiipulatcd by treaty ( upon 
which the eftimate was made) becaufe the Nabob's linancet 
not being adequate to the immediate difcharge of their b** 
lances j and this being a previous condition of the treaty* 
their pay and ufual dtwurlement went on until they could 
be fully paid up. Secondly, The army debts were rated in 
the eSimate at five lacks,, and have in the refult much ex- 
ceeded that fum, which unavoidably caufed the diveilion of 
afleit to that channel which were exprefsly granted and in- 
tended for other purpoles. This unforefeen accumulation 
t^ the army debt, and the preference which it was my duty 
to fbew to the honourable Company's claims, have necefla- 
rily retarded the payment of the late Vizier's promifed dona- 
tion to the 2d brieade j which I hope will meet your apprq- 
Intion. as that turn, as well as the fourteen lacks unli<]ui- 
dated of the honourable Company'! new claim, will be a^

To tlie Ifonoiirablc Warren Haftings, Govwnor Getteral,

Sir, 
When I had laft the honour of feeing you, I more than 
once urged my re^on for thinking that the rebellion of 
Rajah Chyte Sing was but a part of a laiger and more ex- 
ttenfive plan, vrhicb was, by the good fortune of your arri- 
val, prematurely brought forward, before all the parties to 
it were united and properly in a£tion. In fupport of this 
belief, and to prove that I am far from being ungie in. the 
cfpoufal of it, I beg leave to trouble you with fome extrafia 
from the letters I received from Colonel Hannay, written 
from the time of the firft breaking out of the rebcllton to 
liiy return to Lucknow. Hit lituation fbr obtaining the 
knowledge he imparts, his experience, and his judgment 
to guide what he advances, muft make his fentiments of 
weight and authenticity. 

In his letter of the 8th of September, from Fayzabad, 
fcarccly ten days after he had fet .about obeying the Nabob 
Vizier's orders, to march with his force to your alGftance, 
he writes, '* That the whole country on the Eaft fide tf 
** the Gogra was in arms and rebellion ; his own troops 
*' deferting, and the tingle companies fcarcly able to join 
•' other detachment; the Forts of Gurruckpore, Silma, 
*' and Dnmreeagunge, uken from the Aumils by the 
*' Zimipdars ; and that even Hircanahs cannot pals ; fb 
<* that all communication of intelligence from his other 
** detachments under Major M'Donald, Captain Williams 
** and Lieutenant Gordon, was cut off, and at an end," 
^t sflds, ** Thit town, Fayzabad, has more the appear- 

** anpt 
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•• ince of belonging to Chcyt Sing than the Vizier. The 
" Segums have place guards to prevent xay of my pcoplf 
" going to the Bazar \a it. Within thcfe few days Shake 
*• Chaan, with near looo borfe and foot, has marchej 
*' from hcBCc to Benares flhey were raifed here) and I 
•' rauft confefs that for my own part I have no doubt but 
*♦ Jewar Ally Khan, and Bebar Ally Khan, through their 
•* Agents, have flirred up all the difturbances, which ex- 
*' tend from hence to Powey Azimgur. f have fent Hoo- 
*■ lefsray to the Begum, to enquire into the rcafons of my 
•* people being prevented from going into the town, Chytc 
•' Sing^ being fuffered to ralle troops here, and why her,

*' men. — 'I this moment received Gordon's account of the

On the 7th Septeinbef , Captain Williams writes, " upoa 

*' my -arrival here, I found that partof Futty Saw's, Ghee- 

*' ffloo Ray's, and AjeflmuU's people had crofled to Man- 

•' jowlay 1 
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*< jowlay ; they have bten urged to this Hep by Cheyte 
'* Sing, who has fupplled them with a confiderable fum 
*' of money, and promifed them great fums, if they will put 
*' the whole country into confufion; 5000 men are on the 
*■ oppc^te lide of the river ready to crofs. Futty Saw hu 
** written to all his adherents to be up in arms. Saadit Ally 
*' and rhe Brgumt, are concerned deeply in the late buli- 
*' ncfs,". 

In a fubfcquent letter, received in>mediately after the above. 

but wnhout date, Col. Hannay fays, "I have before told 

" you how violently the Begums people inflame the prefent 

** difturbances; and, in addition to this, the principal Zc- 

*< tnindars and Rajahs have all certificates under the kti 

*' of Chytc Sing, that he will fupply them with whatever 

*' money ihcy may require for fubfiliing all the troops they 

" can raife. In a very fhori time, I apprehend, the greateft 

*' part of the Nabob's dominions will be in the ft ate we 

•' are in here ; and it is the general belief of every man in 

" this part of the country, that the conduA I have related 

•* is a concerted plan for the extirpation of the Englilb, 

" What may be the lituation of the reft of the Nabob'* 

*' dominions I know not, but it is moft certain, that from 

** Goonda to Manjee, and from Fyzabad to Benares dif-

In his next letter, of the 1 8th, he fays^ " Ifyoii meet,

•' tion:— The infurreflion is not partial, but generally 
'** fpread throughout the whole, though it rages moft vio- 
•* lentlv in the Mahls of Sultanpoor, the Mahls from Fy- 
** zabad to the Benares country, the Mahls on this (Eaft) 
" fide of the Gogra, and in Koonry Kbyrahad and Sylak ; 
" and, if I may truft to the information I receive, it is al- 
*' ready begun, and will foon rage as violently, in Shajc- 
•* hanpore, Rohilcund, Kora, and the Do&b. I have al- 
" ready, and repeatedly, informed you of ihe dilpofitions 
" of thofe in power in Fyzabad, which has in fa£l been

*' of all others in the Vizier's dominions, which has fup- 
•' plied Chyte Sing with the greateft number of troops. 
•* The old Begum does in the raoft open and violent

■* not Icfs induftrious than thofe of the Burrac Begum,-^

On the 20th, he fays, after rc-ftating his own immi- 
nent danger^ ** I have already written you fo fullymy rea- 
" fons ofbeing convinced of the treachery praftifcd at Fay- 
** zabad, and which, I am afraid, extends to your camp, 
** that I need fay no more on the fubjed ;" and again 
, mentions the general infurreflion. 

The truth of thefc portions I found raoft fully proved 
upon my return ; but obferved in particular, that the moft 
vigorous efforts were limited to the Jaguirdars, amon^ 
whom the Begums, Fyzullah Cawn,' and Luttafun Ally 
Khan, diflinguilhed themfelves. However,' the Nabob's 
return, the viftories gained by the troops with you, in dio 
total reduflion of Chyte Sing's country, and the march 
of two regiments from Cawnpore to our afliftance here, 
have unitedly contributed to reftore matters nearly to their 
ufual tranquillity. The example moft neceflkrily to be 
made, of the two a£tive and turbulent Eunuchs mentioned 
by Colonel Hannay, remains yet to be done, as well as 
of a villain now in confinement, who had aSembled 5,009 
Gongwars, for the avowed purpofe of refcuing two princi- 
pal ftate prifoners from their confinement with the Nabob, 
and, as it is univerfally believed, to make an attempt upon 
the treafurv, for which he had fixed the day of the Dufl^ -.

It is impoffibie to pronounce with certainty what may be 
the immediate confequences of this event | the ultimate 
ones, I have no doubt, will be the total fubverfion of that 
exteniive-government, acquired alone by bit powerful in- 
fluence and high military charaflcr, and by which, rather 
than any effeftive force, he has been able hitherto to main- 
tain it. I do not know any one of his partizans whole 
talenu, a£tivity, or fuperier influence over the reft,, are 
Jikely to create an abfolnte and permanent authority : — Dif- 
fentionta therefore among the principal officers of bis army 
may be expe&ed to enfuc ; and thole Rajahs and Chiefs, 
who have been deprived ofthoir territorial pollcQions, will 
Scarcely omit fo favourable an opportunity of attempting to 
' retrieve them. 
. Abdulahd C4wn, the late minlfter, will probably be re- 
fiored to office, and his objeA will naturally be Iheexttnc- 
tion of every Ibadow of Nudjiff Cawn's power.

After the petition of an Aumil to be appointed, either 
from himleJf, or the introduction or influence of others, and- 
the election adopted by rhe Miiiilter and Nabob, Uie old ac- 
counts of former years of the province, to be delivered in 
charge, are produced by the Minifter from the Dewanna«- 
and other public offices ; and upon thefe, after they have 
guided the agreement of grofs Jumma, he e'saminea the 
^Vageb-ul Arz, a paper written under diflinct and widejy 
fcparai«d beads, exprefGng every reque(t and fiipulation pra- 
pofed by the intended Aumil. Between thefe feparatc ar- 
ticles, the minifter writes in his own hand his adoption or 
rejection of the refpective claims, in whole or in part. 
The papier, thus prepared, goes tlirough the Dewannee, 
Buklhygarec.'Xalleah, &c. inTerioi otHces, to be examined 
and regiftered. After all thele clear and well-known forms^ 
the AwihI receives bis Suanuds and Shukkah, \inder the 
Nabob's great feai, with the other checks, counterparts, and' 
confirmation of inferior officers.' — 'The Nabob then grants 
him fome of his own troops, to eflablifh and fupport him, 
if -neceflary ; and, finally, in prefencc of, and from the Na^ 
boVi own hands, the confirmed Aumil receives his Tib- 
l*ruck or Khelar, upon which he prefents to the Nabob a 
Nezar, and is at liberty to proceed the firfi: fortunate day' 
upon his commilEbn. He then vifits the minilters an^^ 
other high offiters, to whom he likeWife prefents Nizirs, 
and expefU beetl6, citter, fhawls, or marks of approbatibn, 
favour and proreftion from them ; without winch he does 
not think it fafe or prudent to fet out. Of late years, 
fince a Refident has been in that court, who generally has 
fo much todo with many of the Aumils (that is, thofe 
upon whom the honourable Company's aflignments are 
granted), the newly -appointed A'omils, if under this pre- 
dicament;, and-nat etherwife, think it alfo right to rMeive a 
beetle or ftawl from' him, cither at the time of hrs fignrng,, 
and delivcrriig his acknontedgmcntsof thcaflignmentupoii 
Mmi or any- othtr more convenient period before his dc- 
pvrtun.

My opinion upon this fubjeA I had the honour to ful>- 
mit to the Governor General, under date 24.th February 
laft, upon a 'premature information of the deceafe of that 
Nabob, which hitherto I find no reafon to alter. I theie-> 
^re b^ leave to refer your honourable Board to that, as 
containing every lentiment or information that I can at pre- 
lent oiTer upon the fubje^t. 

The Nabob Vizier fcems to think it probable, or polS- 

ble, that Mahadajee Scindia may be induced, either at the 

inftiption 
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infiigation of his own imbition, or at the King's ibli^- 
tioD) to proceed to Delhy upon this conjunSure. His 
alarms and apprehciilions, upon this hcadi he ftates in his 
letter of this day's date to the Governor General ; and, in 
order to prevent the only one of the two afore -mentioned 
inducements, which lays within his reach to attempt, he 
has- written an Arzee to the King, aflliring him of his 
attachment to bis inlcrefts, declaring hioifelf ready le march 
with his forces to fupport his views, and mentioning your 
government as equally well difpcfed to his Majefty j and 
finally recommending to him to call in no other foreign aid. 
He has alfo written letters of condolance to the late >rabob's 
fcmily, and others of encouragement to the principal com- 
manders of his armies, adviling them to continue firm in 
their duty and allegiance to the the King, whom he tells 
Ihem he is marching to Delhi to fupport. Mofi oftbefe 
chiefs were formerly the fervants of this court, and many of 
fliem connefted by blood with the Vizier's family. His 
Excellency has alfo made an application to Colonel Morgan 
to move the fubfidiary brigade towcrds Etawa, to be in 
readinefs to aft, in cafe any emergency fhould require it. 
X have fent his Excellency's application to the Colonel, but 
have only recommended his holding the brigade in readincfs 
to march to that central ftation, either upon the receipt of 
your orders to this ef^ft, or fome intermediate urgent nccefii^ 
occurring, which may preclude the propriety of making any 
delay whatever. This will, I hope, meet your approbation*

I have had the pleafureto find, upon my arrival, thatthe 
report of Almas Ally Cawn's flight from the Vizier's do- 
minions was premature. His conduft for fome time pad, 
no doubt, indicated fuch an Intention, and appearances at 
one time warranted a belief that his refolution was decided-' 
ly taken; but, although he withdrew himfdf and his Naibs 
from the charge of the country, he never broke off his cot' 
lefpondencewith the Court, or manifelled any difincli nation 
to return to his duty under his Excellency's government, 
whenever he might be alTured he could do it on terms of 
undoubted fecority to himfctf.

To MuziafFcr Jung. 

After the ufual compliments-- -I have received yoHr letter 
recapitulates tlie contents). The generous and liberal 
motives which induced the Governor General to employ 
the mediation of the Company between the Nabob Viziec 
snd you, arc known to the whole world, and require from 
me no explanation. It is equally notorious what has been 
the effect produced by that mediation ; which, however you 
may have underftood it, I am well affiired was never meant 
to impede, {till lefs wholly to preclude, the collection of 
the Nabob Vizier's juft claims upon you-: The communi- 
cation I have received from the Governor General, from 
the tirft to the lafl, rcfpecting the nature and object of his 
indulgent mediation in your behalf, have correfponded in- 
variably with my own opinion on that fubjecL In bis firlt 
letter relative to this matter, be informs me, that he has 
consented to exert hts endeavours with the Vizier, to re- 
move the reftraint and controul which had been laid upon 
you for the collection of the tribute, and to prevail on his 
Excellency to receive his dues through your Agents, in- 
flead of employing his own ; for which purpofe be hai 
given the necclTary inftructions to Meet Sulrbola Cawn, 
and difpatched him to the Nabob Vizier and myfclf, to 
adjuft the accounts depending between you and his Excel- 
lency, and fettle the future mode of payment.— The 
Vizier molt readily acceeded to the Governor General's 
wiQies on this point ; and his Excellency's Agents, and 
all fort of interference with the government, were in conle- 
guence inftantly withdrawn.

Excellency's engagunents to the Eaft India Company, with- 
out receiving any explicit or fatisfaflory anfwer, and lio 
payiuenis either made or feemingly intended ; — I was un- 
der the ncccflity of referring tlie matter to the confideration 
and dcciiion of the Governor General, who, feeing the im- 
-proper adVaotage which had been taken by you and your 
Agents of hi» welt-intended mediation* ta the great preju- 
dice of the Vizier, and the confequent injury of the Com- 
pany's engagements with him, thought proper to witlidiaw 
any further inlerferrcnce between you, and to leave the 
Vizier again uncontrouled in the profecution of his juft 
and leafonable claims upon you. The Vizier hat there- 
upon been pleafed to appoint a Sizawal for the coUcftion of

When his Highnefs the Vizier did me the honour of 1 
vilic at Chunar, he made me a requefl that we might 
have an interview once in every year, for the purpofe of 
dilcuHing and adjultingthfc mutual concerns of the com- 
pany and himfcif, and of improving the harmony and con- 
fidence which fubiifted between the two governments.

affigned, I cannot make this in pcrfon, I think it indif- 

rinfable to delegate the troft to another. For thefe purpofe* 
have deputed Major Palmer to attend his Highnefs and 
his minifters at Luclcnow. Major Palmer as you know, 
has been my confidential fecretary for fevcrai years ; I have 
difclofed to him, without referve, ray fentimcnts on every 
point of the relative conneftion between the company and 
the couFt of Owde, andlcanonly rely nponhimfora faith- 
ful explanation of them. 

I have alfo inirufted Major Palmer to give the moft ex- 
prefs aOiirances to the minifters of my approbation of their 
¥ondu£t, and determination to proteft and fupport them,' 
fo long as they preferve their attachment to this govern- 
muit* and purfuc the real interefts of the Vizier. 

Major Palmer has the public objciSs in charge which he 
will perfonally communicate to you, and I moft earneftly 
lequire of you the ftrongcft co-opciation of your authority 
and influence towards his attaining them. I think his fuc- 
cefs almofl certain, if he meets with your cordial fupport 
and alGflance. Whatever may be the event, a conliderable 
fltare in producing it will be attributed to you, and aff;£t 
you accordingly. 

Such explanations as are intended folely for the fatisfae- 
tion of the Nabob, and coming from myfclf, I have dircfted 
Major Palmer to communicate feparately to him ; but, in 
doing this, to ufe every precaution to avoid any diminution 
pf your authority or influence.

Mr. Wheler. — The gueftion regarding the conduit of 
MelTrs. Middleton and Johnfon, at their late offices of 
Rcfident and afliAant atLucknow, having been long be- 
fore the Board for confide rati on, I think it neceflary that 
my opinions fhould at this time be recorded, and inferted 
in dilpatcbes that are (hortly to be tranfmittcd to Europe. 

I have perufed with the greateft attention every article of- 
the accufations againlV Mr. Middleton ; but fliall forbtat 
tOi give a feparaie opinion upon each, or to enter into a 
voluminous difcuflifin of a fubjeft which may with equal 
propriety be talten up in a fumniary manner. 

There are many points in which Mr. Mtddlcton's coA- 
i\fii appears cenfurabie. 

'ifl:. Delays in carrying the Mooteyana regulations into. 

tffc^, or at leaft omitting to furnilfa the Board with fuch

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ii)fonnation and explanations as could enable thccn to judge 
l)pw fat this atticle of bis inftruClions had been fulfilled. 

idly. Omitting to take any notice of the condud of 
Almas Ali Khan, and agreeing to an increafe of that per- 
fcn's farms, at a time whcn.it is evident, noiwilhftanding 
Mr. Middleton's explanation^ the meafuret Almas had 
purfucd were of a natute highly alarniing to the Vizier, as 
well as dangerous to the intercfts of the Company. 

3d. In generally fuffering the Board to remain nnin- 
fprmed of points which merited their attention, and upoa 
which he ought to have obtained their orders. 

4th. Difobedience to the Governor General's inftruc- 
tions, by deviating from the pl^n laid down by him for 
conducing the bufinefs at Fyzabad. 

In tliefe points, in particular. Mr. Middleton's conduct 
appears to me rcprehenlible. His duty to the Company, 
ought to have prompted him to a &r\St attention to every 
part of the Governor General's commands. 

The Governor General, it appears, anxious to carry 
into execution the meafurcs fpecified in the treaty of Chn- 
nar, propofed to proceed himfelf for that purpofc to Luck- 
now, provided Mr. Middleton did not find himfelf com- 
petent to the undertaking ; and he gen?rou(ly withheld 
from Mr. Miiddleton all tcfpon Ability, until he, the Refi- 
dent avowed himfelf equal to the talk, and agreed to take 
that refponfibility wholly upon himfelf. Such conduct 
ought to have awakened in Mr. Middleton every exertion be 
was capatile of: Not a moment's delay Qiould have taken . 
place in executing the important commiffion which was now 
entruftcd, in fo particular a manner, to his management. 

The Governor General became juftly alarmed at the de- 
lays which on the part of the Refident took place ; and his 
complaints in coniequence were in every refpeft well found- 
ed, until a proper explanation of fome particular points ar- 
rived. But Mr. Middleton's defence has conveyed to us 
that explanation^ and has elucidated many matters, which, 
fioma want of proper infc>rmstion by letter, appeared per- 
fed^ly myfterious. 

It appeared, for inftance, that a lai^e fum was left unpaid 
by Mr. Middleton of the Nabob's debt; whereas by the 
papers now laid before the Board, it feems that the whol* 
debt was aAually now liquidated by the negociations allud- 
ed to with the Shro^. Thefe n^ociations were never be- 
fore properly explained. I believe every member of the 
^oard held tlie fame opinion regarding them with that which 
I at firft adopted ; namely, that the tranfa^lion was nottiing 
more than a mere loan, for which the faith of the Com- 
pany was pledged: And that being the cafe, the Nabob's 
debt could not with propriety be faid to have been paid off. 
■ ■ ■ ■ ■ But 
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Snt it now dearly appears, by Mr. Middlcton's defence, 
that the Company s fccuri^ never was pigged; but, on 
(he contrary, that the Nabob borrowed th« money from the 
Shroflfs on his own credit, giving for fccunty aflignments 
apon diftrifls which were but newly rcfumcd by his Ex- 
cellency, and never before pledged to the Company ; and 
that with the money raifed by this means it was, that the 
whole debt due from the Nabob to the Cc»npany, at the 
end of the lad year, was dSfchargcd. 

The meafure of reducing fome part of the Mootcyani 
troops, as Mr. Middkton ftates it, appears unqueAionably 
to hav« been a wife one, as the faving which arofe fiom it 
enabled the Nabob to keep up four regiments of well-difci- 
plined troops, in lieu of a lawlefs as well as ufelefs rabble. 

The amounts which Mr. Middlcton aflerts he has realis- 
ed, together with the fums fpecificd in his various ftatc- 
mcnts, ought, I conceive, to be alcertained by the Ac- 
coununt General, for the fatisfaftion of the Board. 
Should thofe accounts hereafter appear to have been accu- 
rately ftatcd, it will be evident that the receipts from Oude 
have exceeded any fum that was ever before received thence 
in one year. The annual colleAions from the lands alBgn- 
ed Co the Company have never, I believe, before the period 
in *]Ueftion, amounted to more than eighty Lacks of Ru- 
pees. Mr. Middleton appears to have realized i,46,00)OO0| 
of which 76,00,000 were alTigned to the Company at the 
commencement of the year : And this was the utmoft ex- 
tent of our receipts, until the treaty of Chunar was con- 
cluded ; from which the Company certainly derived a great 
accefiion of wealth and refourccs, at a time when the exi- 
gencies of their affairs critically required fuch a fupply. 

Although Mr. Middlcton's condu£t is cenfurable in the 
points I have fiated, yet, when I am to give my voice in 
pronouncing fentence upon an officer of government, 
who has filled fo important a fiation as that gentleman has 
done for many years, I think it my duty to take into con- 
iidenition the whole of his conduA, ib far as it has any 
Eelation to'the fubjcd of complaint now before me \ and, 
upon maturely weighing each circumitance, I venture to 

Sronounce, that, from the explanations given by Mr, 
Jiddleton, he feems in general to have ful^lled his duty > 
regarding the principal objefts of the treaty of Chunat; 
and that, for fuch parts of bis conduCt as appear cenfura- 
able, difmilBon from his office, and the marked difappro- 
bation of the Board, have conflicted a punifhment at leaft 
equal to his offence.

I am nevcrtheief* of opinion, that the circumlHncea 
nrged by Mr. Jobnfpn againil the charge of afluming an 
iftilniiited authority, which it muft be admitted bear llrong 
matki of audtenticity, and the prompt fubmiffion which 
SAt. Johnfon liad (hewn to the orders of the Board, operate 
fo fQudi in his fawur, that, if they do not amount to a fult 
vindication, they ftiould at Icaft be allowed to mitigate the 
offence ef alTuming lb extenlive an authority at the Vizier't 
court. 

- It does not appear, froui tfaecircumflances ftated by Mr. 
Johnfon. that be meant to lay afidc the claim For ten lacks ' 
of rvpees ; but, on the contrary, he admits it to be good 
Sgainft the Vizier, by adding to it a claim amounting to 
feve»ty-two Hacks, which was alfo about &at time preferred 
by this government againft the Vizer. The rendent, it 
(wms, confidered himfelf immediately accountable to gover- 
tnent for the fum flipulatcd to be paid by the treaty cf 
Oiunar ; and tiM refources within his command ffere not 
4ukquate to the dtfeharge of (a oonfiderable an addition to 
die fum ftipulated to be paid by that treaty, in the courfe of 
the current year : And Mr 5<^^^<^> i'l point of ofEciri 
regularity, may appear correct in admitting the eld claim 
upon the Vizier in preference to the new. Yet, as the 
claim of ten lacks bad been eAablifhed in behalf of the 
Company, or to remain as a depo{ii with them, be ought 
not to have entered into any explanations with the mtniiier 
Ttgarding it, or to have lifiened to any arguments that had 
^ tendency to invalidate it, or to evade the payment of the 
whole or any part of that debt. 

The negociation for realizing the balance claimed bydiis 

fDvernloent, in addition to the fmn agreed on and ad]U&cd 
y the treaty of Chunar, a{)peftrs to have been calculated to 
produce a nidden and immediate fupply of calh, at a time 
when It muft be allowed it was much wanted: And as the 
diftri£ts which are ufually afligned over to the payment of the 
Company's demands upon the Nabob were not burthcned 
fcy this negotiation; but, on the contrary, as the burthen 
kH upon lands which had been long withheld from, and 
were out newly refumcd by, the Nabob ; the only blame 
which, in my opinion, can poflibly be attributed to this 
traofaftion, will nfvtlt fi:otQ a convi£tion, that the terms 
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im which this negociation was clofcdt ultimateiyprOTcdJ^ 
advantageous to the Nabob, by the refident having entered 
into improvident engagements vtrlth the bankers, for the 
advance of fifty lack^. To decide upon this qucftion* it 
le^iiires both local knowledge and experience in the money 
tranfaflions of that country ; as the fcarcily of caftt at one 
lime will make that intereft appear reafonabie, which from ^ 
greater plenty at another* fhall, with equal propriety, be 
termed ufurious. 

There uras no officer of this government at Lucknow, te 
vhoiD Mr. Johnfon was authorized to relinquilh any part 
of his authority as acting refident ; therefore he ought not, 
nor could he be warranted in yielding it up to Major Palmer, 
who had no appointment or official powers, from this 
Boardj to aft oi to inteifere with the prelidency at Oude. 
In this inftance, Mr. Johnfon has afled with a degree of 
impitidcnce which merits ccnfure ;' and as the rclinquilh- 
incnt of the polital department of his t^ce to Majot 
Palmer cannot be juilified on the grounds ho fiates, or in«< 
deed on any principles, it cannot with any propriety be 
urged by him in apology, for endeavouring to rid himfelf 
of the refponiibility which naturally devolved to him, as 
ibon as be came in charge of the office by the abfence of bit 
ienior. 

I fball not enter more at large upui the different artideg 
«f Mr. Johnfon's defence, but give it as my opinion, that, 
in thofe particular points where he appears moft cenfurable, 
he erred in ju<^ment, and not intentionally \ for which I 
deem the lofs of bis office a fufficient punifliment.

Mr. Macpherfon.— After having pcrufed^ with the w^ 
moft attention and conlidei^tion, Mr. Middleton's reply 
and defence to the charges made out againft his laic ma- 
nagement at Oude, and drawn up by the lecretary fiom tbc 
public records, it docs nof appear to me that he has excul- 
pated himfelf fiom the 3d charge, the 4th, the 7th, the 
loth, the i2th, the I3tb, nor particularly from tbc i6th 
charge, on the fubjeft of FyzuUa Cawn ; a fubjeft wiiida 
appears, by the difpatches of the Court of Dircfiors of the 
14th February 1782, to have given them much uncafinels.. 
The la;e arrangement with that chief has fortunately efta- 
blilhed his dcpcndance upon the Company on a juft aiMl 
fccure footing. 

The Court of DireSors. who are the proper tribunal ia 
cafes where the conduA of their fubordinatc fervants has 
met with cenfares from their admin lArations in India, have 
now tbc fubjcfl of Mr. Middleton's management at Oude 
fully before their view. The inveftigation of Mr. Brillow's 
conduct in the fame department, under difterent accufa- 
tions, will throw an additional light upon the fubje&; and 
it is to be hoped that fuch regulations may be ordered from 
home, in confequence, as may eilabhfh our conne£lioit 
with the Vizier's country and ^irs on a more definite 
iyftem. 

I mtift, in juf^ice to Mr. Middleton, avow, that good 
temper, and a conciliating manner, feem to plead in hit 
&vour, even where be appears to have been remifs in the 
public fervice. The dil&culties of fo cxtenfive and involv- 
ed a department are likewifc to plead their weight4

Mr. Macpherfon. — The charges which th^ Secretary has 
made out from the Records againit Mr. Richard Johnfon, 
for his conduft as adlng relident at Lucknow, are in fome 
degree imperfcft, from the want or lofs of one of the 
original letters, which (lated his mifmanagement. — He has 
not availed himfelf of any advantage by this deficiency, but 
bat avowed his conduA relative to the principal chat^ 
about 10 lacks; acculing the Vizier's minifler, Hyder 
Beg Cawn, of the arguments which he was faid to have 
ufed with the Vizier, to prevent him from transferring 
to the Company the fum which he meant for the Gover- 
nor General in that donation. The original letter of com- 
plaint againll Mr. Johnfon is fince found, and entered on 
the Record. The court of DireQors will deternpine whe- 
ther Mr. Jbhnfon's arguments are fulBcient to vindicate 
him in this important tranfa^tioa. As the tranfa£tic^n 

was 
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was itated to me in S^tcmber 1 782, when Mr. JolmJbn 
was ordered to quit his Aation, I conlidered it as equally 
injurious to the wifhes of the Governor General and re- 
plete with infidelity on the' part of Mr. Johnfon to bis cm* 
ploycrs: It remains ftill to be cleared up between Mr. 
Johnfon and Hydcr Beg Cawn. I bad underltood, at the 
time, that tbc ten bcks were in bills, and not a mere offer 
to pay fuch a fum from the future revenues of the country. 
If in this tranfaftion Mr. Johnfon is fuppofed to have cf- 
poufed the intereft of the Vizier againfl that of the Company, 
the firft chaise, of oppieffion againft the Vizier's Govern- 
ment, lofes in proportion on the ground of its evidence. 

The 4th and 5t!i charges conHituted the principal grounds 
on which Mr. Johnfon was removed from his fiition, 
and v/ith fuch violent marks of difoleafure of this govern- 
ment. Mr. Johnfon had, with Mr. Middlcton, attended 
the Governor General when the treaty of Chunlr was 
made. The Governor Gencrel undeiftood the treaty to be 
in every refped: conformable to the wiflies of Vizier j and 
MelTrs. Middleton and Johnfon, who knew the ftate of<the 
Vizier's country, and the powers of hia govcmmenta 
thought both could be maintained in order and fecurity 
under the proteftion of the Brigade at Cawnpore, and by 
the propofed improved fyftcm of internal government— 
Our troops at Futty Gbsr were accordingly withdrRwn; 
and independent corps, under the command of Englifli 
officers, were annulled. 

The refult of thefe arrangements fo little eorrefpondcd 
with the expeftations of this government, that in a few 
months they became apprchenlive for the a^ual fafety of 
. the Vizier's country. Almas Ali Cawn, in charge of t 
very great part of the Vizier's revenues and forces, had 
thrown off all obedience to the Vizier, The fpirit of re- 
volt was extending. Two of tbc Vizier's battalions were 
cut off in a conteft with fome of Fyzutla CAwd's horfe> 
at Darnagur. Mr. Anderfon informed us, from Sciiidia's 
camp, upon the confines of the Vizier's country, that the 
diflra£)ed ftate of Oude was a fubjeft of (peculation in th« 
Maratta camp. Yet, during fo critical a period (and it 
became moft alarming while Mr. .Johnfon was acting re- 
sident] he furnifhed this government with no official in- 
telligence that applied to the real flate of affairs. Colonel 
Hannay, Major Davy, and other oflBccrs of credit, who 
came immediately from the Vizier's country, confirmed ' 
the accounts given of the diftrafled fiate of affairs there. 
It was fuppofed a general confufion would immediately cn- 
fue : Propofitions that might tend to increafe that confu- 
fion looked very fufpicious : ihofe about refuming Fyzalla 
Cawa's Jaghier by loice had tbat appearance. On the

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Tth September 1782, the vety day on wbrah Major Davy 
Drought mc from the Governor General, who was then 
ill, the letters of Major Palmer and Hydcr Beg Cawn-, 
on the fubjed of Mr. Johnfon's condufl, and on whicb 
he was removed from office, I was credibly afTurcd that he 
had ordered FyzuUa Cawn's Vakeel at Lucknow to be- 
publicly difgiaced. 

The meafure of recalling, effbAually and fuddenty, « 
publii; agent, thus fufpecled, was certainly neceflary, as 
well as that of marching a body of the troops, though in 
the feafon of the rains, for the fecurity of the Vizier's 
country. 

Fortunately the-vicws of Almas Ali Cawn were contia£t- 
ed by arevolutionof aparty at Delhi. Sir John Cumming 
cffc^ed his march before the difturbances in the Vizier's 
eountry got to a greater height: but it is IMW alledged, by 
- Mr. Middleton and Mr. Jobnfon, that Almas Ali Cawn 
bad never abfolutely rebelled ; that the lofs of the Vizier's 
Battalions at Darriagur happened in a fcuffle ; and that the 
uiiial good order prevailed over ail the Vizer'a, dominions, 
at a time when they were rcprefentcd to be in confufion. 
Mr. Johnfon allcdges further, that be ftood relieved of po- 
litical correfpondence, during the Ihort period of his afting 
as refident, by Major Palmer, to whom Mr. Middleton, on 
the iStb of June 1782, transferred the political department 
of therefidency at Oude. 

The Court of DireQors, after a due confideration of the 
ftate of afiairs at the time, and after comparing Mr. John- 
fen|s defence with the charges urged againft him, are alone 
competent to his acquittal, if his vindication appears to 
them fufficiently explanatory. — It is a jufticc which I owe 
him, and which I readily reader to him, to confefs, that |

coBQtry were in fome degree exaggerated by prejudice, and

THE Nabob Vizier UI Mummalie Afopb Ul Dowlah 
Afoph Jaw Cawn Behadre, having repcaicdly and urgently 
repiefented, that he is unable to fupporC the expences <4 
the temporary brigade, cavalry, and Englifh officcis, with 
their battaJiont, as well as other gentlemen who arc now 
paidbyfaim under the denomination of Sebundy, &c.'&c. 
and having aa6,t fundry requefls to that and other pnt- 
pofes ; and as the conftancy and tirmnef^ of his alliance 
with the coiQpany entirle him to ev^ry conlideration and 
lelief (hat may depend upon us. I Warron Haftings, Go- 
. vcrnor General, Imadut Dowlah Jellcdut Jung Bahadre, 
&c. &c. on behalf ot^ the Governor Generaland Council, 
have agreed tothe.under-inentioned articles, this j 9th day 
of September, in the year of our Lord 1781, corrcfponding 
to the Jaft ofRamzaii 1195, of the Hidjetee. 

ift. That the temporary brigade, and three regiments 
cavalry be no longer charged to the Nabob's account for the 
-Fuflullec 1189^ excepting a term of two and a half months, 
which is required for their palling the Nabob's boundaries, 
and for which, together with all former arrears, their ufual 
pav and allowances are to be made good. Alfo the Engliih 
officers with their Scbundy, battalions, and other gentle- 
men, excepting the Rclident's office, now upon the Na- 
bob's lift, be no, longer at his ch?rgc for the year 1189* 
the arrears being paid up, with the addition of two months 
allowances. 'Ilic true meaning of this being, thatno more 
troops be paid for by the, Nabob than the number of Eu- 
ropean artillery and bepoys agreed for unde^ title of one 
brigade with the late Nabob Sujah Ul Dowlah, now paid 
for at the rate of 2,60,000 rupees per nlonth, to which it 
now to be added one i^im^at 01 Sepoys of the prefcnt 
cAablilhrncnt 
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efiablilhrntint, ezprefsly allovved for the purpole of protefi- 
ing the office, treafury, and peifoa of the Rclident at 
Lucknoff, the pay and allowances of which are to com- 
mence from the firft of Augbun next, at the rate of ru- 
pees 25>cx>o per month, the regiment to be relieved every 
three months, the brigade to be ftationed or moved wherc- 
•ver the Nabob fhall direA, in the mode prefcribcd in the 
former treaty with the Nabob Vizier dcccafed} and fintlly, 
that whenever the Nabob Vizier Ihall require a further aid 
of troops from the company, the pay and allowances {halt 
commence from the day of their pafling the Caramnafla; 
3)fo, (hould the alliftaDce of the Nabob's troops be requir- 
ed by the company, their pay and allowances, as may then 
be ^rccd upon, be allowed during the time they may 
ferve. 

2dly. That, as great diftreft has acifcn to the Nabob's 
government from the military power and dominion aJTum- 
ed by the Jaguicrdars, he be |Mrmitted to refume fach as 
ite may find neceflary, with a refcrvc, that all fuch for the 
amount of whofe Jagoiers the company are guarantees (hall, 
ifi cafe of the refamption of their lands, be paid the amount 
of their net coUeAions, dirough the Rendent,'in ready 
money. 

3dly. That as Fyzoola Cawn has, by his breach of 
treaty, foifeited the protcAion of the Englifh government, 
and caufes^ by his continuance in his prcfent independent 
fiate, great alarm and detriment to the Nabob, fae be permitted 
when time Ihall fuit, to refume hit lands, and pay him in 
money, through the Relident the amount ftipulated by treaty, 
after deducing the amount and charges of the troops he 
ftands engaged to fumifli by treaty, which amount Ihall be 
pafled to the account of the Company daring the continu- 
ance of theprefent war. 

4thly. That no Endilh Refident be appointed to Fur- 
ruckabad, and the prelent one recalled. 

5thly. That the treaties made between the Englifh and 
the Nabob Sujah Ul Dowlah be ratified between the pre- 
fent parties, as far as may be confiflent with the above 
written articles ; and that nO officers, troops, or others, 
be put upon the Nabob's eAablifhment, exdulive of thofe 
herein ftipulated.

Having* on dw 19th inftant, entered into certain engage- 
ments with tUc Nabob Vizier, tending to relieve his finan- 
ces of a bunhen the^ were no longer able to fuflain, with 
fundry other claufet, the execution of which is entrulled to 
you, I herewith inclpfe an authentic copjr of the fame for 
your guidance. The Nabob on his behalf has fubfcribed 
and fealed an {tgiecment in your prefence, and in the pre- 
fencK of Mr. Richard Johnfon and Hyder Beg Cawn, re- 
fpefting the better adminitiration of his affairs, of which I 
aifo tranfmit you an authentic copy. 

To thefc papers, and to the points confequcntly and 
ncccHarlLy dependant on them, I think it neceflary to add 
the following inllruftions, to which I require your moft 
implicit obedience. 

I need fcatcely inform yon, that my chief objc£t in my 
negociations with the Nabob has been to induce and aflift 
him to bring his government and iinances into fuch regu- 
larity, as to prevent his alliance being a clog in (lead of an 
a^ to the company; and to enable him to difcliargc his 
debt in the Ihorteft time poSible. To this end the moft 
ellential point is to limit and feparate his pcrfonal difburfc- 
inents fron\ the public accounts ; They mu{l not, in their 
total annnal amount, exceed what he has received in any 
of the laft three years. This amount, in twelve equal 
parts, fhonld be paid him monthly, out of the firft receipts, 
and tlie remainder of the net coIleAions placed feparately 
in a public treafury, from whence his public, military^ 
and civil eftablifliraent muftbepaid, under the fole manage- 
ment and controul of theminifters, with your concurrence. 
It is of courle to be undcrftood, that thia has no connefiion* 
and is in no fliape to interfere, with the Company's afiign- 
tncnts, atid the colleftions upon them, which arc to be 
condiu^ed as ufual -, and as, by the addition of the Jaghier 
lands with their revenues to the Nabob's regular collcdtions, 
his income will, or ought to be, confiderably encreafed, I 
fliail expert that the whole of the excefs be appropriated to 
the difcharge of the Nabob's debt to the company. 

Afierfetding the amount of the perfonal difburfements of 
the Nabob Vizier and his houfchold, the next point that 
will require your exertions towards the general arrangements 
of the public charges, is the reform 'of the eftablifhcd Mut- 
taeena troops, reducing them into one ellab]i{hed corps for 
the whole iervice ; If this corps Ihould be brought to confift 
-,ioIcly of cavalry it would bcft anfwer mutual benefit, leav- 
ing no infentry in the Nabob's fervice but what may be 
■.pece0s|ry ftir his body gua^J ; and to fupply the deficiency, 

ihould 
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Aiould any occur from fudi arrangement;- bur infimtry may 
be employed where infantry are wanted. 

The corps reformed , and cftab)ift»ed,tl)eir pay mnft.be 
ilTued from the public treafury, no affignmcnt to be in 
future granted them, and thofe already ilfued to be recalled;' 
to complete this, all numbers above what tt|c real fervice 
may require, or the aftual net receipts may be adequate to 
the full payment of, muft bt difbandcd as'faft as their at- 
lears can be paid off. .',.., 

The Nabob will fcleft and appoint his own comtpan- 
ders, But if he Ihould nominate improper perfons, fuch 
as men commonly known by the name of orderhest 
or others deriving their influence from them, or of 
known difaffeftion to our government, you ate in fuch 
cafe to remondtatc agaityft it, and if the vizier ftijll per- 
Jift in his choice, you are premptorily and in my name to 
oppofc it, as a breach of his ajreement. 

For the management of the collections, the rainifters 
with your con cur rencei arc to choofeall Aumils and Col- 
k3ois, atid in their choice to be guided by the refponfi- 
bility and good reputation and known ability of the perfons 
they eled, that as far as poihble changes (houtd be avoided. 

Much is to be laid, though little may now fuit, upon 
the fubjcft of the diftribution of jufticc in tUe Nabob's do- 
.minions ; for the prefent I limit myfelf to direft you to 
ui^c the Nabob to endeavour gradually, if it cannot beat 
once, to eftablilh courts of AdSwlet throughout his diftrifls; 
the Daragahs, Moulavies, and other officers, of which muft 
be felefied, as in the cafe of the Aumils,' by the ipintflets, 
Vfith your concurrence ; the want of thefe courts is equally 
hurtful to the revenue, government, and reputation of the 
■Nabob. 

In confequence of the diflurbanccs whidh the rebellious 
example of Raja Cheyt Sing has caufed in the Nabob 
Vizier's country, I have inftrufted C&lontl Morgan to 
affifl you in the requifition df the Vixier,^ coimnunicated 
bvyon to him, orat your own Jingle appficatidii, if any cafe 
of emergency Ihould make it needful, with fuch detach- 
ments as may be ncceffary, cxclufive of the regiment of Se- 
poys which is flipulated to remain with you at Lucknow ; 
This power you are not to ril'que but in' rafes of the nioft 
urgent and manifeft neceflity. It isdirefttd ihatthe regi- 
ment ordered for the immediate protedioh of your office 
and perfon at Lucknow, fhall be relieved iiTcry three 
months and during its flay there Ihali afl fdlely ahd M- 
clulively under your orders. " "'' ^ 

It is finally my pofitive otdcr that you dOnotpeffiiitWy 
Briiifh' iiibje^t, or others claiming the name,aiid protedljon 
of the Company, to lefide at Lucknow, or witbrri diiy -

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p»?t of the dominions of tbc Nabob Vizier, except the 
officers and foldiers of the army acting in tliqr duty, and 
fach perfons.as ?re officially appointed to reniain there; and 
ttiat to fucli as arc now at Lucknow, or in any otlierpart 
of his dominions^ and' falling within the defcription 01 the 
above except! ou, yon give due notice in writing that they 
quit the country, allowing thcro a rcafonable time, not ex - 
ceedingthrec months, to Icttie theij.affairs ; and in cafe of 
their refufal you are to inform the Nabob thereof, that he 
may ufe his own autbotify to compel them to depart.

.^I have thought it necellary to give a fummary of the feveral 

enclofures, 
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enclofures, atid taken the liberty to add a few remarks on 
their rcrpc£tivc contents. 

Colonel Cum ming^s unqualified tender of milituy aid to 
ithojah Ein Udeen, the Aumil of R'ohilcund, the Duftack: 
ilTued, and Sepoys detached by him, as fct forth in No. j, 
are indubitably fo many direft vioiations-of your orders ;- 
and you will perceive, gentlemen, from Kbaujah Ein 
Udeen's letter to me, inferted in the fame number, that 
the Aumil has not failed immediately to 4viil himfclfof 
the latter circumflance to plead, and perhaps truly, a con- 
iiderablc lots of revenue. No. 2, contains an addrefs from 
Culonel Cumming to the Nabob, on the fuMc£t of his 
corrcfpondence with Khaujah Ein Udeen. His Excellency's 
anfwer difapproving bis procedure altpgcdier, was aicompd* 
nicd by a letter from me, which drew from Colonel Cum- 
ming a reply, d^ed the 33d January, aMo iddr^bd to rae : 
He therein allures me^ that his firfi letter to the Aumil of 
Kohitcund meafit nothing, tbou^ it was certainly written 
in a ftyle that expiefled every thing. A Cuftuck -under his 
liand and feil, drawn out in all the necellary forms, as ap- 
pears fnom the original in my.pofleffion, tad exprefsly ro- 
mitting the government doties, he qualifies, by calling it a 
palliwrt ; and he inforou me at the fame time, that it has 
been his conftant (MaAice to grant fuch paflimrts. As to 
the appeal he wiflici to aakt with refpeft to the propriety 
of his demeanour heretofore, it iintwiingtb the putpofe, 
iince the cjneflion is not what he did formetiy, but what 
be has aAually now done. ' His explanation icgarding the . 
Sepoys he fent to apprehend the robbers isfcarcely intelli- 
gible, being perplexed and blended with a yaricty of extra- 
neous and nugatory matter, and told with the mdft tedious 
pfolixity, which he oppofitely terms cutting the ftorylhorli 
he concludes, however, by natly acquainting me that he is 
prepared to repeat the experiment the very firfl opfortuniiy, 
.10 httle does be undcritand his orders, and (o little is fab 
aware of the mifchicfs that muft unavoidably enfue, if tak- 
ing die law into his own hands, and in conteinpt of your 
moft politive commands, he prefumcs on any pretence 
whatever to detach without authority an armed f6rce into 
the MofulTuI.' As it feejijs to be Colonel Cummlng's iif- 
tention to fix a chaise or in^onfiftcncy upon itie in his 
.mention of the detachment to SandyPauty, I muft craVe 
leave to fay a few words in explanation ofthat circumftance : 
—Mr. Hamilton reprefented to me, that he had paid the 
duties for fome merchandize, and bis boats were flopped 
by a Zemindar in Sandy Pauly. I requefled Colonel Cum- 
ming to grant thatgenticnranhis alliflance. I had previouilj 
applied to the Aumil Jadetoll, who informed me bis dtl- 
trifts were in great coofufion, and he doubted if his force 
I C . would 
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would befufficientto efftfl the rdcafc of the boats. Upoa 
this I made the above application to Colonel Cumming, 
wKh the confent and indeed advice of the Aumil, die 
perfon cntruftcd with the government of the country in 
which the outrage had been committed : He iikewifc direft- 
ed bis Naib to ufe his endeavoura to releafe the boats. 

When Colonel Gumming informed me he could not do 
the fervice without an extraordinary exertion, I begged he 
would defid. I did not alTign any reafon, nor did I re- 
prefent the refulttotlie Vizier, becaufe I thought it giving 
faim unncceflary trouble, and the detachment was more 
afcfully employed with the Sczawul of Furruckabad, 

If I undcrftand the nature and intention of Colonel Cum- 
ming's appointment, it is in his military capacity alone he 
can have occafion to addrefs the Vizier at all ; and for rea- 
fons ftriaiy obriotis, he has your exprcfs orders, 6n every 
fuch occalion, to make the refident the channel of his com- 
niunications ; yet in the laft paragraph, of Colonel Cijm* 
tiling's letter, he declares himlelf privileged equally with 
the Rclident, to correfpond with the Vizier, his Minifters, 
&)c. and avows his rcforution to avail himlelf of this pnvi- 
lege 9H all aceafiim. — I beg leave, gentl 
your moA particular attention to die coi 
cloliirc, No. a, whence it will appear th 
ming, in Arifl conformity to this rel 
giving me the fmallcft intimation of his di 
eda letter immediately to the Vizier, rt 
march of his whole force to Aaoopcher, 
know his Excellcncj's pleafure thereupon 
I wu greatly furpnzed and alarmed whei 
municated to me its contents ; the ferious confequenccs 
with which this anadvifed and moft unwarrantable proce- 
dure m^bt have been anended, had not the utmoft har- 
mony fubfifled between his Excellency and myfetf, im- 
mediately prefcnting themfelves to my mind. If the con- 
duft of Colonel Cummmg in this inftance admits of a^ra- 
vuion, it is diat he bad jull before replied to a letter I ha^ 
written him, expreffing my apprehenfions with refpeft to 
the intentions of the Sikes, m a flyle calculated to ,per- 
fnade me that there was iitde reafon to be alarmed ; it w^s 
therefore the more indifpenfably incumbent upon him to 
apprize rac inftandy of any fubfequent occurrences whi^U 
might induce a change in his fentiracnts. — ^Thc enclofure 
No. 4, is a letter from Colonel Cumming to Hydcr Beg 
Cawn, which, as it was alfo addreffed immediately to that 
minifter, it a further proof that it is his ferious intention 
to maintain an uncontrolled correfpondcnce at his Excel- 
lency's Court. For the reft Colonel Cumming, I know 
not upon what grounds, complains heavily and repeatedly 
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of the indignity o^cd to a man ofbi^ raitk, at tbe&nw 
time that he iecmi to coniider your reprcrentaiLve and the 
Nabob hlmfclf, as pe/fons of no confa^uence whatever, ud 
the ftyle of his letter,.* hsnevcr befp?^ of tbem, is perfcfl- 
lyconfiftent with thcfe feiitiments, being without ceremony. 
— To fave the honourable board the trouble of a reference, 
I h?yc the honour to incJofe No- 5, acbpyoftheir com- 
mands {o me, dated the 24th Oflobej 17.82, togetherwith 
an extract of their iiiftruftions to Colonel '.Sir John Cam- 
ming of the 17th September 1782: I do not conceive it 
poffiblc to frame others n^iorc pointedly exprcffive of your 
intention, or I would beg the favour of you, gentlemen, 
10 iiTue fuch to Colonel Gumming ;, I hayo therefore only 
to requeft that you will intcrpofe your authority to enforce 
. thofe you have already thought propertogiveto.him ; and 
1 have the honour to ^ublcrlbe avyleff, yns^ the moft pro^ 
found rcfpcfl, -. .

ance&; of this, HdwcVcr, 1 am fully con»inc(id, that it is 
not the brigade alone, but the property of thb irihabitants 
of the whole coiihtry, will be ruined by tHe continuance of 
thefe difordfers. I hope you will eithet- d^teft Khaga Ain ul 
Dien" to take cate, or fuffer mc to putiifti the offenders. It 
is not only to thc-brigadc, but over all' the country, his Ze- 
mindars tyranize, and kill many poor people and travellers.

My own intelligence does not jiupon that 
they have any intention of difturbing bis Excellency's Go- 
ycniment. I Diall, however, pay evety attention to the in- 
telligence your letters contain 1 and the troops under mj 
command fl)all be in readinefs to march the mofpent it be- 
icoraes neceffary. 

With regard to iqy 1e^er$ tp the Kh(^, tlie fiinpfe 
ineaning of the firft was, that 1 had been ordered up here 
ny the Governor General for the protefticitx of the up- 
j»er prQ.y]nces of the Vizier's dotninions, and thatthtt 
diflrifis under him, being ' ^ part of them, (hould 
fhere be occalion for aillftance, it wo)iId be fent froin this 
Ration.' Tlfat I underftand, by letters from fome hor^ 
merchants, that they wiihed to bring their horles tp Futty 
Gbur i and as I was in great want rayfclf, as well as many 
of the officers ^ere, {hould any good o^es enter hts country 
1 fliould be cfbtiged to him if he would forward them. As 
tiie perfon fent dowp by the merchants could not be pcrfuaded 
to return without a paffiiort from me, I gave him one— thii 
iiad nothing to do with the duties ; they had, previous to 
this, paid them to Natha Cawn, on account of ICboga Ain 
ul Dein. I had no concern with the dunes ; ^hey woul4 
not have told their horfes one rupeecbeapcr, ev^if^eybad

I intcrfeted not, nor did I even bear any objoAioiia 
mide to my ^ing tbem, becaafe they had no effect, and 
were not intended to have any on the duties paid to JGovcm- 
ment : and I un f^fely appeal to the laft rcfident, to the 
Nabob's Minifters, to th« Wabob himfelf, in ihort to til 
(the officers of hit government, whether I ever intcrfcrted 'v\ 
any refpeft with the officers of the Sircar, "or if A finglc Se- 
poy was even fent out by me from this (tation, without ap- 
plication made by his Excelleney. 

The account the Kfioga haa given of my , taking up the 
robbers, and of thofe ptople not being the perions who had 
CDinmiited the tstfl robberies, is equally untrue. The 
Ibort flate of the matter is this, force a night has happen- 
ed in whi^h fome daring theft has not been committed. I 
am every day furrounded with the native officers of the re- 
giments, as well as the Sepoys, and even many reprefent*- 
Jions from th^ European officers, of their having loft every 
tEing they had ; (bme of the gentlemen have not a coat or 
a fword to wear. I am confidered by them as indifferent 
to their interefts, bccaufe I have taken no effeitual ftep 
fooncr; indeed, the difficulty was to fix on the people 
guilty; I have been at great pains and fome expence, and 
at laft, on the fuUeft iuuirmationj they proved to he the' 
people of Khcjga Ain ul Deen's diftrifts. ' I fent over a 
Su^ada^ wjih one Company, to take up the perfon in whofe 
pofTeffioi^the iiolen goods were feen ; the Company went 
ni the night with thtgrealeff fecrecy, furrounded the houfe, 
on which the people beat their Tom Toms as an alarm,' 
jind ill ail iiiftant the Company was furrounded by between' 
two' or three thourand men. On feeing them gathering^ 
the Suhadar feiu me woid he was in danger of being cut 
oS; on which I otdered a batialion to crofs the river for 
liis prote^ion. Now, let us fee what proofs there arc 
^gainft tliefe honcft people of the Khoga': firft, the Su- 
b-'-dars, the Jamadars, the Hircarrahs, and twenty of thd 
Sepoys,, offer to nuke oath, that on finding the boufe- fur-- 
rounded, they made a large fir?, burnt a great quantity of Su- 
tadars, Jamadars, and European gentlemen's cloathS, toge- 
ther witha large pacl^et orbundle of European letters and pa- 
jiers. Theperlon now incuflody, a near relation of the Ja- 
ipadar.of t!ic village, was one of thofe who burnt the things, 
and bears evident marks on Ills fhouldcrs, half of his quilt 
hcing burnt in doing it. In their hiirry, however, fome 
things were forgot, and luckily are now in the guard room ; 
theyconfifi of many things belonging to a Subadar of the 
loth regiment.

You hive given him anew 
light, and have made fp? ak a languagfe very diilerent to what 
be ufedto do, and,' I may add, have altered the flyle of his 
letters, which have been ever 'till now civil and polite to 
every gentleman, oiucli more to tbofe of my rank, and 
bad he been left lo himfelf he would ftill have continacd 
tp write io the lame manner ; but I muft be fo far plain as 
to tell you, that I cdnfider the letter as fpeaking your fcn- 
timents rather than his.

deiAxnd him ;-^-tfais matter wiH not end here.

I -was exceedingly furprizcd on receipt of your Duftoclc 
with the Sepoys, to^reventebftaclcs or impcdimcnlM^ap- 
f>ening to the horfes of Amanul Cawn and Noor Chan, 
4(iwscbants. directed to'Munoon Cawn, Fhoufdar. of Jet 
iaiabad : the above people are meichants, they brought 
^oods for fale to Daranagur, and paid the duties. It it 
etcar that this country belongs to the Vizier, and the affign- 
ments of the Englilh Company. I. according to your 
letter before, fcnt my HircarAhs to Munoon Cawn, order-- 
ing him to levy the accuftomed duties, and afterward* to 
^ilpatdi them to you, accompanied by £ve Peons and my 
Hircarrah. You, Sir, did not rcfleA that tbeTcmiffion of 
die duties would be a lofstothe Company's Jaydaad. It is 
«ece£&ry you fhould be kind eBongh to remand your Duf- 
Cuck, and my Hircarrabs will bring the horfes to you, and 
en future I beg you will not iflbe Duftucks, bccaufe the 
Company's collections will fnSer by it, and it may alfc£t 
our r^utation.

As fome of the Zemindars are at this time refraAory, it 
^s highly probable we fliall find it neceflary to reduce 
fomeof their forts. I am therefore very dcfinJiis of having 
two eighteen pounders, and two 5{ inch howitzers, from 
the Nabob. If this requeft can be complied with, I with 
to have them immediately, as delay at the time they 3re 
wanted may prove detrimental to the fervice. 

The difficulty of apprehending thofe who fly fi^m the 
juftice of the Viziet's governincnt> makes toe Very anzious 
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to hare i bod]r of Kandahar horfe idded to my detach- 
ment — the nambet from three to five hundred, as may be 
moft agreeable to the Vizier. 

Should ttic board concur with mc in opinion refpeding 
thcftation at Ram QxaK, I thing it would be expedient to 
leave one regiment at Ferruckabad, which would fuffice 
to preferve tbe peace of that diftrift. The troops above 
would have a vaft influence over all tbe cbantry below 
them ; add to which, junction might be made, if necetTary 
in four days.

Sir-, 

I have been &Toured with your letter of the 25th inftint 
encloflng fome Pcrliaa Papers of intelligence ; upon a full 
conlidcratron of their contents, together vrith foDOe infor- 
mation I have received myfelf, I am of opinion it would be 
hazardous to make any detachments from the force under 
tny command. I have fome grounds for apprehending that 
Zabli Khan and the Seeks have advifcd Fazulla Khan to 
rejeA the propofals now made to him by the Vizier, with 
promifes of their alHAance, fhould a rupture enfue ; it is 
not improbable that a combination between thcfe powers 
may be now forming, or already formed. It may be faid 
hat fuch a meafure could not efcape the knowledge of Ma- 
Or Palmer, who is on the fpot ; but for my own part I

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think otherwife — Fazulla Khan may eafily prevent any 
intelligence from teaching Major Palmer while he relidcs 
at Rampofe. > 

For the abdve reafons I am of opinion that the bell and 
farcin meafure we can adopt is Four regiments of Sepoys 
and the company of artillery to take the field immediately. 
MajorGran-, with theS companies of his regiment, Ihoutd 
. be recalled, and left behind as a guard to the magazine^ 
officers' bagE^age, &c. &c. 

I think it would be advifeable for the troops to march on 
this fide of the river, direiSly to Anopfhire; the Seicks 
would then be obliged to abandon their fcheme ofcrofling 
the Ganges, and would probably difperfe, or return to Iheit 
houfes. The detachment in two months might return to 
its prefent ftation, as the grain is now on the ground, and 
muft fuffer very mucli by the march of troops; the pre - 
feivation of the corps On the Vizier's diftri£ts is an addi- 
tional reafoH for tbe detachment's marching on this fide 
of the river. 

I have hitherto ilTucd no order for the troops to prepare 
for march, bccaufe fuch notice is always productive of ad- 
ditional expence to' the company, but I have taken fuch 
fleps as will enable us to march on the fhorteft notice -, t 
Ukall do nothing farclier till I am informed of the Vizier's 
pleafure^ 

Should the Vizier approve of the propofals I have made^ 
it would be expedient that the Aumils of Rohil Cund 
fliould be diredled to communicate to me all the intelligence 
in their power, and to affift in furniihing the camp with 
Ju^lies of grain, &c. &c. ' 

Ina formerletter you mentioned that AmuddeenKhanhad 

Seventeen hundred horfe ; it would be of great advantage if 

thole, or part of tbem, were ordered to join the detachment.

The Refident at the Vizier's Court having tranfmitted 
to your Honourable Board copies of feveral papers of cor- 
xefpondcnce, arui requefted your decilion thereon, lays me 
under the neceffity of troubling you with fomcthing in 
vindication of my own conduft. 

The fum of Mr. Biiftow's lepretcntation is, that I have 
taken the hberty to addrcfs his Excellency the Vizier and 
the officers of his government, without palfing niy letters 
through him; tb^j,! Slanted Daftucks; andthat Ifentout 

a party 
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'a ■party of' Sepoys to apprehend fomc robhers who had been 
guilty of repeated thefts and murder* within the limits oi 
camp. 

As Mr. Briftow has fcnt to your Honourable Board a 
copy of ray letter to him, under date the 23d ulto. it will be 
■Wnncceflary to fav much on the fubjefl of my letters to fCbo- 
jah Ami^ddeen Khan. Knowing that the Selks were aflem- 
bled ill large bodies, and plundering the upper part of the 
Booal, I confidered that Rohil Cund was by the rapidity of 
their motions, expofed to the danger of being pluiideied alfoj 
I therefore wrote Rajah Amuddeen the letter Mr. Briftow 
has iranfniitied to your Board. It was nat my intention^ 
however, to march to his affiftance without an exprefs order 
/rom the Vi'iier, unlefs I had aftually received intelligence 
of the Seizes having crolTed the Ganges : In that event, to 
guard agaiiid the ill confequence of delay in waiting for 
inftru£tions from Lucknow, I OiouLd have thought myfelf 
juftified by my inftruCtions from your Board had i marched 
immediately. 

With rcCpeit to my recjuefting Khojah Amiiddeen tfl 
forward any good borfe» that came into the country for fale,. 
I cannotyct difcover any thing in it that could be taken 
atnifs. The merchants, after paying the cuftomary duties, 
are at liberty to carry iheir goods to any market they pleafe, 
Thofe duties weie paid at Darranagger, confcquentiy the 
Phoufdar at Jellalabad had no right to detain the horfes. 
To this purpofe I wrote him; he complained to Khojah 
Amuddeen, who wrote me a letter, which I thought very 
' difrefpeftful. . I teprefented the affair to'the the Vizier ana 
"his minifter Hyder Beg Khan; — I did not conceive it 
neceffary to apply through Mr. Briftow in a matter that 
concerned myfelf only ; and 1 believe there never was an 
officer in command yet^ who has not addreiled the Vizier, 
and the officers of his government, without paffing his letters 
through the Kefident. Mr. Briftow has forwarded to your 
honourable Board the copy, or tranflaiion, of a leiter I 
wrote his Excellency, recommending the march of i.it 
whole detachment towards Anoplhire, to prevent theSeicks 
from committing depredations in Rohilcund. He expreflcs 
his furprize and alarm at my writing his Excellency with- 
out informing him of my haying dime To. 

I will not fay that Mr. Briftow has wilfully mifrcprefent- 
ed the faft, but I affirm that after my letter to him of the 
13d ultimo, I wrote him two pthcrs, informing him of 
my reafons for changing my opinion with refpe£t to the 
Sieks, one was of the 26th ultimo, of which I enclofe a 
copy, the other was under date the 27th, a copy whereof 
has been already tranfmitted to your Board. It is polBble 
the Nabob's Dauck might reach Lucknow Iboner ^han Mr 
N % Bfiftow't 
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Briftow's (For both have their fepirate Daticks) but as no 
letter intrafted to cither has been known to mifearry, £ 
cannot avoid thinking Mr. BriHow muft have received one 
-cr bothofthofe letters before he addrdlcd your Board; at 
say ratcl muft think him very precipitate. 

The Retideni complains that I fpeak of the Vizier and 
Limfelf without ceremony. It is true I fometimes ufe the 
word Fizirr, frequently hii Exceilincj, now and then Jtfir- 
heb. .Thofe terms I take to be fynonymoas, and I have 
ieen them uled in the fame fenie in all t!ie public letters I 
have ever read. With regard to the ceremony due to the 
Refident, 1 am at a lofs what honour or what title to give 
him ; perhaps he expcAs that all the titles engratcd on his 
leal (hould precede the mention of his name, in (be fame 
mariner ^as is praftifed by the tiatives in their Araees and 
petitions; I have hi±crto fecn nothing of this kind intro- 
duced among geiiticmen of higher rank than Mr. Briftowi 
and I conceive, were I to adopt it, it» nOvelty and fingulari- 
ty would render it truly ridiculous. 

Another ground of complaint is my having fcnt a party 
of Sepoys to apprehend certain perfom who had committed 
many thefts and murders in camp ; I have given a full ac- 
count of that traiifaftion, and my motives, in a letter to 
Mr. Briflon of the 23d ultimo. As your Board has a co- 
py of that letter, I will not enttr into a repecitnn, but 
only add that it has been the conftant praftice of all the 
officers who ever commanded in thefe provinces, to execute 
fummary juftice on fuch offenders ; were fuch meafutes not 
taken, it would not be poUible for the camp to cxift. To 
apply, to tlie Viziers for leave, or an order to apprehend 
thieves, would be to publifh the intention and to defeat the 
end it was intended to anfwcr. I requeft youT honourable' 
Board to allc the opinions of Genera! Stibbcrt and Colonel 
Muir on this fubje^t ; both thofe officers have commanded 
here, and are now at the Relidcncy : by their anfwcrs let 
my condu£t Aand approved or difapproved. I wilh alfo 
tiiat your honourable Board nould call on the late ReSdent 
for his opinion, whether it would be polCble to brii^ of- 
fenders to juflice, or to preferve the camp from being infeft- 
ed with thieves and cut-thrtoats, if no perfon could be ap- 
prehended without going through all the formt of a public 
application to the Vizier. Mr. Briftow obfervcs, that my 
account of this tranfaiftion is fcarcely Jntclligiblc: I will 
truft to the candour of your Board, and have no doubt of 
your pcrfefUy undcrftanding it without any furthet.exph- 
nadon. 

Many letters have paCed between Mr. Briffow and me 
relative to his claim of inftru£ting officers detached tm fer- 
yice.

Should an oflicer be 
ieot againft the Seiks, he it to receive his ordcn through

I aflure you, gentlemen, my objeftion to this claim is 
'founded not on a vain ddire to fupport my own conJe- 
^uence, but sn the fulled convidion that I cannot admit it 
conCilcntly with the inDru£tions I had the honour to receive 
from your Board now, without endangering the fafety of 
the country ; you have cautioned me againft detaching 
troops which cannot be inAamly recalled, or with which a 
}unuion might at any time be difiicult or precarious. If 
officers detached become immediately fubjcft to the > autho- 
rity of the Kefidcnt, it is* not in my power to comply witli 
■your injuftions in this inflance ; the detachments may be 
-ordened onferviocs, and removed to great diftanccs, without 
my iiavir^ the Icafi information : Were adetachmcnt un- 
^revided with prt^r artillery and amunition, were it une- 
qual to the fervice expe£^ from it, or were it even cut off 
itj a fuptfrior force, thercfpontbility mull fall on Mr. Brif.

<letachments as he thinks ptoper, to inftmA the officers 
commanding, and to employ them how and where he pleafes, ' 
what dependence can I place on being able to colIe£t a 
•force .to repel any fuddcn lavafion, «r to crufb an anexpe£l- 
«d infuneAion. 

The line which I think riie Refident and myfclf ought 
to obfcrve, and which I beg leave to fubmit to the confide- 
ration of your Board, it Ais i when the Vizier requires 
inilitary amftance, he or the Refident &ould inform me of 
the panicula^s. ft is my duty to comply wttb the requifi- 
tion, if it can be done with fafety, otherwife to leprefent 
my reafon for not complying : If, after the fervice be exo- 
cuted, more fhould be required of the fame detachment, 
the requifition Oiould be firft made to me, and the officer on 
-Qommand would receive my orders accordingly ; hvt if the 
orders for new or extra fervice be lent immediately from the 
ilefident to the officer, it becomes hable to all thofe dangers 
I b«ve already reprefentcd. The impropriety of entrufting

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the dircflion of military operations to a pcrfon totally un-* 
acquainted with the nature of them, is lo obviQus, that I 
wonder Mr. Briflow fhould fo ftrcnuoufly infill on it, pan- 
ticularly after the many letters I have wrote him, pointing 
out the dangerous coniequences which muft ntend it. 

It muft be evident to your Board, that the whole drift of 
^Ir. Briftow's rcprclentation is to prevent any perfon, what- 
ever be his rank,' from communicating any thingto the Vi- 
zier without his pcimitlion. This he considers fo very im- 
portant as to demand the inftant decision of your honoura- 
ble Board. 

I take np notice of the acrimony of his ftylc, nor of tbe 
ungentecl crilicifms pafled on my letters : I do not arrogate 
to myfelf the merit of a fine writer ; at the fame time 1 do 
not think Mr. Briftow's performance, labouredas it is, to^- 
tally free from dcfefls. 

I cannot clofc this letter, long as it is already, without 
obfcrving to your Board how ready Mr. Briftow is on every 
occafion to make unprovoked and hoftile attacks i' I there- 
fore enclofo you the copy of a letter 1 received from him 
very lately: he endeavours to thfow the blame of adioni 
done by the V izier's Cutwal on me, though he knows that 
the man is of the Vizier's appointment, and fubj'ea to his 
•rdcrs only; he knows alfo that the duties, whether juflly 
or unjuftly cxaflcd, are cariicd to the public account; hf 
inlinuatcs too, that fome perfon has fiirmed the fiazar at 
2,000 rupees per month. The abfurdity or unpoffibility' 
pf fuch a (i& is too palpable to require a refutation- Whilft 
the Vizier's Cutwal fuperintends the Bazar, and coUefU 
the duties, how is it poffible for any other to tent k f 
I' have the honour to be, &c.

In 
a former letter I gave it as my opinion, that nothing ferious 
was intended by the Steks againft the Vizier*sgovemment;

Your remarks on the proceeding of the General Coutt 
Martial, endofed in your letter of the zoth Jmvarjt.

but we do not deem it neceflary to publifh any thing upon 
this fobjeft in general orders of the army. 

We have written to Mr. Briftow, in confeqoenoe of yeuir

The mode his Excellency has.thought the moft eligible 
to tfk& thefe purpofes is, by die deputation of a gentleman, 
who ftiall be quthortzed to fettle all dilputed points. I 
- toolc the liberty to recommend that Major William Palmer 
' ihould undertake this fervice, bis integrity and abilities^ and 
the confidence with which the honourable the Governor 
General is known lahonourhiin,wiUgive weight and con- 
quence to his negociations. and I hope be produAive of 
good etFefis. I have requcfted an efcort of two Companiei 
of Sepoys from Colonel Sir John Camming, to attend 
Major Palmer. 

' I have commuiiicated to Almafs Ally Cawn the permif- 
fion you have granted, of the detaching a force to aflift 
him in the redn^ion of the Fort of Saffny. He is at pre- 
ient employed in Jugdutpore, and informs me, when hs 
may have fettled that diftrjiit he will make application for 
the troops, and bating previouily obtained the Vizier's ap- 
probation, proceed againfl the Fort.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 
Under dale the loth ioflant I took tbe Uber^ to inform 
WQ of the Vizier's intentions of appointing ^Ts^or WUIiaia 
Palmer on a deputation to the Nabob FyzooUa CaivRn. I now 
have the honour to epclofc (No. i ) the inftruilions I gave 
that gentleman in obedience to bis Excellency's commands. 
I hare tbe pleafiu'c to forward two fiatemcnts (No. a. and 
s) of the revenues of Rampore j the one furnilhed 1^ the 
riabob .FyzooUa Cawn, amounting annually to 15,85,576 
lopees, and the other by my agents, amountii^to 26*05,000 
rupees, making a difference of rupees 10,19,434 per' an- 
num. I was informed the improvementG in the Jaghim 
exceeded thirty lacka, but as I have tranlinitted the accounts 
to Major Palmer, he will be able to afcertun the truth ; 
tke latter fiatemcnt'I received fince that gentleman left 
Lucknow on the 27th inftant. I beg leave -te folicii your 
ordcrB on tJufum you^ink I ought to advtfe the Visier te ' 
claita «£ tbe Nabob Fyzoota Cawn, in lieu of the .^titary 
aid which be is obliged to furnilh, aigreeable to the ftipoit- 
lioin in the laft treaty. I lUcewile beg to be ii^oroKd 'd 
yoa approve the demand of money inflead of tKK^. The 
aidtroCMiM to Magor Palmer do not authorize turn to con- 
' dndc any wreement before he fliall ttan&nit inforBiatioa of 
tfte aiAoal fwe of a&irs. This has been ^uipolely don^

Moft of tbe endofutet in my lettv to Major Palmer iM

^ tfac reprefentatiotu made.byoiy predeceflors and me: thofe 
papers are alreadgr amon^ yow records. Tjie letter-s which 
have palled between the NabobFyzoolaCaWnandbtsVakeeli, 
Allef Cavm, »date to my hsring, preivtoiis ts abc receiving 
ira«i orders of the 2£d ultimo, endeammfed te found the 
difpofitions •f the Nabob Fyzoola -Cwra -, «f my inten- 
mns regarding nhts leattor, I addreSed the faoRooraUc Go- 
vernor Genual, imder^ate the'sSth ilkimo : AUcfCswn 
mrote to hns uaafter on the fubje£l;, and in anfwcr ht was 
di)e£ted not toagree totbegnuiting any pecimtaryaid; tbe 
leafoQ afl^ed was, that 1^ laft tnUyhe was relieved froni 
' any claim on ibc pan t£ the Vizier, except tbe l^miiluns 
troops. This, even after the ^ay which happened at Dara- 
nagur, he wiflied to evade, if required to ferve at any 
diftance from his own country ; at the fame tiiae he wai

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very willing to fnffet the ufud detachment to remain U 
Daranagur, or at a ftation near Ramporc. I impute the 
language hdd by Fyzoola Cawn to the expeflations he may 
flatter himfolfwithoffeiijoying the cxclufiveadvant^es of an 
txtenfive and fertile part of ibc V izicr's dominions of his Jag- 
hire ; lamofopinion he would ncvcrcngage in any hoililedc- 
figns agsinft rhc Vizier; my feafon is, that if by fortuitous 
eventsachangeofthero^eretgn ofthis country fhould happen, 
his Etuation n ould not be t mproved, on thecontrary, he miehc 
be expofed to feveie exaftions, and poflibly be entirely aif- 
po&Sed, He hks- derived fecurity, honour, and advantage 
from the Viiicr's Government. I do not fee bow he could 
think himlelf benefited by a change, and therefore would 
hardly attempt to create difturbances. 

Jealoufies will in all likelihood continue to fubfift between 
the Vizier and the Nabob Fyzoolla Cawn, whilft the latt^ 
Biay polTefs the means of bringing an army of twentj 
thoufand men into the field. In every ftep you may judge 
expedient to uke in this matter I beg leave to fubmit to your 
confideration the lituation of Almafs Ally Cawn and Knaii> 
ja ul Dine, as well as the general ftate of the Vizier'* do- 
minions ; rtiere is every reafoa to hope that the force now 
intioned in them will be fuffident to reftore peace. In 
«tfe Major Palmer Ihould find he is likely to fail of fuccefi 
by ncgociatton, I folicit your inftruftions how far you may 
be pleafed to wut with the Vizier in enforcing obedience 
to his juft claims.

F:ars to be, by deputing a gentleman in the charafter of 
nblic Agent on his part, who Ihalt be authorized to fettle 
all difputed points. I have taken the liberty to recommend 
that you Ihould undertake this fervice j your charaf^sr and 
ibili&es, and the confidence with which the Governor 

General 
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General is known to honour yon, will give weight to yocr 
ilegociatlons, and eftablilh, in the mind of the Nabob 
Fyzoolla Cawn, a juft fcnfe of the unanimity of councils' 
which fubdfts between the Nabob Vizier arid the honour- 
able Cbmpany. 

For your informatloFt 1 enclofe copies of fuch records of 
my office, as may alnft your judgment ; I lha|l next 
proceed to furnifli you with inftruSipns in behalf of the 
Vizier ; and whenever, on future occalions, niyfervices in 
feconding your rcprefenta(ions;niay be neceHary^ I Ihall moft 
heartily unite by every means inmy power of affording con- 
fequence to your character. 

The accompanying letters are your credentials to the Na- 
bob Fyzoolla Cawn ; and an addrefs from me, infocming 
him that your appointment is in concurrence with the ap' 
probation of the honourable the Governor General. You 
will immediately upoil yout arrival endeavour to convince 
. the Nabob FyZooliaCawn, all doubts of hia attachment 
to the Viricr are ceafed, and whatever claims may be made 
of him, are founded upon the bafls of his intereft and ad- 
vantage, and a planofeilablilhinghis right to, the poUelGon 
of his Jaghire. It is not the intention of the VizJet to 
fubjeft it to the general regulation which nas taken place in 
other parts of his dominions, and he will only iik fucb 
bids of him as are confiftent with juftice. 

The extrad from the honourable Board's letter to me* 
under date the 22d of November 1782, will be your rule oS 
conduft in regard to the great objefts to be obtiuncd by your 
appointment ; the Nabob Vizier wifhes that either a body 
of cavalry Ihould be attached to his or the Company's troops, 
to march unconditionally to any country where their let- 
vices may be required, or that a fpecihc fum for the main^ 
tenance of a proportionable number Ihould be defrayed by 
Nabob Fyzoolla Cawn j the faid fum to be paid to the 
Vizier by monthly inftalments. It is my duty however to 
give you my opinion, that you will meet with great difficul- 
ty in accomphlhing thefe points ; and unlefs the Nabob 
Fyzoolla Cawn be iatisfied of the unalterable refolution of 
the Vizier and the honourable Company to enforce their 
meafures, he will evade, and poffibly rejed your pro- 
pofltions. 

I am informed from the beQaijtbority of conliderabie im- 

frovements having been made in the Jaghier ofRamporc; 
hope before your arrival to furnifh you with ^ ftatcment 
of the a£tual revenue, which amounts at this time to at 
leafi thirty lacks of rupees a year, when the original grant 
was only fourteen lacks fevcnty-five thoufand. — 'The Na- 
bob Fyzoolla Cawn was put in poflefiion at a period he 
had no ciaim to indulgence cr piotc£tioa from we Vizier, 
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Apd he has llnce been trcatct] with great diftinQion, and 
Jiv^d in affluence and fecority. — As a Jaghirdar he owci 
4l!egiance tb the ftate from which he derives his honours 
and advantages, and it becomes a duty incumbent on him, to 
yield his Tupport and affiftance when they may be required. 

About five months iincc a fray happened betwccQ two 
battalions of Sepoys in the Vizier's fervice, and a body of 
!hc Nabob Fyzoola Cawn's cavalry ftationed at Darranegur, 
in which the Sepoys Were defeated, and their guns 
taken. Upon enquiry it appeared the Vizidr's troojM 
were to blame; — the gUns were returned, and the conduft 
of Fyzoola Cawii was not cciifured by the Vizier, who 
thought proper to order the ufual detaChiQent of (Fyzoolla 
Cavjn's) cavalry, ftationed at Darranegur, to be withdrawn 
and proceed from thence to Lucknow, where there would 
be occafion for their fervices. In anfwer to the Vizier's 
requifition, Fyzoolla Cawn evaded a. compliance^ and the 
matter wa; dropped. 

The copy of my addrcfs to the Governor General, No. 

\fill inform yoQ of a negociation for Fyzoolla Cawn's 
cavalry to ai£l with General Goddard, and on his evading' 
the propofttion, that a fum of money was demanded of 
bim. — Since my taking charge of the Rehdcncy, with the 
Vizier's appTobatJon, 1 renewed the claim, not by appli- 
cation direaly to Fyzoolla Cawn, but by firft endearoDr- 
ing to afcertain, through AlUf Cawn, his Vaqueel at this 

Elace, the terms he would agree to. The letters that have 
ecn received from him on this fubjeflyou will find amongft 
,thc accompanying papers, No. by which it appears from 
his declarations that he is equally averfe to payii^ monej* 
as to detaching troops. The Vaqueel explained his mafter's 
fentiments to me in a different manner, and flattered mc 
with certain hopes of obtaininga fum of money, efpecially 
as the adurances the honourable the Governor General had 
been picafcd to give hjm had removed all caufes of alarm. 
Firmnefs in your demands will poflibly accomplilh the bofi- 
nefs, and he will acquifcc when he Ands the Viziei is de-' 
terminedon exa£ting his rights. 

The fiipulation for cavalry will be fubjeft to incon- 
veniences, fuch as doubts of the exertions and attachment 
of the commanders, and the refraftorjr and turbulent fpirit 
of the Afgaans in general. The Vizier has forthis reafon 
£gnified his commands to me, that you Ihould endeavour 
to obtain from Fyzoolla Cown an annual tribute, the 
Ipecific fum to afcertain upon the information you may 
heareafter tranfmit. 

If you can procure from him, over and above this, a 
Peflicufh of at lead five lacks, it would be rendering an 
cflential fervice to th« Vizierj and add to the confidence 
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bis Excellency would hereafter rcpofc in the attachment of 
the Nabob Fyzoolla Cawn. — This is a matter be leaves 
toyourdifcietion, bat the annual ftipnlation is a claim his ' 
Excellency cannot relinquilh. 

As a further explanation of this fabjeft, I beg leave to 
inform you the cavalry under the command of Abdut Reb- 
man Cawn is paid at the rate of fifty rupees a man and 
horfe per month, which upon five thoufand would make 
thirty lacks a year to Fyzoolla Cawn, a fum much above 
bis means to defray, were the ftipulation in the treaty to 
relate to cavalry oiuy. The Vizier has explained the ar- 
ticle relative to ihc relinquifhing the advant^cs which may 
have been made by the improvement of £e J^bicr, to 
comprize the period at whickthe treaty was concluded.— 
• Any lands fince cultivated do not come under tliis d{:Jcrip- 
tion. 

On your arrival at Rampore, you will be able to fbnu 
amorecorrcd.jut^mentofthe probability of the fuccefs of 
your negodations ; and as the Vizier repofes entire con- 
fidence in your integrity and abilities, he authorizes you to 
ftifpend the communication of his commands to Fyzoolla 
. Cawn, if you fhould £ad they were likely to be difobcyed* 
Tour failing would throw a flight upon the Vizier's dignity ' 
uid authority ; and in cafe of refiflance, it would be oeccf- 
fary to be informed of the pleafure of the honourable 
the Governor General and Council, with regard to enfor- 
cing thele meafures. 

Yon will obferve, in the late Refident's conefpondence 
and mine,, the particulars relative to the fufpicions enter- 
tained of Fysoolla Cawn's connexion with foreign powers. 
It is a pubhcly averted, that Fyzoolla Cawn has entertained 
more A^aans than lie is allowed to do by treaty.— I beg 
leave to recmnmcnd tbefe points to your notice, as deferv- 
ing of enquiry. 

The Vizier alfo reqoefts yon will endeavour to arauire a 
particular knowledge of the views and af&irs of the Nabob 
Fyzoolla Cawn, and report your information dke£Uy to 
him, or throu^ me, whichever channel of commumca- 
tion may be mofl agreeable to yourfelf. 

I am mformed, " Aliff Cawn has written to the Nabob 
*' Fyzoolla Cawn, that he fufpeded the original defiina- 
*' tion of the troops under the command of Colonel Sir 
" John Cumming was for Secundera, to fupport one of 
" the parties at the Court of Delhy, He fuppofcd diit 
" plan is now dropped, and that the Board propofe oidei- 
" ing the detachment to Darranagur, in order to fupport 
" the demands which may be made upon him. He com* 
" municated to his mailer the intelligence of your intend* 
" ed appoinment} the objeCt of which was to exaft 
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" rtioney. — FyzooIIa Cawn has direftStl Alif Cawn to re- 
** je£t all propojitions for the payment of money, and bas 
" dilpaiched a Vaqueel to Calcutta for the purpofc of afcer- 
" taining the intentions of die Governor. In the mean 
" time FyzooIIa Cawn was making preparations Co put his 
"• country in a ftatc of defence." 

In order to afccrtain the truths I fpotc to AhfCawd 
upon the fubjcdt of the above intelligence.' He confetles to; 
have informed FyiooUa Cawn that the detachment was to 
march to Darranagur to awe the Sielcs ind Gaajurs^ but 
denies having ever'inti mated any defign of exading money 
of liim. — .What he communicated on this was from me in 
a friendly fiyle, and in the terms which I have above ex- 
plained to you. — He denies the circuniftance of the prepara- 
tions for defence, and repeatedly aflured me of Fyzoollz 
Caw/t's confidence in the honourable the Governor Gene- 
ral's profellionB. — He accounts for the Vaquccl, by laying 
the man now in Calcutta (SheoPerfaud) negle^s his diity,' 
and therefore Fyzoolla Cd*n has thought proper to fend 
another perfon (Futty Sitig) to relieve him. 

I recommended to Alif Cawn to itlform his mafter of 
your appointment, and that the objeft of it was to eftabliQi 
a firm and lafttngfriendlhip between the Viiifj and the Na- 
bob Fyzoolla Cawn, and to put an end to .die doubts and 
jealoufies which bad arifen. If it was intended to ad ^f- 
fenfively againil him, the detacbmeut would have marched 
direiftly to Darranagut j but no threat, or the appearance 
of compulfion, hwtbeenufcd, and'he' might reft fatisfied 
that no violence was intended.

ExtraA of a letter from Mr. Briflon to the Governor Ge- 
neral and Council, dated Lucknov, tHs 23d NovemT 
• bcr 1781. 

In my addrefs of the 13th inftant, I had the honour to 
inform you of the lituation of a<Birs in Rohilcund. Since 
that lime letters have been received from Cojab Ayn ul Deen, 
conveying intelligence that he was no longer apprehenHve of 
the Sciks, as they bad withdrawn from the frontiers. In 
my opinion, his giving the alarm proceeded from a di^nclir 
nation to attend at Lucknow, and this fur^iflicd the pre* 
tence for not coming. I ati;i foiry to fay the difturbanccs 
between his and Mirza Cazem continue ; each have again 
complained of i&s of violence being co^nimitted in their fe- 
veral diftri£ls. The moft pofitive inju^ions have beci^ 
ilTucd, forbidding (uch improper condu*A. In the prefent 
Aate of bis Excellency's government, and at the feafon of 
the year, , no chaftifement could be cxercifcd upon the offen- 
ders, unlels the Vizier were to call for the afliftaacc of the 
honourable Coiqpany's troops. — I hope, and indeed have 
pvciy rcafon to cxpcft, there ^vJll be no, ^leceflity for fuch ^ 
pieafurc.

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

I now beg leave to lay before you a detail of the fervice^ 
on lifhich detachments ftom the honOMrable Company's 
troops have been ennployed in the Vtzicr's dominions. 

The ;nfarreaioiis in Sahlone ^d its dependencies were 
created and fupported by Rajah Bulbudder Sing, 2;emindar 
(rfTellooie, wlio having been difpoffcflcdof his Zemindary. 
during the government of the late. Vizier §iija ul fiowU;,. 
- - tliercupbn 
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(hereupon aReinpted to raife diflurbances, and poIlc£ted 
numeroQS followers. Suja ul Dowla immediately detach- 
ed aver; large force to Sahlonc, with ordcTs to Oiew 
no mercy. Great numbers of people, taken in arms, were 
put to death in thccourCc of the campaign, ^nd Bulbuddec 
never again oppofed ,the authority of government dating 
bis lifc-timc.' 

When Sahlone was granted in Jagliyf to the Begum, 
fhe agreed to give this rebel an allowance, in lieu of land, 
of 500 rupees per month, and a beit upon the country, 
amounting altogether to about i2,oqo rupees mutually, and 
he Aipulated not to create diAurbances, When the Jaghyrs 
were refutned, that of the Begum fell under the general 
tegulatioH, and the Aumil appointed by the Vizier refulcd to 
cpntinue this allowance to Bulbudder, who in confeqoencc 
renewed his former depredations. Since the njonth of 
February hA, the Majors Gilpin, Scott, and Lumfdainc, 
have been fucceflively employed in endeavouring to reduce 
him to obedience; it appears by the letters ofthafe officers, 
that he has met with repeated defeats, he neverthelefs con- 
f)antly appeared again after a Ihort time, followed by as 
great numbers as before. The inhabitants of that country 
in general look up to ^ulbudder's family as the ftock from 
which they have all defcendedi and zeal for their chief has 
united the circumjacent towns and villages in a league, to 
co-operate oSenfively qnd defcnlively in his favour. He is 
thus enabled to atlemble, at the fhorteft notice, bodies of 
eight or ten thoufand men -, and when attacked, if defeated 
he mixes with die crowd, and all attempts to apprehend him 
fail. His ufual refort upon tliefe occaiions is to the thicic 
woods within the diflrift of Sahlone and its dependencies j 
and unlefs detadinients can be fixed at proper ftations, to 
oppofe and intercept his march from place to place, and pre- 
vent the people from aflembling, it appears little fuccefs 
would be likely to follow any military operations againft 
him, Wheri hard preflcd, hcfliestofomc other provinces 
of the Vizier's domiiiions, or takes refuge in the Bundle- 
cund country. 

The officers v?hp have commanded on tl\is Ibryice accuia 
tlie Aumils and Pbouzedars of negligence, and Conic of 
them even of conniving at the rebels' depredations. I have 
urgently recqmmended it to the Vizier to publifli in their 
diitrids bis d.etcrinination to punifb, with the uEmoft fe- 
verity, the adherents and abettors of refradory Zemindars. 
The Aumils malce a praftice of exaggerating the mifchief 
done by ihcfe commotions, ui^ing them as a plea (or ba- 
lances and claims of deduftions; and thus, by their in- 
trf^ues and oiauageiKent, much larger IoITqs b^y? acctue^ 
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to governfnent on this account than had been aflnally 
u&iine4' 

The expedients propofed to reftore the peace of the dif- 
trifts of'Sahlone, are either to Ration fo confiderable a force 
on the fpot as would deter the rebel from any further at- 
tempts to difturb it, or, which appear in the pfcfent fitua- 
tion'of afiairs perhaps piore advifeable, to grant him an at* 
lovtance upon the plan foraierly fettled between him and 
the Eegum, He is at prcfcnt quiet, and has fent me a letter 
eitprefling in general terms his inclination to become ^ 
peaceable good fubjefl:. The inclofed letter from Major 
Lumfdainc I fubmit to your coolideration, as a further ex- 
planation of this fubje<9.

Khymbai^ 
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Kbyrabad and Mhaumdy were farmed by Alm^ AUe« 
Cawn, at Che time of his withdrawing himfelf from the 
Vizier's authority : his Naibs in confetjuence retinquiflisij 
^eir chai^; and they were for a period of fome months in 
a ftate of anarchy, no new Aumilhaving been appointed to 
them. The inhabitants, relieved from the fevciities of bji 
adminillration, quietly rcfumed their former habits of in- 
dcpendance ; and theViziernot having made any provifioq 
fot an event like that of Almafs's fucceffion, and being un^ 
ble to furnifh a fufficicnt body of troops to quell the infur* 
reftions that followed, he was obliged to apply for a regi- 
ment from the brigade. I hope peace will foon be re-eftt-r 
blifhed; and as the bankers have an alBgninent on thofii 
di{lri£ls, I recommend the continuance of the deta(;hment. 

I addreded the Vizier very early after taking charge of 
my office on the ful^cft of the traa&Sions at Forracbabad ; 
expreffing your pleafuie, that the Nawaab Muzzuffei Jvmg 
fliould be left in the free exercife of lus authority over his 
Soubadarry, whilft he might continue to execute his en- 
gagements with fidelity, and my infirudions to withdraw, 
in that cafe, all interference on your behalf. I received in 
anfwer through the a£ling Miniiler, a very urgent reqneft 
to reprefent to you that MuzzufFer Jung had not fulfilled 
any part of his engagements from the tinje of the Setzawecl 
being withdrawn : that the accumulated balance at 4w end 
of the lad, and the demand for the prc^ru; year, anv»>nted 
altogether to near twelve lacks of rupees : that the Naw»ub 
Muzzuffer Jung had not appeared difpofedto take any ok)-, 
furcs for the liquidat'on of thefe claims : that bis country 
was ill governed, the revenue made away with by bis owa 
fervants, and neither he or the Vizier received their rights : 
that, therefore, feeing no hopes of realizing-the wibute but 
by the interference of his autliority, he (the Vizier) had 
thought himfelf reduced to the neceiSty of appointing Ma- 
liomed Syed Cawn his Sezaweel, and applying to the com- 
nianding officer in. the field, through the late refidcnt, foi 
the afliflance of a military force i and Major Scoi^was ac- 
cordingly ordered to march to Furrochabad i and he hoped, 
that, on due confideration of the motives which influenced- 
thefe meafufcs, you would give them your approbation, and 
permit tlie continuance of the regiment on that fervice. 

It is expeifled that Mahomed Syed Cawn would have been 
rcfified in the execution of his new office, by SobkutulU the 
Miniftcr invcfied with Muzzufier Jung's, authority ; he 
however fled from the town, fhortly after the arrival of Ma- 
jor Scott's r^';ment ; and though be ftill remains in the 
country, I am in hopes no eommottons will follow. 

The acting MiniHer's proporal was, to unite the offices 
ftf.^aibon the part, of Muz;;uffer Jung> aod Sesaweej 

fiooji 
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fr<Mn the Vizier, in Mahomed Syed Cawn. Muzzuffcr 
Jung rcmonftiated againll the Vizier's interference in tht 
sppointment of any of the officers of his own govern- 
inent, and refiifcd to gram the Sunnud of inveftiiure. Thij 
was the ftate of affairs by my laft accounts from Furrucka- 
fcad. The Vizier however perfeveres in his meafures, and 
has authorized Mahomed Syed Cawn to raife a battalion of 
twelve hundred matchlock ^en, to enable him to exercifip 
coercion in the realizing his claims. He has tranfmittcd » 
propofa) for paying ten lack -forty thoufand (10,40,000) 
nipees in the courfe of the current year, which the Vizier 
lias thought proper to approve ; and directed five lacks to be 
appropriated on account the honourable Company's claims, 
»nd a provifiontobe made from the remainderfor Muzzuf- 
fer Jung) and fuch expences as may occur for other fervices. 
His Excellency has enjoined Mahomed Syed Cawn to con- 
tinue his folicttations to Muzzuffei Jung for the office of 
Naib ; propofing to himfelf, no doubt, by this arrangement 
. fhe fole controul in the government of Fyrrukabad. 

Though Mahomed Syed appears to exert his ende^vour^ 
tore-eftabliih MuzzufTcr Jung's authority, and fettle the 
country, I cannot but think it very improbable that he, of 
any odier man i;i bis place, whatever meafures may b^ 
adopted, will be able to colled near the amount fettled in 
his engagement with the Vizier, which was concluded 
through an agent whom he fent to Lucknow, agreeably 
to a ftatement of the value of each partii;ular Pergunnah 
tranfmitted by htmfclf. I am informed the Zemindars of 
Furrockabad have moflly firong forts, are bold dating peo- 
ple, and have for fome months pafl been accultomed to live 
independantof all controul. Mahomed Syed Cawn, owing 
to thefe faufes, has made very inconlideiahte collections 
hitherto, and the Khurrupharvefl has entirely elapled ; h? 
is now preparing to take k circuit of the country, which 1 
hope will bft produftive of good confequences. 

The utter incapacity of Muzzuffer Jung to conduA hi; 
aflairs is notorious, and the Soubadarry of Furrokabad can- 
not but continue in the fame fiate of confulion, unlefs the 
perfon iiivcfled with the executive authority ihall be fop- 
ported by the influence of the Vizier or the Company. The • 
meafures taken by his Excellency appear to me the beft ihaf- 
c»uld have been adopted for the' recovery of his claims ; but 
if they fhould not meet your approbation, I beg to be ho- 
noured with your commands on the fubjeft. MuzzufFer 
Jung addrelTed a letter to me upon my arrival, complaining 
of the Vizier J he claimed my proteflion, and propofed to 
pay me a vifit at Lucknow. 1 replied, that my inftruj^ion* 
would not admit of any interference on ray part between 
kim and the Vizier, declined the honour-he propofed me bf 

avifit.

4 vlfit, and ftroifgly rccommetuled his immediately dilcharg* 
jng the Vizier's claims. I take the liberty to inclofc yoa a 
tranllation of the Vizier's requilition to me for the continu* 
ance of the regiment at Furrockabad. Major Scott's be- 
longing to the 2d brigade, has been relieved by me from Co« 
lonel Sir John Cumming's deuchment, and is marched to 
Cawnporc. 

Mirza Ifmael Beg, the Soabadar of Allahabad, has al- 
ways moft carneftly folicited fapport from the Company's 
troops, the force allotted him by the. Viziei not beit^fum- 
cicnt for the fubje£tion of the country, which is in many 
parts filled with forts, and in Arid the Zemindars are evct 
ready to create commotions ; Captain Robert Ocnnii, with 
a battalion from Chunar, was therefore detached on<diis fer- 
vid in September lad ; he is now on the other tide of the 
Jumqa quelling fgmc difturbances which have lately hap- 
pened in that quarter. 

Major Gilpin, with one battalion, has been flationed at 
Fyzabad, for the purpofe of fupporting the Vizier's claim 
againfi the Begum for the recovccy of his patrimony depo- 
fited in her charge. I applied to the Vjiicr immediately 
upon my arrival, for his confent to withdraw this battalion, 
feeing little prol»bility that violent mealures would cfFcft an]* 
further payments. I propofed tohim, totruftto hcrgene- 
rolity for the liquidation of the balance, which was about 
five lacks. The Vizier would not at that time acquicfce in 
my propofat, but determined on making one more effort 
previous to leaving it in her difcretion to prolong the term, 
qf payment ; his Excellency accordingly addreflcd a letter 
to the Begum, conveying his fenfe of her evading the petT 
formance of her engagements, in very harfh terms ; and 
thteatcnjng, in cafe of non-compliance with them, that 
her cunacbs Qiould continue in confinement, and means ba 
tiiken to recover the money from her, as the Company^ 
would never be fatisfied without it: the Begum in reply 
Tirprefented her inal>ilily, having paid away alt the treaiurc ' 
ever entruftcd to her charge by tbe late Vixier ; but if the 
eunuchs were enlarged, flic might, with their alfiftancc, be 
enabled to rwfe money upon credit. On his Excellency's re- .. 
ceiyingthis anfwer, I renewed my folicitations for pcrmilEoti 
tg withdraw tbe battalion, refting the matter upon the Be- 
gum's promife of difcharging the balance when her eunuchs 
i^ould be releafed : I was induced to this meafure by the re- 
ptefentations of Major. Gilpin, who iti^d been employed in 
the bufinefs from the commencement ; his opinion, alurting 
that every pra^i^ble coercive exertion ha4 been ufed, I beg 
leave to fubmit to you in the enclofcd copy of his letter to 
I0« oa th^. fubje£t, The Vizier at length acquiefced in the 
^ttalion's being withdrawn ; for which I was the more

anxionsi u your inilnifiions to tnc dirapprovc of detacfli- 
menu, and the ftaie of iffairs requires tlie appearance of a 
tfonnidzbk force on the frontiers. 

There will now remain on detachments a complete regi- 
ment at ^Jiyrtbad, another at Sahlonc. and a Iratcajion K 
Allahabad* making altogether two rrgiracnti and a hitf, 
Krhich I recommend to be continued for tlte prefent, sis 
thofe countries appear to require their affiftancc. — One of

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When Almas Ally Ciwn returned to Lacknow, a nego-i 
Ration was fet on foot to transfer the lecurity from 
Mr. Middleton to bin), and concluded a few days before my 
arrival. The bond was returned to Mr. Middleton, and 
Almafs's granted in lieu of it. The additional diflri&s 
propofed to have been entrufVcd to Almafs were part of thofe 
ailigned to the bankers, and the Vizier's order and other 
documents had pa(&d for piltting him in poflelSon, a few 
days before my arrival. I was lo foon expected, that AI- 
mafs of his own accord deferred taking charge, as I have 
already informed you, until the meafure fhoQld through mc 
rtccive your fanftion. 

' ' When I conlidered the power potlelTed by Almals, I did 
not hditateto rejed every idea of extending his autlioritv. 
A difficulty occurred about the bond he bad granted, and'a 
payment he had made to the bankers of three lacks fevehty- 
fivc thoufand (rupees 3,75,000) the latter part was eafily 
fettled by giving him credit for that Aim on account the 
revenues of Etawa, Corali, &c. but the bankers refufed any 
fecurity except mine, in lieu of the bond. The bills J>f 
exchange h^d a£hially been tranfmitted to the Board, stnd 
were in courfe of payment : to have annulled the engage- 
ment would have difappointed you of a rcfource, and hurt, 
our credit with the bankers ; itwasabfolutely neceflary that 
Almafs's bond fhould be returned to him, I was therefore 
induced to take the engagement upon mylclf, and I am 
happy to find, by your commands of the 22d ultimo, that 
my conduift has been approved of. 

Although my attention has been principally direfled to 
the liquidation of the balance, I have hitherto found it ut- 
terly impoflible to procure alfignments equal to the amount 
required. Diftrifts have been ovcr-ratcd'toole; and be-" 
fore I can conclude a fair engagement with any Aumil, I 
«m obliged in every inflance to leparate fictitious from juft 
eflimates, which takes up time, and is thccaufe of my Aot/ 
fending the accounts of the Vizier's revenues, which are 
- now copying, and will be forwarded in the courfc of a very- 
lew days. 

The bankers upon my arrival claimed my proteftion in 
lealizing their demands ; and on maturely conlidering the 
matter it appeared to mc mofl advifeable to blend tiie ho- 
nourable Company's and their claims under one head ; un- 
lets I had done this, there would have been a perpetual in- 
terference in the collection of the affignments ; and in cafe 
the hankers fhould have failed in realizing their monies, 
they would have fallen proportionably ftiort in their pay- 
tneats at the Frelidency ; thefe were the reafons which in- 
duced me to unite the two accoiuiU, aad 1 Ifope they wilt 
meet with your aporobation. ■ 
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There Temains a fum of thirteen lacks on account of the 
teeps, for which bills of exchange on the Prefidehcy are 
rtow doc. I look charge of my office without any cam in 
the trcafury, and a fum of near 30,09,000 rupees due to . 
die bankers. I afterwards, under date thp 2d November^ 
tranfmttted you bills of exchange for 6,50,000 rupees, 
which fas my receipts at that period were very inconlidera- 
ble) accumulated the debt to near 36,59,000, the whole 
bearing an intcreft of two per cent, per Menfero. The 
bankers were difindined to give any more bills, until part 
of this balance was liquidated The feafon of the heavy 
colle^ions being fo near at hand, it appeared to me molt 
advifeable to delay tranfmitting you other bills, until fuch 
time as I might be able to pay the balance due to them, 
and I could receive further monies, and give them calh for 
their bills, by which the Vizier would derive the addition- 
al advantage of faving the intereft ; and the difFcrence to 
the Company would have been the delay of perhaps three 
months only in the receipt of the remaining to be remitted 
CO the Preiidency, on accountof the tceps. 

AH fums hitherto collected have been paid to the bankers. 
In order to fupply the demands of the Paymafters to the 
troops in the field, I have borrowed a fum of Fyzd> 16 
Sn. Sa. Rs. 3.59,670. 4. 4; for this the Vizier is to pay 
an intercft of one per cent, per menfem only, whereby a . 
faying of as much more will atife aa the interell, and was 
the reafon why I preferred a loan to fiopping that amount 
from the receipt of the bankers. 

My time has of late been principally employed in urging 
tiie miniftcr to fupply funds for the current difburfemenc 
of the Vizier's government, and the complete difchai^c of 
the balance due to the honourable Company ; my endea- 
vours fliall not be wanting to accomplifh an objeft which 
I know will render fuch elTential fcrvice to the Company's 
affairs at the prefentjunfture. The propofed retrenchment! 
will be very conflderable, and I Ihall (bortiy fubmit them to 
jour Gonlideration.

Frelidcncy, and fundry army debts of his Excellency, for 
which as they were an excels upon the original cftiniate 
formed at the commericement of the year, no provlfion 
had' been made. The other fum of 26,00,000, for which 
feepj were granted in partnerfhip by Gopaul.Qofs Buch 
Raugc Fukhar Chund, and Killcn Chuhd, payable by in- 
ftallmcnis', as exprcflcd in the teeps, were intended as a 
depolit in the hands of the Governor General and Coun- 
cil, for the liquidation Of fuch part of the additional claim 
of 26,48,571.

ments upon reputable Atimils, I have little fear on its being 
realized, without giving you any further trouble, than that 
ofgiving your fantEtion to the meafure, and occafionally 
making ufe of the influence of your Nation, to expedite the 
payment of the Kills, when, the Aumils may Ihewa dif- 
polition to be tardy.

Not having, fince the above date, received any 
dJrcAions from the Board, or the Governor Genera), re- 
lative to the Begums, I know not what may be their wilhes 
in regard to them, but I thought it at all events my duty, 
conformably to the fpirit of the orders I had received, to 
retain polfc^on of the Killa at Fyzabad, and the- perfon» 
ofthe Bow Begum's two principal Eunuchs, until the fum 
ftic had flipuktted to- pay was fully liquidated, or the honour- 
able Board Ihould notify their furiher pleafure ; and in this 
ilatc. Sir, I commit the buiinefs to your futurodireftions, 
cxprciling my fincere wifli, that you may find means to 
effeft the recovery of this balance, which among other ba- 
lances, originally conftitutcd a part of the fecutities made , 
over to Gopaul Dofs for the re-payment of his advance to 
the Vizier for the Company's ufe, and Ihould, 1 apprehend, 
if pollible, he realized for Almals Ally Cano, who has 
V OL.

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jrmpldynl his own credit upon the &itb of . tbole Jiindl kfp 
the immcdUte fatisfadioh of Gopaul Gols^s debt. 
' Accompanying, you will be pteafed to receive t lift (^ 
the cluins for the fcrvices of the current yew, togedtcr 
with the af%nmcntg which have been granted for the liqui- 
dations of them, amounting to Rs. 67,31,578. I didooC 
take affignoients for the maintenance of the four additional 
regiments, nliich I recommended to have appointed for the 
fervice of the Vizier's coUeftions, *s 1 knew not how £ir 
the honourable Board might be dilpofed to agree to the 
propo&iion ; and, fecondly. becauli; the miniftert have en- ' 
gaged that the charge of fudi an eflaUifhmcnt, if granted, 
Ihould be defrayed from the further deda£itonj which 
might, in confequence, take place in the Nabob's prefem 
military cxpences. If, at the Nabob, fcems to cxpeAi 
the counter claims before aMuded to Ihould be admitted, 
and ciedit given his Excellency for the expence of Abdol 
Rhaman's corpj of cavalry afling with General Oodd aid 
(on which fubjc^ you will find a letter from mc to the . 
horwurable the Governor General, under date the 9th 
September) the affignmcnts received will confldcrably exceed 
the amount claims ; and his Excellency was very preffing 
with me (o withhold taking affigrmients' for the h^ancc of 
14,00,000, and the annual charge of Abdul Rabman't- 
cbrps, until the honourable Board Ihould hare confideitd 
ana decided upon his expedations : But I thought it neonC 
fary at all events, for the pre&ot, to be gnided in my de- 
maod by the lift of claims as they now ftand, without re* 
ference to what may be the determin^ion of the Board, a» 
it is alnays much ealter to leUnqnilh fnperflDoui afi^^ 
mcnts than to obtain additional onea. You will obferve, 
I have included in the public claims the Nabc^'s debt t» 
Mr. Frazer, in confequenc of orders I have received from 
Ilie honourable the Governor Geseiat &r tliat purpeTc* 
The bonds are lodged in the office.

I have been favoured with your letter of the igthinftant, 
enclofed with fcveral Pcrfian papers of intelligence, the con- 
tents of which I have duly cocifidered ; though, before re-; 
ceiving them, I was already apprized of the motions and 
numbers of the Seiks, both from Delhi and from Darana- 
gur, and I cannot fuppofe but that Colonel Sir John Cum- 
ming has been duly informed of every thing that has paffed 
fo near to that part of bis Excellency's dominions, and will 
have already taken the tiecdfary Heps in confcquence. For 
the Board, in their letter to me, lignify that the detach7 
ment under his command is exprerslydedgnedand'fladoned 
up there for the protefition of that part of the Vi/ier's do- 
minions which is moft contiguous and convenient to the 
Ilation ofhis troops, as you will find from the copy of their 
inftrudions to him. which I not !png ago fcnt to you. 
And by the enclofed extrai^t you will perceive, that I can- 
not fend any orders to Colonel Sir John Cumming while 
he remains beyond the provinces of Korah and Ovvd, &c. 
therefore I can only recommend, that his Excellency fhouli 
fend orders through you to him, to fend detachments from 
bis force, upon the Seiks, without lofs of time i or, flioold 
it be thought neccffary, he may match agaiiift them with 
his whole force, and I will fend a fufficient body of troopj 
up for the protedli'in of the Futteli Ghur Ha;ion. But I 
judge that detachments, if properly difpofed of, irill efFec- 
toally prevent the Seiks from entering and committing de- 
predation in the Vizier's territories, for it is well known, 
that though their number is large, yet they are never con- 
fidered to lie a force ; ihry will over-run and deftroy a coun- 
try fuddenly, then quit it, and never will oppofe a regular 
force equal to a regiment. Even fome of the Vizier's ca- 
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. valrjr, however, will beabfoIutclyrequifiK toaftinconjunc- 
'tion witli ihofe detachments; and iflomc part of thclat^cb&dy 
of troops under Almafs is ordered to co-operate with the 
.detachments 1 cannot think that there is any danger of the 
Seiks making inroads into bis Eiccellency's territoiies on 
this fide of the Ganges. I am given to undedland, that 
Ihete are ftrong detachments of Khoja Ayn Uddeen's troops 
ftationed at Nangul, Daranagur, and Thay, and fomc to 
the fouthwardof DarartagQT, which aie able to repel any 
attempts in that parts which circumftance, and the unlucky 
juncture of the difputes between Miiza Shufiy Khan^ and 
Mahomed Beg Khan, cauling all the troops belonging to 
the contending parties to be drawn away out of that part 
of the Doabb, have occafioned the Seiks coming To far down 
as Gurmucktiafa and Anoop Shear. But I expeft thatthofc 
Chiefs will very foon fend troops, to favff their Jajr^dadcs 
from beingravaged by theic Freebooters, and to chafe them 
away. 

Should the fcrvicc require that Colonel Sir John Cum- 
injng Aould march with his whole force againft them, Ma- 
jor Nicol's regiment, being now not far from Furockabad, 
may be ordered to proceed immediately to take care of the 
Futty Ghur ftation, fhould there not be an imitiedtate 
^.jwmOj^ its fetviccs where it is. And this would be iiMre 
-coFivenitntthan fending' any legimcnt from hence, which I 
would not willingly do, unlefs upon fomc emergency, as 
ths Board and commander in chief have fo repeatedly en- 
joined me not to detach any part of my force. 

I cannot imagine that his Excellency will think »f order- 
ing a movement to be made of the brigade ftom this flation, 
for in my opinion it is any ways necelTary, and it would 
be putting the company to a very great increafe of expencc, 
without ferving any purpofe, when the fervice can without 
diiBculty be performed without it. You are not ignorant 
that the Seiks have come down to the Ganges in as large 
numbers for thcfe feveral years paft as they have r>ow, and 
you know what troops were appointed always for oppotjng 
their atiempts, which was always efFeflually done, there- 
fore I make no doubt that you will concur in the opinion 
of raeof Colonel Sir John Cumming's detachment being 
equal to that fervice, and that the fame plans fhould be 
adopted now as were formetly purfued.

Honourable Sir, and Qenilcmen, 

The Seiks having made depredations within four Cofs 
of Delhy, and plundered Paffao in Anoop Slieir. a country 
on the frontier of ihe Vizier's dominion, as alfo attacked 
the Joyudaad of Kemmut Bahadre, whom they have obli- 
ged to relrest, apprchenfions were entertained that .they 
iniglit extend their operations. to his Excellency's territories., 
Mirza Mahommed Cazim, the Aumil of the lands which 
were formerly held by Latiiufi! Ally Gawn in Rohiicond, 
Khowja Arjun ul-dien, and one of Almafs Ally Cawn's 
Na[bs, reprefented the circumftances to the Viiier commu- 
rricatinglhemeafurcs they had followed for preventing the 
inroads of the Seioks, The Aumils of Rohilcund had col- » 
Isftcd troops at many pajts of the river which were forda- 
blej but they reprefent, that the frontier is fo extenfive as 
to render it impoffible to guard all places. Though the 
whole force stationed in that province, one thoufand feven 
hundred and forty cavalry, and fix thoufand four hundred 
and rrinety-two infantry, may beconfidered equal to fight- 
ing the Sikcg, yet thofe Marauders might commit depreda- 
tions, retreat with their plunder, and the Vizier's troops 
could not come up with them. If the Sikes fhould con- 
tinue in the neighbourhood, they will be foiicitous for a 
te-inforceraent. In regard to Almafs Ally Cawn, he has a 
fufficient force to defend his di(tri£ts, if he Ihould difpofc 
of it judicioufly. 

The intelligence contained in the papers of news, and 
. the reprefentations of the Aumils, arc comprized in the 
paiticulars above recited. The inftant I received it, which 
was the 19th inftant, I difpatched Perlian copies of my 
letter and paper to the Colonels Morgan and Cumining, re- 
quefting they would follow fuch meafures as they might 
deem expedient for the prefervation of the peace of the Vi- 
zier's dominions j and that when I might be able to o^^tain 
his Excellency's commands, I would in cburfe tranfmit 
thepi. I take the liberty to inclofe. No. i, thecopy of Co- 
lonel Morgan's anfwer to my letter ^ and No. 2 and 3, the 
Iranflation of the orders iflued by the Vizier to Colonel Sir 
John Cumming, and the Aumils. 

You will obferve by Colonel Morgan's information, that 
depredations are the ufual praflice of the Sikes. Laft year 
Myrza Shuffy was employed againft them, and the ftation 
his army occupied ferved as a barrier. Since tnc death of 
Nudjif Cawn, the dominions among his chiefs have afford- 
ed the Sikes an opportunity of committing depredations ^ 
P 3 nearer 
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nearer the Vizier's doininions, and coofequently render pre-' 

cautions more neccflary. 

The force with Almas Ally Ciwn is not at t^e Vizier's 
difpofal, for I ain convinced he would not detatch any part 
of it, if he were ordered fo to do. He has been eni|>loyeii* 
in fubduin^ refraftory Zemindars, and he would urge in 
excufe, the unfet'lled ftatc of his diftrifts. He has lately 
taken and defiroyed many forts, and the Zemindar of La(- 
fry has rciifted his authority. In obedience to your com- 
Inands of the 21A November 1782, L informed him, he 
might have the affiftance of two regiments whenever he 
fllould require them, but he has not made any requifition, 
and informs me, that matters of greater importance engage 
his attention at prefent. He profefles obdience, and pays 
his Kifts to the Company very regularly ; but he objects to 
an alignment lately granted on him in favour of the Tuck- 
Suwars, for nine lacks of rupees, urging this fum is not 
due. He declares his readinefs to obey tlie Vizier's orders, 
and folicits his accounts to be fettled, as he has difchargcd 
coiifideraWe drafts in favour of Sallar Jung, and other Tun- 
cawdcrs. Agreeable to the accounts furnilhed me by Hydcr 
Beg Cavvn, there appears an unappropriated balance of eleven 
lacks. His Vatjueel has promifcd to fainifh me with the 

Sirticiilars, and I fhall tranfntit them to your honourable 
oard. 

The force of the Sikes is reprefentcd differently ; but I 
have great reafon to pbelieve their numbers do not exceed 
fifteen-thoufand. The ftrift injunflions you have given mc 
not to advife detaphments, except in cafes of the greatefi; 
emergency, have prevented me from recommending any 
ilation to be cftablifhed in Rohilcund j areCpeflable force 
i,s required to awe Almafs Ally Cawn, and I fhall, in obe- 
dience tQ your commands, cautioufly avoid recommending 
detachments. This is the principle which has influenced 
^y advice to the Vizier. 

I fliall (in all occalioni fubipit the plans recommended by 
the commanding officers to his Excellency's confidcration, 
andiiive every weight in my power to their reprefcntations, 
particularly in obtaining bodies of cavalry to aA with the. 
bonourable Company's troops. I am a opinion Almafs 
Ally Cawn might evade makmg detachments, but I think 
lie would willingly co-operate in the defence^ of his own 
■jiftrifts, accord mg to tbe plan propofed by Colonal Mor- 
■ gan. The colIeiSionB on account the Rubby harveft being 
commenced, the heavy debt ft ill due to tbe bankers, and a 
cc-lairi lofs by a change of Aumils at the prefent feafon of 
1^1 ; year, would create great embarraffinent, if I was imme- 
diiiely arecommend thedifmiiijon of Almafs Ally Cawn, 
or imprd's his mind With rDrpiciona.Uiat might r^ake hint. 
■ ■ , ' ■ - ii|fithbold. 
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vridihold his Kifts. My attention is principally directed to 
the complete dilcfaarge of the honouiable Company's ba- 
]|mce: on cffcfting this purpofe, it.is my duty to recom- 
mend that all flKonomical arrangements in the adminlftration 
of the Vizier's affairs, and the changes which ought to talie 
place, fhould be cxscute^ by means leaft liable to create 
commotions.

Copy of a letter from Major William Palmer to Mr. John 
Briftow, Refideat at the Vizier'* Court ; dated the 24th 
January 1783. 

Since my lafl, adv!£ng you of my arrival at ^is place, I 
have haddaiJy conferences with tbeeldeftfon of the Nabob 
Fyzoola Cawn; in which every point of mifunderltanding 
and complaint between the Vizier and Fyzoola Cawnhave 
been fully difcufled, and the fentirrientsof the Board and the 
Vizier relating thereto, and their delire of removing them, 
and of fixing the fovereignty of the.Vizier, and the depet>d- 
ance of Fyzoola Cawn, upon an unequivocal and pemia- 
nent footing, dearly explained. 

Fyzoola Cav^n perlifts in denying the infringement on his 
part of any one article in the treaty, or the negleft.of any 
obligation which itimpofes uponhim. He does not admit of 
the improvements reported to be made in his Jagheer ; and 
even aflerts that the colleftions tliis year will fall fliort of 
■ the original Jomma, by reafbn of a long drought. Ha 
denies having exceeded the limited number of Rohillas in 
his fervice, and having refufed the required aid of cavalry 
made by Mr. Johnfon to ad with General Goddard. He 

waving 

obferves, refpefting the charge of wading the Vizier's re- 
quifition for the cavalry lately llationed at Daranagur to be 
ftationed at Lucknow, that he is not boujid. by treaty to 
maintainaftatipn^rj force for the fervice of the Vi»i«r, but 

r,,- ■,L.t)Ogle 
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to fupply an aid of 2 or 3i0co troops in time of war. Lafl- 
ly, he alKrts, that To far from cncouiaging the Reiots of 
the Vizier 10 fettle in his Jagheer, it has been his conltant 
praAicc to deliver them up to the Aumil of Rohilcund 
whenever he could difcover them. 

It is very difficult, if not impracticable, in my fitudtion 
to obtain fuch information as might enable me to affign the 
degree of credit to which ihefe denials and alfertions of Fy- 
zoola Cawn arc entitled. From generaj appearances, as 
well as univerfal report, it cannot be doubted that the Jum- 
maof his Jagheer is greatly encrcafed beyond the original 
grant. The number of Rohillas in Rampoor idone cer- . 
taitily exceeds ihjt limited by the treaty for his fervice. It 
is not clearly exprefied whether the reftriftion included Ro- 
hillas of all dercriptions ; but Inch was apparently the mean- 
ing-of the late Vizier in the firft treaty, fince he required 
. Fysoola Cawn to fend all above that rrumber beyond the 
Ganges; and itis fufiiciently known, that every Robilla ill 
this "Jagheer, however occupied in ordinary, would appear 
in a:nis foi" the defence of Fyzoola Cawn, ^ vihoi^foeyer 
. he [riight be attacked. Bat it does not appear that their 
numbers are formidable, or that be could by any meant fub- 
JiA fuch numbers as could caufe any fcrious alarm to the 
Vizier; neither is there ^ny appearance of their entertaiatng 
any views beyond the quiet po0cffion of the advantages 
, which they at prefent enjoy. 

With refpeft to the increafe of Jumma, although it has 
been folemnly relinquifhed by the Vizier, yet theconceffioh 
having; been gratuitous, fo great a favour fhould certainly 
Operate upon Fyzoola Cawn in a new and durable accom- 
modation, propofed as much for his fecurity as for the inte- 
■ reft of rhe Vizier. 

Fyzoola Cawn fcems to be fully fenfiblc that an engap- 
ment to fornifh military aid, however clearly the condition) 
might be flated, muft be a fource of perpetual mifnnder- 
ftanding and Inconvencies, and he is very dcfirous of the 
j-emiflion of tiiat flif>ulation for a compenfation in money. 
But he and I differ wiiiely in oor idea of the equivalent to 
which ihc Vizier would be entitled for it. He offers only' 
five lacks of rupees altogether j and 1 have given him my 
opinion, that the Vizier may reafonably demand thatfum 
annually : But objeftions, orrathera refufal, fo ftrong was 
made to any continual payments, that I am convinced he 
would tific any cxtremify rather than yield to it. I wai, 
however defii;d to nameafnm to be paid at once, in lieu of 
3n annual demand : I mentioned twenty lacks of rupees 4s 
ihe leaft fuin which I thought the Vizier entitled to, or that 
he would accept for the propofed conceffion. I have nqt 
yet tc.n informed of Fyzoola Cawn's refolution upon this 
■ ■■ ' " . . propofilion j 
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propofition ; bat be rejeds it, I ftiall have no further 
hopes ofefie£ting fucb an accommodation as will be con- 
£{t^nt with the intcrcfts and dignity of the Vizier, or the 
viewsof our government, and ihall return immediately to 
I^ucknow.

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

Under date the ifi ultimo I had the honour to communi- 
cate to you a detail of the fcrvices upon which deuchments 
had been made from the honourable Company's troops. 
The Vizier has found it necdiary to continue the regiments 
at Lachlone and Khyrat^d, a battalion at Allahabad, and 
Jix companies in the diltri^s of Furockabad. 

I have the plcafurc to inform you three of the moft re- 
fra^ory Zemindars in Khyrabad, named Mohum Sing, 
Hindoo Sing, and Nayfut Sing, have been apprehended by 
theAumilMahomedHutleenCawn; owing to this circum- 
fiance, the other Zemindars have been awed, the peace of 
that difttia is in a fair way of being rcflored, and 1 enter- 
tain great hopes the full amount of the honourable Com- 
pany's aiHgnment will be realized. I have the greater fatis- 
fafiion in reprefenting thefe tranfaftions, as a heavy balance 
was to be expeflcd in the revenue of Hydrabad. 

In my addrefs of the ift ultimo, I alfo reprefcntcd the 
tir probability of my reaJiziiig the honourable Company's 
atfignment on Firockabad, and I am forry to inform you ■ 
the negligence and ina£tivity of Mahomed Saaud Cawn, . 
the Vizier's Sizawul, obliged the minifter to advife his dif- 
iniJBon from that tiuft, and Mirza Mahomed Beg, a mati 
of good charaficr, has been appointed in his place. The 
Nabob MazufFer Jung deputed agent to Lucknow to com- 
' plain of the great diftrefs he fufFered, and -folicited in the 
moft ui^nc manner that a part of the colledions ihouJd be 
appropriated for his fubfiftence. Three lacks of rupees per 
annum is the fum which the minviler recommended to the 
Vizier ta be paid the Nabob MuzulFer Jung, in propor- 
tion to the a^ual receipts : Mahomed Beg was authorized 
to fettle this matter, and make the payments, but I have 
not yet heard whether the propofition has been agreed to. 

The confufion which had occurred in the adminillration 

of the affairs of Firockabad, and the repeated folicitatlons 

jif the Nabob Muzuffcr Jung, have induced me to unite 

■ ' with 
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with tb« miniicr in the Utc arrangeraents, as appeiring t» 
me tba beft that sould be adopted u»der fbe cicmmftancec 
which vxifted. Th« fflifon was fo hr advaixed as to render . 
the «OB»wal of lh« SimwbI an improper mcafure, if there 
Jhad been any probability of the bufiriefs being well eon- 
du£ted by him ; but by every information I could collect, 
it (eft me no alternative, but of rilking a very conlidcr- 
aUs loTs to the Vizier, ov scquiefcingin and fupporting the 
new meafure. 

The Nabob MnzufFer Jung complained, thai Mabomcd 
Sa^id Cavn had fcized upon the Tombs and Gardou of 
Jiis anceftors, and fequeflered the revenue* appropriated for 
their fupport. The fum was trifling, and the aft difguft- 
cd the people, and hurt the Vizier's reputation. I advifed 
Ac relinquifhing every appendage of this nature, and that 
idjc new Seaswul Ihould be intimated, by every means in 
liispowec to coRcilLate the Nabob Muzafferjung. 

The ^tachment in Sahloitt has been cenftantly employ- 
' «d on fervice againft rcfraftory Zemindars in that and tlte 
neighbouring diftrift of Pcrtabgur. The plan of inducing 
fivlbndderto return to his allegiance to the Vizier, by the 
grant of a penfiDn and a buit upon the country, was found 
amprafiicablc. Hedcmandedacimftdciation of about thirty 
iduJo&ad rupee* a year, and remained in the country tbrcat- 
cniog to -create diftatbancM, ' if bii demands were not com* 
pHed with. A treaty with a rebel a^ing upon this princir 
pie was fabvcdive of the Vizier's authority, and holding 
^iar^ impunity to ether ill-difpofed Zcmindan. He was 
told to quit the country, or attend at Lttcknow, and a fub- 
milCve obedient condnft in future might entitle him to the 
Vizier's favour ; but as he rejcfted thefe propoStions, a > 
reward of twenty thoufand rupees has been put upon his 
bead. The Auibils of Sultanpore, Purtabgat, batilone. 
;md the adjacent diftrifta, were direftcd to uu their utmoft 
exertions to expel him the country, to afcarlain the Ze- 
mindars of villages from which be draws his fupport ; and 
(bat if the Aumils Ihould even fuffer him to remain un- 
molefted within their jurifdiftions, nodednftion of revenue 
would be allowed, and they muftexpeft the fcvereft punilh- 
■nents for their ncgkft. They are direfted to co operate 
and detach the troops they may. not immediately require 
for the colleftions in conflaat purfuitof B«(budder. The 
Vizier has thoi^ht proper to approve a propofal of Major 
Lnmfdain's, for keeping one baitahon for the proteftion of 
Sahlone, anddetach the other upon this fervice. I have 
recommended to him to avoid burning or deflroying villa- 
ges, upon the fuppofitioii that the inhabitants aflin Bulbud- 
der. Such pcrlcHU ^ are found in arms hi; is requeued to 

life 
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vie his endeavour to apprehend, that the Vbiei may id-* 
mtnifler juftice after a formal and fair trial. 

The reward pu^ upon Bulbudder's head, and tbs flrift 
ijijuni^ions to tL ; Aumils, if they be enforced, ought 
ultimately to efieft the feizure of Bulbudder, or clfe render 
his refidence (which I hope it has cffc£ted) in the country 
fo dangerous, that it at all events will prevent his creating 
flifturbances iti fixture. I have applied to Mr. Markham to 
endeavourto feize him, ifbe fliould take refuge ia Ben- 
ares, which he ufed to do wbillt Che^tc Sing held the 
Zemindary. 

1 yefterday received intelligence that Bulbud^dcr, fiaha* 
dur Sing, aud Amrow Sing, had collefled a great force at 
Norvaijee, a fort on the confines of the diltri^ls of Monick- 
pore, Allahabad, Purtabgur, and Sahlone. Captain Ja-, 
ques, with one battalion of Sepoys, in conjunftion with 
tilt Aumili, had furroundcd and taken the fort, in which 
they feized between eight and nine hundred perfons. fiul- 
budder and Behadur Sing had made their cfcape ; but Anir 
rou Sing, and a famous infuigent of the name of Gund- 
chany, were fecured, and they and their families have becnl 
detained by the Auciil?. The other piifoncrs were fullered to 
Ipave the fott upon laying down their arms^ to the arsm- 
ber of five huiured matchlocks, befides fwords, bowi, and 
arrows. The people with Bulbudder are difptrfed, and I 
underfland he has quitted the country. This fuccefs waa 
attended with the lofs of very fen lives ; and I hope a ca- 
pital example of the two nngleadeF<<, after a fair trial, will 
intimidate other relradlory Zemindats. 

I have the pleafure to inform you the' Kifts of the ho- 
nourable Company's aflignment on Sahlone hatvc been regu- 
larly paid, entirely owing to the mihtary aid granted by 
tlie honourable Company. 

I have found it neccllary, to comply with the VijEiei'i 
(^rders, to continue the battalion under the command of 
Captain Dennis in jheSoubah of Allahabad. Thatofficcr 
is BOW afting with the Aumils Naib's on the borders of 
Reeva Mockuiipore. In confequcncc of the honourable 
the Governor General's directions, and the palTes granted 
by Mr. Andcrfon, I have otcafionally procured Duftucks 
from the Vizier for fevcral Marattas to perform their re- 
ligious cereitionies at Allahabad. The Keliudcct Abdui 
Shackoor made a pradlicc of difregarding thofe Duftucks, 
?nd. exacted duties from the Pilgrims, and otherwife ill 
treated them, notwithftanding the collections were entirely 
under the management of the Subadar. Sewayjy OtuI, a 
Maratta chief, who Mr. Andcrfon requefled I would re- 
■ prefent to the Vizier in a character of equal rank to Mahajy 
Sindia, and advife his, being \itaxz4 with particular diftinc- 

tions, 
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(tons, is now arrived at Allahabad. His Excellency faas 
directed the officers of his govcrnmeni to attend him, and, 
in conformity to Mr. Anderfon's requifition, 1 have de- 
puted for the fame purpofe Mahomraed Umjecd, 3 man of 
Fcf(iectablc character. I Lave requefled Captain Dennis to 
grant his alBflance; but if the conduct of Abdul Shokoor 
had palTed with impunity, at the time a man of Sewajcc 
Eteel's high rank performed his ablutions, it would have 
given an unfavourable impreffion of the Vizier's govcrn- 
aient; and, in confequence of my advice, he has been dif- 
mifled his office, and his violences to the Marattas wilt be 
the reafon afiigned to Sfvrajay Eteel. 

A daring banditti at Lttcha Gyre, in Kewarjee, a dif- 
trict in the province of Allahabad, made a practice ofiD- 
£(fting the river, detaining, robbing, and often murdering 
paflengers and" merchant s. The Naid connived at thele 
outrage*. The Viztcr has difmtl^d htm his office ; and I 
, have requefted Captain Dennis, when the fervicc wilt per- 
mit, to fupport the new Naib in driving this bandittj-from 
tiieir place of refuge, and apprehending as many as he mar 
be able. 

The lure means of rendering the Vizier's alliance honour- 
able and advantageous, will be to reftore his authority, 
and the peace ofhis dominions. Great loiTes in the re- 
venue have uiuvoidably arifen, owing to the total want of 
fubordination among all ranks of the officers of goyern- 
ment, and the perpetual infurrCctions of Zemindars ; The 
Viziercan only look to the honourable Company fot cITect- 
ing a change ; his own military is at prefent unequal to the 
lafe ; and I hope you will atlent to the detachments remain- 
ing until the fervicc may be compleated. efpecially as great 
advantages are derived by them to the Vizier's affairs. 

A general order has been iffoed by the Vizier to prevent 
Zemindars from building or repairing forts, and that thofe 
taken fhould cither be garrifoned by his Ex-cellency's troops, 
or deftroycd, whichever might be moft adviTeable. '

Sir, 

From your having requefted me in your letters to ufe my 
utmofl endeavours to fctiore peace to this diftrafled country, 
I take the liberty of laying before you my fentiments of the - 
mode I judge moft effeftual to attain the end you feem fo 
much to delire. 

To eflablifh peace and quiet in this country two ways can 
only be adopted, either quelling the difturbances by force 
or by giving' the Rajah Buibudder fuch allowances as may 
.be thought adequate to his rank and influence in the country. 
As an ofEcer at the head of a detachment employed to crulh 
the rebellion, the decifivc exertions of a military force firft 
naturally prefent themfelves ; and there can be little doubt 
entertained but that a detachment of urcillery, a regiment of 
Sepoys, and job of his Excellency the Vizier's horfe, is a 
fumcient force to compel the rebel to relinquini this country 
or even to expel him the V izier's dominions : Were the dif- 
ferent Fouzedars, under the fevereft penalties, obliged to 
attack him and his adherents, wherever they fhould take 
refuge, in their particular di{tri£ls and to punifh in a moft 
exemplary maimer fuch of the Zemindars in their goyern- 
mf nts, who Ihould conceal, proteft, or aflift the rebel, fuch 
a plan, V!^oiou11| exerted, would no doubt force the rebel 

..I'.CuKwIc 
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to quit the Vizier's dohjinions. The difficahy of apprcr 
hending hioi it fo great, that it can fcarcely be hoped for. 
It'ts pro^ble, that when he found himfelf attacked bn all 
fides, he would retire acrofs the Juinna to Chitierpoie, 
the place of his reiidencc in the time of the late Vizier, and 
thlt immediately on the recall of the detachment from this 
, country he would again return, and re-oommencc his de- 
firudiive depredations ; nor would it be necelfary for him to 
hting a force with him ; no part of the world abounds fo 
inach Withlbldiers of fortune as Indoftan, who in crowds 
eniift under any l^andard, encouraged by the hopes of plun- 
der or of pay. The Zemindars are much attached to the 
Rajah, whom they conlider as their hereditary Prince, and 
never fail to sffift him ; they alfo find their advantage in fo- 
menting the difluibances, as they withhold their rents from 
government under various pretences, and give but a trifling 
confideration to the rebel. 

From the above reafons I am clearly of opinion, that 
the allowing the Rajah a .penfion, fuitable to his rank and 
influence in the country, is the moft certain mode of attain- 
ing a permanent peace, and it \i, contidered in an cecono- 
mical view ; the advantages to the Vizier (indeed I may 
' fay to the Conlpany, their affairs being fo connected) are 
fo obvious, that it is unneceflary to remark them. The 
Vizier will get rid of the expence of the detachment, and 
the Company will have a force which may be employed elf?- 
whcre. The great difficulty which the officers of govern- 
nicni atprtfent meet with, in realizing the revenues of the 
country, will be removed, as the inhabitants, on the dif- 
turbances being quieted, would bring back to their villages 
their familjes, cattle, and zStQ.s, of courfc government 
would have fome fecurity for the revenue, whereas at pie- 
fcnt they have none. 

When I cotilider the matter further in a pohtical view, I 
fee alfo flrong raafons for coming to an accommodatim.— 
The Rajah }iulbiidder is the lineal defcendant of the moft 
|>owerful Hindo family in this part of Hindoilan. Connec- 
tions with him are eagerly foaght after, as they are thought - 
to confer honour ; he is much rcfpcfled himfdf, nor is his 
rebellion againft government looked on as a crime, on the 
contrary, all the Zemindars in the contiguous diftrifts arc 
inclined to affift him, and fome are even induced toibllow 
his example. 

I have given you my opinions with candour, and to the 
bcft of my judgment ; in delivering them, I have been 
guided folely by a deiire to t^romote, to the utmoft of my 
power, the public gbod. They muilappear to you dilinte- 
te{ted> for if the plan I fubmit to you is followed, the occa-

I requeft you will be pleafed to inform his Excellency tbe 
the Vizier, that laft night the Nabob Fyfoola Cawn came 
to a final agreement with me upon a difputed article in the 
treaty, refpefting a military aid in time of war, to be fur- 
nifhed by him to the Vizier. He had before confented to 
give the turn of fifteen lacks of rtipces, which I demanded 
for tbe rcmiflion of that obligation, but we had differed in 
tile periods and amounts of the inftalJmcnts by which it 
■ Ihould be liquidated. I required one half to be plid to me. 
now upon the Ipot, and the remainder at the commence- 
ment of the next Rubby coIle£tions ; after much atterca* 
tion, and various proportions from the Nabob for a longer 
time, and fmaller Kills, I at length confented to accept of 
five lacks in fpccie, to be immediately advanced to me, five 

lacks 
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latks to b« remitted to the Vizier at the beginning of the 
cnfuiiig Thurrcef, two lacks more at the fallowing Rubby. 
and ihe remaining three lacks at the Thurreef. 

I flatter myfslf that the Vzicr will approve of this ad- 
juftment, which appears to me a very beneficial compoiition 
for an aid not clearly defined, and which, if admitted in its 
moft extentive contiruAion, was not likely to prove of any 
Inaterial fervice to him. 

I explained to Fyfooia Cawn the very liberal and impor- 
tant conceflion which the Vizier had confentcd to make him 
at the recommendation of the Board ; and he profcljes to 
be fully fcnlible of the value of it, but declares that his po- 
verty [M'ecludes him from availing himfelf of their generous 
intentions^ He has perhaps different motives for declining 
ib advantageous a piopofal, and \ did not think it for the 
Vizier's interefts to urge bitacctptance of it, being con- 
vinced that the principal objcfls of my commillion will be 
attained without ceding the Vizier's fovereigntyutdproper'- 
ty in the Jagheer, fincc the compromife for the troops, and 
an engagement which I have exacted from Fyfooia Cawa 
hot to receive or protect the Vizier's Rya'ts, will el^ftuaUy 
dry up the chief fources of unealinefs and apprebenjion on 
botli lidcs. 

The real ftate of the Jageer, the charafler and conduA of 
Fyfooia Cawn, and other matters of which his Excellency 
may wtlh to be informed, I fhall explain to him at large, as 
they appear from the beft obfervation and enquiry! can.

inyfcif propofed bis appointment j and to five it every elFetft 
in my power, I commilHoned my own Secrotary, Major 
J*almcr, to introduce hiq} to the Vizier as a man of my 
-owa choicci and iq iqy own confidence. As a further 
proof of ray temper, and 'warinefs of my conduil in an 
■occafioo £b delicate, i appeal to a faiX ia the knowledge 
of the memfoeri of this Board, and which Mr, Brifiow 
•bimfclf will atteft ; that wlien I had privately declared to him 
my intention of rocommending him for the appointment, I 
defired Mr Br-iftow :himrelf to-wrifcii letter to the Nabob 
Vizier, mentioning my wilh. in thisrefpeA, and my fur- 
ther defire that it fbould be efieiftcd with his entire concur- 
4'ence, which I conftdered as indifpenfable; at the lajne 
timcl dire£ted Rajah Govindrani,' the Agent or Vakeel of 
the Nabob Vizia:, to inform him of the favourable fen^* 
ments whichi at that time entertained for Mr. Briftow, left 
he mi^t be milled, by a contrary opinion, to withhold the 
declaration of his aflent. I receive^ hit f^aat^ v\d imnw- 
diately propofed the appoinmient. 

With [dpe£t to Mr. Fonlce, when I «aQceived it ^n ob- 
t^gation of public duty to reoaove him from a i^ation in 
, which his continuance appeared to me prcjodicial to the fer* 
vice, I propofed, and the Board made biiq a moft aRiplp 
compcniation for the lofs of it, by bcftowiqg on b,\n\ an 
office of higher emolument, and better adapted tp his ta> 
Jents ; and in that conftrudion of the Company's orders, % 
did conceive that J had conformed jboH exactly to the fpirit, 
^oagh not the letter of them, ilnce it was jmpolGble for 
ine to beUevc, that the prefi:rence given by them to Mr. 
fowlce ^o\ild arjfe from «iy confideration of his fuperior 
Qualifications'. My prefent objection to his appointnjent I 
dare not put upoi^ record ; the memBers of the Board indi- 
Tidually knqw it. I lament, that while the pr^feivation of 
the Company's ci^i^nce depends wholly and exclufively np- 
■on this government^ while it has been acknowledged, even 
by the Court of ijirej^Qcs themfelves, that the exenions of 
. this governnaent have been equal to that dependancc ; while 
1 am pointed out by their conAitution, and conlidered by all 
%p '(:hifi& of UtndofUn, as the ciocutive member of this 
Q, 3 govcrhmei\^ 
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■ government, and of, courfe every pcrfon reptcfcntihg' it as 
more efpecially reprefenling myfclf ; and while the Court of 
Directors themfelvcs, knowing me topoilefs no more power 
than any other member of the Company's, pafs their cen- 
fures on mc fingly for many a£ts done by the Council ftt 
large ; they fhould not be aware of the great danger to 
which they expofc their alFairs, byaSs which difqualify inc 
for the official difcharge of my duty, which obvioufly tend 
to excite diflruft in fuch of the powers of India who were 
difpofed to be conneftcd with the Company, and to invite 
theit own fubjcfls to rebellion. I forbear to fay more in 
this place— the Board know what is due to their fiations, 
vnder the conclufive ties by which they are bound to cxcr- 
cife the powers of this government, enirufted to them by 
aft of Parliament, for the prcfervation of the great interefra 
of the Company, and the nations which are con nefted with 
it, and to obey the orders of the Court of Dircdors, en- 
joined by the fame high authority ; and they well know to 
which a preference Ihall be given, If in theprefent inftance 
the latter Ihall appear to them incompatible with the for-, 
mer. 

Ordered, That thefe paragraphs, with the Governor 
General's minute thereon, be circulated for the conCde- 
ration of the members of the Board, that they may dehvcr 
their opinion at the next meeting in this department.

The ground upon which the Court of Directors are pleat 
cdto order obedience to their orders, relative to the ap- 
r pointmcnt of Mr. F. Fowke to the Refidency of Benares, 
is fo ftrong that nothing remains with (he Board, but tq 
Cirry the orders into execution. I cannot at the fame time 
but obferve, that the conduct of the Governor General 
' upon this occation, in not foliciting, dirccly or indirectly, 
a concurrence with any opinion we may have upon this 
fiibject from any member of the Board, is much to his 
credit ; as well as his conduct, in carrying into cfFect the 
appointmcntof Mr. Briftow toOude, upon a late occafion, 
Vilieii that appointment had the countenance not of party. 
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f>ut of an united Council, fupporting the wi&cs and orders 
of ibeir condituents. 

I am pcrfuaded that the Court of Directors have been 
made to believe, that the removal of'Mr, Fowkc from Be- 
nares originated from motives of perfonal refentmciit towards 
Mr. Fowke, and a difrefpect to their own authority, other- 
wife that they would not have ordered fo poficivcly an im- 
mediate change in the reprefentative adminiftiation of a 
Province fo recently recovered from rebellion. 

The future adnainiftrators of thefe provinces will ac- 
knowledge their obligations to the 6overnor General, in 
having on every occafion maintained the policy, as well as 
privilege, which Ihould veil in the immediate rulers of thisy 
as of every flate — the choice of their own agents ; and had 
not the difpute about filling the Rcfidency of Benares origi- 
nated at this board, the Court of Directors would not I 
believe, have talccn fo decided a line relative to the appoint-

Although it will require the.peculiar attention of this go- 
vernment to averf the confequences whicli may reafonably 
be expected from fo fudden and unlooked-for a revolution 
in the management of the Company's affairs at Benares, 
I am never thelefs of opinion, that the orders of the Court of 
Directors refpecting the rc-inftatemcnt of Mr. Fowke, arc 
rcflrictive on this Board; and I am the more conlirnied 
in the propriety of cajry'mg them into efleft, from the know- 
ledge which the Court of Direftors pofTefled, at the time 
they wrote this letter, of the fteps taken by the Governor 
General to cpnciliatc Mr. Fowke to bis removal from the 
Reiidency at Benarcs> 

Sir Eyre Coote, , 

It does not appear to me, that any^ conlideration Is allow- 
ed me in refpeft to the obedience required by the Court of 
Direftors to the orders contained in their lift general letter, 
of the i2ih July. The terms are fuch, as to leave nothing 
with me but acquiefcencc, and I am anfwerable for that 
only. In the cafe of Mr. Fowke, the words are m oft par- 
ticularly and ftrongly pointed, viz. '* That their reafon 
" for his re-inftatement is to vindicate thcauthoVity of the 
** Court of Direflors."— After this declaration, 1 cannot 
think any alternative is left me ; I therefore give it as my 
opinion, that the orders of the Court of Dircftors arc to be 
carried into execution.

To Mr. Fracis Fowke. 

Having appointed yon to the ilation of Refident at Sen- 
ares, we think it neccflary to fumifli you with the fcJlowing 
in{tru£tions for your guidance in this truft. 

Mr. Markham, the late Refident, has been ordered to 
deliver over to your charge, on your arrival at Benares, all 
the trcafurei papers, accounts, and other docunicnts, or 
dependencies of his office. By thefe you will learn the llate 
of Rajah Mahipnarain's Kiftbuudel, for the prefent year, 
and you will continue to demaifd and receive from him,, 
or bis Naib Juggerdocr Sing, the monthly inflallments 
which may become due according to his Kubbooleat or 
agreement, a copy of which , together with the Pot»h grant- 
ed him for the Zemindarry, and bis general Kifbundees, as 
fettled by the Governor General at Benares, on the I4tli 
September 1781, areenclofed. 

Baboo Doorbejy Sing, the late Naib, having been guilty 
ofgrofs mifmanagemcnt, and peculatior^ of the revenues, 
vras removed, and confined for payment of the amount due 
to the Company, which he bad collected, and at the fame 
lime deprived of his Jagheir, which was ordered to be le- 
nnitcd to the Mulguzangof the land paying revenue through 
ihe Raja to the Company, Mr. Markham will give you 
the fiateof this account, and you will ufc your endeavours 
to recover the whole from him as foon as pofiiblc. 

Babboo Joggeideco Sing, who, with our approbation and 
confirmation, lias been appointed Naib in the place of Door- 
bijy Sing, will in future be accountable for the tents of the 
Zemindarry, agreeably to Kiftbundyj and yoa will treat 

with 
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tvith falm in that cbanfter apon all fubjefls wliidi nuy be 
conunitted^to you, refpe&ing the Zcmindarr^. 

We dircded Mr. Markham, on the 4th of December Uft, 
to invcit the new Naib with 2 Khelaut in due fbim, oa the 
part of this government, and to carry into execution certaia 
orders and inftru£tions given by the Governor GenentI on 
the 2gth September preceding. We encloie a copy of them^ 
and ddire that fuch points as remain unexecuted by Mr. 
Matkham may receive your eartiefi attention and accomplilh- 
ment of them. At all events, we think it proper, for the 
•confirtnation of tbe Naib, and to prevent any ill effe&s 
fvhich the appearance of a change might have on bis infiu- 
ence, that you fhould inveft him with a Khelaut in the 
name of the Governor General, and we dircA it accord- 
ingly. 

We cndofe copy of a paper of requefts delivered by Rajah 
Mahipnarain to the Governor General while at Benares, 
with his replies thereto i" by which you will perceive, that 
it Was intended to deprive the new Rajah of every preroga- 
tive which denoted either Sovereignty, or independence of 
tbe Company, for which rcafon the mint and die admintf- 
tration of juftice were both feparated from the Zemtndarryi ' 
The former was given in charge to the late Relident, with 
directions to alccrtain the amount ofthe annual revenue paid 
from it to Rajah Cheyt Sing during the preceding five years, 
that the average thereof might be carried to the credit of 
the prefent Rajah, in the payments of his revenues to go- 
vernment ; and the Refideiit was ordered to erciS the pro- 
per offices for the fun^on of mint, and to continue the 
Services of it until fome future arrangement {hould be made 
refpeding it. This office you will receive charge t^from 
Mr. Markham, and likewifc to execute the duties of it. 

The adminiftration of juftice in the town of Betures, 
and the internal police of it, arc feparately committed to 
Ally Abrahim Cawn, with whofe province you are forbid 
all interference, except in inftanccsrequiringyourproteftion 
and Tupport of his authority : And that it may be clearlf 
defined to you what his duties are, we encloie a copy of 
the regulations made by the Governor General for ad- 
tniniflering them. 

You will follow the example of the former Relident, in 
making fuch advances of money for the payment of the 
troops at Chnnar and Buxar as may be requifite ; and ia 
all payments of this kind, you will obfervc the rules pre- 
fcribed by us in fpeclal letters written to Mr. Markham for 
that purpofe. 

The Governor General having made a regulation before , 
be left Benares, concerning the fiiture colle£tion of the 
cufioms, and ordered that no duties Ihould be levied in any 
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partofthcZemindarry, except at the flatiohsofMyzapbRf; 
Benares, and Gliazypore, you wHi find a table of rates 
eftabliflied by the late Refident, and coFwAcd by us on.the 
8h April laft for that purpofe. 

For the reft, you wiJl receive fuch information from 
the late Refident, as will leave you at a ccrtainry, wheiher 
Hny, and what duties remain to be performed in thatfta- 
tion, and will attend to them accordingly. 

You wili keep us conjlamly aiJvifed of your proceedings, 
and of every occurrence yoii may think worthy of our in- 
formation,

Extraa of Btngal Secret CsnfuUalions, the i^ib March 1783 

The Governor General defirei to record the following 
letters, which he has received from Major William Palmer. 

Sir, 
I have at length come to a final agreement with Fyzoola 
Cawn, for rtie remilSon of the mitttarv aid, which he is - 
bound to furnifh ihc Vizier. This is the only proposition 
upon which he was willing to treat ; and I am well picafed 
to have efcaped the dangers of fo iraportant a fiegociation 
as that of ceding the Vizier's Sovereignty and property 
in this valuable Jagheer. I am at a lofs to conjecture 
what can be Fyzoola Cawn's real motives for declining an 
acquTlition of fnch magnicude. The reafon he has affign- 
ed to me I cannot credit— it is an inability to advance the 
Failhcufh. 1 demanded only thirty lacks for this import- 
ant ceffion, in which every other would have been includ- 
ed, and he has given fifteen for the fingle one above-men- 
tioned. 1 look back with felf-congratulaiion on my offer 
having been rejefted. I fhould have incurred much cenfure 
and fufpicion if he, had accepted it, from thofe who do not 
know the real Aate of things, and the libera! principles 
Tipon which your Board recommended theccflion. There 
ar« no precedents in the ancient ufages of the country, for 
afcertaining the Nuzzprana or Peifhcufh of grants of this 
nature, they were bcftowed by the Prince as rewards of 
favours; and the accuftomary ptefents in return were adopt- 
ed to the dignity of the donor, rather than the value of 
the gift, to which it never, I believe, bore any kind of 
proportion. In ray demand, I endeavoured to reconcile 
this practice with the objeft whiph the Board hjd in view, 
of fome indemnification to the Vizier 1 and when you 
know that the chief claim, upon which it was fuppofed 
the Vizier had a right to compcnfation, was not formed, I 

soil 
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am perfaadcd that you will approve my conduct ; I mean 
the advant^s which it was alledgcd Fyzoola Cawn bad 
derived from the labours of the Vizier's ryats. I believe I 
have already informed you, that he has proved to me the 
error of this fuppofition, by producing receipts of various 
dates, and for great numbers of tliofe people, furrendered 
upon Tequifition frorti the Vizier's officers. I trouble you 
with this vindication, left it Ihould be inlinuated, that I 
had an intention to facrifice the Vizier's intercft, but only 
wanted opportunttjr to carry it into execution 1 and belides, 
I think it as indifpenfable to you for my intentions as fbt 
my a£tions. 

The fum which I have accepted for relinquifhing the 
ftipulated aid will, I think, be thought an ample equivalent 
for fuch precarious fervice. I think myfclf that I have 
made an excellent bargain for the Vizier ; and, at the fame 
time, I believe Fyzoola Cawn is perfeSly latislied, fince 
I have fpent a month, in order to eflfeft by agreement and 
perfuafion what I could have obt»ned iti an hour by threats 
and compulsions. ' - 

The money is to be paid by the following inftallments ; 
five lacks in fpecie, to be delivered to me upon figning the 
releale ; five lacks at the commencement of the next Kuri- 
ofharveft; two lacks at the following Rubby i and the re- 
maining three lacks at the Kuriof enfuing. 

The fpecie is Barelly rupees of uncertain value, becaule 
fluAuating at Lucknow, at this time 10 or 1 1 per cent, be- 
low the Reccarys of that place. I could notontMn better, 
and I believe that no perfon not known to poflefs your con- 
fidence and fuppOTt, in the degree that I am fuppofcd to do, 
would have obtained nearly fo good terms : Fyzoola Cawn 
has invariably refufed atthe Vizier's durbar more than five 
lacks for this very condition. 

I expected to have fet out on my return this day ; but 
the Ihroffing the money, and providing carriage for It, 
proves very tedious. 

I have taken from Fyzoola Cawn an engagement to 
afi^ord no afylum to the v izier's ryotts. 

I cannot concluded this letter, without once more recom- 
mending to your notice the indefatigable attention, the ex* 
tr^ordinary abilities, and incorruptible integrity, of Jehfu- 
fal Hufiein Cawn. He is Co you an invaluable fervant, and 
I fiacerely wifh he was employed where he might perform 
more elTential fervice.

Par. 54* In the ihort letter, which we di^ntched to yo« 
over land, -we mentioned the iflue of the Vizier's aegoci- 
ation with the Nabob Fysoola Cawn, through the agencf 
of Major Palmer : Wc fliall now be more paiticalar on this 
fubjeti. The above Nabob, after the conquefi of the Ro- 
dilla country by the late Vizier, was ullowed by treaty a 
Jaghcer of the diftn'A of Rampoie, eftimated at 1 5 lacks of 
rupees, a year, and reflrided in miliury furce to ttie com- 
oleoient of 5,000 troops i to which was added a claafe, that 
he ^onld fend % or 3,000 men «o join tlie Vizier's 
iorce, or attend in perfon, in oafe it ftiould be requifite. 
The late Vizier died very foon after ibe date of this treaty, 
and the piefent Vizier, his fuccefibr, never having dcrired 
any benefit from the ftipulation for military aid, whicb, 
whenever requited, was as often icfufed or evaded, the fti- 
puhtien in fa£l became a nnllity. 

55. FcojueDt repsns had been made to the Vieier to the 
prejudice of FyEoola Cawn's fidelity. He was faid to have 
enriched his Zemindarry by the fedudion of the Vizier's 
•coants from the adjacant countries ; and with the wealA 
be had accumulated, to be encreafing bjs Oiililary f<HCef , ia 
OTfler to make himfelf independent. The late RefidenC 
and fail deputy wrote us very alarmisg accounts of their 
fuf^cioni of r yeooUa Cawn's defigns, from the dangctonc 
intrigues which he was laid to be carrying on with tbfe 
neighbouring chiefs, for the iflvafion of. the Vizier's do< 
minions. They even ^plied to us for the detachment of* 
confiderable military force to affift the ViEter in redudog. 

' him to obedience. 

56. From the numerous enemies which we'had to oppofe 
at that time, we thought it woald be highly imprudent ts 
«ncreafc the nunbcr of oar foes ; and recommended a 
friendly and conciliatory condoQ towards Fyzoola Cawn, 
unlefs he fliould be found in open rebellion, until oor idFairs 
Iboold be in a hotter ftatete warrant forcible means, if they 
fhould be neceflary. , 

57. On the appointment of Mr. Briftow to La^now, 
he was fpecially ingrafted to endeavour to afircrtain the real 
fituatien and intentions of Fyzoola Cawn ; and by z. can- 
tjotts, but from an e&£lual intexpofition, to explain the 
^ifputed olaiifes of the treaty, and to oppn a negociattoa 
with him, for the purpofe of reducing his dcpendance or 
the Vizier's government to fiich fpccific conditions as mi{^t 
prevent any future difagrecments between theiB. 

58. The Vizier conceiving it proper to depute an Eng- 
lifh gentleman to Fyzoola Cawn fOr this purpofe, and Ma- 
jor PaloMT happening at Chat time to be at Lucknow, he 

WW 
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WIS accordifigly appointed, with infirudioni from the 
Refident, given under the Vizier's authority. 

50. As tht teoor of thcfc inflm^tions left Major Palmer 
at liberty to open the negociatioh or not, as he fiiouid find 
FyzoolaCawn dtrpofed to receive him, and appeared to u» 
to be too indefinite to produce any immediate cffcA, we 
wrote a letter to the Refident, direAing bim to reduce theot 
to tfic three following poinu : 

ift. To offer to reliiKjuiih the Vizier's daJm to the mili- 
tary aid which he was entitled to by treaty, and to re- 
quire a compenlation in money in lieu c^it. 
adly. To require that the Vizier's tenants, who had 
taken proteftion in Fyzoola Cawn's Jaghccr, fliould 
be reftored to the lands of their proper Sovereign. 
And, 
3dly. To olFer, for a proper confideration in moaey, to 
change Fyzoola Cawn'i J^beer, which is a tenure 
for life, into an altum, which defcends to fuccellbn. 
60. The purport (rf our tetter was immediately coiiv> 
tnunicated by Mr. Briftow to Major Painter, but did not 
nach him til! bis negociation was nearly concluded. He 
had been well received by Fyzoola Cawn, who ftrenuoufly 
denied every infringement of the treaty which had been laid 
to his diarge, but acquiefced in opinion, that the ftipnk- 
tion for military aid, cdntained ifi the treaty, was fubjeft 
to mifconftnjaioti, and would conftantly produce mifunder- 
ftanding and inconvcniencies with the Vizier. He there- 
lore de<ilared his readinefs to give acompenfationinlieuof 
it, but hii offer did liol excx^d 5 lacks of rupees. Major 
Palmer demanded 20 lacks ; and after many tedious and 
difficult d>&»ffion3< fettled the terms at 15 lacks, 5 of 
which were to bo pud immediately, and the remainder in 
Ihree inftallments, at the fcafons of the harvcfls ; and a 
treaty has accordingly been executed, which alfo prccludw 
Fyzoola Cafi'n from granting refuge to the Vizier's tenants, 
and confcqiiently includes our fecond propofition ; but in 
order to confute the allegation upon which it was founded 
■ Fyzoola Cawn produced to iVy or Palmer receipts of vari- 
ous dates from the Vizier's officers, for a great number of 
tenants delivered up to them, upon their requilitions. 
With refpeftto the third article, Fyzoola Cawn was wholly 
unwilling to treat upon it, declaring his inability to advance 
fbe additional compenfation required, Major Palmer ha- 
ving fixed the fum of 30 lacks of rupees for the whole. 

61. We cannot conceive what could have been Fyzoola 
Cawn's real motive for rejefting an ofier which muft ap- 
pear to every one to be fo valuable for an old man< — the con- 
. firnntion of a rich inheritance to his fon ; but we arc full 
as wellpleafedthathedidnotacceptofit, Upontbewhole, 
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we conceive that the Vjzicr baa obtained a very amol* 
equivalent For rclinquilhing his claim to a precarious 
9nd . unfcrriceablc right ; and we mufi add our fatis- 
fa£)ion that the affair has terminated in this manner, 
becaufc, in your letterofthe 12th July 1782, paragraph 62 
yoa exprefs fome apprehenfion for the event of the rcquifi- 
tion made from him for his quQtaof troops ; and proceed 
to intimate your wifli rather to be conlidered as the guardi- 
ans of the honour and profperity of the native powers in 
India, than as the inftruments of oppreffion ; and hope and 
and truft, that no hoAile fleps have been taken againft that 
Rohilla chief. 

62. Before we quit this fubjcft, we think it neccflary to 
add, that Major Palmer, on his arrival withFyzoolaCawn, 
found that the rumours which had been fpread of his hoftile 
defigns againft the Vixicr wcreiotaily groundlcfsj and that 
if he had been inclined, he had not the means to make him- 
felf formidable ; on tlie contrary, being in the decline o£ 
Yik, andpofleflingavery fertile and and ptofperoug Jagheer, 
it is more natural to fuppofe that Fyzbola Cawn wimcs to 
fpend the remainder of his days in peace and quictnefs, than 
that he is preparing to embark in an aflive and offenfive 
fccne, which mufi end in bis own deflruflioh. . 

63. In the arrangement this fortunately concluded with 
FyzooJa Cawn, we have adopted the ideas which we iUtcd 
to you in the 25th paragraph of our letter, in the fecret de- 
partment, of the 14th 0£tober 1781 i and, fuch arc the 
Inea^^^es which wcihall. ever wifh to obfetve towards our 
«llie§ or dependants upon out frontiers. .

, Governor General lays before the Board the accomanyiiig 
letters .and papers received from the Nabob Vizier" and his 
miriifter Hyder Beg Cawn, and containing various com-

Ik done by him in his official character, lince his laft ap~

Ufaallntrodaftion. 
' From the commencement of the friendfhip between the 
late Nuiraub and you the genxtemen of the Council, on thi* 
lide there has been no deficiency. In conf«(}uencc of the 
jnterchange of tafbans between you and the late Nurraub, 
i look up to you as the brother of- my fether ; my country 
and my dwcUiog are yours. I have, on alt occasions, ftu- 
^icdyourplcafure,' aiid the fatisia&ion of the gcptlcmca of 
.the Couiicil ; you on your part h«ye ftill afted in a manner 
coriefponding with the duties of frietidflilp and .a&^ion, 
and I feel and acknowledge tbeobligation; 

The difpofitton and condufl of Mr. ..Briftow were foE- 
toerly knownto you.. You lately wrote to me ihat, having 
included himinthc number ofyoufchoien and felcdt friendly 
.Toa:had fent hira here; and Major Palmer, agreeably to 
mftruCUont from you, returned from Cawnpore to UockT 
now to advife and encourage me ; this he did, recommend* 
ing attention and rcgaid to the inclination and latisfaction 
jof Mr. Briftow. , ' 

- , Mr.. Btiftowftt Us firft interview alTumed the difguife of 
aSitbitity and Jcindnefs. His firft propofal was, that f fhould 
intruft him with the management of my houfehold : If I 
would, he faid, he would conduct the bufinefs of that de- 
partment in fuch a manner as Ihould give mc infinite fatif- 
iaftion. I replied, that for the intereft of the Company's 
Surcor, he had full public powers ; and that I approved, of 
them, from my heart, as the means of confirming and 
. fircQgthening the friendship between the Company and me ; 
and that I would comply with every thing he might propofe 
foe the benefit of the Company's Surcor; but that in my 
' boalehold concerns there was not any tliingof fuch import- 
ance as to render it ncceOary to trouble him. 

In a few days he alTumed allneof conduft correspondent 
t«liis dirpolicion: to attempt a particular and minucc account 

of 
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of h, would be vain and jraitlcb. Not one cnmmftuice 
whichconld be produftive of irtAipatf, contcrapt,~or the 
annihiiatien of my autbonrr* li" he kft unpcrfbrined. 
Shoccahs, rcTpefiing the r^ments and other matters, be' 
has caufcd to be written, through Hyder Beg Kbawn, with- 
out my knowle^. He baa fcnt z SuzmuwuI to Furnik- 
habad contrary to my inclinations, and is preparii^ to (end 
Suzzaowuls to other places. He hat ftriftly forbade my mi- 
nifters from writing to you on the ftate of thinga ; declare 
ing, that if any one prefumcd to write a jingle circumftance . 
of the tranfaftions here to Calcutta, be would call him to a 
fc«rc account. He font a meSage to me direfting me to 
appoint a Treafurer and Comptroller of his choofing ; that 
rtte monies from the Mahalauts ailtgned for the expenccs of 
my hoafehold cftabhflwxnts and doraeilics fhonld be paid 
in to the above-mentioned Treafurer and Comptroller, and 
kept in a feparate houfc allotted for that purpolcj that peo- 
ple fcnt by him Ihould be ftadoned tbcie for its proteAion j 
and thftt what was ncceflary fhonld be ceipeodnl with his 
knowledge, and under his diredioB. 

I replied, that every one thFougbo«t tbe irtioh empie, 
fi-om thchigheft to thcloweft, had tbediRfiioaof hia owb 
hoafehold eAablifhrnents and domeAict; and de&rd to 
know wliether he would deprive me of that aothority aUb* 
He anfwered, that fuch were the orders of tbe gentlciBea 
fif the council, and he would cxtcute them, i rcfre fenn d 
to him in tbe moft earfxA and forcible torms, by mcdag^ 
that this meafurc could be of no bcRcfit to him, bat that 
it would cover me with indigni^ and dilbonour in tbe eyes 
of all mankind ; that it would be laid, the Numub Vixisf 
was fo eompteatly divefled of all power and auttwrity, d)at» 
by the appointment of a Treafurer and Comptroller, be hail 
Mo longer any command over his houfriiotd eftaUiiluncntt 
and domeftic fervants. Thisraefiagchad Boefie£t;became 
to-vilit me, and aflced why I entertained apprebenfioot froni 
the ai^intment of a Treafurer and Con^troUcr? That 
be propolcd it with a view to the regulation of tnv aSair*. 
He hod faid, at firft, that neither be nor Hyder B^ fhotild 
have any concern in the appointments of the Treafurer and 
Comptroller, but that I mould ^potnt whom I thought 
' proper ; I replied, that the appointments of Treafurer and 
Comptroller to my houfehold would be a dilgrace to me. 
After that he propofed that I myfelf fbould take upon me 
themanagemenr of aU my afiairs, and that the miniiterf 
fhould bedifmifled. As I knew that this propofal for this 
difmilTion of the minillers was made with a Kcrct view to 
the full eftablifliment of his own authority — in order to 
found his intentions, I obfervcd, that in the time of Mokh- 
Uuru Dowlchiimilar converfations bad pafied between us, 

and 
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ina jhie when I'warttcd to do h he himfcif protcfl^a him y ■ 
btf rtpliwt, that I might now do whatever I thought proper 
ITith rcf^rtt to the minifters ; that he would give it ufwier 
liishartd'4nd feaK that they fhdiild not receive prbteftlon 
either-ffom hhn, or from the gchtlcrteii of the Council. 1 
faid, thjtt the minifters had hitherto committed no cHfflrf 
Worthy of difmjffiori, bat that I vrffhcd he would gire «p 
Uie intended appointmenis of Comptroller and" Trcaftirerj 
hereplied, thajthe had orden to that purport, and that it' 
w^s not in his power. — Here the conTerfation ended, and ' 
he retired. 

Again he repeated his meffagc for the appointment of thtf 
Treafurer and Comptroller. I Taidi in anfwer, that the' 
Jagicrs of my parents, my relations; my friends, and mf 
officers, were all fequeflered;' that they had nO means of ' 
fubflftencf; and that it wasniy wilh toadmitthem all toa^ 
patticipatiOrf in the little which remained to me, but that" 
hewBUtd not permit even that; that hethrew a cord about 
nly ireck'to prevent my eating my raorfelin eafc and com- 
f6rtj thaithe tfliferies of myfriends, relations, andjagier^' 
dfets; ftlfed me with the deepeft diftrefs— "to that he added 
thefe difquietudes'} and entreated him, for God's I^e, lO" 
Jeavcmcat refl:. 

■Hra^irf vilitfcd mtin petftn, fayingj '* I defire yoa^ 
to^pomt a Trtiifnref and Comptroller ; your Highnefs ■ 
refafcs tb actjuiefce. To-day I tell yon plainly, that my 
oi-detsartf pefemptory; that whether youmay be pleafedpr 
dlftlesffed, I will, atallevehts, appoint a Comptroller and 
aTre&filret-— Will ca;iriri the m'Oh^ from the Janidauds— ' 
and Will iflue'it under my own authority, for the expenCcS ' ' 
of your houfehold." I replied, " In whatever you may 
pVbpofl: for the benefit' of the Company's Surcar, I am 
ready, to acquiefce ; b\it to an atrangementof my hoafe-' 
hrold, fo difgraceful and perriicious, I alfo will never agree; 
lS#ill'nrtl cbHfent to be dtprfved of my proper authority, 
and to' receive from yOut band the fubfiftence for my do- 
nieftic fetvants, and the^atiimals of myhoufehoid. If your' 
ordtrt are' peremptory, give to me A copy of the orders of • 
the gentlemen of the Council; my feal is forth-coming, I' 
will fend it to yod, and' you may do by violence whatovcr' 
you may think' proper; I will fliiitup the doors of my' 
hbufe, there I will fit, and fecludemyfelf from all fociety." 
Hereplied, itAvas wcU;.he would give me a written copy 
of the orders from the gentlemen of the Council ; I might 
fend my feal ;—^he would, at all events, execute themeafure, 
4fe then' rofe, and retired. 

For two days repeatedly I fent my feal to him by the ' 
Moufarri, that he' might do whatever he thought proper ; 
and then he faid, tbat if I would not affix my feal volunta- 
Vei". III. R lilv, , 
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rily, taj feal wat qntMceflary; be would fend Jettera-taoifetf 
fait own fcal, and would hitn&tf appoint a Tieafsrcr. .Tor 
which I returned no anfwcr. Accordingly, the Tankha* 
naoniet which came in he delivered to Mr. Cooper, and 
Mr. Cooper appototedftmaa named Dediait to the office of 
Treafiircr. 

Whatertr hsdwolcitofuvewrittea to asjrone, he crafcs 
dirafts of the Shutxahs to be mode out hj bis own Moon- 
fhee, and fends them by Sheikh Shuffee UUahi Sheikh 
Shui^ UlUh's Khidmu^ai caufes them to'oe written by 
tny Moonlliee, and having caufed my feal alfo to be affixed 
to them, carries them Awaj. Hence yon may form a judge- 
ment of the extent of my authority, aitd of th^ of my 
miniflcr*. 

He brought forward and carried iiUo ekccutioh: a redufiion 
of the troops, and that too without confuking me, even 
«s common Surft-rtfl»ehdar. He threatens my miniflcrs, 
ttUing them to a£t as he dire^, otlicrwile he willcaufe them 
to be turned out of their offices. The Mintfters, influeoced 
by the terror .of this menace, obey him; and /i&i/ he coa- 
flrues into the tnanagement of imairs with the advioc and 
^probation of the minifiers of my Succar, 

The whole city, and many of the gehtlemen here, art 
acquainted with the indignities I fuffer. My lUoatio^, my 
friend, although I am every way devoted to your pleafuiiE, . 
is wretched beyond meafure. My frioids and my relations, 
the Jagierdus and the officers of my government, arc ftarr- 
ing ; by inquiry inform yourfelf of the adual fitoation of 
Ihefe people. Such is my own condition, that Mr. Brifteir 
throttles me^ as it w»re, ia order to force the mocfel froca 
my moutli. 

I am made wretched to extreme by this oondu^ of Mr^ 
Briftow. If you will give me leave, and write to me .to that 
purport, I will come to you. Allow me not to be rendered 
contemptible in this country, where we have hved for three 
^uerations, in honour and pfolpcrity. I will come to yon, 
-and I will make no complaints ; either do this, or deliver 
me from the hands of this man. I am devoted tcr your plea- 
iure, I will not object to any thing ; whatever yoii may di-, 
jefl, agreeably to that I will act. If you are lolicitous to 
promote my profperity, confer npon me dilcretiohal power 
over my country, aod for the payment of the monies (o the 
Company. By heaping thefc miferies and indignities upon 
me, Mr. Briftow has engaged for the payment of certain 
fums. After obtaining a perfect knowledge of my fituation* 
whatever may be the mode on which you {bill determiiiey 
be pleafed to inform mc thereof, and I will canfe the monies' 
to be paid to you through the hands of my miniflers. If

IrepTefemedtohim.that from tbemoderata 
Kuflbom grantedandoonfirmedto us, under thc£ign Manual 
of his Highnefs, I had annually advanced more or lefs to 
tile Nuvvaub Vizier, in proportion to his neceffities ; and 
that what remained had been difburfed in defrayii^; my own 
neceHary expences ; that the accounts rcfpcfting the Ruf- 
jbom.from my firft appointment to the Neabut, were forth- 
coming, which he Might examine. He replied, that ac- 
counts were ufelcfs ; that I had accumulated great weailtli ; 
if I would give the fum he had mentioned it was well, if 
BOt he would, by a change in the office of Neabut, find 
means to procure the money. I afked him, whether the 
money could be procured by making that change ?- He re- 
plied m the affirmative ; and i retired from bu pretence. 

By one of his friends I afterwards fent him the following 
mcffigc:— That the Neabut^, and the wfpc^bility which 
Ipoflo^ed, were the gifts of the Governor General; that- 
his Highnefs, wij^liis ufual benevolence towards his ler- 
vants, had fliewa me favour 1 and that tp the prefent timo 
! had not been yranttng or deficient in my duty to either 
SnrcoEi that as he, Mr. BriAow, had been induced, at 
the inftigations ot my enemies, to inake the preceding de- 
clarations, if he was really and politively determined, in' 
confequcnce of fuch advice, to difmifs me from my office, 
jtwasw«ll, Iwould-retiiewithmy femtlyto^Calcuua. His-

frMn4.vrpttE<I ^ m^Hge, that wtut lie, Mr. Sriflpw, iia^ 
faid. baa prwec<l^<&pni t^e impulfe pf a violcot tamper, 
worked upQQ by the adviqe of &i;cnd milchievovifly-difppfe^ 
pnfont ; and tbiBt it would in the endfubfide. Ifptuine^ 
for afifwer, tb^tl would wait upoo Mr. Bciftow -the nuft 
day, and iicvef quit him, day or night, until I had Tuc- 
fxedcd id lemovlog the idea which he CDtcitupcd re- 
fpe£^ing my wealth. With this intention I waited opoq 
turn on the following morniiig: what convcriatiom huf 
paflcd between him and his friend I know ooti hut imme- 
diately on my arjival at his houfe, he fent me a melTage^ 
adjunng me to lay afide all appearai\ces of ai^er, asincon- 
fifleat and improper -, and propo^g that we Iboul^ meet, 
and confer together upon a^airs as ufual. 

.Deeming it ia every refpeft neceffary to'obcy, I conduct- 
ed mylclf as he bad ddired i and, without entering upm 
tbe fvbje^, delivered to him the accounts, written at loi^, 
of the receipts <^ Ruflbom ioi the laft fix years ; obfervi^ 
that the country and the Aumlls, both thofc in and tha£t 
out of employ oient, were forth-coming, and that he might 
oppofc and compare tfieie with their accounts, He replied, 
that nt ail cveats money imift be raifed. I anfwered, that J, 
ihould not have been backward, if the means bad been ia, 
ipy poffeffion. 

' After the preceding ^(Fair, he brought forward the bufi- 
n.cls rcfpefling the Aatiooing of the regiments, faying, tb»i 
1 muft procure a Shoccab to be written by his Highijteis oi^ 
that fubjeft". I oi>ferve4, that it would be neceflary to coio-t 
municatethc matter to the Nuvvaub Vizier, and obtain his 
confent. At firft he agreed, and laid, he would fpcak to 
his Highnefs on tha.t fubjcA. After fotne days employed 
in conferences on tbit bufiners, deeming it improper t* 
mention it to the Nuvvaub, he told.me that it was altoge- 
ther unnecefTary ; complained at the lame time, th^t oa al( 
occ^ons I was vont to introduce the name of the Vizier, 
demandit^ my reafons for lb doing. 1 replied, that everj; 
mcafure which was carriedintoexecutioii without the Vizi- 
er's knowledge muft uhimately draw tlie difpleafure of bot^ 
parties upon me. He alTerted thepoptrary, layinct bebaij 
it in command from the Governor General and gentlemen' 
of the Council, to a£t as hefhoulddeem proper, without 
wailing to inform the Nuvvaub, or allowmg his meafuFes 
to depend on his Highnefs 's pleafure or difpleafure, and or- 
dered me to cauf&the' Shuccahs tp be written. 

As I conJider his Highnefs's well-being and pfofpralty to. 
be promoted by my attachment to the Cpmpanyi wd ef- 
tceiuiug it a duty, in obedience to your cpmmands, to obex 
Mr. Briftow, Itlioaghtit improper lo fay any tliiogfurthet 
to )iim on the fubjet^ ; and ther^ibre } 4ld is bf htd dii^ct- 



fi, anA without tbe Viiaet'a Jcnowledge patifccl The Sbocc^ 
to be wcitten, a.ai .^livcnd it to Mr. SnSkim. In ihe 
fame manner, from the apprehcnfion of fofFering di%racc, 
I was induced to w&K ana deliver to him, by bis orders, 
feveral other Shficcdhs, witboin his Ui^nefs's knowted^^ 
At length tlte Visier obtained inforraation of tbefe ^artion- 
lars, and I fell under ihis difpleafure. Still confi^ring mv 
iiuty TO the Company's Si^rcerandnny doty tp hisHighncls 
as jiiJeparablc jran each other, and looking ap to you^w 
&voiir and piiMef^ion, I continued to exert mytetf as uliuil. 
The preceding was followed by an order from Mr. Brif- 
tom, to nukieput and deliver to him an account of the ex- 
penccsof the Nuvvaub's kitchcni. borfes, elephants, ca-* 
tads, &c. &c. I reprefentcd that he had never, during 
bis former rcifidency, demanded diefe papers, nor had they 
f ver bee*! demanded by either of the gentlemen who Jucceed- 

' fd him ; and if I Ihould now prefimte to delivertliem wiTb- 
out his Highnefs's coofcnt, he wQuld certainly itiSajt it* 
Towhich.Mr. fKriftow replied, In every bufinefa yow ftiK 
itltroduoe the name of bis Highncfs — it will not be welt for 
you; I have orders to take polTeflionof all papers. Wilhoirt 
remedy Idclivered to him the accounts above-mentioned. He 
tiien demaded the iit^itary aOsounts; and thote alfo i deliver- 
ed. This wasfoUowcdbyan order to wriw, and fend tohimi 
maftcr rollfi of the troops, both the Mootaiya-nc^ aiid Cbofe 
attending the prefence. I leprefented to him, that hi6 iud 
^rtadytaken from me tbe whole of the national accounts; 
that a full ftatemeiit of the Moooiya-neb was inchdol 
therein. He replied, that I mufl write and iftlirer Separate 
mufter rolls of the troops to him. I requefted a refpiie of 

' a few di^s for tfiis purpofe. He anfwered. No— th;U would 
be improper; that the Mootafudces muft be fent to his 
boule, and write there. Accordingly, he gave orders to Mr, 
Cooper to fend them there, and tliere they continued, in 
the ftylc of ptitoners, writing from fun-rife 'till nine at 
pight, for the fpace (j feven or eight days. When tbere- 
gifterormufter roll was finifhed, Mr. Briftow ordered four 
tbouland borfe and feven thoufand foot of the Mootaiyaneh 
to be difcharged; faying, that if the Aumils fhould b»ve 
occaHon for more troops, he had fent for fifteen thoufand ^ 
Aand of arms from Calcuna — he would raifc Sepoys; and 
|n lieu of tile troops difmi^fed, he would fend ihofe bepoy) 
enteruined by himfelf to the Aumils. I replied, that he 
was m after, and poliefled of fuprcmepower— hewas toad 
as he thought proper. Some time after he told me, that 
the arms which he had fent foi* from Calcutta were not ar- 
rived ; that at the commencement of the year he Ihould fet 
ttn frwt an cftahlifhrnent here for ibe repairing and making 
^ urns, and iai& ttooft, is he had aid before. It wai 
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now become ncccflary for me to approve and acquidcet 'wi4l 
•entire fubmiffion, in every thing which he was pleafed to fay 
or dtrcQ. 

Mr. BHUow now declared, T^at a Treafnrer and Comp- 
trollci muft be appointed to the Nuvvaub's houfehold. This 
tneafvire he at 6m propofed to his Highiiefs through the me- 
^mturdr other pecfons: atlafthe hitnfelf vifited the Nhv- 
ytvh, and OD this occafios comiminictted to his Highncfa 
pertain airuigeaienls^ implying advice, or propofals for my 
;otter expull^on trora office. To which the Nuvvaub repliet^ 
** On a former occafion Iwa< prevailed upon by your coun- 
..*< felt Vf adopt a condaQ finiUr to that which you how 
•' tepoenmend towards Mochtaur-u-Dowlch, and afier- 
" wards yon yourfelf flood forth to aid and protcA him— ^ 
?' What are your real intentions now T* Mr, Briftow re* 
sliedi dtat his Highnefs might fet hit heart at cafe with re- 
fped to htm i that be would be a furety, and would give an 
fcngi^eiivnt in writing, under his Teal, that on this occaii- 
«n no protection or affiftancc (hould be afforded to his High- 
nefs's mmifters on the part of the Englifh ; that his High- 
nefs, i» changing the faid mini%rs, and fnbflituting others, 
might take vhatcrer ftcps he thought proper. 

As the Nuvvaub did not acquiefce in this meafure, but 
fM the contrary made objeftioris to the appointments of 
Treafurer and Comptroller, Mr. Briftow applied to and 
4ireAed me to prevail upon bis Higbnelit to make tbolc ap- 
|KnatmcnU. Agreeably to bis orders, I waited upon and 
(Dade the neceflary reprelcatatiotM to the Muvvaub, who in 
reply f>id, *' Mr. Biiftow, the day before yeAerday, de- 
*' clared to me, that Hvder Beg Khawn fhould bavjc no* 
*• thing to do in thefeafeirs-r-afttr what manner w*sitpof- 
f lible for him to communicate this mcflage to yqu ? ' I 
^aifjvered, that, except by the diredions of Mr. Briflow, 
I could not have brought the meffage. His Highnefs com- 
nandcd me to return to Mrl Briftow, and to reprefent tq 
bim, in terms the moft foreihle, that he (Mr. Briflow) 
could obtain no benefit by the appointments of I'reafurer 
and CooiptroUer ; but that thofe appointments would rcfleft 
dilgrace and contempt upon bis Highnefs, fince it would 
become apparent that the VizicrpofTeflcd no authority what- 
ever, even over his houfehold eftablifhments, domeftics, 
and beads of carriage and bmden ; to alk him why he thus 
fterfecuted and deprefled him — adding, " The little which. 
** falls to my lot, even that be will not allow me to eat in 
<* peace and cjuietnefs." This declaration was accompani- 
ed by tears of anguifh. 

I delivered his Highnefs's mefiage to Mr. Briflow, and- 
reprefented to him all that had pal&d, and the ftate of mind- 
in which he w«s. ..Mr. Prifiov replied, that with. refpeO. 



IQ tlie Nuvyaub'i crying, fuch trick; and artifices we^ of 
tto itvMl with HiiiL That the Nuvvaub knew him welj 
^< — ^Icnew him to be that Mr. Briftow who always did 
that which he had fal^ and declared he would do; that 
lie (honld'do fo-on' thepiefpnt occalioii: that he had la- 
boured hard for fix years ; th?t the gentlemen in Eu- 
rope Would have appointed hini to a feat in the Supirm^ 
Council, but he had refufcd it, he had been labour- 
ing to obuin this ofSce — the government of this counuy ; 
ihat all people, and all bis friends, had told him he would 
iiBver obtain it. Vet at lall tie was come, and he had posi- 
tive orders to a£t in every rcipcft as he thinlu beft ; that he 
was poflllled of full and complete authority ; thaf he Should 
iaufe the Tfcafnti'r ahd Comptroller to be appointed this 
year, and from the beginning of the next he would take 
the total revenue or treaiury (if the yhole country into hit 
own hands, and would himfelf ilTue iti fpecie fuch fums as 
Ihould hi neceflary ; that fuch expences for elephants, 
hdrfes. Sic. were extrav^aot ; that the number of domef- 
tics was immoderate ; and that there was more vinuals than 
was neceilary dre%d in the Nuvvaub's kitchen i that b? 
would not permit or fiiffcr fuch expences. I alked Mr, 
Briftow, if I was to communicate what he had faid to the 
KuWaub? Yes, he replied, and that I Hiould tell hie 
Highnefs what he had faid in plain terms ; that be alfo 
would go face to face, and tell him fo. Accordingly, at . 
ihe end of two days, be came to the Nuwaub, and defircd 
him to make the appointments of Treafurer and Comptrol- 
ler ;' adding, that they were points which he never would 
^ive up^' ihii his orders from the gentlemen of the Council 
were peremptory. 

' His Highnefs replied, *' If you have peremptory orders 
•' on this fubjeft, give to me a written copy of thofe or- 
*' ders ; my foal is fonhcoming, take it, and do by force 
" whatever you think proper, I will Ihut up the doors 
" 6f my houfe, and there I wiU fit, and feclude myfelf 
" front' all foCicty." 

Mr. EriftoW replied. That he would givehim a written 
copy of the orders from the gentlemen of^the Couacil ; and 
witij regard to his feal, which he offered to fend, he might 
fend it. '' 

■ For two days after the preceding converfation, the Nuv-f 
Taubfenihisftal by theMouIuvVec, albngwithme, toMr. 
Briftow ; in confequence of which Mr. Briftow faid, that 
if (he Nuvvaub thought proper, he would aft as he (Mr. 
Briftow) had defired, and in that cafe himfelf affix his feal 
to the Shoccahs ; if not, he would not allow the bufinefs to 
depend upon the Nuvvaub's feal ; he would fend letters un- 
der his own feal to the Aumils, dire£Ung (bcm to traufmit 
'"•'■■•■■"'■■■■■■■" the 
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Aemonty to him, and he would keep.the ^eafury in IJJr 
own hands. 

The having wrote thofc letters Is menti<Hied by Mr. Brlf* 
tow m his letter to itic (vide copy. No. 4I to'fuoh a degree 
bs te depreflcd and degradeil the Nuvvaub. The odrivcr- 
finions which have pafled, and an account of the (^pr;eflions 
^ercifed towards his Higtners, wfll be madelcnomh'to you 
by his letter. When the Nu waub raade objeflions to the 
sppointments cff Treafurcr and Comptroller, grounded o» 
lie indignity ahd contempt which thofc appointments woul^ 
bring \ipon hitn, Mr. BriHow direfled his iurpicion's to- 
wards me, and wrote me a letter, to which I replied. Copiet 
of both letters are flibmftted 10 your infpeftion (vide co- 
fics, No. 4 and 5}; thence myculpability or inoocerice, 
together with Mr. Brillow's declarations refpefling my dif- 
tnilBoa from oflice, and other particulars, will be made 
fcnowntO you. As my letter in reply contained a matter oif 
6£t recapitulation of all that had pafled, Mr. BiiAow did 
not TcplyMp or c01itradi£V iL 

The n^ timt I waited upon him, be promled that we 
ftopld he reconciled to each other. I (aid th*t"I was obe^ir 
«it to his pteafure ; that { had not bitbeito been wanting ia 
obedience, ^nd diat in future I ihould not ; but that kind- 
neTs on his patt was atfo necefTary, He rcpHed,. that recon- 
ciliatTtm on his part would depend upon my not having 
wrote to the ftovcrnor General any mformation of what 
Wai palling here. I replied, that I had nothing to do with 
wtiting accounts of what palled here -, but that thofc things 
which he had done, and thofe things which he intended tp 
do, were known to people of all dcfcriptions in ^lis city. 
That Mirza Ifmael Beg, who was his counfcllor and ma-r 
tiager, had publifbed them to every one, and that people 
fpoke of theiA without rcfcrve to each other. Mr, Biiflow 
anfwered, that h6 had nevtr mentioned any thing on thcfe 
fubjef^s to Ifmael Beg. I faid, " If that be the cafe, why 
does be prefume to ttll the people that y«u will turn out the 
Nuvvaub's Aumils, and appoint Aumils of yonr own ? 
.Many to whom he has made this declaration are ready to 
bear witnefs to the truth of it." On hearing this, hecold- 
ly replied, that he had never faid fo ; for, as Ifmael Beg had 
propagated thefe reports agreeably to Mr. Briftow's inclina- 
tions, he did not think it proper to call him to any account 
for them. 

Such is Mr. Briftow's difpofitlon, that he outwardly pro- 
felTes And carcfles, while in reality he is endeavouring to cst 
pel me from my office, and then frequently denies or con- 
tradifts his Own declarations. In the reprefentation which I 
have made, I have not in one inAance, deviated from the 
staih i and it Is » pofilJve proof of the leaiity of piany o£ 
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^^pFailJ{:qUrs, t^at Mr., Brillow did not Kply to,,thofe 
^hich are, ftafed in my aafwer' to bis letter ; but zr 
our neat interytevr aflinned appearances of aff!tbilit]r and 
goodrwJ^> All.perfons of rank and, condition inthis.citf 
4tc fclly,acsuai'>^<l with thcforcgping circumftanccs. The. 
at>folutf;'p^.wBr aiTpmed by Mt. Briftovr in the affairs of this 
Surc^r, IS arrivedat facha pitch, that, to confult the plea- 
fitre of the Nuvvaub, or to'advife witR mc the condud of, 
a^airSr. ace ciTcu[!aftaitce& which he totally difregards. Thus 
tlic appoiatmem of Mah-upirpcd Bcgi. a, trooper under Mir- 
sa Atfpo Taulib, Hk jntimaie ofMMf.- Johnfon, to. the 
Suzzfluwulli of Fuirpckabad, by the removal of Mahuni'- 
n)cd,Saicd Khawa, and througbthe interpofition of I}nia4< 
Beg, wJuch fome time fiiice took place, Is a^circumftance 
known to.ajll mankind. I reprefentcd. to Mr. Briftow, that 
his Highncis did not approve of' the appointment j but my 
reprelentapW was difrcgatd^, ,ar>d hepofitive!^ obliged me 
to write and deliver 10 hioi^a Shoccah appointing MahunK- 
mud Beg, In the fame manner he has refolved, and in* 
tfnds jQ.icnd out Suzyauwuls from hirofelf'to all tUe Ma- 
tvavja^tst, He, moreover, on aM.occafions, both in private; 
and. iQ .public, declares, and.has repeatedly faid the fame 
tQ nv,. that at. the commencement of the enfuing year 
tie will turn out all tho Nuv.vaub Vizier's Aumils, and ap- 
poittt^uonikof his own ; thai he wHl order the whole of 
The revenues to be paid to him ; and that he will it^to thr 
N«vY8ub in fpecjc, with his own hand, what he himfelf 
may think neceflary for his Highnefs's cxpcnces ; and that 
il^,W}H.noI.fwff6r th.e authority of this Surcar to remain iit 
a,,fmgle Mahaul. He frequently fays, " Why dots the. 
*' Nuvvaub keep fo many elephants and hgrfcs f Why are 
*.' fuch'q,uiuitvtiesofpravilionsdreflVdin his kitchen.? Sucit 
•! numbers of dompfiics are unneceflary , 1 will cuiuilthc- 
♦• whole,"' 

With.refpcft to us, who are your dependehts, and the 
miftiilcrs of his HighiKfs, our credit and executive autho- 
rity in all affairs j» utterly aoriihiUred. Like the houlchold 
fcrvaftts.of, R^i;. Briftow, we are day and night attending 
kis conunaucls.; yet even by this conduShc will not ba 
pi^iyailed upon-to govern with candour and complacency : 
HQtwithflanding all that we dg, our hours are filled withun- 
repHtting alarms-, for the fafeiy of our honour. We have 
Etp.refourco^ but in your benevolence; no profpefk of re- 
d|[(fs» butfromyour equity and juftice. Impelled by the 
Bfoft urgent nccei&ty, his Higlinefs has wriiien to you a 
nar^tive of his lUuation ; an4 I* your devoted fervantf 
li^Ve thus reprefented ail that has pafled under my obferva- 
lion, ta the prcfent time, without addition or diminution, 
that we, the raioiftcfs, m^ not hereafter be deemed guilty 

of 
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of neglc£t in withholding the neceflkry inforiqatipnof uie 
prcfcni flate of thlo^shere. The happiheft uid pTofpcrity 
of the Navvaab depend iipon your ravoar atul kincniefsi 
ejir honour and {lability on your bounty and fupport. 
Whatever may be yourdetinninatioiiin Behalf <^ thU Sm- 
ear, It will be received witli joy and rcfpeft. Deaniing it a 
tlucy to make thi£ rcprcfent^tioh, I have thus laid It before 
ybu. It was heretofore the cftabliOied<;uQom with the gctir 
ticmen app*iiiRd to fuperintehd the Canipany's »&a.n at 
this Coun, to take Jauedaudt to tlie amount of the Com- 
pany's demand, and to le4ve the balance of revenue, uifing 
from the remainder of the country, at the difpolal bf his 
Highnefs \ in confcqoence of which, tfaore tir Ie& was 
fbithcomtng to the Tunkhaudais, Tagurdai^i and Uuz- 
Koaree troops, and for the expences of me NUv^aUb's boufe- 
bold eAabli^unents, elephants, horfet, camels, &c. In 
_thc prefent year, Mr. Briftow, after taking the Convoy's 
Jauedaud, gave orders, that from the remainder of the re- 
venues of this country, no miHiey Ihould be iflued to any 
perfon whatever : That, having appcimed a Treafiirer and 
Comptroller, he would call in the monies, anddiiefi:the 
Afburfcments himfelf; in confequencc of which, to the 
prefent period, no fubfiftence whatever has bttn reeved b^ 
the Tunkhaudars Jagurdars^ Hitidoftan troops, or pec^le 
employed in the offices of governtnent, and they 'are one 
and all calling out for redrefs and joftice. Such is the iitu- 
ation of things here, that all tiiankind are reduced to a fUto 
of defpair by the hand of Mr. Briflow. 

We, the minifters, owe our prefent ftations to youc 
bounty. His Highnefs alfo is devoted to your pleafure m. 
&11 refpcfls ; and from the interchange of tuibans bitween 
you and the late Nuvvaub, he coniiders you as the brother 
of-his father. Whatever may be your pleafure in behalf of 
his Highnefs, and with rdpeft to the we 11 -government of* 
this country, which in a peculiar manner appertains to you, 
bis Highnefs does in no refpe£l whatever obje£t ; wbatever 
directions you may give, thofe direflions he will obey. 

If, from the kindnefs and affedtion which you Ixiarto-' 
wards His highnefs, you (hall pleafc to confer upon him dis- 
cretionary powers for the dilcharge of the Company's de- 
mands, whatever may be the fum ftated by Mr. Briftow ta 
you as payable and to be paid in the courfe of the current 
year, his Highnefs, on receiving information of the amount, 
is ready and willing, with fuch powers, to difcharge the 
fame ; and we, the minifters, in obedience to youc plea- 
fure, and ftrengthened and fupported by you, iwill, at ail 
■ events, raife the neceflary fupplies for the payment thereof : 
and for the cnfuing year, agreeably to fuch plan or fyftem 
as you may determine upon for the payment of the entreat 
dema[t^;ic 
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demand, with difcretionary powers to his f^^befs, we will 
tike mcafuTCs for the payment of the fame in fuch manner 
that under the favour of God, and with your protefiion, 
the fums payable to the Company's Surcar {hall be punfiiu- 
aily received. By fuch a fyftem your &me, and the £im* 
of the Englifh people,, iha\l extend throughout this empire-' 
ajld due regard to your controlling power; and fubmiffioit 
and obedience to your orders, though fecietly operating, fhall 
be fo firmly eftablilhad as Ihall »nbrd you ample caufe for 
latis&£tion. The fuccefs of thefe propofals tkpendi apsn 
your ferour : with you it muft reft to form fuch a pbin for 
the payment of the Company's demands as may be conlift- 
ent with the honourand the dignity of the Nuvvaub Vizier ; 
and whatever mode you may pleafe to point out, with the 
bteffing of Godr ^rceably tiKreto your pleafuie ihall be 
fulfilled, without tlie fmalkft deviatton. Through God's 
favour, your knowledge atnl experience are celebrated amoti^ 
men ; you are the fupport and protodor of your friends, 
aod ai&irs of every delcription are ^miliar to your penetr»> 
tion. It is appearcnt, that in cafe his Higbnefs's autboritf 
IbaU be reftored, bankers, merchants^ friends and comtex- 
ions^-aU will be filled with confidence. Looking forward 
to future benefits, every one will confidcrhis difBculticB a* 
obje£ks of indifference or latis^£tion. The payment of the 
Company's demands, and the fulfilment of your pleafure, 
will be the firft objects of their views and wimes. No man 
will complun of hardfhips ; but in the expeftatton erf' future 
prqfperity, one and all will with gratitude acknowledge your 
raaodnefs, and chearfuUyfubmit to every pofBble faving, for 
ue purpofe of difchai^ng the debt to the Company.

Redrefsand prote£lioninbehalf of his Highnefs, ftoin 
the hand of Mr. Brifirovf, under whom the moft unbound- 
ed opprdiion is experienced, peculiarly depend upon your 
benevolence. Whatever may appear to you moft proper, 
let us be favoured with your orders, aod they Ihall bs 
obeyed.

The Nuvvaub Vizier and Hydcr Beg Khaun declare that, 
difgtaceful as it is held amongft MahummudaHS of their 
rank to prove fafts upon oath, they will fubmii to it with 
refpeA to the contents of the preceding narratives, if the 
GoTeiaor General and Council require it.

What 
Ins lately occurred on this fabjeA is-at follows-: I reprc- 
fented to the Nuvvanb that' as Mr. Briftow propofed thofc' 
appointmcntB^ in confcqiMRco of orders from the Governor 
Gtnsral and Coimdl, it' was necdTaiy and proper tfwt he" 
flion Id 'comply with the pleafnrcof the Governor. Htrf- 
Highneft replied, '* In this csfe I fliali be deprived abfo- 
■' lately- of ail power and refpectability. I cannot bdiever 
" tbat.tlM governor hat'givcn ru<^ directions'with refpect 
** t<x me." I rcprefcnted," that as Mr. Briftow dfeclarcd 
thenr to be the Governor's orders he {houldconfenf; that 
infonnation Ihoald afterwards be tranfrnitted to the'Gorer- 
not-GencraJv with whofo pteafnre, if it-fhontd prdre tO* 
Have been fo, hs would of conrfechcarfuUj comply'; on' 
tlueontntys if. it> ^ould turn out to- be otherwtfe, tb<i' 
GoTcmftT himfelf would forbidthe meafure. HisFfighnef*' 
VfcpC immoderate ; he faid that he was pcrfecutcd day an<l' 
ei^ ; that Mr. Briftow did not allow him a moTnenT*9' 
. te^ftc:; that he now; wanted to prevent hh enjoying iif 
ncaoe and (]Tiietnef5>etentbe' lirclt whtchhe did get ; tbati 
his: friends .and rehtions -did not obiaintheleaft ptorlfion 
ia.lieo of their fequcfered Jagors; that Mr-. Brinbw had* 
fetbid him to writs his' iitnation to the Governor; tdliag; 
bim be moft correfpondonthefe afeiraj that be was with-- 
CMtrefouFce ; that as Mr. Briftow formerly told him that-* 
neither he' nor Hydar Beg Jhould interfere in the appmnt-i-- 
nwntof the Treaniry and Comptroller, ori» thfrdimoife*' 
nients, bat that he, the Nnvvaiib, ftiootd make riiofli-ap^ 
pDintments by his own authority ; that he-would go fahn-- 
fclf, and in pcrfon anfwer Mr. Briftowonthefubje£b 

His Highnefs went accordingly, aiid t(^ Mr. Briftotr* 
that by nominating and appointing a Trcafurer and Comp.- 
troUer, he difgraced and rendered him, the NuTvaubi con-- 
temptible, and that without obtaining any thing fiirhim- 
iblf hut a bad name; Mr. Briftow replied, that fach werC 
jhe orders of the gentlemen of the Council, and that hi«* 
Bighnefs muft appoint Se£tul Raum Treafurcr, andTrflo- 
koor Daus Comptroller, asthepetfons fixed 'upon and 're» 
commended by him, Mr. Briftow. His Highnefs anfweri 
cd, thatTippur Chund was the old and cftablilhed Trea- 
fuier to tbcuoops, and4e£ted that hcjui^tbecontioiied; 
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tWthe IlTaiDg pay to tbe ToorlcTiivTauri, &e. had all along 
fecen in his hands) and therefore propofed that he Ihould 
bontimie to ifTuc it -, and with refpeft to his propofed ap- 
pointment of Tahakoor Dans to the Comptrollerfliip of the 
noufehold, that Mirza Maliommud HulTun was the Comp- 
troller,; Tahakoor Daus might be appointed his Deputy or 
imaaager. ; that the money for tiie payment of the Toork- 
fuvi(aurs Ihould be paid in to him, the Nuvvaub ; that he, 
as h«ret(oforc, would fend it to the RajaTippur Chund, and 
that Tippur Chund would ilTue It. Mr. Briflow, it ap- 
pears, conlented (o this arrangement : I was not prefentat 
iheprecedihg interview. Some time afterwards Mr. Bril- 
tow gave the charge of Ihe njoney for the p^menl of tlie 
Toqrkfuvvaurs to Mr. Cooper, and Mr. Cooper appoint' 
ed a Treafurcr on his own part to iffue it to them ; and cauf- 
ed Sboccahs to be written to the Aumils, direfling them to 
include the Tunkhau monies for the payment of the Toork- 
fdvvaurs iti the amount of the Company's Tunkhau, and 
remit the whole to Mr. Briftow. 

Mr. Briflow otdeKd me to caufe the Nuvvaub's feal to 
be put to thofe Shoccahs: and further, direflcd, that I 
Ihould caufe a houfc in the city to be procured, where the 
Trcafurer for the difburfements to the houfehold cflabhlh- 
menu Ihonld be kq>t -, and faid, that he would ftation a 
Subadarand guard of his own, for the prote£tion of the 
Trcafuiy. 

In obidiencc to Mr. Brifiow's order I aSircd the feal to 
the Shoccahs, which drew upon me the Nuwaub'sdifplea- 
fure. Heobfeivcd, (hat Mr. Briftow had firft agreed that 
thofe ofiiccs ihould be under his, the Nuvvaub's, authori- 
ty ; that he had. now caufed Shoccahs to be written, as juft 
related, and have given them in cliarge to Mr, Cooper; 
that Mr. Cooper had appointed a Treafurer under him 1 
and thatthe money which hadanived for the payment of 
the Tooitfavvaurs, had been delivered M Mr. Cooper's 
Treafurer; that Mr. Briftow demanded a feparate haufc 
for the houfehold Treafury, where he would place a Suba- 
-dar and guard of his own : hence it was evident he had 
troken his engagements, and was about to divefl him of 
his govertmicnt altc^ether ;— that he Would not confcnt 
to ii. 

The Nuvvaub fent the following nieflage to Mr. Brjf- 
tow, byihe people who came from him to confer with his 
Highnefs on this fubjeft — 'That Mr. Briftow had agreed 
with him upon other arrangements, and that he had now 
introduced others very different ; that to focli arjangenients 
he would not confcnt. From the time when Mr. Briflottr 
ideclared to the Nuvvaub that I Ihould not have any con-. 
cern in thcfe affairs, but that he, the Vizier, fhould fettls 
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and manage them at his own pleafnre ind llUcretiotl, I bzil 
withdrawn myfeif altogether. 

When the Nuvvaub fcnt the (Preceding ahfwer, Mt. Brif' 
tow addreiTcd liimfelf to mc — faid, the Nuvvaub had broke 
his promife ; that be, Mr. Briftow, had propofed SeetUl 
Raum to fill the ofice of Treafurer, Md that the Vizier 
had ihentionetl the Raja l^ippur Chund for the head of the 

Eublic TreaTury, but that he now infilled he Ihouid only 
aVc the payment of the troops : That he, Mr. Briftow, 
would not confent to this. That it was the orders of the 
gentlemen of the Council, that all the dilbarfements Ihotild 
be controlHd and direAed by him, and therefore he wotild 
lake the whole of the Treaiury department into his owtk 
h^nds. I replied, that as he had himlelf declared to the 
Nuvvaub, .that I fhould have no concern or authority there- 
in, I had declined all interference. That I had written and 
delivered to him the Shoccahs rcfpcfting the ToorkfuvvaucEt 
in obedience to his orders, and that the NuTvailb alfo was 
difpleafed with me on thataccount ; that I was unacquaint- 
ed with what had paflcd between him and the Vizier. I 
added, ■' The Vizier fays that you had left the Whole to 
. his management — that you afterwards broke through that 
engagement and caufcd Shoccahs to be written, includiiv 
the Tunkhau of the Toorkfuwanrs» in the Tunkhan ot 
the Company ; and that you have given the monies receiv- 
ed in cliai^e to Mr. Cooper, who has appointed a Trea- 
. furer of his own — and you declare, that the Nurraub has 
retraced his promife." 

Mr. firiflow in reply, told me, That I muftinfonn thl 
Nuvvaub, that he would aft as he had declared — that be had 
pofitive orders of the gentlemen -of the Council in this re- 
fpcft — tliat the Treaiury and the dilburfcments Ihould be 
under his management. I anfwered, that fnch were tl)c 
mcflages he fent to the Nuvvaub by me ; while he, on the 
contrary, told him, that he Ihould ofe his own pleafure in 
the conduA of affeirs— that I would carry the me^ge agree- 
ably to his orders, and defired to know bis pleafure, in 
cafe the Nuvvaub Ihould not be pjcafcd to confent. Mr. 
Briftow replied, that at all events he would do as he had de- 
clared, let the Nuvvuab be pleafed or difpleafed — and de- 
manded whether I would or would not pay obedience to * 
the orders of the Governor General and the gentlemen of 
the Council I I anfwered, that while I ha4 life I would 
comply with all fuch direftioni as heihonid give to me, 
agreeably to the orders of the Governor General and Coun- 
cil— thati was obedient to his authority — thatl had hither* 
to fulfilled all his commands, and that I was ftill ready to 
obey them.

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.' Agreeably to Mr. Briftow's orders, Idelivcred'his mef- 
fige to the Vizier, who faid, in reply, that Mr. BrifloW 
bad deviated from his agreement with him ; and that h£ 
CTouId not confent : That he vb*u1<J go and anfwer Mn 
Briftow in pcrfon. While we were engaged in this con.* 
VerfaCion, information arrived that Mr. Briftow was com- ' 
ing to the pielence. — He and Mr. Cooper came Ihortly 
after, and I retired. 

The Novvaub and Mr. Briftow converfed fot fohne timet' 
and then the Vizier ordered mc to be called. What had 
paRed previous to this I am unacquainted with ; but on my 
return, Mr, Briftow told the Nuvvaub before me, that by 
the orders of the gentlemen of the Council, he was dire£tcd 
to take into his own hands al! the dilburfemcnts for the Nuv- 
vaub's houfehold eftablilhtiients, and the payment of th^ 
^oops of the SuTcar. The NuVvaub replied, that Mr. 
Briftow had told him that .neither he nor I Should have any 
concern in thcfc aiiairs ; but that he, liis Highnefs, fhould 
himfclf appoint both the Trcafurer and Comptroller, and 
order his own difburfements at his plcafurc. That now 
Mr. Briftow' had given the money for the payment of thtf 
Toorkfuvvaurs in charge to Mr. Cooper, who had appoint- 
ed a Trcafurer to a^ under him ; and that he had caufed 
Shoccahs to be written to the Aumils without his know- 
ledge, direAing thofc monies in future to be included itt 
the Company's Tunkhau. That Mr. Briftow had agreed 
that tbepaymentof the houfehold eftabhftiment, expences, 
and fervants, ihouldbeat his difpofal — had agreed to thd 
Coniptrollerfhip of Mirza Mahummud Huftun— and to thi! 
deputy ComptroUerQiip of Tahakoor Daus. Thit now he 
inmlcd on the name of Mirza Mahummud HuITun being 
flruckout, and that thofe offices fliould be fubjciEt to'his 
authority. ," Hence," added the Nuwaub, "it is evident 
*' tome, that you arc about to diveft mc of my rights al- 
*• together. "Iffuch are the ordersof thegentleiiicn of thfl 
Council, give them to me in writing, and I will adt in 
obedience to ihofe orders': — my feal is at hand, I will fend it 
to you, and may manage as you may think beft. I will 
Ihut up the doors of my houfc, there I will lit) and feclude 
lAyfelffrom all fociety. 

Mr. Briftow replied, that the diveftihg his Highncrs of 
his rights was not intended — that what he faid proceeded 
from a regard to his welfare— that it would be better for his 
Highnefs to comply with wiilingnefs — that he Would giVe 
to him in writing the orders he had received from the gentle- 
men of the Council — That if his Highnefs would not com- 
ply willingly, it w4s well ; he might fend his feal to him,, 
and he would carry thofe orders into execution. I repre- 
sented to the Nuwaub, in the picfence of Mr. Briftow, i , 
Sa thatS'^ 
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that fuch disputes between tbcm were improper; ttnt It 
would be better to a3 with barntony, and in conjnodioR 
with each other. The Nuvvaob tiimed to me in rage, and 
replied, " He made agtceiflents witli vat, and is ftdii^ in 
" oppofition to thofe agreements. Nay, becvcii nowiays, 
** that he will a£l thbs. You rejze rac by the throat, and 
" will not fufTermero fpcak." In a word, at the concision 
of this converfation, Mr. Sriftow got up in Aifpleafuc^ 
and returned home. 

I waited npon him there. lie told me that at aill events 
he muft carry this meafure into execution ; that his H^hi 
nefs had rcfufed to give the Shoccahs ; that he himfelf would 
write letters to the Aumils, and that I muft write letters 
alfo. I replied, that I was in every refpedl ready to obey 
his orders, but defircd to know his determination in cafe i 
Ihoutd fall under the NuvTaub's difpleafure. He Tcpliedi 
that in that cafe he would fupport and prote3 mc. I de- 
iired to know whether, if the Nuvtaob fhould deliver bit 
feal, I fhould bring it. He replied, *' If the Nnwiubgjret 
" you his feal, bring it j if not I will write the letters from 
** myfelf. The orders of the gentlemen of the Council w 
*' mc arc pofitivc, that ithcthcr th« Nuvvaub tspleafedoi 
•' difpleafcd I ftiall, at all events, carry this meafure inlv 
" cxccttion, and I will How execute them." I anfwend, 
tiiat agreeably to the orders I had received from the Gover- 
nor, 1 was obedient to his direftions ; here I took Icbw, 
and returned home. As Mr. Brillow's difpofition is violent 
and precipitate, he wrote me a letter on the evening df tin 
fame day j a copy of his letter, together with a ce^y of 
what I wrote in reply, accompany this (vide No. 4. and 
5). In the morning I waited upon Mr. Briftow i^in ; be 
faid to me, that at all events I muft obtain the Nuvvsnh'c 
confent; that delay hi the execution of the meafure he lad 
propofed reflfefted difgrace upon him. I obferved, that bt 
refufed to comply with the Nuvvaub's propofals. He te- 
plied, the object was to do the bulinefs effedually j tbxt the 
name of Mirza Mahummud HufTun fliould be eraled ; that 
Tah^koordaus fliould be the Comptrolle'rio die bouihold 
eflftblifhments, that Dewurgeerdafs fhould be the Treafurer, 
and that Raja Tippur Chund Ihould be Treafurer, as here- 
tofore, for the payment of the troops. I went and communi- 
cated the foregoing to the Nuvvaub : His Highnef^ replied, 
that he lliould be difgraced by thcfe new appointments trf 
Treafurer and Comptroller, but he was without remedy, 
he would comply with Mr. Briftow's pleafure on certain 
conditions, viz. that as he forbid him fixim writing bit 
fituatian tothe gov«rnor, he, Mr. Briflow, himfelf fiionld 
write in his behalf, and reprelcntlbcffateof the cafe tothe 
Governor General, Wc, thai his Highnefs by his iiBpeflr- 

tuoit;. 
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tviQty, had been fatcai to comply, bur tbat the tneafure 
una not agreeable to him« and he Ihould eotrcu the 
Governor's petmiffipn to abolilb the new appouiunentt 
CNf CooiptFoUer and Trearurer; that Ui. Briflow fhould 
fend the oaoney for the payment of the Toorkfiivvaurs to 
him* the Nuwaub, and that he, as .formerly* would 
fend it to Tyipur Cbufld to be ilTucd. I returned to Mr, 
Briftoir, and cotiuimiiicatcd the Nuvvaub's aiifwer : Mr. 
9rifiow QDnfented that after the appointments lud Uken 
place, he would write to the Governor, and recammend 
the Nuvvaub's wilhcs ; and that 1^ would a£t agreea- 
bly tq tb^ orders he Ihould receive from the Governor ii) 
reply, 

Accorduig to the pleafure of Mr. Briftow, Dawaugaif 
Daus ha* been appointed Treafurer* Tahakoor Daqs 
CompCrotler of the Houfehold, and Rajah TJppur Chund 
Paymafler to ths Toorkfuvvaurs, &c. It remains to be 
fecn 'whether Mr. Briftow. will write to the Governor agree* 
ably to ^is promife, oc not- Whatever may be the Gover> 
fior's pleafure, hii ofderi l)iaU be complied with.

The letten to the Autnils I wilj write and 
deliver to TOUj agreeably to your orders. ' You are plcafed 
to fay, " That from your reliance on me you have retrain- 
ed hitherto. That if, poflTefGng an intire authority and 
power in the Surcor of the Vizier, I declare that he refufes 
to attciyl tq iny r^prefcntations, the worft confcquences ar« 
to be ^prchended therefrom to mc, inafmuch as I am the 
Deputy of (he Nuyvaub, pofleffing unlimited authority, — 
yet reprefcnt an^ lay before him meafures of importance, 
9ndam uiiable to obtain, his affent to them. That whenever 
the confidence of the 'W'vuer is withdrawn from mc, and 
ncceflary meafures car\ no lotigec be carried into execution, 
the bujinefs is at an tnd." — Although to reply to thcfc parti- 
culars of yo\ir pleafure is to deviate from the rcfpcd due from 
the obedient ; y^t when, i^rithout caufe and without fault, 
the hour of crimination arrives, to reprcfent the real ftate 
of things becomes unavoidable.

tpithout hefitauon or cvafion, at the hazard of my Tlfe, iiu 
afmuch as 1 confidcr my own impreft and profpe'rity as de* 
pdiding thereon. 

When you formerly fpoVc to merefpefling the Toork- 
fuvvaurs, and thehouiehold cAabUAiments of thbNuvvanh 
Vizier, I then informed you, that 1 never had any concern 
in the management of thofc cftablifhmeotS' — 4hat this cir- 
cumftance was known to the whole world, that thej 
fcere under the direftion of the Vizier's own people— -and 
that he never would voluntarily confent to the meafvire* 
You told mc in reply, " That the Governor Genetal'j 
orders were to be obeyed, and fo I muft inform the 
Nabob." 

I, on my part, toTd his Highnefs, in the moft pointed 
terms, that there was a necellity (ox his compliance with 
whatever propofals yoij fhould make by the Govcrnor't 
order for the improvement of his affairs. But other pco- 

tle, at the "fame time, carried meflages from you to the Na- 
ob, importing that whatever his pleafure might be, you 
^ould adl agreeably thereto ; nay, you even went fo far as . 
xa >cwmmend in perfon to the Nabob, that I fhotiltl not be 
employe'.'^ ^ thefe atlairs, but that he fiiouJd cpnduft them 
as bethought proper himfelf. Other cxpreffions-droptfrom 
you with refpeft to SiC,' which! know not how to repeat, 
for fuch I never couldhave £2pc6ted from you. This be- 
ihgthecafe, in jiiftice coniider, that havingexpreflerfyour- 
felf as you did exprefs yourfelf, what avChori^, or influ- 
ence, or refpefl^bility can remain with me .* The coiiduft 
of this bulinefs did rtot depend upon me, and thejiifore the 
delay cannot have arifen from neglcft on my part, Sc^er?! 
people have been employed in conferences on this fubjefi 
with the Nabob Vizier, by yoUr orders. Now that, from 
motives of kindnefs and favour, you have directed me to 
forward this bufmefs, and added declarations refpefting fup-r 
port and alTiftance, 1 am, as I have always declared^ ready 
to obey ; to whatever you Ihall pleafe to comiiiand, I fiiaLl 
never objeft ; and every way ready to obey your orders in 
the execution of affairs, independent of the mclinations of 
the Nabob VJzier, if you will aflbre mc' of fupport and 
proteflion in cafe of his difpleaiure ; I have never yetob- 
jefled, nor will I now objcdt. Devoted and powerlefs as 
I am, the iii^reafe of my refpeflability and influence de-; 
pendsupon your favour towards me, and their diminution 
proceeds from oppofite caufes. Thus I have ever a£ted ; 
and this I have repeatedly declared, and 1 now repeat thatini 
the affairs of both Snrcors I am ready to obey the orders of 
the Governor General, and the gentlemen of the Council, 
and your's, at the hazard of my life, and without evafion 
ctT excufe. The delay which hss hhhef^ come to pais in 
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^is bafincfs has not in any manner proceeded from negleft 
on toy part ; the negotiation of this affair didnot depend upon 
n»t whenever I fpoke to his Highncfs on the fcbjea/he 
always replied, " Mr. Briftow has told me that you muft 
•* have nothing to do irnhele affairs ; why then dp yeu talk 
f to me on the fubjefl ? leave it to me a[id Mr. Briftow." 
This particular I have heretofore fullj^ and repeatedly men- 
tioned to you. Now that, from motives of kindnefs, you 
have fevoured me with yoar commands, I am ready to obey 
them, I will ail agreeably to your direftions ; if yoii had 
^voured me with them formerly, they would have bccB 
jnftantly executed, no delays would hsvc intervened. 

I wifned the day before yefterday to lay thU rcprefentation 
ef the ftatc of things before you, but was deterred by my 
apprehenfjons of your apinefs-to anger. As I entertain the 
futleft hopes from your favour, I have at length ventured 
0ti ttUB comttiunicat'ion of my Situation. - .

Honourable Sir, and Gentkmen, 

AgKcabie to the accompanying lift, I have the honour 
S) enclofe complete ftatements of the Vizier's receipts and 
difburfements. Upon a fcrutiny into the particulars, I am 
perftiaded great favings may be made in the Motayenni} a 
large, proportion of the charges under this head can oitly be 
fonfidercd as penCons. The nutftbcr of 13,153 caValry,' 
;md 48,7 15 inftntry, do not exift ; and it becomes a matter 
of the highcft importance to the Vizier's affairs to regulate 
fo evident an abufe. Ever fince I took charge of my office, 
I have given uninterrupted attention to the obtaining the 
beft information of the nature of the Motayenna, and the 
means of retrenching fo ufelefs aneftablifhmetit ; T have al- 
fb made it myftudy to afcertain the corps which really exifl, 
and may be called upon fervice in cafe the peace of the Vi- 
zier's dominions fhoiild be interrupted, either by intefline 
comwlotions, orinvafionby ancncmy. 

I am forry to inform you that, ■ by every enquiry T have 
been able to make, it docs not appear the Vizier could aflem- 
blc an army of ten thoufand men. The whole arc many 
months in arrears ; there is neither ammunition nor ftores 
of any kind ready to equip troops for fervice j and the late 
tumults and infurreflions of Zemindars prove the Motay- 
enna not equal to the prefctving the police of thecountiy, 
Cpucb lefs able to a£t againft a foreign enemy. 

The Vizier can look to the Honourable Company only 
for % eflablifbin^ his wtliomy, and Kftoring hu domini- 
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ont to their former flouriihing flatc. Agreeable to the K-i 

fuluions in the treaty of Chunar, none but regular efta-i 
liflinaeots were to be kept by the Vizier; andlfiiallnow 
jfubmit to your cotilideration the plans which I think it my 
duty to recommend to the Vizier, and that they {hould bo 
executed with as much expedition as the flate of affairs will 
admit. 

The Turk Sewais have been diftinguiAied fw gallantry 
^nd good conduct on many occafions. The officers of this 
corps are principally men who were originally in the Com- 
pany's fervice, and more accudomed to fubordination than 
any other of the Vizier's troops. There are eight months 
arrears due to them, and as they appeared to me thp fitteft 
to be attached to the brigade in cafe fervtcc Ihould'occur, I 
have procured an alCgtlment in their favour of nine lacks of 
rupees, the amount to be paid at Lucknow, and diftributed 
to the men by proper paymaftcrs, freeof deduAions, and 
in fpccie, as a grofs abufc has often prevailed in paying them 
in goods inflcad of ^pipney, This corps being likewifc 
on the fpot, the Vizier may review and muller them, ia 
which. I pTopofe having the honour to attend him. The 
ilate of tbetr horfes, arms, and accoutrements, may be 
minutely examined. Moft probably a confiderable reduc- 
tion will take place of the men unlit for ferviee, and in the 
cftablifliment, as upott ih^ certainty of regular payment ia 
future, the rate of fifty nipecc per month for every private 
trooper, is con£derably above what they ^au fairly ^ejaiqi, 
and the eflablifiiments are loaded with fupcri^umcrary oJf- 
fcers. 

The gallant condu£l: of the E.u£&ulah under the com- 
mand of Abdul Rchman -Cawn, now afting with Colonel 
Charles Morgan, and the encouragement given <o that 
corps by your honourable Board, have led me to exejt my 
endeavours in favour of his brother Mahomed Sa;^iid Cawn, 
who commands three hundred and twenty-one pf the Vi- 
zier's cavalry. I have procured certain fund^ for the pay- 
ment of his corps, and fliall flrongly recommend it to the 
Vizier, to withdraw the detachments of his Ru0aiiIah from, 
the interior parts of the country, coUeft it in force at 
Lucknow, and ilTue the pay upop the plan proppfed with 
refpeft to the Turk Sewars. 

I fliall, without further delay, advife the Vizier to aboliflx 
the pra£lice of detaching Iro.ops in fmall bodies, which yoi^ 
will obferve by the Hatenient of the Motayenna, to have 
been carried fo low as one in number. Whatever may ho 
required in onedillrift, ought to becompofedof onecorpSi^ 
The RulTaulalu may be reduced to one or two hundred^ 
• This will fccure many advantages, particularly in the cafe 
Af defedioD} where an individual quitting the {crTic<r wi^^ 
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(o inconlidersblc a force, will be of little confequeace, and 
lut place be eafUy fupplied. 

I mnft intreat your indulgence in regard to the imtnediats 
execution of the honomrable Governor General's coaimands 
of the 234 September 1781, direfting that the Vizier 
ihould be advifeif to abolifli the fyftem of ailignmenti to hi* 
Motayenna. It njay doubtlefs be gradually introduced ; but 
if it were to be undertaken ^t the prcfent time that fuch con- 
fiderable arrears are due to the troops, it would, in my opi- 
pion, create a general fpirit of difco|itei)t and mutiny, be- 
caufe they look to the alHgnments ai the fccurity for their 
pay ; and I cannot deyife any alternative that would fatisfy 
thpm : When muflcrs may be uken, and the eftablifhmentf 
reduced to one general fyfteoia it may be fafely executed. I 
hope, t]pon examination of the perplexed ftateof the bufi- 
nefs, it will not be thought unreafonable that I Ihouid flats 
R delay of fome months, probably the end of the year, as 
required, before his Excellency will be able to abolilh the 
fyftem of aflignments. In fuch inftances, when it can im* 
mediately be jsxecated, I ihall exert my utmoft endeavours 
to perfuade the Vizier do longer to poftpone fo necefTary a 
meafure. 

It is out of my power at prefent to explain the particulars 
of the propofed reau£t ions. Unlefs the Vizicra&sdiceAly 
in the bvmnefs, by making the circuit of fuch diftrifts as 
^e the moll defciving his attention, and deputing confiden- 
tial agents to the remainder, the evil would be a long time 
before it could be completely remedied. I Jhall in tlw 
courfc of the execution of my duty, meet with great oppo- 
Ction in the- mifrcprefentaiions of the perfons interelieil 
againft the reform. I hope the advantages to be derived 
from it will appear fo evident to his Excellency, that he 
will not only lincerely and heartily afient to the mcxTurc^ 
but fupport it by every exertion of his authority. 

I have rcaibn to believe alt the accounts of the Motayen- 
na, as well as other expences attending tlie Vizier's govcra- 
tnent, have not yet been furnithed me. If, after enquiry, 
any omifllons fhould have, been made, or charges incurred 
on the fame account twice infeited, I fiiall fubmit the paTti> 
tulars to your conHderation. 

I beg leave to inform you, the allowances on account ths 
Jaghytcs and Tuncaws were recorded upon the Vizier's 
books ^t the following annual amount :

Etch in the prefent reduced l^tetheamoum is vorfh^l 
t)Ut, conCdering the pevfons to whom ihey are granted, bc' 
ing principally the Vizier's relati 'ns, the OW dcpondcnts^f 
fatsfemily, or ttie fervants of government, it would be dif- ' 
ftcoh (o Biako further rcdafiions, particularly a« rooft of 
thefn were perfonsl iving in great affluence^ and now de- 
pending folely upon the bounty- of th? Vizier for fub&ft' 
enoc. The hinds for the payo»ent of thelc allowznces can 
only be procured by ttte uvmgs and redu£t:ions ef niclcft 
^nd unnccciT^ry eilpences in all arrangements; however, ths 
Vizier's perfonal charges, the army, and the honourable 
Company's claims, wilt be firft provided for. 

The honourable the Governor General, in his inftmc* 
tions at Chunar,. dated 23d September 1781, {tirefledthe 
late Relidentrfo carry into execution the ftipulation the Vi- 
ftier had entered into for the regulations of his petfonal ex- 
ncnces : no meafures have yet been uHen in this bufin^ j 
and I now beg Jcavc to fubmit to youi' confid^Uiofi the 
tieads of the plan, tthich I hare recommended 16 t|K Vi* 
"zier; viz. 

ifV. That the fatns appropriated for defraying ^ 
wages and allonanoes of the Vizier's fervants, and 
the departments of his houfehokl, fhou^d be depofit- 
ed under the charge of a Trcifarer. 

2d. That the nnjmhly cKpences of the Vizier'* fervants 
' - and the departments (^ his hooiehold flvnuld be 
fixed, and paid by the fame Trcafqrer without fee Of 
deduflion. 

3d. That no monies fhould be ilTued except by the Vi- 
zier's warrant, and the official atteflatioiis of the 
afting Minifter. 

4th, That perfons holding the great offices of the Vh. 
zier's houfehold Ihall not be cntrufled with other 
employments, or befarmcisof or any way concern- 
ed in the collection of the revenues. 

In explanation of the firft head, I beg leave to infomx 

you, the Vizier's fervants have conftantly fufFsred gre^t 

diftrefg fiom the lircguiar paymeat of their wages and al- 

iMTUice 
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lowances. Arrears of many monthc are due to tbegreat«ft 
part of them; a few only have received ^eir right; and 
they are principally the perfons at the head of the departs 
ncRts. Money ia oFien procured with difficolty for the 
ftables, kitchen, elephants, buildings, and other canent 
difburfementi. The a£ting minider aflens, that the fum 
of forty-nine lacks was laft year appropriated to the Vizier's ' 
cxpences ; out of this were paid not only the charges of 
his hoolehDld, but part of the allowances of his excellen- 
cy's relations, compenfations to perfons whofe- Jaguircs 
were refumcd, and alfo pei^liods to the dependants M the 
Vizier's family, many of which originated in the reign of 
tlie late Nabob Sujah Ul Dowlah. In propofing that the 
funds on account of the Vizier's houfehold " ftiall be de- 
** pofited under charge of a Trearurer," I mean in a pub- 
lic cbefl, agreeableto the Honourable Governor General's 
inftruAions, and that one key Jhould be kept by the Tre»- 
furor, and one by the acting miniftcr; or any great officer 
of ftate to whom you may direfl: me to advife the Vizier t» 
intrufl: fo important a charge. 

The.fecond head entirely conforms to the Honourable 
flie Governor General's inftrudions, and needs no cxpta> 
nation. On the third head I would fubmit to your confi- 
deration, whethcran ofEcer in the charaCler of an Aumeen 
Should not be Appointed to fee the ellablifliments were not 
encroached upon ; and on his flating objections, that pay- 
ments might be Hopped until the Vizier's pleafure Ihould 
be known; and if his -Excellency, onconfiderattoh, repMU 
his orders for his warrant palling the Treafury, it Ihould 
&en become valid. 

The evils which the fourth head propofes to correA, is 
the principal caufe of the mal-adminiftration of the aiFairs 
of the Viaicr's houfehold ; the fame men being farmers of 
reveaus or aumils, and fuperintendants of departments 
about his Excellency's perfon, make aconfufion of ac- 
CmintSt and give them an opportunity of witliholding pay- 
ment, and often appropriating the funds to the fupport of 
eicpcnces, which are not to be conlidcred as requiring tbs 
firft fiipplies i for indauce, I-tlunk buildings, ma;[ters which 
relate merely to flate, fuch as Kclaats, &c. Ihould be pro- 
vided for after the^yment of the fcrrants vrages, the kitch- 
,en, ftables, and other particulars, which may be ftated in 
the light of neccfliiries. 

This is the oudine of the plan I have propofed for the 
regulating the Vizier's houkhold ; and I entertain gre^t 
hopes, that from a lefs fum than has hitherto been appropri- 
ated. -on that accouiu, every department will be amply fur- 
niflied i probably a faying will accumulate at the end of the 
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yfcar, from the mode of iiluing the difbOTfements, aOW 
eftimatcd at the fura of thirty-two lacks of Rupees.

To the Hononrahte iVarren Haftings, Efquire^ Got^mof 
General. 
Honourable Sir, 
Your inllruAions of the 23d Oftober have been the 
invariable rule ot my condud; and now I have held my of- 
fice a fufhcient time to Ipcak with fome degree of certainty 
to mofi points* I Ihall ehter upon an explanation of the ftattf 
of this government. 

Your obfcrvation, that yonr new mcafures will rcqure 
, a long time to execute, is but too true. The total want a£ 
fyflem, and lawlels habits which prevail, mnft be correAed 
by progrellive means i the peace and feciirity of ~dte coun- 
try, and regularity in the feycrat departments of the ftate, 
will be gradually eftablifhed. I beg leave to anfwer tbe fe- 
Teral heads of your inflni^ons in the fame order in which 
you have placed them< 

Immediately after my arrival I urged tbe aSing minifter 
to devife, and rcconinehd arrangements for the complete 
difchai^e of the balance, at the concluiion of the year. 
To relieve myfclf from cenfure in cafe of feilure in this 
cfTential point, it is ncccllzry I Hiould explain the tranladi- 
on with the bankers. The balance at the end of lafi yeaf 
was not in fa£t paid« but transferred to tbe bankers, 'Snd 
cncreafcd by the load of a very high intereft. There were 
twodiflinQ engagements; one for bills immediately granted 
on the prefidency for ■ . — 26t5O,00O 

Another for Teepspromtfing bills, tobe deliver- 
ed by inflallments at the following periodsj and 
in the following proportions, viz. 
Bhaudun — 1 189 —

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By this Hatcment yon will obfcrve the revenues of 
the prefcnt year have been anticipated in the 
rum of —■ — 52,50,000, 



Bearing an intereft of two per cent, per menfura. I en- 
clofc an eflimate (No. i.) of the whole demand upon the 
Vixier, on account of the Honourable Company and the 
banlceFS, by which it appears his ExceLcncy has to furnifh 
this year the fnm of one crore forty-one lacks two thoufand 
five hundred and feventy-cight rupees (rupees 1,41,02,578). 
Mr. Middletoti gave his bond to the bankers, on account 
the firft engagement, rupees 26,50,000, far bills on the 
pccfidency, engaging to fee themrepaid their money. The 
revenues of certain diftriSs were afligned to him on account 
of the bankers, and were, as collected, to be paid to thep. 

When Almafs Ally Cawn returned to Lucknow, a nego- 
tiation was fet on foot to transfer the fecurity from Mr. 
Middlcton to him, and concluded a few days before my ar- 
rival. The bond was retmned to Mr. Middlcton, and Al- 
mafs's granted In lieu of it. The additional diltrifts pro- 
pofcd to have been cntrufted to Almafs, were part of thofs . 
elSgned to the bankers ; and' the Vizier's orders, and other 
do^mcnts, had palt for putting him in pofTeJlion, afevr 
days before my arrival ; I was foon expe£led, and Almafs 
of his own accord deferred taking charge, as I hare already 
informed you and the board, until the meafure fhouid*' 
through me, receive your fan£tion. \ 

When I conlidered the power polTeffed by Almafs, ^nd 
your inftniftions to redoce it, if pofEbJe, I did not hefitate 
to reject every idea of extendmg his authority ; a ditBcultj 
ocaured about the bond he had granted, and a payment he 
had made to the bankers, of three lacks feventy-five thou- 
land rupees (R. 3,75,000)} the latter point was easily lettled, 
by giving him credit for that fum, on account the revenues 
01 £twa, Cora, &c. ; but the bankers rcfufcd any fecurity 
except mine, in lieu of the bond. The bills of exchange 
had aftually been tranfmittcd to the board, and were ia 
coorfe of payment ; to have annulled the eng^ement would 
bave difappointed you of a refource, and hurt our credit 
wifli the bankers j it was abfoluiely neccflary that Almafs* 
bond Ihould be returned to him, I was therefore induced to 
take the engagement upon myfelf, and I am happy to find, 
by the Board's letter of the izd ultimo, that my conduct 
, has been approved. 

Although my attention has been principally direAed 
to the liquidation of the balance, I have hitherto found 
it utterly impoflible to procure alignments equal to the 
amount required. Diltriiits have beea ovcr-iated to 

mei 
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tat ; and before I tan conclude a 6ir cpgagement with Mf 
Aumil, I am obliged^ in every indance, to feparate fiftin-* 
ous fto'm juft eftimates, \vhich takes up time, and is the 
caufe of my not fending the accounts. 

I have been endeavouring to prevail upon the Vizier toi 
fix his difburfements within bis income : if I can zccom-' 
plifh this point, I fhall be careful that the cftabliflinientft 
Ihall not be hereafter encroached upon ; the particalars wili 
of coutfc be tranfmitted to you. 

I have repcatedJy informed the thiniftef, no tJEciifet will 
be admitted in the exculpation of a balance at thecondufion 
of the year ; that the whole maft be paid, and the means 
reft with him. 

You will obferve, by the eflimate of the dcounds upon 
the Viziw, fourteen lacks v?ere mentioned by Mr. Middle- 
ton as the balance. The afting miniftcr expcfl,ed he could 
prove claims nearly to this amount, doe from the Compa- 
ny to the Vizier, which would liquidate the account,. I 
have explained this matter fully to bim, and believe he ia 
now convinced of the juftnefs of the corrected account* 
An examination however into the difputed points fhould, 
in my opinion, take placo, and any trifling diSereni% that 
may be cflabliOied, allowed to the Vizier. This 1 fobmit 
to your conlideration : in the mean time I fhall perjift ia 
my endeavours to realize the whole amount. 

Firft, their Gavernment. 

Defpotifm is the principle upon which every meafare i9 
founded, and the people in the interior parts of the Coun- 
try are ruled at tbe difcrction of the Aumil or Phoufdarfor 
the time being. They cxercife, within the limits of their 
jutifdiftion, the powers of life and death, and dccifions io 
civil and odier cafes, in the fameextsnt^s the Sovcrc^ 
at the capital. The forms preferred by the ancient in^- 
tutions of the Mogul empire are unattended to, and thewill 
of theprovincial magiflratc is the fole law of the people. The 
total relaxation of the Vizier's authority, his iiiattenboo 
anddiHikcto buHnefg, leave the Aumils in poilcflion of 
this dangerous power, unawed, uncontrouled by anyaj^e- 
henfion of retrofpeSion, or the interference of juilice. I 
can hardly quote an inftance, fincc the Vizier's acccfflon 
to the Mufnud, of an Aumil having been puniihcd for op- 
preflion, though the complaints of the people and the ftate 
of the country arc notorious proofs of the violences daily 
x:ommitted — it is even become unfafe for travellers to pafs, 
except in large bodies. — Murders, thefts, and other enor- 
mities Ihocking to humanity, are committed in open day. 

Every 
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Eycry Zemindar Ihould be conftituted the magiftrate m 
hisZemindaiy, and coileflthe revenues, according to certain 
eSiibiifhed rates'rccorded in the cutcliCrry, and pubhllied 
throughout the diftriift. The Aumil (hould be the coo- ■ 
trollii^g power between the Ryot and the Zemindar; ftiouid 
enforce [he regulations; fc^ peace and good order prcferved 
ill the fcveral ZemindaVries j and make the Zemindars ac- 
countable for ail timiults, thefts, and murders, within their 
jurifdi^tion — in great towns there ought to be a cutivall, 
01 Haakeem, to diOribute jullicc. 

. Such has been the fy.ftem of this government, that the * 
oppreflions have generally originated with the Aumils. 
They have been rarely fclefted for their abilities, or integri- 
ty, but from favour, or the means to advance a fmall Cum 

' upon being appointed to their office. The Aumil enters 
upon his trult, ruined in reputation and fortune; and un- 
lefs he accomptifhes his engagements, which is feldc»n tho 
cafe, dirgrace and ponifhinent follow. Though the balance 
of revenue may be rigoioufly demanded of him, it has not 
been ufual to inftitute any inquiry for opprcffion. The Ze- 

, mindars, thus left at the mercy of the Aumils, are often 
driven to rebelhon. The weak areobliged to fubmit to his 
exactions, or fly the country ; and the Aumil, unable to 
reduce Uie more powerful, is compelled to enter into a dif- 
graceful eompromife. Every Zemindar look? to his foft 
for proieftion, and the country is crouded vrith them. 
Almafs Ally Q<mn aflerls, there arc not lefs than feven hun- 
dred in his di(lrii£^s ; hence it has become a general cuflom 
to feiic the brother, Ton, or fonie near relation or dependent 
of the different Zemindars, as hollagcs for the fecurily of 
tlic revenue. A great AUmil will fometimes have three or 
four hundred of thcfe hoftages, whom he is obliged to con-' 
fine in places of fecurity. 

A few men, like Almafs Ally Cawn and Coja ain ul ' 
Deen, have, from their regularity in the performance of 
pecuniary engagements, rendered themfelves uftful to iha 
Vizier. A ftriiftftrutlny iiito his affairs was at all times 
irkfome to his Excellency ; and none of the minifters or 
officers about his perfon poffefling theaftive perfeveriiig fpirit ' 
requifite to conduct the detail of en'^agemencs for a number 
of fmall farms, it became convenient to receive a lai^e 
fum from a great' farmer, without trouble or deficiency. 
This fyftem was followed by the moil pernicious conlc- 
quences ; thefc men were above all controul ; tiicy exifted 
their own terms, and the diftrifVs thty farmed were molt 
cruelly oppiefled. The revenue of Rochilcund is reduced 
above a third, and Almafs Ally Cawn's adminillration ii 
well known to have been extremely violent.

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The Ibr^oitig reprefenutton of the ftale of tb» govern^ 
meiit will, I liope, fatufy yoit of the difBcu)t]r in eolleding 
the revenues, A very fireng military foree will be requipect 
to prefeivc the country in peace. The number for whieh> 
funii are at prcfcnt allotted', would, in my opinion, amply 
fuflket ifK exifted; but 1 lappofe not two thirds of the- 
men kept upon the books an aSua^y eMertained. The 
dtfeipliat and proper appUsation of this Force will become 
a natter of ferious ceniideratien : I do not mean to pro- 
pofe, th^ Aonld be put nmdcr ihe command of Britilh of- 
ficeii, a5aTcryextr3eidin;iry expence would attend that Biea- 
furc ; and I do not think the fervice of the colleAions woutd 
' be fo welt executed. The troops now in the Vizier's ferria 
are ill paid and ill apptHRted, not owing to the want of 
means ; as I think, when I ihall fbrwifd you the ftatements 
I have been ib long endeavouring to complete, you will 
judge llieta adequate to every fervice, if net diHipMcd and 
fquandered away. The evil originates in the want of checks 
upon the dil^uifements to the army, of proper offi<»rs and 
commilTariei to fee them duly appropTiated. 

The fame iiKonvcniencies exob in the receipts of tlie Vi- 
zier's revenue, and othEr branches of bts government ia the 
general department. Offices of Colledions and Treafury, 
and Courts for the adminiftratton of julHce, ought doubt- 
lefs to be eftablilhed. In a duty of fo delicate a Ratare, a» 
the execvttion of lourcocamamu ontbis bead, 1 muft riecef- 
farily expofe rayictf to the oppofitioB of perfons inteiefied' 
in the cotKianaooe of tl» abulc.

I have in the foregoing Reprefenta6on in part aafwerett 
thfe heads.

Aumils is entirely in the hands of the Zemindars, die land* 
throughout the country being granted in Taloc^s and 
Zemindarries. 

The means taken to feftore peace are explained in my letter 
to the Board of the jft inftant. The dctachtnenis from the 
Honourable Company's tioops I confidcr only a temporary 
expedient. I propofe rcconwncnding, that a feparaie plan 
for the adminiHrition of juftice \v( all matters of revenue 
ibould be formed, and carried into execution. Yoa may 
perjiaps make this btaach part of the dutiei ot the oftce of 
ceUeAi«ns>

ties in ctach Aumilddrry. 

Peace is by no means rcflored, for if the Company's 
troops were relieved from the places at which they arc now 
Rationed, I fhall expeft thecomihotions would be renewed. 
Gorroockpore, Bairaitch, Sultanporc, Afemgur, Gonda, 
and all the frontier, are provinces in which the Vizier's 
authority is ill cftablifhcd. In fome of them there ar< 
troubles at this time. New detachments of the Honourable 
Company's troops might be advifeable, if the ftate of affairs 
in other refpefls did not render the appearance of a formida- 
ble force on the frontiers ncceflary, as well to awe foreign 
powers, as to keep Almafs Ally Cawji, and Khoja Ayii ut ' 
been, within the line of their duty.

When I forward the ftatements of the revenae, I will 
take the names oftheAumils in order, andanfwer yoaupoa 
this head. 

Sixth, U^ether the Smmt lately levied have beta drawn /tea 
the Gauntry, •"* btrrswed, and Jffignmtnts given for the re- 
payment en the Revenues of the loft, or ij anttcipalien of 
tf» current year. 

Seventh, By what means were theft Celleffimi made ? 

By anticipation, as I have already explaiaed under the 
head of balance and alignment. 

I have communicated your cotnmands to Hydcr Beg 
Cawn. He urges, in excule for the letters which have beeii 
written in a tone of reproach and refcaiment, that they were 
forwarded unknown to him, that the Vizier has people 
about him who are happv at anopportunlty of giving trouble, 
and wi(h tooverfet the influence of the £ngliih in this go- 
vernment. He profefles a juff: fenfc of the confidence you 
have pla:ced in him, of his inCire dependence upon you, and 
that without your proteflion he thould lofe his oSice, his 
property and poffibly his life. He affured pie of his utmoft 
endeavours to prevent a repetition of letters in a fimilar ' 
ftylc, and that he Is ready to give proofs of the fincerity of his 
attachment to the Company. 

I ufcd the Jifcretion.you allowed me of not delivering your 
litter to Hyder Beg Cawn. IJTound upon my arrival, as 
yoy informed me, all the influence of this government vdl- 
ed in his hands. I was under the ncccffity of having re- 
courfe to him for information and accounts ; and it appear- 
ed unadvifeable to raife doubts in his mind of my good in- 
tentions, -or to exprefs an inclination to inftitutc a retrofpcc- 
tion into his conduft : I prcvioully wiftied to obtain his 
T i confidence. 
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confidencc, toeonvince him that I aded upon public ground v 
sad if poflible, perfuade him to unite heartily with me in 
every meafure. I could tlicn deliver the letter, informing 
him of the view vrith which I had a£led, and not be liable 
to any fufpicion of having folicited it. In the mean lime 
I endeavoured to a<:quire 3. knowledge of the bulineft, that 
I might bciciiablcd to report to you my opinion of bis at- 
tachment to your government, and of hi» zeal,, ability, 
and integrity, in the difchargeof his duty. I deferred pre- 
fenting him the letter, until the 30th ultimo, and have left 
lijm to anfwcr it without giving any advice. 

He rendered me his aHlAance very heartily arid willingly 
in Almafs's hufiDefs. A jealoury had long fubfifted between 
Hyder Beg Cawn and Almafs ; the latter having been con- 
fidercd a pretender to the Neabut, it was fuppofed Hyder 
Beg intended' to ruin him ; his condudl in withdrawit^ is 
imputed by many who think favourably of him, toneceffity^ 
othefwifi; his fortune might have been endangered. A re- 
conciliation took place between them, and they publicly 
continue upon the bcft terms, but I believe neither to be 
fincere. If I had expiefled any diflatisfa£tion againft Hyder 
Beg, he and Almafs would .probably have formed a com- 
bination, and I fiiould have had new difficultic» to contend 
with. 

The accounts 1 have called for have many of them been 
furnilhed, and Hyder Beg has given me fus information 
and opinion of every matter upon which I baveailcedthem : 
I cannot help however complaining of the delays in tranf- 
a^ing the moQ common bulinefs ; this proceeds from no 
proper channels through intermediate offices being e{lah>i 
Jilhed ; all accounts are framed by Hyder Beg ; tie plans and 
executes every meafure ; he propoles, and in (hott under- 
takes matters which iliould jietrulfed to fubordinate agents, 
.jnd executed off hand. Any undue iniluence he maybe 
tliouglit to poflcfs vsill be done away by the degree of confe- 
{{uence and fupport you may think proper to give to die 
new officers. ' 

1 have hitherto left Hyder Beg Cawn in the pofleffioo of 
bis power, as being theafting miniiter, and en tru tied with 
the executive authority fo long as he might difcharge his 
duty : I thought I conformed to your commands In fup- 
portiiighim, I have not failed repeatedly to expo {lu late with 
him upon ilieconfequencesof procraftination in the exe- 
cution of the bufinel's. In the event of further delays, I 
Ihall continue my expoftulations, and by exerting the pow- 
ers with which you have in veiled me, avoid expofing iny- 
felf to yourcenfure for an appearance of ncglefl, which does 
not oriijinatc with me. I beg leave to remark, by being 
t jc mllrumciit of edabliHiing o£ccr$ which arc to ferve aa 

aeon- 
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« controul over Hyder Beg's hitherto unparttcipated and in- 
tirc adminifiration, 1 (hall unavoidably expofc myfclf to his 
jealoufy and refcntmcnt. 

I beg leave to fubmit to your confidcration the following 
perfons to be nominated to the office you have thought 
proper to direft Ihould be iinmcdiatcly eftablilhed, viz.

[ to the late V tzier. 

r Rajah Tipper Chund, who likcwife 

The Treafurcr ^ held an office -fimilat to this in the 

{ late Vizier's time. 

Mr, Midleton informed the Board, under datethe ijtli 
of September 1782, of his having' 11 atned Tuffia aveeies, 
or CommilTaries for muflering the troops. I purpofe en- 
forcing this meafure, as I find the abufes in the Vizier's 
army prevail to an unaccountable degree ; many corps are 
more than a year in arrears, and no part cf it iniirely paid 
cp, noiwith {landing the large fums annually charged on 
this account under the head of Mootayenna. I have already 
informed you of my hopes of attaching the cavalry, by be- 
ing inftrumental in procuring their pay. 

The inftitution of Adauluts will be attended with the 
utmoft difficulty : The reafons you have youtfelf afiigned 
are fo forcible, that I have only to trouble you with a few 
hints in corroboration of your own opinions. 

The Nabob, the minifters, and every nmn of rank at his 
court, willbeintereftedin oppoting the inftitution of coutti 
of juftice. The Nabob is furipunded by perfons who, 
prefuming upon the countenance they receive from hhn, 
commit every kind cfoppreffion; They are generaiiy m^n 
of low birth, fuddenly raifed to power and confequence, 
which they arc ignorant how to ufe. Ths minifters have 
more creditable dependants, but theyprefume, in an equal 
drgree, on their influence. The refumption of Jagheers, 
and reduction of falaries, have unavoidably. involved num- 
bers of people in debts, which has led to the commi^ion of 
a£ts of violence. 

To ihfiitute Courts of Juftice upon a refpeflable footing, 
they (hould extend to men of all defcnptions : The favou- 
rites and dependents of the Nabob, and minifters long ac- 
cuftomed to live independent of all controul, will not eafily 
be brought to fuhmit to a regular jurifdiftion. I would, 
however, propofe that Motavee Mowbinc, the man recom- 
mended by Mr. Middleton, ftiould continue, w(ih the 
name of Sudder ul Huck. When regularity fliail be in- 
troduced into other brarkches of the govcrnmenr, theex- 
T 3 tcufion . 
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tcniion of the powers of the Sudder ul Huck. will foTtn part 
of the part. 

I am to fpeak to the charaftcrs of the Autnils in general 
Then I may forward the ftateinent. Pledges for the pcrfon- 
al appearance of Almafs Ally Cawn, and Kbauja Ain ol 
pecii, cannot be obtained. Tbcfe two men arc in chaiae 
. of the frontier provinces of Cora* Etawah, and Rohil- 
cund. 

I have already explained my fentiments and conduft on 
this head, both to yourfclfand the Board. 

Upon every occafion of tumults that have occurred fince 
my arrival, I have recommended that the Vizier's Shokcs 
be iffiicd, publifhing his determination to apprehend and 
punilh offenders with the greateft feverity. But in the 
prefenc {tare of the Vizier's government, with an ill-paid 
army, and Aumil't doubtful of iheir permanence in office, 
it is an im^iHbility to expe^ commotions will immediate- 
ly ceafe. For other makers relative to rebelliqus Zemindars 
Xbeg leave to refer you to my anfwer to the third head of 
vour inftruf^ion upon the government of the Vizier's do* 



The minifler has long.iince pcomifed me an acpnintof 
the revenues of thefe diftri£ts j when I obtain it you fliall re- 
ceive the fulleft information. 

I have obeyed your commands on this head. 
My letter to the Board of the i ft inftant will have in- 
formed you of ihe tranfa^ions at Feroclcabad. 

My letters to you of the 28th ultimo, and the Board of 
the 4th ultimo, will have informed you of my opinion and 
tranfaftions with relpeft to Fyzoolla Cawn. 

The battalion at Fyzabad is recalled ■, and tny letter to 
the Board of the iftinllanthas explained my candu£t to the 
Begum, The letter I addrcfled her, a tranftaiion of which 
I begleavc to enclofe (No. a) was with a view of convin- 
cing her that you readily aflented to her being freed from the 
Tcfiraints which had been itnpofed upon her, and that your 
acquicfcence in her fuAeringt was a meafurc ofncceffity, 
to which you were forced by hei; extraordinary conduu. 
I wifhed to make it appear this was a matter on which yoa 
diredled me to confult the Vizier's pleafure, that it might 
be known you were the fpring from whence Ate was re- 
tiored to her dignity and confequence. 

I have endeavoured to conciliate the Vizier, and never 
undertaken any meafure but under the fanftion of his or- 
ders. Hyder Beg Cawn did, upon my firft entering on the 
hufincfs, mentioning his Excellency's objeftions to the 
mode of receiving the Company's claims by aflignmen,t on 
the country ; and founded me, whettKc it would not be 
practicahle to induce you to make an al:eration in the fyfVem : 
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lie even told me, the Vizier expnOtd hit difipprobitioR 
-of the de[»:hment under the command ofColencE Sir John 
ditamin^.' Hia ExceUency Jiad agreed to defray the ex- 
4>aicc of four regimcBii previatis to mj arrival, but he wilh- 
«d the troops might not be ftationed in his dominions ; of 
tins tnuiiikftion yvu have received information. The Na- 
bob told me, at -oay fecond interview, that his country was 
an peace, and be did not require wiy further military aid 
from die compaey ^ This langmage correfponded with what 
] had reafon to czped, from your«xptariations. 1 can- 
didly told Hyder Beg Cawn that I conlidered it di Aatcd by 
him; when I aftcrwMdsfurniflied him with fhe'cftimate of 
claims upon the Vizier, he allentcd to the account, and 
^urcd me of his entire cnnviiHoa of the nec^flity of the 
detachment, and tbat the Vizier would approve its being 
Rationed in his dominions. Since this Converfatipn Hyder 
£c« Cawn has flot pkaded any obje£tion 1>y the Vizier as 
obnaclcs to my mcaCuces, but has obtained hts fanAion 
«n every oiccaflon that I have (ovttA k BCcefliiry jn the exe- 
cution of »y duty. 

Hydei Beg Cawn confe^Tes to me that fandi to the a- 
mount of forty-nine laclu of rupees were laft year appropri- 
ated to the Vizier's expences. From thjs lum he was to 
idefray not only the chai^eirf'his houfehold, but the pensions 
of the Tuttca^rdats and Ji^heedars, whofe Jaghcers were 
nfumod. The nature of tbedifbnrfemeats you will uiider- 
ftand from the ftatcments. 

I think the fums charged cmM not have been applied to 
Jibe Services for which they were allotted: The perfon^ in- 
trufted with the great ofnces about his Excellency's perfcn 
muft have abufed the confidence repofed in tliem. as large 
Arrears are due to the Nabob's ferrants; — to afccrtain the 
fafl will require time. I have recommended that the plan 
you have thought proper to direA in regard to the Vizier's 
expencei be carried into execution ; and fhalt in due time 
communicate the intended arrangements for your approba- 
tion. Notwithftanding the language occafionally held by the 
Vizier, I have every .jeafon to believe he is fenlible of the 
idvantages he derives from his alliance with the Company, 
and of his inability to fupport himfelf without it. You are 
fa fully acquainted with his character and difpolition, that I 
fhall not prelume to trouble you with any particulars of his 
conduft. lorilyhope, incompliance with yourdtredions, 
foloug as I may have the honour to hold my prefent ftation, 
tbat I (hall be able to obtain his confidence, and prevent 
expoftuiations which might interrupt the confidence and 
cordiality tliat ought to fublift between his Excellency and 
your goTernmflBt. 

■T4 Jbf- 
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I believe the principal o!;jcft of the Vizier's cxpoftulatioa 
was to prevent any iaierfcrence in the government of his do- 
uniaionfi, and ,tp .tzvdovk bis apprchcofions of the Com- 
pany's placing hifn in ihcfame fituatkm as the Nabob Mo- 
baLcckul Dowla. He one day exprcired himfejf to me on. 
.^isheadir^ very ftiong terms'. I affiired his Excellency 
nothing of the kind was intended i 1 recommended it to 
him on no account to credit reports of this nature, and io- 
treatcd hira to widihold liis confidence from perfons who 
.might endeavour by fuch iniidious repte&ntaiions to alarm 
his mind. He had always, 1 added, received Arong proofs 
.flf the refpcft and, regard y.ou pcrfonally entertun for him ; 
.and the ileadinefs of his conduct had tended to cuifirm 
.and perpetuate the friendfhip and alliance fubfifling between 
his bxcelleiicy and the honourable Company. I beg leave, 
before I conclude this head, to inform you, an opinion bad 
prevaiM oftUerp being divjiions in the Councils of your 
jgovcFn?renu I hope I have done my du'y in reprefcnting, 
l^oth . to • the Vizier and the mintfters, that (he whole is a 
palpabablc falleliood. It has befn my ftudy to render as 
public as poili '!<■ my teftimony of unanimity in the mem- 
bers of actiiiiniiir^iioa, that thefhadowof a hope of evading 
or protia£ling thc; cKMution of your meafui^s may not 
exifl. ; . ■■-■. 

Agreeable to your commands, I founded Hyder BegCawn, 
^i\A am convinced it is ftill his with to efiablifh the Nabob's 
claim of ilie refumption of the alfignments. This mCaTurc 
.would, he conceive*, unite upon a firmer footing the au- 
thority he has hitb<Ttopoiref1cd,bolhon the part oftheVizier, 
and the honourable Company, He grounds this claim upon 
the pretence of relieviog-the Company From the embarraflT' 
ment attending tlie piefent fyftem of detail in the manage- 
ment of the bufinefs. I liave been afkcd by Hyder Beg 
Cawn, in thenanie of the Nabob, ifit wonldbe pofiible to 
induce yo,u to confent taachangc; he ' informed me of the 
particulars which had palled between Major Palmer and him 
on the fubjeft, and mentioned the encouragement you had 
given to the propoiiiion,; iniinuating from thence, that you 
Uiiglit not be averfe to it. I could only anfwcr, that you 
were in every refpcG difpofed to comply with the Vizier'i 
rqquifitions. I could not fpealc upon this fubjeft, having 
^10 iiirtruflions to enter into Ibe confideration of a point of 
lo much importance, and tlierefore the pteftut fyficm ir.uft 
he continued. When 1 afkcd his opinion, bis only reply 
wss, that he bad cxprefTcd tlie Nabob's pleafure. , I frank< 
]y told him, that 1 mult confider every meafuie propofed 
by the Nabob as originating with him. This prod need the 
flrongeft profeliions of attachment to youanri the Compaay., 
3i^i 9 declaration that all mot^s were the fame to hi];n, and

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■that he would yield implicit obedience to your commands. 
This pffcd above a month ago ; and the propofition not 
having been repeated to me, I conclode it has dropped^ and 
Hyder £eg Cawn will be cautious of renewing it. 
Docs not require an anfwer. 

The cnnfidencc with which you have honoured me will 
ever make me cautious in the ufc of this power. The trai\f- 
a£lions at Furruckabad, and the continuance of the detach- 
ments of the honourable Company's troops, are the onlj ■ 
inftanccs in which I may bcfaidto have exerted it. With 
refpeft to Furruckabad, I was folicited by Muzuiftrjung 
to interfere between him and the Nabob, which I declined} 
and as I gave no advice, I hope my continuing the regiment, 
in compliance with the Vizier's urgent rcqucft, will not be 
interpreted into an extenfion of your orders. Muzzuffcr 
Jung's foiicitations are ftill continued to me : I have an- 
fwcred, in general terms, that if my interlercnce would tend 
to accommodate and conciliate differences, lOioaldbehappy 
to give it. My letter to the Board of (he iirft inftant will 
explain the motives of my conduit, both in regard to this 
matter, and the meafure of continuing tbcdetachments.

The moft material objeA I have to claim your attention 
to, isthecoirateral agreement concluded by me, on behalf 
of the Honourable the Governor General and Council, 
with the Houfe of Gopaul Dofs Saw and others, for their 
fecurity and rcimburfemcnt in the advance they were pre- 
vailed upon to make the Vizjcr, upon the credit and ^ith 
of this office, for the liquidation of his Excellency's debts 
to the Company; and, and which fubjeft you will find . 
ilated in my addrcfs to the Board of the 7th ultimo. 

The advance for which the Houfe of Gopaul Dofsfingly 
and cxclufively engaged, was 26,00,000 Rupees, which in- 
cluded the balance of the V izier's account current with the 
honourable Company, as it ftood before the additional claim 
Jatclyraiie by the Accouiitajit General at the prefidency 
and fuQdry army debts of his Excellency's, fo^ vyhich, as 

they 
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they were an excels opon the original cJlimue, formed tt 
the commencement of tbe year, no provifion bad been made. 
The other fum of 26,00,000, for which teem were granted 
in partnerHiips by Gopaul Dofs, Butch K.oaje, F ukecr 
Chimd, and KiHen Cbund, payable by inflalltncnts, as 
ex'prcfled in the teeps, was intended as a depofit in the hands 
of the h9noiiiable Governor General and Council, for 
the liquidation of fucb part of the additional claim 
26,48,571. 3. 8. made out by tt)e Accountant General, 
and tranlmitted to this office in October !a£t, as the Board, 
after taking into Conlideration the counter claims and ex- 
pe^ations of the Vizier, fhould deem equitable. For fur- 
ther inforittation on thishfad, pcrniit me to refer you to the 
contents of ^y addrefs to the honourable Board of the 7th 
£eptcmbcr, to which I have received no reply. But both 
tbefe fams, the Vizier hai paiTed his feparate obligations to 
the rc^teftive parties, and lias gianted ^gnments upon hix 
revenue for the re-paymeat. But this alone, Sir, would 
have gone very little wajr towards inducing the Shroffs to 
liuard fo large a property in the Nabob's funds, had not the 
faith of our government alio been pledged for their collate- 
nd iCecurity ; which has been done by the ftrongefl verbal 
aflunnces it was in nay power to give them in my official ca- 
pacity i and in the caJe of Gopaul Dofs Saw, who is much 
deeper engaged than any of the others, a written engage- 
meotg to fupport him to the utmoft of my sower in the re* 
oovery of hit debt,-for w^kh Almafs Ally Cawn ftands im- 
mediately and exclufivek' refponlibie. He has already paid 
him to the amount of nme lacks, promijing four more in 
the courfc of fifteen or tnenty' days t and the remaining 
thirteen lacks he agrees to make good in equal kills in the 
cnfuing three months of Auhun, Foofc, and Maug > which 
X have not a doubt of his punctually fulfilling, if you think 
proper to confirm the aflurances 1 have given, and yield your 
influence to the fupport of them, which I perfuade myfelf 
yov will fee the propriety of, as well from a principfe of 
common )ultice, as an inducement to limiJar future exerti- 
ons, ihould the exigency oi the honourable Company's af- 
fairs at any time oill for them. The other advance of 
twenty -lix lacks being fecured by al&gnnients upon reputa- 
ble Aumils, I have little fear of its being realized, without 
fjvjng you any further trouble than itiat of giving your 
an£tion 10 tlie meafure, and occaTionaJly making ufe of the 
influence of your ftation to expedite the payment of the 
Kilts, when the Aumils may fliew adifpolition tobetardy. 
^ I raufl b^ leave to refer you to my correfponderce with 
the honourable the Governor General, fot a full account 
of the origin and nature of my tranlaftions with the Be- 
gums at Fyzabad ^ and the letters which have palled be- '

tween me and the officen who have fevcrally commanded 
there, will fevcrallyihcw yon the -pjomis and prcfent ftate 
of that bufinefs. The balance due from the Bow Begnra, 
upon her agreement mide in January laft, after allowii^ 
her credit for the trifling articles lately fcnt here by Major 
Gilpin, wltl be about five lacks ; which, f-apprehend, maj 
be realized, if you deem it expedient to continue the re- 
iltaints which have been impofcd for that purpofe. She had, 
indeed, given Major Gilpin the mod faiisfaftor^ atTurances 
of an immediate liquidation of this long-depending account* 
in which I believe Ihe was fmcere : hue, probably from an 
cxpe^UtioD of a change of meafures upon my removal, ihe 
has lately retraced thofe affuranceS, and now dcclaret her 
determination to mate nofurtlter payments whatever, bat 
upon the certainty of her Jaghcer being reftored to her; 
which 1 could give her no hopes of as the propriety of its 
tefumption has been fanAified by the approbation of the ho* 
nourablc the Governor General, who further expreftly en- 
joined me. in hit infiruAions of the 27th January, to ex- 
ert my inflaencc with the Nabob to prevent the cotKlofion 
of anyfinal lenlemcnt between him and the Begums, until 

■ I Ihouid be furniflied with inftnidioni from him or tho 
Board on that head. Not having, fince the above date, re- 
ceived any directions from the Board or the Governor Ge- 
neral relative to the Begums, I know notwhztmay be their 
wiflies in regard to themi but I thought it, at all events, 
my duty, conformably to the fpirit of the orders I had re- 
ceived, to retain polTeffion of the Kellab at Fyzabad, and 
the^foni of the Bow Begums twoprincipil eunuchs, un- 
til the fum pie had ftipulated to pay was fully liquidated, or ' 
the honourable Board fliould notify their further ploafure. 
And in this flate, Sir, I commit the bulinefs to your fu- 
fure direAian, exprelSng my lincere with that you may find 
means to cffe^ the recovery of this balance ; which among 
other balances originally condituted a part of the fccurttics 
made over to Gopaul Dofs, for the re-payment of his ad^ 
vance to the Vizier for the Company's ufe, and fbould, I 
apprehend, if polTible, be realized for Almafs Ally Cawn. 
who has employed his own credit, upon the faith of tbofe 
funds, for the immediate fatisfaction of Gopaul Dofs's 
debt. 

Accompanying, you will be pleafed to receivea lift of the 

' claims for thefervices of,riie current year, together with the 
alignments which ha^ been granted me for the liquidation 
of them, amounting to rupees 6-7,31,578. I did nettake 
allignments for the maintenance of the four additioiuU re- 
giments, which I recommended to have appointed for tbe 
fervice of the Vizier's collections, as I knew not how ^ 
the honourable Board might be ditpolcd to agree to thepro- 
pofition ; 
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pofition; and Tecondly, becaufe rheminiflershave engaged 
that the charge of fuch an cftabliQiment, if granted, ihoald 
be defrayed from the further reductions 'which might in con- 
iequencetake place in die Nabob's prefentmUitary cxpences. 
If, as the Nabob feems to expect, the counter c)aiins before 
illuded t9 Ihoulit be admitted and credit given his Excel- 
lency for the expence of Abdul Rehman's corps acting with 
General Goddard (on which fubject you will find a letter 
from me to the honourable the Governor General), under 
date the Qth ^September) the aflignraents obtained will con- 
fiderably exceed die amount claim ; and his Excellency waj 
very prefling with mcto wirh-hold taking aflignments for 
the balance of i4,co,OC0, and the annual charge of Rah- 
man's corps, until the hononrable Board Jhould have con- 
fidered, and decided upon his expectations; but I thought 
it; necelTary, at all events, for the prefent to be guided in 
my demands by the lift of of claims, as they now ftaiid, 
without reference to what may be the determination of the 
Board : as it is always much eafier toretinquifh fuperfluous 
affignraents, than to obtain additional ones, jou will-oi>- 
feive I have included in the public claims the Nabob's debt 
to Mr. FtTifer, in confcquence oforders I received from the 
honourable the Governor General for that purpofe. Th« 
bonds are lodged in the office. '

The Honourable Warren Haftings, Efqutrc, Governor 
General, and the Members of the Supreme Council, at 
Fort William. 

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 
Agreeable to the accompanying lifl, I have the honour 
tocnclofe complete ftatemcnts of the Vizier's receipts and 
difburfements. Upon a fcrutiny into the particulars, I am 
perfnadcd great favings may be made in the Mouyenna ; a 
large. proportion of the charges under this head can only be 
confidcr«i as peniiens. The number of 13,152 cavalry, 
<uid4S,7i5 infantry, do notexid ; arid it becomes a matter 
of the higheft importance to the Vizier's affairs to regulate 
fo evident anabafe. Ever fincc I took chaige of my office, 
I have given uninterrupted aftention lo the obtaining the 
beft information of the nature of the Motayenna, and the 
means of retrenching fo ufelefs an eftablifhmciit ; I have at- . 
fo made it my ftudy to afcertain the ^rps which really exill, 
and may be called upon fervice in cafe the peace of the Vi- 
aier's dominions Ihould be interrupted, cither by intcftinc 
commotions, or invafion by an enemj. 

, GcAtP 
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I am foiry to infoTUi you that, by every enquiry I have 
teen able lomake, it does not appear the Vizier could alTeni 
ble an army of ten thoufand men. The whole arc many 
months in. arrears ; there is neither ammunition nor ftorcs 
of any kijnd ready to equip troops far fervicc ; and the late 
tunralts and.infurrcftions of Zemindars prove the Motay- 
«nna itni:<iual to the prelcrving the police of the country, 
much le(s able to afl againft a foreign enemy. 

The VizLtr can look to the Honourable Company only 
for the eftablirr.iog his authority, and rcftoring his domini- 
■ ons to their former flouriflirng ffate. Agreeable lo ibe fti- 
putations in the treaty of Cliunar, none but regular efta- 
blilhmenta were to be kept hy the Vizier ; and 1 fhall novr 
fiibmittoyour confide ration the plans which I tliinlcit my duty 
to recommend to the Vizier, and that they Ihould be exe- 
cuted niih as much expedition as the fiate of afFair$ will admit. 

The Turk Sewars have been diftinguilhed for gallantry 
and good conduct on many occafions: The officers of this 
corps are principally men who were originally in th^Compa- 
ny's ferme, and are more accuffomcd to fubordination than 
any other of the Vizier's troops. There are eight months 
arrears due to them, and as they appeared to mc the iitteft 
to be attached to the brigade in cafe fervice (hould occur, I 
have procured an alSgnment in their favour for nine lacks of 
rupees, the amount to be paid at Lucknow, and dii^ribuied 
to the men by proper paymafters, free of deduftions, and 
in fpecic, as a grols abufe has often prevailed in paying them 
in, goods inftead of money. This corps being likewife on the 
ipot, the Vizier may inperfon review and tnufterihem, in 
which I propofe having the honour to, attend him. The 
flate of their horfes, arm?, and accoutrements, may be 
minutely examined. Mofi probably a confiderable reduc- 
tion will take place of the men unfit for fervicc, and in the 
eftablifhments, as upon the certainty of regular payment in 
future, the rate of fifty rupees per month for every private 
trooper, is conliderably above what they can fairly claim, 
-and the efiabiiflimcnts are loatSedwithlupemumery officers. 

The gallant conduct of the Ruilaulah under the com- 
mand of Abdul Rehman Cawn, now ading with Coloticl 
Charles Morgan, and the encouragement given to that 
corps by your honourable Board, have led me to exert my 
endeavours in favour of his brother Mahomed SaaudCawn, 
who commands three hundred and twenty-one of the Vi- 
zier's cavalry. I have procured certain funds for the pay- 
meat of his corps, and lliall ilrongly recommend it to the 
Vizier, to withdraw the detachments of his Ruilaulah from 
the interior parts of the coutitry, ccJleft it in force at 
Lucknow, and ilTuc the pay upon the plan propofcd with 
Kipe& to the Tutk Sewars. 

^I fliall. 
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I (hat), without ^nher dcliy, advife the Vizier to abotifh 
the praAicc of deuching troops in fmall bodies, which yoa 
will obferve by the ftatement of the Motayenoa, to have 
been carried fo low at one in nntnber. Whatever may be 
required in onediftriA, oi^btto be compofcdof one corps. 
The Ruflaulahi may be reduced to one or two hundred. 
Thi« will fecure man; advantages, particularly in the cafe 
of defcdtion, where an individual quttting.tbe fervice with 
foinconliderablca force, will be of little confequence, and 
his place be calily fupplicd. 

I mnft intreat your indulgence in regard to the immediate 
execution of the honoarable Governor General's commands 
of the 23d September 1781, dircGing that the Vizier 
fltould be adviled to abolifli the fyflem of affignments to his 
Motaycnna. It may doubtlefe be gradually introdoccd ; but 
if it were to be nndertakcn at the prefent time that fuchcon- 
iiderable arrears are due to the lEoopt, it would, in my opi- 
nion, create a general fpirit of difcontent and mdttny, be- 
<caufe they look to the affignmcnu as the lecariry for their 
pay ; and I cannot devife any alternative that wontdfatisty 
them : When mufters may be uken, and tlie eftablifhments 
reduced to one general fyftcm, it may then be fafely executed. 
I hope, upon examination of the perplexed ftale of the bnfi* 
neis, it will not be thought unreafonable that I fhould ftata 
a delay of fome naoothi, probably the end of the year, as 
required, before hii ExccUency will be able lota% to abo- 
lifhthcfyftem of affignmcnts. In.fuchinftances, wbcreit 
can immediately be cxccuiedr I ihall occrt ray utmoll en- 
deavours to pcrfuade the Vizierno longer to poftpOiM fo ne- 
oiffaty a meafure. 

It is out of my power at prefent to explain the partieularv 
<Ji the propofcd ieda£tions. Unlets the Viueractsdtrcfily 
in the bulinels, bjr making the drcuit of foCh diftrifis aa 
au the moft deferving bis attention, and deputing coofidcR-* 
tial a^nts to the remainder, the evil would be a long tirte 
, before it could be completely remedied. I Ihall in the ' 
courfe of the exccutioti of my duty, meet with great oppo* 
fuion in the milreprelcntations of the peifons tntereued- 
a^inll the reform. I hope the advantages' to be derived 
from it will appear fo evident to his Exeflkocy, thaf he 
will not only linceiely and heartily aflent to the ineftfiaiV> 
but fupport It by every exertion of his aathority. 

I have TCafon to believe all the accounts of the MotayAi- 
na, as well as other czpences attending the Vizier's govern- 
ment, have not yet been fumilbed me. If, after enquiry, 
any omiffions fhould have been madt^. or charges incurred 
on the fame account twice inferted, I Ihali fubmitthe parti> 
ciilars to your confide ration. 

I beg leave to inform you, the dlewwcetOD account the

Even in the prefent red uced fhite the amoont is very high i 
but, ctHiGdering the perfons to whom they are granted, be- 
ing principally the Vizier's relations, the old dependents of 
his nmily, or the fervants of government, it would be dif- 
ficult to make further redufHons, particularly as nioft of 
them were perfons living in great afBuence, znd now dc- 
pendiitg (blely upon the bounty of the Vizier for fubfift- 
cnce. The funds for the payment of thefe allowances can 
only be procared by the favmgs and reductions of ufelcfs 
and unnecefl&ry expenccs. In all arrangements, however, the 
Vizier's perfenal charts, the army, and the honourable 
Company's claims, will be iirft provided for. 

The honourable the Governor General, in his inftruc- 
tions at Chunargur, dated the 23d Sept. 1781, direAed the 
late Relident to carry into execution the ftiputation the Vi- 
zier had entered into for the regulation of bis perfonal ez- 
pences : no meitfures havp yet been taken in this bufinefs ; 
and I now beg leave to fubrait to your confideration the 
heads fA the plan, which I recommended 10 the Vizier ; 



jft. That the fums appropriated for defraying the 
wages, and allowances xA the Visier's fervants, and 
the departments of bis houfebeld, fhoald be deport- 
ed URoer charge of x Treafurer. 

3d. That the monthly expCDce of the Vizier's lervant) 
and the departments; of his hoofehold Ihould he 
fixed, and paid bythe faid Treafarer, without fee or 
deduAion.

, In explanation of the iirft head, j beg leave to infornl 
you» the Vizier's fervanti have conilantly fufFercd great 
diftrefs from the irregular payment of their wages and al- - 
lowances. Arrears of many months are due to ihegreateft 
part of them; a few only have received their right; and 
they are principally the perfons at the head of the depart- 
ments. Money is often procured with difficulty for the 
ftables, kitchen, elephants, buildings, and other current 
dtfburfcments. The aAing minider afTcns, that the fum 
of forty-nine lacks was Itfl year appropriated to the Vixter's 
ezpences j out of this were paid not only the charges of 
his houfchotd, but part of the altowancei to his Excellen- 
cy's relations, compenfations to perfons whofe Jaghyres 
were refumed, and alfo penfions to the dependants of the 
Vizier's ^mily, many of which originated in the reign of 
the late Nabob Sujah Ul Dowlah. In propofing that ths 
funds on account of the Vizier's houfehold '< Iball be dc- 
*' polited under charge of a Treafurer," 1 mean in a pub- 
lic chell, agreeable to the Honoi^rable Governor General's 
inftni6tions, and that one key fhould be kept by the Trea- 
furer, and one by the dSing minifter, or any great officer 
of ftatc to whom yon may dired me to advife the Vizier to 
jntmftfo important achargc. 

The fecond head entirely- conforms to the Honourable 
the Governor General's inllFuftions, and needs< no eiipla- 
nation. On the third head.I would fubmit it to your conli- 
deration, whether an officer in the charafier of an Aumcsn 
fhould not be appointed to fee the eflablilhuients were not 
eiKroacbed upon ; and on his flating objedions, that pay- 
ments might be flopped until the Vizier's pleafure ihould 
be known ; and if his Excellency, on confide ration, repeats 
his orders for his warrant paffing the Treafiiry, itlbould 
then become valid. 

The evil which the fourth head propofes to correft, is 
the principal caufe of the mal-adminiftration of the affairs 
of the Vizier's houlchold ; the fame men being farmers of 
revenues, aumils, and iupcrintendants of departments 
about his Excellency's perfon, make a confufion of ac- 
counts, and give them an opportunity of withholding pay- 
ment, and often appropriating the funds to the fupport of 
cxpences, which are not to be considered as requiting the 
fitft fupphcs ; forinftance, I think buildings, matters whicK 
relate merely to ftate, fuch as Kclaats, &c. Ihould bcpro- 
vided for ajter the payment of the fervants wages, the lutch-

en. ftables, and other particulars, which may be ftatcd in 
the light of necellarics. 

This is the ouilinc of the plan I have ptopofcd for the 
regulating the Vizier's houfehoid ; and 1 entertain great 
hopes, that from a Icfs fum than has hitherto been appropri-_ 
atcd on that account, every department will be amply fur- 
Kifhed ; probably a faving will accumulate at the end of tho 
year, from the mode of ilTuing the difburfcments, now 
efiimated at the fum of thirty-two lacks of Rupees.

Honourable Sir, 

The reduflion of Almafs Ally Khawn's power is an ob- 
ject conftantly prefent to my view j and I beg leave to ftate 
the outlines of my plan. 

I propofe be fhould remaii^ in charge of the diAricts he 
now farms until the conclulion of the year, when his dif- 
milllon will be followed with leafl danger and lafs of reve- 
nue. InQead of granting the province of Etawah to one 
man, I recommend it {hould be given to three at leaft. ' 
Corah, Jagdifpore, &c. may in the fame manner be divided 
amongft a number, and the troops ftationed with the new 
Aumils Ihall hereafter receive their pay in ready money ; and 
the fyllem of allignincnts be abolifhed, agreeable to your in- 
firu£tions. 

,In executing a meafure of ibmuch importance, theaffift- 
ance of the honourable Company's troop will be required, 
and I muft folicit your inftructions on this head. I fubmic 
to your conlideration, that the two armies in' the Vizier'3 
dominions may be ftationed at the places moft convcnictit 
for preventing any affiftancc being giycn to Almafs by fo- 
reign powers; as alfo to oppofe the junction of his owa 
troops, which will probably be fcattered about the country 
in collecting the revenues. It is, in my opinion, not ad-^ 
vifeable at the prefent juncture to form any dcterminatioa 
vrith regard to the fiations, as they mu& be fixed accordit^ 
to circumftances. 

I fliall furnifh both Colonels Morgan and Sir John 
Cummlngs with particular information of my plan, and 
the fituation of Almafs Ally Khawn. 

Detachments from the honourable Company's troops 
will be required, to eftablilh the authority of the new Au- 

Vpt.lU. U mill 
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, mill. I beg leave to alk yoar prnniffion, Hiat I mayiqi- 
ply to the commanding officers to furnifh any number above 
what they may deem neceflary to enfurc the fafcty of the 
two armies in the field, and hkewife aft offenfivcly, if the 
ftate of affairs (hould render it neceflary. I -beg ajfo to b« 
informed what force you may think proper to fparc for this 
fervicc from Chunar Ghurr. 

In your letter of inftruflions, under date the 23d Sep- 
tember i;8i, you obfcrve, *' That it would be better if 
" the Mootayna could be brought to confift only of cavaL- 
•* ry» leaving no infanlry in the Nabob's fervicc but what 
*• may be neceflary for his body guard ; and to fuipply the 
*' deficiency, (hould any occur from fuch arrangement, oar 
*' infantry may be employed when infantry are wanted." 

To carry this plan incoextcution, I muftconlidcr the de- 
tachments, ordered to fupport the new Aumils, will be 
hereafter rendered permanent commands. It will be pro- 
bable that additions! infantry muft be raifed, becaufe a con- . 
Jiderable body will be loft by the defeflion of Almafs. I beg 
leave to requcft that you will view the extent of country 
now farmed by him, and reflect how impoffible it will be to 
awe the Zemindars (every one of whom ahndft has his 
fort) withouta confiderablefoxe in infantry. The fervice 
of the collei5tions muft be couduf^ed either by means of the 
above-mentioned detachments from the honourable Com- 
pany's troops, or by your agreeing to die Vizier's raifing 
l)attalion5 of infcntry, fcpoys, or matchlock men to fup- 
ply the place of Ajmafs's troops. 

Iharc urgently folic! ted funds to be approjMiated to the 
reguhr payment of ihe Vizier's cavalry. Thisbofinefs bc- 
Jng in a certain train, I think I may f^fcly affure you of the 
fivm and fteady attachment of the Turkfawers and RuiTaii- 
lah, under the command of Mahomed Saud Khawn, the 
brother of Abd^l Bimaun Khawn, who is now a^ing with 
Colonel Charles Morgan at Bombay : a part may be at- 
teched to fuch of tile armies. 1 fhall obferve the famccon- 
dn£t towards theotber corps in the Vizier's fervice. — Thefe 
are the outUnes of my plan ; the particulars of which will 
follow in goocf time to receive yout apptobztion, pceVtout 
to its beingcarried into execution. 

It now remains for me to carry conviftion to your mind 
of my having obeyed your commands with Mgard to Ahnals 
Ally Cawn, tnthe fulleft extent whidi the fituation of affairs 
would a<hnit. In the courfe of my repreftntarions I muft 
intreat your ind'ulgence, for intruding upon your attention 
a repetition of many ftiSs, which may aheady have been 
fubmitted to yourjudginent. Suppoli:! had', uptiri nry ar- 
rival, advifed his being difpolleffcd of all truft ondcr this 
goVeminent -, l£e iiext cbafideiation voutd hjrr? been lo 

ftifply 
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fypfiy biE pUce. 1 wai net* in tbe bufinefs, and ignorant 
bow far T could depend opon a dcfisdion of Almafs Ally 
Khawn's people. I had no agents ready, and could not 
nly on the affllUnce of the a£tlng Minifler, though I will 
do bitn the jufticc to (ay be proi!ered his fervices. He was 
dilatory in the fettlcment of aiFairs then in agitation, and 
from his ihcafures and condu£t {ince, I sei confident hd 
>voatd not have bad the ihcans of fcconding me ; and there- 
fore I did not explain your intentions, further than was ne-i 
seflary for depriving Almafs of the additional diftriftst 
Proper perfons for the farm of fach extenfivc a>untriei 
could holhate been procured in haftc; had! however fuc- 
Cecded ia this point, a force would bave been required to 
fupport the new Aumils ; Almafi Ally Khawn would pro- 
bably, under the citcumAances which then exifled, havti 
' preferved the attachment of his followers ; and the army un- 
der his command, thoaghpaid by the Viiier, would havtf 
openly rebelled. We fbould have experienced commotions in 
Owde, where bis Excellency's military were already To weak 
that no left than three regiments had been diRatched frooi 
the brigade at Cdwnpore, belides a regiment from Chunat 
Gburr*. Troops could not thererore have been drawn 
from Owde, without expoling that pfovince to a renewal of 
the late commotions. 

It next occurs to fttte to yOu theraeam Almafs Ail* 
tChawn poflelTcd, of withdrawing himfelf from the Vizier's 
authority, witli thofe in our bandi of oppofing any fuctk 
attempts. 

Almafs had an army of above twelve thoufand horfe and ' 
foot, as allowed him by the Vizier, among which are lit 
battalions of Sepoys, exdufive of whidi he has ScbuAdy, 
or irrrgulars, entertained by bis own authority, of at leaft 
an equal number, which he could have difperfed upon ma- 
rauding parties about the country. He bad treafure, ftores^ 
and ammunition, with the fort of Coder Cote^ Whicb hehai 
rendered as ftrong as pofTible, by the fkill of a native. Olt 
tile other hand 1 received charge of my office with an emptf

trcafury, and the burthen of a heavjr debt * ; under thclje 
circumftanccs it wouldjliave been impof&bk; to borrovi rao^ 
ney, and the principal refourcc in my bands wat from Al- 
mals Ally. Khawn fi the very man <^ainft whonv. J was to 
engage. At the time of my arrival, jhe deiachment ui^ei 
the command of Colonel Sir JohtiCumming bad only 
reached Allahabad, and could not a£t for want of flore 
boats, which weie not come up. The brigade at Cawn- 
pore, conlifting only of two regiments of bcpoys, and a 
weak regiment of Europeans, was in fafl, all the miliiary 
aid on which I could depeitd ; and I fubmit to your confi- 
deration whether it was in any rcfpeA equal to the fervice. 

The only mode which occiirrcd to me of reducing AI- 
mafs Ally Cawn's power was by fcizing his perfoo ; and 
this, with tlie afliftance of the regiment at Lucknow, an4 
my own guardi 1 could moft certainly have elfe&ed. I beg 
you will conlider that he retained to Lucknow under a po- 
fitive engagement of perfonal fafety ; lUe meafure therefore 
would have been coniidercd an ail ot treachery dif^raceful 
to oar nation, and deftrudive of all confidence in our faith 
in any future negociations. Your inftf unions of the 23d 
Qftober alfo peremptorily forbid any lucli condufl, in the 
follpwtng words i vii, " I cannot prefcribe the means i — 
" but to guard againft that obloquy to which I may be cx- 
•' pofed by a forced mifconftruftion of this order, by 
*' tliofe who may be hereafter employed in fetching our 
** records for cavils and infoitnatioits againft mc, I think it 
" proper to forbid and protcft againft the ufc of any frau- 
** dulent artifice or treachery to accomplilh tlie end which 
*' I have prcfcribed." 

Almafs Ally Khawn has ever li-ice ray anival profelTed 
obedience, but bis conduct is in diiedl coiitradittion. In 
one inftanpe I wai under the necefliiy of obtaining orders 
from the Vizier to direft Uts rendering juDice to a man who 
had been oppreffcd j one moiive for my interference was to 
make. a trial of liis difpoTttion. He refufcd comptiaixe, 
and, none of his Naibi will obey any injun^ion, unlef». it 
IS accompanied by a counter order (lom him. Colonel Sir 
John Comming tranfmitted the Vizier's Shoka to Atmafs, 
on the fubje£t of the interruption of the Dawks, informa- 
tion of which I communicated to ^ou iinder date the 3d 
jnftant. The enclofed letter will inform you of the refult 
of Colonel Cummings's inquiry; — that Alwafs's people 
were the offenders. He has not taken 'any fteps towards 
punifhing them, or even anfwered the Vizier. The maner

neccfTary at Lucknow, his Vakeel ^Imoft daily rcprcCents to 
me that he nil! certainly come, as foon as be can conclude 
the bufinefs in which he is engaged. 1 then propofe qvefti- 
oning him about the interruption of the Dawki, and ihall 
endeavour to make him give fatisfaction on this head, 
which itis probable he wiliev^de doing. 

I am employed in tracing the connct^tien Atiaafs Ally 
Cawii's people may have with the perfons about this court, 
and I entertain great hopes that a part of his troops may 
leave him, on the declaration of the Vizier's dotermination 
to difmifs him from his employmenis. 

The call of atSltance for the honourable Company's 
troops will be proportionable to the fuccefs I may meet with 
in this point! and 1 have at this early period afkcd your 
inflrjctions, that I may be fully informed of tht means 
granted me to difcharge my duty. It would be an impru- 
dent meafure to attempt tlie reduction of Almafs Ally 
Khawn's power, until proper perfons may be, upon hia 
difmiffion, prepared to take immediate cliargc of his diftricis, 
and troops upon the fpot, to fupport their authority, 

I fhall not communicate my intended plan to the Miniffer, 
or any other perfon, until, I may receive your final iq« 
^ructions upon it.

To the Honourable Warren Haftings, Efquire, Gorernor 
General, &c. &c. 

Honourable Sir, 

I now beg leave to inform you of my tranfaftions in the 
execution of your orders relative to the inAitulion of^ public 
offices. 1 have met with great oppoJition ; but as your 
commands left me no difcretion, and a ftudt obedience be- 
came my iudirpenfable duty, I deferred ad drcffing you until 
I could ftate the matter in a dear point of view. 

The funds allotted for the Viaier's perfonal ezpences 

•(vere admiaifter ed in % moft ftuntcful manner ; for not- 

U 3 withftM>diiw 
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srithlHnding the large fvms hitherto appropriated on tliift 
l^count, yoD will doubilefs haye bc^u adyifcd, from the 
Report of every individual who has refided in this country, 
a* well as from my communicaiions to you, of the diftrcls 
in the Vizier's houfsLiold, fiarticuUr department having 
been left totally unprovided for, and thefervants kept many 
Tnonfhs in arrears. In my opinion thirty-two lacks, the 
film fixed at his Excellency's particular rrqucft, is ipucl) 
Oiore than can be fairly expended ; but it was urged to me, 
thai the rcfumptlon ot fhe Jaghyrs, and reduflion of pen- 
fions itiight'caufe great dintcls ; and it would he ple^Gng tq 
the Vizier to have the means of providing for part of hi^ 
fiimiiy and dependants intruded to his own bounty; and 
further, that forty-nine lacks had lad year been left at his 
Excellency's difpofal, and the differenpe amounting tq 
i«ventcen ladles, was in itfelf a confiflerable reduction. 

I had fumifbed IJyder EegCawn abi've tw'o months fince 
Tvith the plans, and eiuertained hopes tJiat by his addrefs an4 
influence with the Vizier 1 might avoid the oppofition that 
a pubti<! dpclaiation of your intentions would create. Abovo 
a month elapfed, duiing whjch time no piogrefij wa^ ^lado 
in thebofinef;. 

Thcfafl is, whilft the revenues were jnanaged folcly by 
Hyder Beg Khawn, he held in his cpn perfon the offices of 
ffillcflionand Trcafury. The Vizier wa:, onalloccalions, 
compelled to apply to him for the daily fupply of the current 
difburfements of his houfclDold. The >iabob had thus be^ 
come entirely dependent upon his Minifter, and a danger 
TOus infiuence w^s alTumed over his Excellency's mind. 
He was compelled to fpealc the fentiment; of h)s ^iniftcri 
or expofed to the danger of having his incopcie vyithhcld. 
Hyder Beg Cawn difclairas holding any controul in tbefc 
matters ; but this is an allertioh without proof, as I may 
Jafcly affirrn that he has hitherto had the entire difpofal of 
|hc Vizier's trcafurcs. 

H^d the immenfc fums appropriated to the Vizlerls per- - 
fotial expellees been applied ro ^ny ofeful public fervice, 
cither in a ptovifion for his family, in penfioiis to dcferving 
Servants of thr Government, or to the pay of any part of 
ihe army, I Ihould not be fo anxious lo rcprefent the ne- 
teffity of a reform.' The whole is diffipated among the 
prderlies, a fet of men of low birth, and no prctcnfions. 
who are a' burthen fo the ftate, living in affluciKC, whilft 
the army, and every ufcfnl members of fociety, arc left in 
Want of the neceffaTies of life. A ftriking inDance of the 
peculation th^t cxiils in the Vizier's perfonat expences has 
occurred within tliefe few days in Jao Lall, the lupcrinten- 
dSni of his buildings, who has proraifed a payment of fixty- 
tbiree thouland rupees to the Vizier for frauds comiiutted in 
" ■ " ' ■" ■ bis 
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l)is office. 'His Excellency is at this time employed in a 
Jcrutiny of a (iniilar nature into the accounts of every fuper- 
intendaiit in the diffetcnt departments, from each of whotti 
he will mod probably exaft reflitution — ^and, as lifual re- 
ceiye the offender again into favour. 

i was told by Hyder Beg Cawn, the Vizier prerempto- 
lily reje£ted my propofnions, pleading that he Jhould no 
longer be an independaiit Sovereign, if (lie Company's 
agents interferercd in hisperfonal expences. This anlwer 
was repeatedly returned through difTcrent perfons whom 
his Excellency felefted to convey his fentimcnt to mc. Hy- 
der Beg Cawn charges me with employing agents with the 
Vizier, which caufcd thelofsof his authority, and occafi- 
oned his failure in the points I had recommended. — I r«- 
turnedanfwers to all his Excellency's meffagcs, but I never 
employed any perfons on my own behalf. The fubfiancc of 
my reprefentations was uniformly the fame, that I only 
liad in view the profperity of his affairs, which could not 
be cffeSed by any other means than eftabiijhing regularity 
in the adminidration of his finances, and in this fwoulcl 
conifult his pleafure. I objefted to any mediation, and re- 
quefted the matter might be debated by the Nabob and my- 
fclf; I maintained that your intentions had been mifrepre- 
fcnted to him, that it was your wifh his income fhould be 
entirely at his own difpofal, and not fquandered away with- 
out his knowledge or afient. In conformity thereto I re- 
commend aTreafurer and a Mufhruff for riie department 
of his houfchold; and that the revenues, as collefted, - 
fhoul^ be paid into a public cheft, from whence the difburfe- 
mentslhould be iiTued agreeable To his own warrants; but 
upon the piefent fyftemhis treafure was appropriated to pur- 
poses he never intended ; that general dJiiiels bad prevailed, 
and muf); continue till regularity fhould be eftablilhed. 
When the Treal'urer for the houfehold was iirft propoled, I 
recommended that Rajah Tipper Chund fhould bold the 
office. Hyder Beg Khawn obj?£led, upon the plea of 
his being in a declared oppolition to him, and that his 
appointment would in fact be depriving him of theNiabut. 
1 yielded to his objections, declaring it a matter of indiffi- 
lence to mc who the man might be, fo that a Treafure^ 
were appointed. The Nabob afterwards, in an interview 
with me; of himfelf propofed Tipper Chund, of which I 
informed the Minilter ; who then affected to have conquer- 
ed his objections, provided I would give him affurances of 
fupport: I acquiefced, and took it for granted all difficul- ' 
ties were adjufted ; but to my great furprize, the neXt time 
I paid my reipe£ts to the Vizier he had changed his mind, 
and would have no Treafurer. Hyder Beg Khawn, after 
feveial days altercation, iiiformed mc tlie V izier had at laA 
y 4 aflentcCt 
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jtOentul to the appointment of a TreafurCr, but he n^w 
inlifted that Tipper Chund fhould not be the man. I re-* 
turned for aniiver, it was certainly in his EiccelUncy'si 
krcaft to appoint whom he pleafed ; and a banker of the 
name pi Dooarkar Dofs was the pcrfon he finally nominated 
to the office. The intended MMihruf, fakour Dofs, is a 
dependant of feis Excellency's government, an() a perfon 
ijrboin I have no knowledge of, except by charaftpr. 

When Tipper Chnnd was fet afide, the Vizier informcij 
me he had no objeftion to my having minute accounts of 
his drfburfcmenis, only he wiflied to prclerve his dignity, 
aiad appoint his own fervants. He confidered Tipper Chuntt 
already in the charge of the office of rnihtary Paymafter 
pcneral, and it was not his pleafurc to make him Trcafurer 
of the houfehold. I am perfuadcd thefe reafons could onljr 
have been fuggcfied by Hydcr Beg Khawn, as the Vizier 
had privately Tent meflages to Tipper Chund, informatior^ 
of which he hii^ifelf comn^unicatc^ to me, requeuing he 
would undertake the office. 

1 readily agreed to the non^ination of Dooarchar Dofs, 
that the Vizier might be convinced there was no defign, 
concealed undpr aipecious appearance, of leading hin;i into 
a dependance on th? Company's agents for ihe funds of 
his houfehold. In regard to Tipper Chund, he certainly 
holds the appointment of Military Paymafter General, but 
Hyder Beg Kliawn has hitherto poffcired the aflual powers 
of that office, and the accounts are prepared by his agents, 
I made a very fair trial of Hyder Beg ^hawn's difpofi' 
tion. The plan of your new fyftcm was left upwards of a 
montl^in his po^ellion, without my once touching upon 
the fuhjefl ^ith the Vizier, daring which time he amufed 
ftie with daily hbpfs of obtaining his ExceUency's approba- 
tion. When I at length experienced his dilinclination ta 
, moveiu the bufinefs, my only al<ernativc was to inlift on a 
compliancp, which fuggeftcd ihe ide? to Hyder geg Khawn, 
that he had loft his influence, of which he took advantage 
to make excufes for further delays. It was his advice to me 
to hold very peremptoiy language to the Vizier ; but this 1, 
declined, as T did not chufe to incur his Excellency's dif- 

S'leafare, ahd thus eftablilh a confidence in Hyder Beg 
[.hawn's attachment upon the ruin of niy own influence.* 
I was direfted, and my own inclination prompted me to 
treat the Nabob with ihe hi^hell rcfpe£l. His difpofition 
was well known to me ; and I was fenfihlc, if it Ibould be 
ncceflary, that I couid condud the bufinefs without agenisj 
or mediators. I withed the aift might appear voluntary on th? 
part of the Vizier, and his confcqucnce and authority be 
ireferved entire in the eyes of the natives. The fsti m 
Iny opinion is, that Hyder Beg Cawn, fenfiblc the iaftitu- 
■ ' ■ ■ " " >^a. 
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t)oi) of offices will check and controul his condud, has 
purpofcly protracted the bufincfs, in Uic hope that ifn appeal 
to you might move a change. 

In proof of his wifli to protrafi the bufinefs, he re^ ' 
pcatcdly advifcd me to appoint my own MoonQiey to tha 
office of Treafurer; which I deemed a mcafqre highly im- 
proper! and he muft have been fenfible of it bimfelf. | 
declined fuflcring any of my own fervants or dependanti to 
Jiold offices of truft and emolument. 

Tlic ncceflary orders are ifliied to put the Treafurer of 
the houfehold in charge of his office, upon the plan propoled 
in the enclofcd letter to Hyder Beg KJiawn, The appear.* 
anceof the Vizier's dignity and authority is prefervcd, and 
I will endeavour to fee that the dilburfements in ftiture be 
ipade agreeable to yourcommands. 

The Turk Sowars, though part of the heft cavalry in the 
Vizier's fcrvice, haye been moft ihamcfully neglcfled: There 
are now ten months arrears of pay due to them ; they would 
have mutinied, if it had not been for my interference. Three 
months are to be iffued to-monow, and the balance will be 
iecuredto them. Shortly after my arrival I folicited, out 
of an unappropriated balance of eleven lacks, fctagainft A1-. 
inafs Ally iChawn, that nine lacks (hould be ^lotud for 
thefupporlof the Turk Sowars ; the minifter, under vari- 
ous pretenpes, evaded compliance ; at laft the alTignnient 
was granted, and then it appeared that five out of the eleven 
lacks had been paid by Almafs Ally Khawn, agreeable iq 
prior orders, which he had received, and of which Hyder 
Beg IChawn never apprifed mc. 1 procured, all together, 
Si]^ Jacks and eiglit thoufand rupees on Almafs, and about 
two lacks on other Aumiis. His Excellency remonflratcd 
againft this affigntiient going in my name j to which I an- 
fwered, as I had uniformly done, that it was a matter of 
total indifference to me through whom the pay to the arm]^ 
was ilTued. I did not wifh ihefe people to be under my au- 
thority ; and my having aikcd him for the affignments was 
the efreft of iieccfTity. I would readily relinquifh them, 
upon the appointment of a proper ofEcer : That in future 
the troops might be paid in money, ^reeable to tlie com- 
mands wit|i which you had been pleafcd to honour nic. I 
have not fciupfcd being very explicit with Hyder B^ 
}(hawn i and have now taken theliberty to fubmit, in the 
moft unrcfcrved manner, to your confidcration, the par- 
ticulars of my tranfadions with Jiim on two of the ijiofl 
material points of jour new fyfiem. I have given authori- 
ty and confequence to Hyder Beg Khawn's office, and pro- 
pofe leaving him in the general controul of every other dcT 
partment. But as nothing can relieve the country from the 

diftrefs 
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difirefs in which it is involved, bnt the moft rigid execu- 
tion <rf your orders, I (hali not fuffer them to be impeded 
' by the intrigues of individuals however high in rank. I 
have, in obcdtenoctu your commands, employed Hyder 
Beg Khawn ; bis profeSotis are fair ; but until I- deter- 
mined on executing, by my own authority, the meafures 
which the Vizrer bad rejcAed, I could hot get any buiiners 
of importance fettled. 

The conduft*of Hyder Beg Khawn was to be expcftcd. 
It can hardly be hoped that men fhould wilHngly become 
theinflnimcnts to reduce their own influence and advan- 
tages. I have endeavoured to imprefs upon his mind youc 
unalterable determination of executing the new fyftem, and 
he had 4o make the choice, whether to 6bey your com- 
mands, or expofe himfelf to your difpleafure. 

You only can decide whetbcrmy fufpicionsof hisfecretly 
eounterafling my icfH'efentations arc well founded : I coii- 
lidered a difunion between us as likely to affect the public 
bufinefs ; efpecially as Khowje AyinulDien and Almafs Ally 
Khawn were upon the fpot, and a continuation might have 
been formed between the tjirec to interrupt the collections; 
I have therefore come to an accommodation with him ; 
As the bafis of it is implicit obedience to your orders, t hopo 
no future caufe of differences can aiife. I fball on my pait 
inoft cautioufly avoid them.

Superior wifdom will guide your mcafures, 
and I (halt iwiljingly execute every order I may receive j bat 
I think tt my duty, and a tribute I owe to the confidence 
you have placed in me, freely and candidly to offer my 
fentiments on fuch fubjects as from a near view may pre. 
icnt difficulties that would not occur to pcrfons at a dif- 
tancc. 

I wopid rccommepd lEvery perfuafive argument might ba 
Itrged to the Begum to induce her to fulfil her eng^ments. 
I would even endeavour to convince her that it was intend- 
ed to rci>ew the reftraints upon her j but I really think it no? 
^dvifeable to carry them inio cKecution.

Traullatioa of letter from Mr. Brtflow to the Begum. 

I have bad the honour lo receive your letters : — Wbere- 
as the profpcrlty and welfare of the Vizier's affairs are tbe 
earncft wi(h of the Governor General, I have, in obedience 
to my inftrutStions, reprefented to bis Excellency tliat I 
lliould conform to his plcaiure in whatever he might think 
proper to direft. lam happy to convey his command^ 
that Major Gilpin Hiall, on the arrival of i^ffrien AJly Cawn, 
march from Fyzabad, and immediately releafe Bahar Allf 
Cawn and Soakur Ally Cavrn. This meafurc affords me 
the greater pleafure, as I am perfuaded, from the kind cx- 
preffions in your letters, of the regard youentcrt^n for the 
Vizier, being dearer to you than life, that you will in fu- 
ture confult andcherifh his interefts. 

It is probable the Vizier would have continued the rc- 
flraints upon your Excellency, if the Governor General 
bad not, ant of refpeCt for the ties which bind you, and 
from a natural benevolence of difpofition, given his allent.

I'erniit me to remind your ETtcellency, tha:t there ii ftiTl 
a balance of above five lacks due, on account of your ei^- 
f^agementsi and as you promifed,- immediately on the en- 
largement of your Eunuchs, to pay that fum, I hopeyoa 
will excufe my folicitaiions and alTurances, that by a conv- 
piiance you will render a Jervice both to the Vizier and the 
Company, whofe affairs at prefent require the affiftance of 
every pecuniary aid.

The Governor General. 

I beg leave to remind the board of the papers which I laid 
before them on the 21ft April refpefting the complaints pre- 
ferred by the Nabob Viz.ier againft Mr. Briftow. The fefti 
as itated in thefe complaints, are certainly ufurpations of the 
authority, andeven of the fovcrcignty of the Nabob Vizier. 

They are affirmed to have been juftified by an appeal to 
my inltrudlions ; it therefore becomes me moll pzrticalarly 
to endeavour to redrefs them, or to remove the grounds oi\ 
which they are faid to have produced | for which effed I 
do in the firjl place difavow hairing given him any inftruc- 
tioiis intended for fuch parpofts ; and in the fccond, I do, 
as k i» my duty, move the Board to tranfmit to Mr. Brif- 
tow the papers containing the diarges againft him, to re- 
^tiire him to reply to them. And in the mean tithe, if 
be Ihall have appointed any pcrfon orpcifons to the charge 
«f thcoflices appertaining to the admin iftration of the Na^ 
bob Vizier, that he do immediately rcvofcethe appointments 
and coniine himfclf folely to the "charge of foch 'affairs tx 
appertain to the Company, in the department fpeciilly allot- 
ted to him, leaving to the Nabob Vizier the entire and no- 
controuled management of bis own concerns. 

Meffrs. Stables, Macphcrfon, and Wheler, deliver i& 
their opinions as follow, upon the fubjc£t of the Governor 
General's minute catered en the proceedings of the 21ft 
^timo. 

Mr. Stables. . ' 

I have read and atwntiv^y eonfidend the letters frona 
the Navaab Vizier and bis minifier Hyder Beg Cawn, re- 
ferred to me in the Governor General's minute. Alfo the 
inftmfHons to Mr. Briftow, read by Ae Governor Ge- 
neral to t^ members of the Board, and his anfwsrs to them. 

I am of opinion, than an exaft tranflation of the levcntl 
letters from the Vtaivt and hie ninifler, MMheaucated ^ 
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the proper officer of this Board, fhould b^ fent to Mr. BrifloiTy 
and that he ihould be called upon to anfwcr to the charges 
againlt fiiscondaft as our Miniftcr at the Vizier's court. 

In tUe letter from the Vizier to the Governor General^ 
received the 28th March, he fays, *'. If you are folicitoas 
** to promote my profperjty, confer upon me diicretiohal 
" power over my country, and for the payment of the mo- 
" nies due to the Company." In hit 2d letter, he fays, 
** If you will plcafe, as a mark of your friendfhip, to re- 
*' cal Mr. Briftow and Mr. Cooper, and confer upon me 
** difcrctional authority for the management of my coud- 
" try, and for the payment of the Company's mcHiies, &e."' 

The Minider in his letters, joins in the requeil, and 
adds, ' ' at the fame time fo far favour me, as to appoint me 
** from yourfclf to themanagemem of affairs here," 

The above quotations clearly point out to me the great ob-' 
jeCt the Vizier has in view, afftllcd by his MiniHer, in pre- 
ferring their complaints to the Governor General to lay be- 
forf the Board, ag'ainQ our ReCdcnt and his deputy, and it 
Kreafon with meto have the complain u ferioudy enquired 
into by tlie Board. 

In juftice and candour to the Navaab Vizier, and his 
Miniftcr, I think the Board ought explicitly to declare, that 
they cannot on any account comply with the Vizier's re- 
<]ueft, to grant him difcrctional powers over his country, 
while fach heavy debts cemain due to the Company. His 
Miniflei alio fhoold be acquainted of this declaration. 

The characters of the Navaab Vizier, and hts Miniftcr 
Hyder Beg Cawn, are clearly delineated in the 4th inflruc- 
tion from the communicated through the Governor General 

to Mr. Bciftow ; and the high refpect I have for the 
opinion of the Governor General, and the members of the 
Board, bu great weight in.guidin^ my judgment on tUb 
fubject. 

Mr. Macpherfon. 

I have perufed with great attention the the tranflations of 
(he_ Vi^icr'i letters. received. ^e 28lh .March and 7th of 
April, and the tranllatrons of the tetters of his mintfter 
Hyder Beg Cawn, received the 3d and 28th March, and 
7th April, addrelled to the Governor General, and whidt 
he laid before the Boardonthe atft April,- for their conCde- 
tation and determination. 

I have likewifc referred to the Governor General's >n- 
ftru^tions to Mr. Briftow, as our miniftcr at the court of 
the Vizier, under date the 23d Oflober laftj and I have 
confidered with particular attention the 4th and 5th article 
of theijud inftiudions, and tltc 17th, or sondudiog article 
, . X have 
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. I have iikcwife perufed Mr. Brltow's letter to the Go^ 
Venior General of the 12th of December, and his letter of 
the 4th of March, in which he ftaics to the Governor Ge- 
neral his iranfadiohs in the execution of his orders relative 
to the inftitutioji of public offices in the Vizier't govern- 
ment. 

The Governor General in bis minute, in which he bl- ' 
troduccs the Vizier's letters, and thofe of the Viiicr's mi- 
niftcrj ftatcs very properly the pccaliar delicacy of tli6 
fituation in which he Aands, both with refpeA to the Na- 
bob Vizier and Mr. Bril^ow, on an occa&on like the pre- 
fent'; and he wilhcs to follow the line which the members 
of the Board qiay rccomnlcnd, latlier than propofe any /e- 
folutions to them on the fubjeA of the complaints in the 
Vizier's letters. 

It is my opinion, upon a principle of common juftice, at 
\vcll as from a regard to the Company's regulations, that 
copies of the Vizier's leticrsi and ihiSfe of Hyder Beg Cawnj 
Containing complaints againft Mr. .BriQow, fhould be im- 
mediately fent to him far his informuion, and to prcpart 
. bis defeiice againft the complaints. 

But iii the mean time, as the Governor General has very 
truly obfcrved, in the 4th article of his inftmAions to the 
Rehdcnt, "That there can be no mcdiunl in the relation 
** between the rclident and the miniftcr ; but either the re- 
" fident mul\ be the Have and valTal of the Minillcr, or tbd 
*' ihiniClcr beat the abfoiute devotion of the Refident:'* 
And as the Vizier is confelTedly under the influence of hit 
minifter, who can never confider that influence complete 
while the Refident has the power to check it; and as the 
^elident is now under heavy accufaiions, probably for t ne- 
cefTary exercife of that power; fo it is evident that the au* 
' thority of our government will Hand in fufpence, if it it not 
rendered indFeftual at the coutt of Oudc, during thefe bon- 
tetitions between the a£tingMini(terand onfRelident. 

The feafon of the colle£lions in the upper revenues, an^ 
the particular fituation of this government at prefent, he» 
ing in deep arrears to the army, with an empty treafury, 
and no profpeft of refourc&s for fome months to come, un- 
Itfs from Oudc, render any couhteraftion to the influence 
ofour govcrnoient in that <)uarter full of public confc'' 
^ocnccs. 

To counteraA thor^ conrequences, and to remove poffi< 
ble grounds of mifconception between Hyder Beg Kttawn'i 
ideas of^a objeft of our government, and the Relidetll's 
ideas of ||V own refponlibilhy, it occurs to me, that tnucfa 
good m^bt arlfc from a full and authoritative commum- 
cation to Hyder Beg IChawn of theGoverner General's in* 
flrudions ; and as the Relidcnt may have likewife mii^ 
Vol. Ill* X vonceivnd 
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conceived the Qovernor Gcnfcral's inftruftions as abfolute 
authority for meafures which this government might wilh, 
but would not proceed to exert with indelicacy ov violence; 
lo I could wilh that the Governor General would draw the 
line moreclearly, where the Rcfident m:^, from an idea of 
of his own refponfibility, have tranfgreflcd the tetter of his 
orders. 

In the letter of the Vizier and of thcminifter, two parts 
arc folicited ; not only the recall of the Rcfident add his 
deputy, but what they ftate a difcretional power to the Vi- 
T^er over his own country, and the monies to be paid to the 
Company ; promiiing, at the fame time, that if fuch a power 
is granted, (liey will pay the Company's claims regularly 
and fully. 

I much, for this is not a time for motiving fuch an ex- 
periment— and herel wottid wiih to obfcrvc, to obviate 
prejudices in Europe, which might be raifed agaihft the in- 
ilrut^ions which were given to Mr. Biiftow, and that de- 
termined authority with which this government was obliged 
tt> interfere in the affairs of the Vizier, that our embairaff- 
ments wetie great when thofe inftruftions were dilated. A 
rebellion prevailed in the Vizier's dominions, of which he 
feemed infenfibleas well as his niinifter, but which w^uld 
have fpeedily involved thefe provinces had it not been 
checked ; aitd what may be alledgcd by fome as too violent 
a tone in an inftruftion, was fuited to the occalion, and had 
humanity and peace for its objedt, 

1 fhall be happy to meet the fcntiments of the other mem- 
bers of the Board on thefe obje^s ; and of all difFerences 
of opinions wquld with to avoid that moft which relates to 
the management of Oude, 01 iheiituation of a Refidcnt 
there. 

.Upon this principle, and as the Board have been of late 
much occupied with the general arrangement of our affairs, 
1 have hiihcno avoided to prefs an examination into th* 
conduA of the late Refideiits at Oude, and the complaints 
wllich were advanced againll them, and which were the fub- 
jeft of my minute of 

The Secretary has been direfled to make out the charges 
againftthofe gemlemen. An iiivcf)i(:ation of thofe charges, 
ibme of -which originated from the V.izier's minifter, may , 
throw light upon the complaints of the fame Minifter agaiDft 
the prelent Kelidenl. Fortunately for the Company's in- 
tcreAs, the heavy charges againft thofe gentlemen have no 
groundinth&prefent inffance ; for the peace ottl^e Vizi- 
er's dominions, and the- regular payment ofVur troops 
there, leem fuily attended to by the prcfent Refident, and 
I doubt much a better if thefe gre:tt flublic purpofcs would 
be equally fecured, if Hyder Beg Khawn's icqueft, in his 
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letter,' received the Jth of April, were indulged by this go- 
Vcrnmcm, 

Mr. Whelef, May i5!h 178^. 

I have perofed the fcverat Ictten and papers tran<n)itted 
by the Nabob Vizier, and his miniflcr Hyder Be^ Kbawn, 
to the Governor General, and comfiarcd the fame, both 
with the inftruSions given to Mr. Briftow, and likewife 
with his leuersto the Governor General on the fubjeSs 
which gave rife to the Complaints made by the Nabob Vi- 
zier and his Miniftcr. 

From thcfc letters Mr. Brjfiow, I think, appears not to 
have been deficient in attention to the inlVruftions delivered 
by the Gdvcmor Getieril ; but on the contrary has given, 
from time to time, very full information on the diftcreiH 
points which he was particularly direficd to examine and 
explain. 

The Vizier, it Jstrue, brings to his char^ie the tkppdnt-- 
mcnt oF a Sczawal to FurrncJcabad, contrary to hit incjina- 
tions ; and although in this inltance the Rclident hat not 
acted in conformity with the Governor General's inftruc^ 
tions, yet the ui-gent neceffity which impelled him to this - 
meafure has been reprefentcd to the Board in terms which 
would feem to jaftify his deviation from them. 

The neict and principal ground of cojnplaint dated by 
the Vizier is the appointment of ii Treafurer and Comp*- 
troller, by the Relident, of his own chooling, torecciv* 
the amount appropriated to the Vizier's houfehold expencesi 
and to fuperintend the difburfement of the fame. It does 
' not appear, by the Relident's letter of the 4lh March, that 
fae has carried his interference in this matter fo &r as is here 
reprcfented. He tells the Nabob, that it is the Governor 
General's wifh his income fhould be at his own difpofal ; 
and though he recommends Tipper Ghund for the office 
of Treafurer to the Vizier's houlchold, yet when this re- 
commendation is Tcjefled by the Nabob, the Elefident de- 
clares his perfeft indilFerence as totlic perfon who ihall be 
appointed, but Arongly urges the Nabob to make choice of 
a proper officer for that department. Indeed the rcprefenta- 
tions of the Vizier and his Minifler, and of our Rclident 
upon this fubJeA, are fo very different, that I feel myfelf at 
%t a tofs to give a decided opinioji on Mr. Briftow's con- 
du^ in this bufinefs. The board, I think, fhould imme- 
diately determine whether it is nccclTary for the Nabob to 
vl^ablilh fuch an office, and in that cafe to dire£^, Mr. Brif- 



tow not to interfere in the recommendation or appointment 
of the perfon who is to be put in charge of it. 

The Nabob Vizier and his Minil^er, in 'the eouHe of 
theii corrcfpondaice with the Goveraor Geoenl. accufe 

- X a Mr; 
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Mr. BriRow, not only oftreatinctbe Nabob with dUrerpe^i 
but even with indignity j it muft, however, be remember- 
ed, that while the former ctofes his addrefs with a hopci 
which he has long chcrilhed of being Tclicved from the refr- 
dence of any pcilon on the part of this government at his 
Coutt, tlie latter concludes witli a requcft to be confirmed 
jn the appointment which he now holds, of Miniffer to 
the Vizier, and to beentrufted with the management of 
the Company's concerns wiiU him. It is but reafon- 
able, therefore, to fuppole, tliat the repiefentationi againft 
Mr. BriHow arc, from thefe ciicutnltances, rather over- 
charged. Upon the whole, i am of opinion, that it will 
be proper for this Board to aiFord the Retidcnt an opportu* 
nity m replying more fully to the charges brought agunl^ 
him by the Nabob and his Minifter, before they 6naIIy 
decide upon the propriety or validity of thofe charges.

Ufual 'Introduflion. 

The lituation of affairs here, from the behaviour and 
coiiduA of Mr. Briflow, I formerly reprclented to yon ; 
what has fince occurred is as follows : 

His Higlinefs-laft year appointed Mouluvvi Mubeen, a 
man learned in the laws, to prefide over the court of Ada- 
lut, and from that period all fuits between contend! ng^ar- 
ties have been determined by him agreeably to the Shurni ; 
snd the Diary of fuch fuits and decilions thereon by him is 
forthcoming. To eftablifh his authority over every depart- 
ment of Government, and to annihilate that of his High- 
pefs, are the objefls of Mr. Briflow: he has appointed Mr. 
Cooper Oawrogch xif the Adaulut, and Mr. Cooper, with 
the authority of a fupeiior lord or mafter, has wrote bis 
Award), or Dufllchut * 011 the petitions of coraplaioants. 
liich as concerned the Aumils to execute^ to them, ana 
fuch as belonged to tbc city of Lucktiow, to the Vi^j 

• KtdtCobjef Jrztei, Ns. 6. , - , 
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Mtd thcfc petitions, Ihus fuperrcribcd by him, he feht to 
me, dircSing ma tocaule the fcal of .the Navriub to W af- 
fixed to them. I anfwcred, that I would reprefciH the 
matter to his Hlghncfs. licprcfentcd it accordingly, and 
Ihewed him the petitiona iupcrfcribed by Mr. Cooper : his 
. Higbnefs faid, that they were evidemiy thd inflniiDents of 
his diflionour, andof (he c^tinAion of bi» authority ; in- 
afmuch as be had fuperfcribcd the petitions of ths country 
complainants with his DaHkUut, direftcd to tfae Aumlls, 
and thole c4 the inhabitants of the city to him, as if he 
were the Cutwal of the city of Lncknow, and that be 
would never fobmit to it : dcliring that tbefecircumftances 
might be written to yoo, that whatever might be your plea- 
sure in his behalf, you might afl agreeably thereto. I 
^raited on Mr, firidow, but did not inform him of my re* 
prerentation to tfae Vizier : I only told him that fuch peti- 
tions, fo fuperfcribed with the Duflkhut of Mr. Cooper, 
liad been received, and that Mr. Cooper had required the 
Muwaub's feal to b» affixed to them ; adding, that if be 
had ordered me fo (o do, 1 would reprcfent the bufinefs to 
(lie Kuvvaub, He replied, that it was not in fact neccfla- 
ry to inform the Vizier ; whenever he Ihould fettle and ar- 
range the plan of the Adalut, I might reprefent it to him. 
After Ibis he afkcd me if I had received any intelligence 
from Calcutta : I replied in tlie negative. He then Ipoke of 
affairs in Europe, that the Governor General, and other 
gentlemen of the Council, were difmiffid ; and he tb^n 
proceeded to reflect on your condua in foch a manner, that 
neither at the time bad 1 the power to endure bis reflections, 
nor have I now the heart or the hand to write them. I 
laid, on this occalion, what my tongue enabled me to £i]r, 
tefpecting your qualities; obfcrving, that owing to you ap- 
pearances were lupportedand kept up towards the chiefs of 
Hindoftan ; and that if, which God forbid, you fliould go 
to Europe, even thofc appearances would remain no longer, 
and that a world would be involved in ruin. Mr. Brimw 
was offended at this obfeivation ; he faid, that be had not 
fpoke of the Governor, hut at ihe time when he was dif- 
milled, if he had not been difiniOVd he would not bavs 
mentioned thefe things. He then proceeded to fay, that in 
the fame manner as the government at Calcutta had been 
new modelled, in the fame manner the government here 
ihould be new modelled i adding, ** Enter into engage? 
" ments with me, I atfo, on my part, will give a Coul 
** Naumeh to you under my hand, and we will jointly 
" new model this government." I demanded to know it\ 
what manner: he replied, " I will fend out other Aumili 
*' over the NuvVaub's country. Soorut Sing, the Dewan 
*^ of the Surcor is grown'old, I nil] appoint a new Dewan 1 
X 3 ■ " " I will 
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*t t will hive the .whole inilitarjr eftabiybracnl, by tfce 
f* forming of new troops, under my own auihority ; I will 
** "appoint another Trcafurcr, and keep the public Tfeafury 
*• in a fcparite building, under the charge of my own pco- 
*' pIc; and I will ilTuc to the Vizier in fpecic as much as 
** may be adtually neceflary for his cxpcnces i when I flialt 
*' require it, you fliall advance |rn or twelve lacks of ru:- 
*' pees, to defray expenccs, from your private property ; 
" and yon muft engage not to write on affairs here to Cal- 
*' cutta. We, Englifti gentlemen, are all united together 
*• as one ptrfon, and in the end it will not be well for you 
•* fo lo do. If you will enter into engagements with mc 
•' agreeably to ihelc conditions, fo much thp better ;wc 
'* will aft in concert in the management of affairs ; if not, 
•* I will, on the ftrcngth of my own power, flo as I have 
" declared ; and you muft not again complain that V have 
*' deprived y&u of the execution of your office." I, who 
was thicken dumb, and conToundcd by what he bad faid 
refpeaing you, replied, that I would return home, and 
' having weighed and conlidered the bufinefs would reply to 
every particular. ■ At my two fuccccding vifits to Mr. Brif- 
tow, he again ceiicwed the propofal refpefling the CouJ 
Nameh ; to which I replied that I was fubordinate to him ; 
that with tefpeft to the management of the affairs of go- 
vernment in concert, I wonld, in fubprdi nation to him, 
and to the utmoft of my power, fulfil his commands ; thai 
np other engagement! but thofe of obedience ought to be 
«ntered into by an inferior with his fuperior , be was offend- 
«d at this anfwer. At this jun£lure bis Highnefs took 
leave of Mr. Biiflow, and went on an excurfion to bunt- 
Mr. Cooper agairi fcnt me a meflage, iiriporting tl(at his 
Highnefs being abfent ffom LucVnow, I Ihould affix my 
own feal to the petitions which he had fupcrfcribed, that 
the awards might be carried into execution. 1 wailed on 
Wr- BrifioWj and reprffeiited thefc circwniftances relative 
to the cxtcutioii of the bufinefs of the Adaulut, &c. : Mr, 
Briffow made mc no anfflfcr. Two days after he wrote me

rate authority: nhatever inay be your orders wiih refpe^ 
to ihefe afiairs, thofe I will obey ; I wUI not evade com- 
pliance with your commands ; fuch is the conduct of Mr.' 
BriAow. He fays that whatever meafures he direfts I muft 
execute, without regard to the neceffity of informing the 
Vizier j olherwife he of his own authority will execute 
them. His Highnefsj from a regard to the prefervation of 
his^onour and authority, refufcs his coofent. Thus cir- 
cumftanccd, whatever (hal! be your orders, thofe I will 
obey, requeiling perniiOion to reprcfent them on your part' 
to his Highncfs, who confiders his profpcrity and ^well- 
being to depend on you.

Some days have etapfcd fince Mahomed Hoofeen Aitare 
Khaun waitedupon you from Mr. Cooper. . He broHght 
back from you a meitage, that after you had reprefcnted the 
butinefs to his Highncfs, the order fhould be carried into 
execution. I fent a verbal anfiver to you, " that in fudh 
*' matters your feal affixed to the petitions, or your Perwa- 
*' nahs or letters directed to the Aumils, would be iiuffi- 
** cient." .Since then 1 have received po reply from you. 
As it does not certainly appear that bis Highntfs's return 
wilt be fpeedy, as the croWd of complainants is great, and 
as thofe and other affairs are at a Hand, I the reiore trouble 
you to write Perwanehs or tetters nnder your own fcal, to 
tire Aumits againft whom tlie petitioners have exhibited 
complaints, that there may be no delay in the execution of 
necelTary bulinefs ; in cafe there fhould be any objections on 
this ground, inform me of them plainly : in every bufinefs 
your frietidfhip is my firft ohjeft. It appears to me, that - 
you are polfeffed of difcretional authority in fuch aifaire, 
notwit branding which you keep them in fufp«nce until his 
Highnefs's return.

<ttth you vn the execution of meafures, ^f^rs may be hap- 
pily conducted and arranged. For thcie ten days paft I have 
eecn foinewhat indifpoCed, am} am therefore going to Nut- 
turee Ghaut for the benefit of the air : God willing, I fbatl 
return at the end of. three days, when we Ihall have the 
pleaTure of tneeting. Tl^ts I have written for your infot-i 
loatton, .

I have been favoured witli yo(ir letter on the affeir of tlw 
complainants, your dire^ions correfponding with Mr, 
Cooper's requificion refpefting his Duftkhuis, on all occa- 
' fions obedience and attention to ypuT pleafore are t(ic Qbjefts. 
ef my regard. When Hoofcn Attan Kbaun brought me 
a meilage from Mr. Cooper, that I Ibould caule his High- 
nefs's feal to be affixed to thofe petitions, fuperfcribed with 
bis (Mr. CoOpfr's) D«ftkhut» I then told you, that if 
you dircfted me Co to do, I would apply to the Vizier fof 
his feal to be affixed to thofe petitions fuperfcribed by Mr. 
Cooper, You replied, that until voubad fettled the plan of 
tlie Adawlet bufinefs, it would be uniieceflary to rtprclent 
it to his Highnefs. After his Highnefs bad fct out on his 
hunting excurfion, Hoofein Attan Chawn brought me a 
mell'age to affix my own feal to them ; I then faid, that 
■ftet reprefeming the cafe to you, I would give an anfwer. 
i informed yovi, that Mouluwi Mubeen was the Dawrogeh 
p{ the Addawlut, and that till Aiits weie determined by hint 
agreeably to the Shurra; and that tht diary of fuch as had 
liecn determined for fonie time paft had been iranfrailtcd to 
me} that others were depending ; that from the time that 
the Moultuvvi had feren appointed to the conduft of the 
bufinels of the Adaulut, he had decided on all fubjedts of 
Iitigation> and that what be ^ardsd, as agreeably to tha 
5hu,rta, bad been carried into execution ; and with refpcft

&c. } formerly of thofc who came, ibmp received Shoccahs 
from the prcfence, to others letters were granted ; on every 
occafion, and every where, that which appeared equitable 
was done j the lame mode is ftili fublifting. I will now be 
aiore particular in my injunfiions than before. I am no 
wajr deficient in obedience and fnbmillion to you ; but thii 
is a delicate and important butioefs, which has been brought 
forward : inafmuch as Mr. Cooper, in the flile of a fupe- 
rior lord, fuperfcribes the petitions of the complain- 
ants with his Duflkhut, . addreilcd, thofe which con- 
cern the Aumils to them, and thofe which relate to matters 
in the city to the Vizier ; if I have your dircftions I will 
apply to his Highnefs refpciSling this manner and mode, un- 
der his Duftkhut, that the fame niay be adopted. 

Your intentions in goiiig to Putturree Ghaut will, I hope 
be fulfilled. I pray God to reftorc your health. If any thing 
important fhould occur for communication, I will attend 
you there, or wait upon you, and reprclent every thing 
on your return to Luclcnow. 

JJ'arrativc of converfatton between Mr. Briftow and Hyder 
Beg Khaun ; written by Hyder Beg Khaun. — Copy re- 
ceived 4th of May 1783. 

Mr, Briftow came in the evening : his converfation firft 
turned upon affairs in Europe ; that other gentlemen were 
coming, in confcquence of thedifmiflion of the Governor 
and others; that the perfon who was coming in tlje place . 
of the Governor, who was a chief of high rank, was re- 
lated to Mr. Cooper ; that the idea which lately exifted, 
that by the appointment of a former Minifler who was the 
friend of the Governor, the Governor's ftability would bo 
fecured, was at length known to be erroneous ; for that the 
Governor's mifconduft was now plainly proved and afcer- 
tained in Europe; " Therefore,'' he laid, " it is my wilh 
*' that you and I Ihould enter into mutual engagements j 
" forby afting in concert with each other, afftirs will be 
*' effiiituaJly conducted. I have been rccommendedin Europe 
** to thcfe gentlemen who are coming, and my heart.is 
••* every way at rcfl with refpeft to my own affairs." 

I afkcd him for wh^t particular purpofcs it was, that he 
required fuch fecurities from me: He replied, " for the 
*' welUmoddhng the Vizier's government; and futther- 
** more, that you ftiall not enter into engagements with 
** any one but me." 

I ^ed, what bis plan for modelling the Vizier's go. 
vernnjent was, in the execution of which he was defirons 
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oFmyaAing with him? He repeated vcrbaUy (bme artU, 
cics. I called fat pen and ink, and wrote them down as he 
repeated them (vide articles. No '5.) and then alked, wh^- ■ 
Iber thcfe were all, or if there was aBy thing more ? He 
lephed, " This plan, after this manner, is agreeable to the 
*' orders of ihe Governor and Gentlemen of the Council, 
" directed to be carried into Execution, which, at the 
•< time of my coming here, they gave to me perfonaily, and 
•* delivered lO rac in writing: Their orders for the efta^- 
** blifliment of the Pciiiau Dufter have been lately written, 
*' and received by me ; and I have written to the gentlemeti 
•\ of the Council, that die fettlcinent for the prefent year 
*' was made before my arrival, but that 1 will carry it into 
•' execution at the beginning of the next.." 

I laid, " Since fuch a plan is to bt carried intoexecii- 
•* tion by the order of the Governor General, I will not 
•' in any manner helitate to obey his orders; but yourdif- 
" pofition is fo doubting and fufpicious, that the fmcerity 
•* and uprightnefs of my intentions have been ufelefs, and ' 
," of no avail." That, refpeiSing his direftions, declared 
by him to be the orders of the Governor, " that fuch things 
*' were not to depend on the Nuvvaub's being informed of 
" them," from an apprehenfiort for my honour ; ashe had 
faid, ■* That any evalions or objciSidns which Blight aiifc, 
*• would not be the Nuvvaub's, but mine ;" Ihadesecuied 
ibem. That now, from the introduflion of the prejent 
plan, the authority of bis Highncfs would be annihilated 
altogether. If the N uvvaub ihould bcficate to coofent to 
this plan, vdhat were his intentions in that cafe ? 

He replied, " I wijl not fuffer it to depend on the Nuv- ' 
•' vaub's compliance or non-com pi iancc, I'will carry it 
•' into execution." I anfwered, that I would not in anji 
jnanncr whatever difpute the Governor's commands, for 
that I was declaredly a dependant on him, and was fatisfied 
lliat whatever he ftiouid order, muft be right in every- re- 
Ipcft ; but dejiredi that in cafe I fliould, agreeably to his 
{Mr. Briftow's) orders, execute this bulinefs in oppofition 
to the inclinations of tlie Nuvvaub, he would procure, foF 
Hiy fecurity and fatisfaflion, a letter from the Governor di- 
jcfted to me, importing, that I muft ait agreeably to what- 
ever he (Mr. Briftow) might dire dl, and that I muft not 
I'ufier my compliance to depend on alTent or diflcnt on tho 
partof his Highuels, as in that cafe, if his Hignefs Ihould 
DC offended, I ihall on this lide be fure of piotei^ion and 
fupport, Hay, that it appeared necclfary, moreover, that 
thele articles Ihould be written and tranfmitted to me. 

He replied, " I tell you, that the Governor is difmifled ; 

*' of whatqfeis it ihentoiequiielcUeisfroin tbencef" I 
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anfwered, that I wat a dependant on the (governor \ as long 
as he continued at Calcutta I would-aft in obedience to hit 
pJeafurc ; and whenever the period for his departure fhould 
•trrive, I would go totticn, and woiild then do as he Ihould 
dirca. 

" He replied, " All this labour and trouble is unneceffary; 
*' I offer you the fccurities neceflaiy, being perfeflly fatis- * 
" fiedand.fecurcmyrelf wiih lefpeft to the gentlemen who 
^ *' arecoming, I will give you aCoulNaumch, binding ray- 
*' felf to fupport and promoteyouc interefts both in Calcatt4 
*' and in Europe." , 

I anTwered, that he muft not confider my declarations <£ 
dependance on the Governor as a matter of profeffion only, 
but be afliircd to a certainty, that wherievcr pofitive inform- 
ation Ihould be received that he was about to depart for 
Europe, I would wait upon him j and in whatever mann^ - 
he Ihould dire£t, fo I would aft. 

'* It appears then," he faid, " that you will withdraw 
'* yourfelf from the management of affairs here ?" I rephedj 
that I executed the duties of my office, in fad, through the 
influence of the Governor's fupport : when he was gone to 
Europe, through the ' Influence of whole protedjon was I 
to manage al^irs ?— That I would not continue. 

He was offended at this declaration, and replied, " lam 
«< every way ready to give you fecurity and fatisfadion, 
*' Such con^dence in the difpofition of the Governor, or i^ 
" his intimates and dependants, is idle and ill-founded. It 
*' is impoffible to place dcpendance on the Govcrnor'i 
f word or declarations." I faid that hitherto, from the be- 
ginning, his kindnefs towards mehadbcenalwaysincreafing; 
f had never experienced any deficiency or alteration in his 
difpofition towards niej and " that human nature i« thtj 
**,flave of kindnefs," wasamongft usaproverb. 

Much conveifation of this fort paffed between us, after 
that he had faid, " I witlcaufe the orders I have received rc- 
*' fpeifting the modelling of this Government, to be tranf- 
*' lated into Perfianby my Moonfhee, who isatruft-worthy 
'; perfon, and deliver it to you : You will do well to follow 
** the example ef Mokhtur ul Dowleh, and enter into 4 
•' written engagement and agreement with me." 

In order to know of what nature Mokhtjur ul Dowleh'f 
ConI Naumeh was, Ipropofed to him to giveme acopy of 
it, that I might confider it; but added, that fecurity on 
the part of the Governor was abfolutely neceflary, in the firft 
inftancc. That he (Mr. Briftow) afferted, that the Go- 
vernor was undoubtedly difmifTed i in confequence of which 
iliy faculties and underftanding were no longer in Uic ftato 
neceflary to do builiiefs.

He encouraged me, by afliirances of hts own itability; 
■nd latd> '* the day after to-morrow I Oiall go to Putturee

•* and give it to you on my return." 

Confideringa rcfpiteof threeor four days as an advantage- 
((akie'd, I expreOed the greateft approbation. Again I r»- 

ratcd the qneftton on this point, " whether thcfe were the 
orders, that nheihet his Highnefs ftould be fansfied or 
•' diflatisficd, at ail events the hufinefs muft be done i" He 
&id, " Yes : The orders are abfolnte. If bis Highnrfs 
" (hould prove obftinatc, ! will not advance any thmg for 
*' the expenccs of his Surcar; 1 will I'ufpend the pavmcnt 
" ofhisftipcnd. When he fhall be diftrelTed for his necef- 
" Uisy cxpcnces, he will acquiefce of his own accord " 

He then opened to me the real objefl of yeftcrday'scon- 
«rfation, faying, there were certain points on which on the 
arrival of the new gentlemen, caution would be necellary. I 
alked him, on vhat points ? He fatd. '* fuch as the bufinefi 
•' of Colonel Cummings, in which a Shoccab was writtca 
•* wrthout tile Vizier's knowledt;e, and others of the like 
*' nature, which may have taken place : Thiscirctmiflance, 
** lias proved highly difagreeablc to the gentlemen of ^c 
•' counci^l. Whenever his Highnefs Ihall afferi that thcfe 
*^ things have been done without bis knowledge, blauiQ 
•,' will fart upon you," 

tr^plied, that in obedience to lum t bad cau^ it Tie done. 
That be bad repeatedly aficed me, *' why I introduced the 
" name of the Vizier ?" — that I muft a£t as he dire<£led — 
that cfpeciaily in the bufincfs of the ShoccahtoColonel Cum- 
mings, he had importuned me for [hree days ^ and that from 
a regard to the prclervation of my lionour, I had caufed it 
to Im written without the Vizier's knowledge— that the 
fiaie had been done with refpeft totlie Tujikhau of the 
Toork Suvvaars, and other matters. 

He replied, " It is on this account I fay to you, that now 
*■ thai you and I are aboutto be united, you rhuft confider 
*' any thing injurious to my reputation which IhaU befall 
V me M befalling yotufelf; and thus, any thing of that 
^* fort happening to you* I Ihall conlkcr as happining to 
" me. You replied angrily to my letter, that, by my de- 
" iire yoa had affixed the fcal of the Viaier, without hli 
" knowledgCj to the Shoccahs, and delivered them." , 

1 replied, that ilitS was not wjitTcn in anger i that he had 
accufcd me of difobeying the orders of the gentlemen of the 
Cour.c"il, and his plealure ; that I, in reply, had infcrted 
tJw particulars, which I had done iii obedience to the orders 
communicated by him, and tohis plealmo: That if I bad 
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not inferted them*' I fliould have ippeared guilty of the dtC- 
obedience charged upon me ; that it J had written any ibing 
not founded In fa£t, he would hare accufed me of it at ttip 
time ;' or he could do it then, and demand my reaibne tac 
fuch and fuch faifc aflcrtions. 

He replied, *' The things which you write arc of fudi s 
" nature tliat a fair and direft anftvercannot be given t but 
" in certain afTairs. which may prove the fubjcfic of 
*' inquiry or accufarion againfli mc, it will be better to keep 
'* filence." I anfwercd. that with refpc£t to what he fai4 
to mc verbally, I would a£t agreeably to his pleafure; but 
that when he thought proper to put his fcntimentg upon pv 
per, and give them in writing, if I did not anfwer t^ia 
faithfully and fuHy* I myfelf fliould be fubje^l to acca* ' 
£itions. 

He anfwered, " I will be careful in this rcfpeft for th« 
" furare, and not write. Silence, however, on this fi^b- 
*• jeft isiieccITary (on your part) that it may not be known 
" to die gentlemen who are coining that the Vizier's fcal 
" has been affixed 10 papen: and Shoccahs without his know* 
" ledge," I faid, that when the new gentleaieii ihonkl 
arrive, and I fliould continue herein the management df 
affairs, I would a£t in whatever manner he Ihould pleafe t» 
<lirea. 

His objcft is, that it may not now be difcovered that tb# 
Vizier's leal has been aglxed to Shoccahs without his kno«i* 
ledge. He did not plainly and direflly fay it, but ob^qutlf 
and fecrctly he hinted as much ; and laid, " the camplaintf 
»' and reflexions which have lately been 'exhibited agatnft 
" me at the Hoaidt have been difapproved, and tliai which 
" I bave written has met with approbation ; but fuch mat- 
** ters muft not be made known to the new genttemeii.'' 

Much more he faid, containing reflections on the gen- 
tlemen in the Governor's confidence, advice- refpecting the 
execution of the plan, and the deceiving of the Viiier fo 
that, by throwing him off his guard, the bufinefs might be 
effected i adding, when it is once done, how will his High* 
nefs then be able to remedy it ? *' thus it was that MoktU 
" Uuru Dowlah and 1 in concert, carried our points, \vf 
" repre feci ting matters as trivial, or advantagcoug, or bjr 
" holding out temptations of various dcfcriptions lo the Vi- 
" zicr; and when the bufinefs was once executed, he was 
" Ulent, nor knew or fore fa w the ultimate cofifequsnccs 
" which would follow." In the fame manner you muft 
now advife theNuvvauh, asl lhalldire£l you : aiidha^ing 
'by artiticc obtained his approbation, carry into execution. 

This converfation he Ipun out to a prodigiom kngth; 
to attempt to write it would be endlefs. I faid tlius mucli 
in reply, that witlt rcfpeft to the execution of meafures 
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contrary to the inclinations of the Vizjcr, a3 intended hy 
him, that I would notbefitat£ to obey the Goveriior'j or- 
ders, communicated to me as fuch ; but that, tQ pfociare a 
letter of affurance from the Governor to the purpart alrea- 
dy mentioned, was abfolutcly necefTary, that I might be 
iccurcd from the con&quences of the Nuvraub's lefcnb- 
ment. 

He replied, I will caufe a Perfian tranOation of die orders! 
to be made, and give it to you, and we will after that talk 
again. Aflbrance or fccnrity from tho Governor is unncr 
ccffary, -fincc in a ftiort time he will fct out for Europe. ,1 
repeated my former anfwer. It remaras to be feen hereafter, 
vbat the next converfation will produce. 

Account of the Articles for the Regulation of the Country 
and Habitation of his Highnefs, which Mr. BriQovi' 
caufed to be written. 

■ Having appointed a new Treafurer, I will eftabliih the 
lieneral treafury of the country in two places ; one for th^ 
Suicor of the Company, the other for the expcoces of tho 
Nuwaub'a houlehold and hoafehold eftablifli meats, fbr 
Ae Tunkaw and Jageerdars : what fliall be necelCiiT for 
Ihe Nuvvaub's expences, &c. 1 will iffue in motKy. I wilt 
kce;* the Perfian Daftcr of the gorernmcntal officers an^. 
the Mootafuddies, and will appoint a Dewan to fuperintend 
the lame. 

Having difmif^ the Aumih appointed by his Highnefs, 
I will appmnt other Aumils. , 

I will keep the cavalry and in&ntry under my own au7 
thority ; and what other troops may be ncceflai-y, I will 
raifc them aUb by my own authority, 

I will keep the buSncfs of the Adawlut ander my atitho> 
rity. Such expences for fuperfiuons elephaiit» and \tprk^ 
in the Nuvvaub's Dowaub, and forprovihons die£d, "are 
uhneceflary — let him diminiOi them, 

I will take the old Dufters and papers which arc in the 
Sutcor of his Higbnefs. 

Having difmiflcd the great Aumils, I will appoint {epa- 
tiXe iofciior Aumils in their plicc. 
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Erzee to Mr. Briftow. 

Sets forth, Thit the two rons-in>law to Hanjee Antan 
Mahummud have becD con6ncd in prifoa during the wtLolo- 
of the laft year. From the Time of Falceer Chwid's apt 
poititment be has treated them with the utmoft feverUy, 
f ven to tlie prohibiting their food from being brought to 
them. We had rented the Pai^nnah of Aaligung for 
ihrce years j four months of the Fuffui of Hurrcef remain- 
c<l when we were turned out : ;^1 that was received to that 
period was paid ; and if we had continued through the 
Hurrcef FuiTul, the remainder would have been paid. We. 
are in no Ihape guilty— we hope, from your favour and 
goodnefs, that in your kindnefs to the poor and belplcfs 
you wiil fct them at Uberty, &c.

Sets forth, That Jauni Beg unjuftly, and by force and 
violence, hath feized upon the dwellings of certain widows

it ;• — wc have no other refuge but you, &c. He formerly 
pulled down four or five houfes, and he has now prohibited 
water from being carried, to four or five others, &c.

The GoTfrnor General having feen the minutes of the 
other membcTs of^tfae Boatd, recorded od the I9tb inftant, 
delivered the following opinion thereon, which was feot is 
eitculation : . 

The Governor Genera!. 

I mean not to condemn Mr. Briftow, nor am I his accii- 
fer. It is highly proper end regular that he be famiJbed 
wiih the complaints which have been preferred againft him^ 
and his defence received, et time allowed to make it, before 
any mcafurcs be taken witb refpeft to him perfonally, of 
his office. 

The Nabob Vizier is alfo entitled to foms degree of ten- 
dcrnefs, although it has been too much the cuftom to re-^ 
gard and treat hJm as a vs'^l of the Company, a^id the 
mere political inftrument of this government. ' He has ac- 
cufed Mr. Briilow of alTuming the tone of command inr 
his perfonaladdrefs : of appointing a Treafurerand Comp- 
troller of his domeftic pxpences ; of fending requifitions in 
the Nabob Vizier's name, for military detachments, with- 
out the Nabob's authority \ of writing letters in the Na- 
bob's name, for the receipt and difliurfcment of money, 
and compelling the Vjzier's feal without his authority ; of 
djibanding his troops without confulting him ; of nomina- 
ting and llationing Sezawuls at Farrockabad and othcr 
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«llKe^ without tho Nabob's abthority, and ufing his own 
m inAaiiccs in which the Nabob Vizier has refufed Id 

frantii: and from papers fubfequently rccrivcd, and which 
have laid befcre the Board, a frefh charge appears againft 
Mr. Briitow, of having conferred on Mr, Cooper the chief 
adminiftration of jttftice over the Nabob Vizier's domi* 
nions. 

Thefe charges are true, or they aft falfe. If they are 
true, they are grtevances of the moH inveterate kind) and 
the faith and intereft of the Company, and of this govern- 
ment, are concerned in redreffing them j and the firft flep 
neceflary to this 'end is to pafs an order for revoking the a£ls 
on which they are founded, and which cDnftrue them fuch. 
If the charges are &lfc, the order will prove incffeAive^ 
and, at the worft, will do no faarin. 

This is not a time to try Mr. Briftow's afls by the teft 
of his in(lru£lions. I certainly did not mean to gjve Mri' 
Briftow an authority to do what I never would dare to do 
myfclf; and am pleafed that there are proofs on record of TOJ 
principles with refpeft to the Nabob Vizier, which are 
moft repugnant to every fpccics of violence and ufurpation. 

I do therefore repeat the motion which I have already 
made to the Board, That Mr. Briftow be furniOied with co- 
pies of the papers containing the charges againft him : that 
the Board require him to reply to them ) and, in the mean 
time, if he fhall have appomted any perfon or perfons to 
the charge of offices a,pp«rtaining to the adminiuration of 
the Nabob Vizier, that he do immediately revoke the ap- 
pointments, and confine himfelf folely to the chargb of fucb 
afiairs as appertain to the Company, in the department Jpe- 
cially aUcitted to him, leaving to the Nabob Vizier Ac en- 
tire and uncontrouted management of bis own concerns.

The members of thi; Board deliver their Opinions iipotl 
tlie Governor Genetai's motioil as follow. 

Mr. Stables. 

In anfwbr to thb qucftioil referred to lite in the laft ptrx- 
|raph of the Governor General's minute, 20th May. 

In juflice to the char^ftcrof ourK«fldent, I cannot accede 
to the revocation of any appointment of officers or arrange- 
ments that he has made, till he is heard in hii defence^ 
againft the chains brought againft him by tlie Nabob Vi- 
, sier. 

When his anfwef is received, tht matter wiltbefiilly be- 
fore the Board ; and I hope it will be the fubjea of debate, 
whether his conduA ii iullified by the iiiftrn£tions he hu 
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noeiiti, or whether be has exceeded the [towers he was in- 
tnifted with. 

Mr. MacpherfDit. 

I canaot agree to iht two laft proportions in the Gpver- 
nor General^ minute of the 20th of May. The 4tb and 
5th articles of our inftru£lions, of the 28th October Uft. 
through the Governor Gcncrd to our Rclidcnt at Oudc, 
were very Itrong ; and It is my opinion, for rcafons alluded 
to ill my former minute upon this fubjcd, that the Reiidenc 
Ihould be heard in defence of any arrangements be has taken 
in conlcqucncc of our dircftions, before tbofe arrangement 
are ordered to be revoked. The line to feparate the Vizi- 
er's concerns from thofe of the Company, cannot eafily be 
drawn ; and this government, and not the Relident, can 
alone dcAne it. -I wUh our di^fles would permit us to-rcn- 
der it cailcr to the Vizier. 

Mr. Whcler. 

Let it be examined, whether the orders on which the 
Relident is faidio have ufurped an authority over the Nx- 
bob, were given for fpecial or for general porpofcs ; if for 
fpccial, whether thofe purpofcs are yet realized ; if for ge- 
neral, whether the fame motives, which induced this go- 
vernment to deviate from their common and (»dlnary form 
of )uftru£ting the Rcftdent at the Nabob's coart, may not 
yet juftify that deviation! or, in other words, whether tho 
views Ojf this government are cqmily attainable under ano- 
ther (ft of inilruAions, which at one and the fame time 
tend to the entailment of the powers ufually exercifed by 
the Nabob's Minifter, and to the diminution of the influ- 
ence of the Company's Relident. The inftruftions in 
queilion point out the confequence of the alteration propo- 
led, in terms that amply fupply the want of local knowledge, 
wid on my mind imprint the neceffity, which at this time 
urges us, with uncommon prefTute, t^ uphold the inlluencc 
of our Relident, in preference to that of the Nabob's Mi- 
nifler. 

I have already Acceded to the propofal made by the Gover- 
nor General, of tranfraining all the charges that have beei^ 
exhibited againft the Relident and his alHAant, in order 
that they may anfwer them ; till then, in my opinion, no 
further meafures Ihould be taken. 

If it Ihall hereafter appear that, onder the pr«.fent exifting 
orders, the Relident m^l have ventured to make af^oint- 
ments, which are neither jqftiiied by tltein, by policy, or 
by neceiEty, fuch appointments. muft he reverfcd ; but on 
the contr,iry, if appointments faid to have been made by 
the Relident fhall upon enquiry appear to be conformablo to 
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tbe letter and fpirit of his inftruftions, and confotiajit alfb. 
to the good government and profpcrity of the Nabob's do- 
minions, as well as to the fupport of his authority, itwitl- 
furely be confidered as unbecoming the dignity of this go- 
vernment to permit the intrigues of a dependant on the. 
Nabob to frullrate a plan jiidiciouily and wifely calculated 
to extricate the Vizier from bis prefent difficulties, and the 
India Company from a very precarious demand upon bis 
country, almoll at the hfur when they may hope to realize' 
the amount of it. I cannot, therefore, in ibis ftgge of 
the buiinefs, aflcnt to that part of the Governor General's 
minute, which propofes, that " if the Rclident flull have. 
** appoimed any perfon or perfons to the charge of officcti 
*' appertaining to the adminiftration of the Nabob Vizier, 
" he do immediately revoke the appointments, and confine 
" himfelf folely to the charge of fuch affairs as appertain t» 
" the Company in the depanment fpccially aUottcd t«, 
*' him." 

Refolved, and ordered. That a copy of thfccharges exhi'- 

bited in the letters from the Nabob Vizier^ aitd from his 
Minifter Hyder Beg Cawn, againft the Relident, Mr. 
SrifVow, be fent to him, and that he be required to deltvet 
his anfwer to them. 

Refolved, That the qucftion, viz. And in the mean time 
if he (Mr. Briftow) fhall have appointed any perfon or 
perfons to tile charge of ofhccs appertaining to thc.admini* 
llration of tlie Nabob Vizier, that he do immediately revoke, 
the appointments, and confine himfelf folely to the charge 
of fuch affairs as appertain to the Company in the depart- 
ment fpecially allotted to him; *' leaving to the Nabob 
" Vizier the entire and uncontrouled management of his 
** own concerns," be carried in the negative. 

The Governor General defircs it to be recorded, that ha 
protcfls againft the refolution of the Board, and will atHgn his 
reafons at large hereafter. He alfo defircs that as the inuruc- 
tions given by hiai to Mr. Briflow have no .longer any force^ 
and as he folemnly difavows their authority, under anycoti- 
flru£lion, for Mr.3riflow to exercife any controul over tbs 
Nabob Vizier, or participation in thefovcreigntyof the Vi^ 
zier's dominions, the Board will be plcafed to caufe fuch 
new inftruAions to be drawn out, and ttanfmitted to Mr. 
Briilow, as -they fliall think proper, to regulate his conduft 
on the principles which they have laid down for the main- 
tenance of the relation of this govenunent to the Nabob 
Vizier.

To the Honourable Warren HaOings, Efqnire, Governor 
" General, &c. Members of the Supreme Conncrl, Foit 
William. 

Honourable Sir, and Gendemen, 

At by the inftruAions I received from the honoaiable 
Gorcrnor Genera!, ftioitly after my appointaient, ncgocia- 
Dons of the laft imponance to theic provinces, and to the 
interefis of the Company, have been entrufled to my con- 
dud ; and as, at the fame time, I am charged with a heavy 
DEfponlibihty in cafe of fiiluieor mifmanagcment, you will 
not, I flatter myfelf, gentlemen, deem this addrefs, bow- 
ever prolix, imp<;rtinentty obtruded upon your attention ; 
or be difplealed that a nairative, dictated by truth, fliould 
bedcMTercd wiih freedom. 

• Thecharaftcr of Hyder Beg Khan, and his conduct 
antecedent to my appmntiaent, wrere fo folly underflood, and 
have been fo ably delineated by the Governdr General, that 
no tcftimony of mine could illuftrate or explain them fur- 
ther ; but it is a duty incumbent upon me to declare, tba^ 
durir^ the period this Miiiifter's conduA has been laft un- 
der my oblervations, I have difcovered na favourable change 
iti his difpofitloRt iit any ohe fymptom of penitence or re- 
formation ; and tile indulgence ikewn him by your govern- 
ment has ferved only to animate and encourage Lum to a 
more determined fyflemadc rcliflance. Agreeably to the 
fetter of my inftruftions, I have given Hydcr BcgKban 
repeatedly and unequivocally to undcriland tliat the Gover- 
nor was very well difpofed to pafs in Slence over the error* 
of the pad, provided his future conduct Ihould not provoke 
an enquiry. At the fame time, and to facilitate the early 
and complete accompliihment of all the great objefls of my 
mili^n, I endeavoured, by thefrankeft oftersof myfriend- 
ftiip and confidence, and by every art of perfualion, to en- 
gage bkn to unite heartily and cordially with rae. Under 
th^le crrcam fiances, perhaps, ii will not be eafy to explain 
the reaffTnsof hiseontumacy ; and 1 muft, gontlcn»en, fub- 
ftiii it to your beit«r judgment to decide, whether, k is in 
amifconftruftion of your lenity they are to be fought, or 
whether, notwithflanding my alTurances, the MiniHcr's 
fears may not have furmounted his laith, and peciiiadcj 
him into an opinion that every new arrangement would 
|»robably be followed by fome tiew difcovcry, and at laft in- 
duce an enquiry into his conduct, which, nii^t end in bi» 
being made leijionfible in his own, perlbn for all the mif- 
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cliiefs and all the ruin of his tniniftry; orlallly, whetlier 
his haughty fpirit might not revolt at the fitfl attempts to let 
bounds in an autliority, which long iiBpunity had taught 
him 10 think was no Iong«r fubjecl to dimunitionor con- 
troal. Be his motives what they tnay, certain it is, he has 
hitherto uniformly oppofed every innovation, however I2- 
lutary, with the moftuiiyieldingobdinacy; andthoughhis 
language is all humility and lubmiflion, he has ftill availed 
kimrelt of every influence he derived from his powlr, his 
talents, and his wealth, to impede or frufiTate my defigns }. 
never furrendering a fingle point which he judged it of im- 
portance to contend, however preffingly I might urge the 
Dcceffily of compliance, on the flrong and very ferious 
ground of your politive and indirpenfablc commands.. 
Thus, GciitJe—.en, after an inefFeflual ftruggle, far from 
feeing the Minifter at my devotion, I have the mortification 
to find him tlitl in the chara^er oF a haughty rival ; and I' 
am confirmed in my opinion tliat the degree of afcendancy 
uecelTary to make my lituation at this Court refpcflable and 
efficient is, under the circumflanccs I npw ftand in, POt 
eafily attatnabie. As I have been fome time fince convinced* 
of the MinifVer's dilpoiition, it will be proper I- Qiould ex-. 
plain why 1 did not, at an earlier period, fohc't on thjs fi^b? 
jcfl the interpofition of your authority. My reafons were- 
thefe: the Goveruor General's own ktters had announced 
to Hyder Beg the only conditions upon which he would be 
permitted to continue in ofSce. I had alfo, by the moll ex- 
plicit declarations, laboured to convince him of Mr. Htift'- 
ings's unalterable determination, and urged to him the folly 
and temerity of refiflance. I knew he had fcnfe enough to 
difcern the danger and delicacy of his fituation i and I con- 
cluded, in fpite of all his pridcj that he had fuflicient dif- 
cretion to fubfcribc to inevitable ncccflity with a good grace, 
and not wantonly to provoke his fate ; when at laft I found^ 
myfelf deceived in thisexpeflaiion, J had ftill the Urongell 
reafons for wifhing to avoid an open rupture with the Mmi-* 
iter, though I thought it incumbent upon me to advife (he 
honourable Governor General of the fuperaddcd difiicultie; 
I had to contend with from Hyder Beg Khan's oppofition. 
Mr. Haflings, in his inftruflions to me, fpeakingof Hy- 
der Beg Khan, and explaining his reafons why, under cer- 
tain conditions, he would prefer him to any other man^ 
who could be nominated to his office, concludes- with the 
following obfervation; " but above all, beciufe a chaise of 
*' ailminiilration in a government fo loofe as that of Otide 
" (where all the parts of it are heldtc^etbcr by fhe exertion 
•• of adlual power, and not by the Ipringj of aneftablifiied 
*' conflitution) would be unavoidably produdfivc of coo- 
** fufion and lofs of revenue:" tl^is reafoning, fojuftu 
Y 3 »8w»eW>Ic 
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ageneraT principle, when applied to the pailicuUr inflance 
before us returns witli double force. Any direft ' attempt , 
to fuperfede the authority of a Minifter fo powerful as Hy- 
dcT Beg Khan, at a molt critical fcafon of the collcdions, 
and whilft every place of emolument or truft was in poiTef- 
fion of a fct of flavcs, watchful of his leaft command, and 
entirely at his devotion, would indubitably have been at- 
tendedi^ith an acceffion of all tbofe evils defcribcd by Mr. 
Haftings; and at a time too when the urgent necelliiics of 
the Nabob and the Company, and-the impoverifhed ftatc of 
their finances, would have made ^e confcquenccs which 
muft hate followed thcfe milchicfs particularly grievous to 
both. On the other hand, Gentlemen, I have chofen this 
time to make my reprefcntation and appeal to you with «• 
fbeft to the condua of the Minifter ; Firft, bccaufc the fca- 
fon of the collcflions is almoft expired, and confcquently 
thofe weighty reafons, which before reftrained mc on this 
fubjeft, are in great mcafure done away ; again, becaufo 
the period is now fall appioaching, when the mofi material 
points in the wife fyftcm prefcribed by the honourable the 
Governor General, mull, if ever, be executed : andSaAly, 
becanfe it is clear to my underftanding, that whilft Hydcr 
Beg Khan fhal] prefervc the uncontrolled dominion which 
he now poflefles over thefe provinces, and the Sovereign of 
them, it will ever be in his power, as ctrtaiiily it is in hi^ 
ibtention, to oppofe every attempt at refoimation. 

I truft, Gentlemen, you will not attribute it to any fuf- 
ferance, or want of exertion in mc, that the undue inltu- 
ence aflumed by the Minifter over the Nabob ftill exifts iix 
all its extent. I found him at my arrival in poU^Hion of fq 
many natural and acquired advantages, which had been 
gathering ftrength for years, and which he knew fo well to 
avail himfelf of, that I was very early convinced, fliould he 
ever prove rcfraflory, nothing but untjualified deprivatioQ 
could fecure us againft the mifchicvous cffe^ls of his influ- 
ence, already too firmly fixed lo be otherwife oppofed or 
defeated. Vet it is not in the affeflions or ilie cflecm of the 
Prince his mafter that this influence is eftablifhed. The 
' Nabob knows, and has told me, that if his provinces wore 
aiace of general defoiat ion and ruin, and his Court exhibilc4 
a fpeaking pidtureof penury, nakcdnefs, and famine, Hy- 
dcr was alone the author of ail tbcfc calamities, and all tliis 
diflionour. Yet, unlefs he (hall bcencouiaged to alTcrthis 
rights by motives more powerful than the feelings of refent* 
incnt, or the calls of humanity, the management of this 
?ttful minifter will ftill prevent him from adopting any firm 
and dignified refolution, and be will contrive to perpetuate 
(is thraldom, by exerting alternately his hopes and fears. 
Th^fe paQjpiiSt wliilft in equilibriuip over the mind, keep 
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It liditadng and undetermined — ^The refolotions of dcfpair 
alone are unqualified anddecilive. 

My corrcfpondence with Hydcr Beg, relative to the 
Adaulut, is carried on in a tone of flrong refDohllnnce on 
my part, and of fhuffling and evalion on his, and fuTnifbcs 
voluminous and condulive tcftimony of the wantonnefs of 
his difobeclience : 1 have the honour now to cncJofe it, as 
alfo other letters and papers * ; and to the whole, gentle- 
men, I mult folicit your ferious attention. Tlwy will ex- 
plain to the honourable Board with how little tfk&. I have 
endeavoured to engage the MinifVer to aflifl; me in executing 
this fo neceffary a part of the honourable Governor General's 
new fyftem, whilflhc has fuiTercd to prevail, and even him- 
felf affected to believe, the moftinjurious andwantonintf- 
zeprefentalions and reports relative to my intentions in tfiic 
particular, and this too when he could no longer doubt, 
'from the fullell explanations, that what I propofed on this 
fubjeft was in literal obedience to your commands. Sucb 
reports I Ihould at any other feafoti, regard with the con- 
tempt, and pals over with ^helilence they defeive; buthcrfc 
they derive an importance from the occafion, fmce in their 
operation they may render more difficult an undertaking 
which is already fullicientiy arduous, or aSbrd a pretence t6 
artful and defigning men for future complaint and accufation, 
, It is here neceffary to inform you, that I do not find the 
circQfflftances refpefling the Adawlut contained in the latt 
Kefidcm's addrefs 10 the Board, dated the 21ft September 
1^82, were ftated on any fufficient grounds, with an ex- 
ception only to the character of Molowy Mobeen : he is 
indeed a very reputable, learned, and honeft man; ycttbeffe 
qualities could not Ihield him from the fefentmcnt of Hydb^ 
Beg Khan, with whom not the exercife of all the virtues, 
could atone for the inexpiable ofFence of (hewing reJped to 
your reprefentative. The Molovie's own memcnial and 
depolition, together with a recent inftance^of the lame kind, 
trill prove how little rerpei£i the Mimfter ohferves towards 
that authority from whofe proteflion atone he derives his 
honours and liis exiftence. The other inflance which I at- 
]ude to, and in wluch Hyder Beg peremptorily and pub-

and many others. Thus it iv^enijemen, that by attempt- 
i^)g to uiut up every iburce of toformatton front VMt Iw 
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fhewt his lefpe^ to tlie honourable '* Goveinor General's 
conaminds, who hu enjoined him to take no Hep without 
my knowleidge-and participation; {lEtd thus it is he iiifuUt and 
tramples upon the power whicli has raifed, and which ftill 
fupporcs him. Permit metocontiaft with this conduct the 
incclTant declarations contained in his letters to me, full of 
duty and attachment. Hi* daring to introduce the name of 
the Nabob to extuie the neglet^ of his miniftry, after the 
honourable Governor General had fo pointedly eiepUined 
10 him in what light he Qiould conlider every fuch attempt* 
is mockery and infult. That he is all-poweiful with the 
.Vizier, is a fadef too great nototiety to be denied; an^ 
as every thing yet remains to be done, it furnilhes an ar^- 
mcnt of his having wilfully neglefied his duty, or betrayed 
jiiv tcu!>, which no fophiAry can elude; nothing buta clear 
flemQpilration that I have failed in mine can f»ve him from 
discharge; and here, gentlemen, it is my earneft intreaiyi 
fbat I may be permitted to bring the qucHion immediately 
.to iflue, by publicly defying him to the proof; and let me 
' ^11 under your fevcrefl dilpleafure, and be fubjeQ to any 
punilhment, pr any difhonour, if it fhalL appear, after the 
Arideft fcTutiiiy, that I have not, in all my iittercourfc 
ffith the Miniftcr, made the honourable Govcrflqr Gene- 
ral's inftru^ions undeviatingly the rule of my conduct, and 
endeavoured by every exertion of mv abilities, and by the 
inoA indefatigable and an unwearied attention, to fecure all 
thofe elTcntial advantages they arc intended to produce. I^ 
0a the other hand, you (hall be ultimately UtisAcd th^ I 
Jiave religiouliy acquitted myfelf of my duty, and laboured 
to the utmoft of my power to promote your great defigns, I 
4ruft, Gentlemen,;eu will take effe^ual mealures to prevent 
their being hereafter liable to further check or impediment 
.from the fecret intrigues, or declared oppolitiot) of Hydef 
. Beg Khan,, or any of his adherents. 

My proceedings relative to other parts of the honourably 
Governor General's new fyftem will indue tinie be fubmiti 
fed to yourconfidei-ation.

tracy, arc now hourly expofed to afTault and aiTaffination, at 
the immediate relidence and ahnoft in the prefeoce of the^r 
4bvereign. 

Soon after my arrival, yon informed me that the honour- 
able the Governor General, in his inftruftions to you, had 
onrked the want of proper courts of jullice as one of the 
tnoft difrcputable defe£t> of the Vizier's government, and 
a principal caufe of the general Ijceniioufnels which prevailed 
throughout his dominions. You may remember we were

» whole people, and to unite in his perlbn the civil aitd 
criminal jariftSfiion of fuch cxte'nfive countries j I fay, 
fncb an idea is fo foU of ridicule, that it cofild never 
have been feriouHy entertained by any man pretendit^ 
■lo common hnft ; at the fame time, baving been Icem- 
-ingly adopted, it was an indication of the difpoKtion 
' of the Minifters at the Court df Owde, on the fubjcft of 
^dawlets, too plain to be miitakeOi and I muft confeis I 
rfreiv a conclusion from it, that at once induced me toau* 
JUT very ill of oar undertaking, and determined me to pro- 
ceed in it with all watinefs and circnmfpcftion ; and tn this 
irefeiution and opinion I was not a little confirmed by tilg 
«ry extraordinary tenor of one, among the papers which 
yon had fent me, as fuppofing they might throw light upon 
>be fa1^e£t,"when you iirfl recommended it to my enquiry, 
ft is the letter written to yon by the Molowy upon your ar- 
rival; and as it may poffibly have efcaped your memory, I 
enclofe a tranflation of it;— 1 therefore, after rery maturo 
deliberaiion, fubmitted it to you, whether it would not bo 
advifeable to confine your views for tlie prefent to the infti- 
tution of a Phouzdary Courtat the capital only, which, firom ' 
tbc lawlefs lUte of its inhabitants, was a m.eafuie of fuch 

evideiit 
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evident eupcdicncy as thought could poilibly be liable to no 
obje£tioiis ; aad the benefits that would naturally arife from 
it, I hoped would make an impreffion upon the minds of 
the people, and prepare them to receive it hereafter as a ge- 
neral rvgulation. I was happy to find our fentimcnis 00 
this fubjcft entirely correfponded ; you approved, and re- 
commended it to his Excellency the V izier, who was plca(c4 
to accede to thcpropofition, and tonominateMolowy Muh* 
been to prefide in the Court, an oSce he was very well quj- 
iified to fill, lincc the decrees of it would of courfe be rc» 
gulated entirely by the law, as it is contained in the Corait; 
and here the matter refts to this hour, and to thii hour ths 
inhabitants of Lacknow are left in a condition of licentiouf* 
jiefs, very near approaching to a ftate of nature; the intcr- 
val, near two loonths, having been wafted in repeated, 
though hitherto fruittcfs, applications to Hyder Seg Cavn, 
on the labje3 of a houfe for holding the Court. 

I believe it will be difficult for the mofl penetrating faga- 
city to difcover, in this limple unadorned narrative of the 
faft, the flighteft ground for complaint 0(- apprehenlion ; 
yet wc are told the whole country is in alarm, and ftrickca 
with fear. — but how, or why i The Nabob has been hum- 
bly folicited to adopt a meafure which had for its fglc objeA 
the fecurity and happinefs of his people, and this, by the 
wortblefs part of his fubjcfts, has been contirued into an 
attempt to ufutp and infringe his rtghn ; and I, whofe 
fiiare in this tranta£tlon has been limited, God knows, to a 
few harmlefs refearchcs, am reprefentcd as already in pof- 
feflion, by your fole appointment^ of an authority whicb 
common fcnfc muft evince can be delegated by the Princs 
alone i I really. Sir, know not whether mofl to pity ths 
folly, or defpife the malice, of thele contemptible flanderers. 

And now I (hall proceed to ftate my procedure with re- 
fpe£t to the petitions mentioned in the lafi article of your 
letter. The minifter has employed much ah and labour to 
involve in darknefs ' and difficulty that which jn irfelfwat 
mofl fimplc and evident, and utterly perverted the truth fop 
the purpofe of fixing upon me a charge of violence and ufur- 
fiation ; I ttuft, neverthclefs, I ihaf! prove my conduft to 
have been guarded, inofienfivc, and upright. At the fams 
time, the detail of argument neceflary to expofe and refute 
his fophiflry, will, I am afraid, fwell this addrefs to a very 
unreafonable fize ; yet to you, Sir, I fhaJI make no apology, 
is you mufl be fcnfible that fudi explanation, however tedi- 
ous, is often the only fhieJd which remains to the whitcft 
innocence, againfl the fccret and deadly ihafts of calumny 
and falfehood. 

It is hardly ncosfTary to recall to your remembrance, that

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commands ; but it may be of importance to rcmart, that, 

HyderBcg Khanwas duly apprized lailed cntyely under this 
■uihority, as is [»avcd by your letter lo him,, dated the 7th of 
Jemmady ui Awul, a copy 0/ vhich I indofe ; It is there- 
in mentioned that you had thought proper on this occaJioti 
to appoint Huflun Atta ^cv, to communicate between me 
i»d tlieniiniiler; Huf^nAita Beg's depofition, therefore, 
will be very properly introduced here : The ftyle of it is in- 
deed widely different from that adopted by Hydcr Beg in 
fiis addrcts to you of the 14111 of Jummady ul Awul— but. 
Sir, it is the language of iruiii, relating with the moft fcru- 
pulous exadlnefs and iideliiy every circumftance of my ma-' 
pagemcnt^ and far fromfurnifbingany proof of that di^fpotic 
auihority which the minifter fo peremptorily afferts was af- 
^urned by me, and extended over prince and people, Tt is 
mdcedlpea)cing evidence that all my efforts have been equally 
inoffenhve and ioefficicDL To foften the heart of Hyder^ 
9nd fee!|i to charm by pcrfu::fion and entreaty to liden to the 
voice of jullicepnd humanity, was indeed an idle hope; an4 
Cnce ihefe -are the only arm$ we havp hitherto cm[iloye4 
sg^iiil^ him, it will not he matter pffurp/ize that our enter-. 
prize llKiutd have mifsarrjed. Could the miniAer only prove 
the rweiii^cth part of the abfurdity ^nd violence with whicti 
he ha* tliarged my condu^ in the lettei iibove alluded to, I 
«Io mofl: veadily ^Uow I, Ihoiuld b? very ill Qualified' for the. 
^tuation 1 have now the honour to be placed ii) by the ho- 
nourable the Governor Oeneral and Council ; I {balltlierc- 
ibfe Giuinine the contents of that letter tlu:ouglioi4t, and 
^nipoiiflrateupou what^jaht authority betas hazarded thcle 
wildandcxtravagantairertions. He talks there, Sir, of '* pro- 
^' pofmg to the Nabob whether he (bould execute the bufi- 
*' Dcfs acpording to plans propoled by mc, of the petitions 
*' uiider my fignaturft. of mandates to the Aumils, and even 
*' of orders to his F.xcellcncy -," — oiid every fyllahle he fa_v» 
is Fomanc«. The dcpofuion of Hullun At:a Beg, through 
Vfliom alone 1 have lud an iiitercourfe with the niinifler, 
proves cleatly that 1 never prefumed to prefcrile ; agreeably. 
«o your denre .1 fuggefled to him my ideas, but with the 
^moft def^rence^ always fubinitting them to his corrediion, 
and profelliiig to be guided by his better judginent: He 
fays, " [ an) ready to obey yoor command^, regarding the 
** pctjtlofu to which Mr. Cowpcr lias put his (ignaturc. 
!' As HuHun Atta Beg brought me a mcllagc from Mr. Cowr 
" per, that the Viiicr's feal ihould be fixed to thofe identical

pot live, i and he well krjows he canjiot produce a fingle pe- 
tition figned by mc. The undifguifed ftate of tlie cafe 1^ 
tliis -. A' the petitions were referied to me, I had them read, 
Ai>d diiefled Huffun Alta Beg id write upon ihc fac? of them 
fcv.-raltj 
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fcvcrally an orctn*, fuch ss, hail it finally rcftcd with me t9 
fettle them, I fhould have ifTtied upon the occafion, an'it 
then bade him carry them to the minifter ; but I did noc, 
as Hyder Beg Khan would with it to be underftood, magif- 
terially dired the Vizier's feal ftiould be affixed ; on the ctJn- 
tntry, as HulTiin Atta fieg has related, I requeued the mini> 
fter would decide upon the propriety of my ideas, and tilti- 
mately rcjcft or adopt them, as he faw (it ; and I chofe thi* 
mode of communicating them, rather than by letter, beCaufe 
it was the fimpleft and readicftj to have written a formal 
addrefs upon thefubjeA of each complaint, would have been 
endlefs : I enclofe one of the petitiotis, it will bed tUuftrate 
my meaning — fuch were they alt j and thefc are what Hyder 
Beg, both here and throughout his corrcfpondencc widi 
you, ftudiouHy aiFe£ls to call pelitioni under my fignaturt^ 
it is pretty evident with what intention ; and really, Sir, I 
amalhamcd of hitn. He continues, " after his Excellency 
»' went a hunting, Huffun Atta Beg brought me a mei&gc 
" requcfting I would put my own feal to the petitions," 
This propolal, t<^thcr"with fevcral others tltat have fine* 
been offered to his choice, each deviating from the other, 
he would wilh to have con^dered as fo many contradictions, 
hoping to fix upon us an imputation of wavering inconlift- 
ency ; and in this idea he feems to triumph in his convcr- 
fation with HufTun Atta Beg ; but neither will fais logic 
avail him here, linci no Iccond prppofal was fubmittcd to 
him till he had rejected rfiefirft; nor would a fecond, Kvzti. 
in that cafe, have been made him,, c6uld he have been pre- 
vailed upon by any entreaties to have fubflituted 3 plan of 
his own : But he afFcAed, and ftill pretends pertinaciouOy 
to adl|er to the mock appointment of Molowy Mubbcin; 
and, fpeaking of him, tells you with great gravity, "that 
" fuch caufes as had occutrcd were decided according to ^e 
*' Mahometan law j that the Rtgijlers were in his polTefHon; 
" and that from the period of his appointment (atwclve- 
*f month) all difpuies had been fettled by him." Every 
thing within the compafs of human impudence may be ex- 
pe£ted from the man who could openly hold this language to 
thofc whom he mail have been fenliblc were pcrfeflly ac- 
cjuaintedwiththeDf^ffj dts Cartes, andwbo were in polfef- 
ion of fuch a memorial, written by the handof the.Molowy : 
For the reft, that others may come to underfland the Mini- 
fler's charaAer as well as we do, I muft refer ihcm to the 
aforefaid memorial, and to the Molowy's declaration, that 
all the difputei he has ever fettled did not exceed thirty : 
Wonderful indeed ! that in the courfe of twelve months' 
only thirty complains fhouJd have been preferred to the Da-' 
roga of the four Soubahs ; yet this muft have been the cafe, 
lince, according to Hyder fieg's affirmation, the Molowy 
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h^sfettiti all difputes thzt have aeeur red from the peritJ o(: 
hii appainlment, and hence he would infer that your inter- 

Kfition upon the fcore of juilice is wanton and impertinent* 
this a banter, Sir, or what is it i-—lic next obfcrves, 
*' whatever com plain Is were made againft the Aumils, the 
** greater part eanumed Englijh Sepoyt for the rtmiffion of 
•* rent." It pains me to be here,'again, under the neceflitV 
of flatly contradicting him. Th6 petitions from EnoifUt 
Sepoys were not for remijpen of rent, but to be relievedUoai 
the moll intolerable and unaulhsri:ud exaflims^ and they arc 
itill extant ; they do not compofe the fiftieth part of the pe- 
titions, and To this fubtle iniinuation, like aU the reft, lofes 
m efl^St. Andnow, Sir, I come to the cotidulion of his 
fetter, it runs thus ; " It was a delicate matter, and of the 
■* firil importance i when, in a£iirs relative to the capital, 
** Mti Cowper ilTued orders to his Excellency, he alfo put 
** his Signature to petitions, giving his mandates to the 
•* Aumks in the ftyle of a Sovereign Prince, &c." After 
this unprcvokcd and defamatory hbel he will not expeA I 
fiiould treat his perfon with muchceremonyorrcfpea: Yet, 
were it not for the charafter of treachery fo flrongly marked 
in his condudl, I ihould really be moved to pity and forgive 
him. I am not vindictive, but I owe it to myfetf not to 
expofc my reputation to future peril by pafBng in iilenc« 
over the paft. I am therefore under the neceflity of denying, 
in the moft pofitive and unqualified • forms^ every fylrable . 
of the charge he has exhibited againft me, and to eftablifli 
which he has, as Ihavefhcwn, wickedly perverted and mif- 
Tcprefentcd fadts. I direAly affirm the whole to be a tiflue 
cM'alfehoods and frothy declamation ; and I defirc, through 
you, l^appcal to the honourable the Governqr General and' 
Council, whofe province it is toprotcfl innocence from in-, 
fult ; and this 1 do diat my proud accufer may be compel- 
led to the pioof, and that to one of us there may be no le-^- 
ireat.

Briftow's Reprefentation relative to the inftitation of 
Adavduis in his Excellency the Vizier's dominions. 
Very early after my arrival I mentioned the fubjcfl: of th« 
Phowzedarvy Adaulut to Hyder Seg Cawo, who piefcfled;

a readi- 
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a readincfs to join with me in eftabliftiing it upon a refpcc- 
table footing ; iic promifed to procure a houfc for Molove^ 
Mobinc to hold his Court ; I was, nevctthelefs, conftantlf 
told that the Visicr occupied all his lioufcs ; tents and other 
aiticlcs were purpofciy difperfed among them, ia order to 
liimi(h % plea for evalions. My repeated and earneft foltci- 
tations induced the minillcr to fend for Molovee Mobinc <Hi 
fome day at the end of the month ofMarch, and take notice 
of him for the ftrft time; he was prefented with a Doolcjr 
and five hundred rupees, as a conJideratlon for above fcvcn 
months that he had nominally held the appointmuic 
Twelve Sepoys were attached to his perfon, and he was told 
to receive a tent for his court of juftice, and to exercile the 
fanAioiis of his office, without any other Heps being taLen 
to invefthtm with the naceflary authorities. 

On the I ith ultimo the minider informed me, that the 
Vizier had thought proper to allot a houfc for the court of 
juftice ; but at my -next meeting with Molovee Mowbine, 
he acquainted me, that he had been to view the premifes, 
vtbich he found unfit for the purpofe, being tituated in the 
center of the palace, where his proceedings would be fub* 
jed to reftraint : that tlie place itfelf was too confined, and 
not cafy of accefs ; and further, that goodi belonging to his 
Excellency were deposited in thehoulc. So grofs an infult 
from Hyder Beg Cawn, in attempting to impofe upon my 
underftanding by artifices too thin to furnish a veil of de*' 
ception, compelled me to take notice of his conduA, and Z 
have expreflcd my fcntimcnts very freely to him in the courlc 
of our corrcfpondence. 

I apprized Hyder Beg Cawn very fully of my intcntioiw 
concerning ihc inftitution of the Adaulut, notwitbftanding 
whicli, I was informed, to my great aftonilhment, that the 
whole town had taken the alarm, in confequcnce of its 
having been malicioufly and falfcly propagated, " That 
*' men of the firft rank, and even the Vizier himfelf, 
** were fubjeft to its arbitrary decrees ; that his Excellency's 
*' rightsand prerogatives were infringed; that general com- 
" motions tliroughout the country would be the ineviuble 
" confcquencc ; and finally, that Mr. Cowpcr was appoint- 
" cd the fuperintendant." In order to fatisfy the honoOT'r 
able Board of my eameft wifb to fhew every rdpc^t to the 
Vizier's authority, and to confute thefe bafe alperfions, I 
have called uponMi. Cowper toeH)IainhiscondVi£tl andthe 
truth will appear imon aporufal of that gentleman's narrative. 
As the honourable the Governor General's inftruSions, 
relative to the inflitution of Adauluts, rcfts the matter ia. 
my difciction, it behoves me to explain the reafons which 
have induced me to urge the mcafure. My motive for in- 
truding thii detail upon you, is not toevince the felf-evident 
propofition 
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prepofitioti of their neceffity, but to guard againft any tnlH 
reprcfentations, which may have been made'by the minifteri 
fuggefting that thecountry is well governed, jullice already 
duly adminiflcred, and confequently the inftitution of A- 
ilBuluts ncedlefs. By whatl can colkft from iheconverfa- 
tions that have lately patfed between Os, thefe, and the ia- 
fringemrnt of the Nabob's rights and prerogatives, arc the 
Bfgu men ts upon which his ohjcftions will be founded; he 
will affertthat Molovee Mowbine's authority is eftablifhed; 
bucitis incumbent on me lo inform you, that his proceedinga 
xre a mcKkery, like all the other incidents of the minifter's 
pretended obedience, he having oo authority to enfoict hu 
decrees. 

Ths annexed exttaft of my addrefs to the bononrable xht 
Governor General^ concerning the ftaie of the Vizier's do- 
minions, will explain the confufion in which I found the 
government when I took charge of the Refidency, and how 
completely every channel for the rcdTcIs of wrongs was 
flopped : The communication between diiierent pans of the 
Vizi«:r'^ dominions was then interrupted, -and travellers) 
except m large bodies, could not pafs in fafety ; I have now 
the pleafure to inform you, that I have in fome ineafure 
correftcd thefe diforders, though nothing can eiFcfluaJIy 
remove them, but the eftablifhment which 1 have fo urgent- 
ly, hut in vain, endeavoured to introduce. I here beg leav6 
briefly to meniion the leading principks upon which I 
wifhedto inftitutethe Phouxedarry Adaulut. 

ift. The licentioufnefs of ihc dependants and fevourites 
of the Vizier, theminifters, and other perfons in auihori^t 
ty, has been a conflant fourcc of dread ,to the people; and 
It will not be the lead arduous talk appertaining to the duties 
of the Adaulut, to reftrain their conduft; they Ihoulddoubt- 
lefs be fubje<a to its jurifdiftion. 

2dly. The Adaulut fhould hare no tendency to retro- 
fpeftion, and confequently the minds of the people need be 
under no alarm on account of paft otFenccs. 

3dly. Pcrfohal fafety being thefirft ftep towards relieving 
the country from a ilaie of anarchy, and re-eftablifhing the 
Vizier's autliority, thefe defirable advantages will be ma- 
terially afflficd by tlieiiiltiiution of an Adaulut ; and I can- 
not conceive how any commotions or dangerous confe* 
quences fhould refi'lt from fuch an efVablilhment : On the 
contrary, the people muft rejoice at the fecnrity tbcy will 
derive from the Phouzedarry Adaulut. And, 

4tlily. 7'he decifions of the Coutt to be guided, agrce- 
ahte to thecuftoms of the country, by the orecepts of tba 
Hindoo and Mahommedan religions. 

It is true Hyder Beg Cawn has, occifionally, when I havd 
recommended the wrcngs of ^ crfons to fail ooiicc, piipcured 
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tlie Vizfer's orders to Iiis Auiiiil* for their redrefs ; but 
thefe hciiig in general difobeyed, as he was Convinced 'flie/^ 
would be, did but incrcafc the evil, by cxpofing the weak- 
nefsof governmtnt. , At length, the complaints of the peo- 
ple iiicreafing daily upon me, fo as to render It excecdingi/ 
jrkfome to mc to appear abroad, and to relieve my mind 
from the contemplation of calamities which I had not the 
■ power to, remedy, 1 requeflcd Mr. CoWper to undertake 
the talk of afcertai ping the grounds of their feveralcomplaiilti; 
andrcfet-fiich cafes as he deemed defervi«g of atiention to th* 
minifler's cognizance. Hydcr BegCawnhas on thisoccafion 
ihewn a difpolition to cavil at the fimplcft propofitions, and 
wilfully mifconftrues my intentions ; the prOof of which it 
is unticcelTary for me to enter upon, as the circgmftanccs 
are fully explained in Mr. Cowper'j tiarrattve, and the tranf* 
lationof my correfpondence. 

ItisevidcK, from the complaints which have hitherto 
come iti iny knowledge, tending in general to develope' the 
violences and exa£^iohs Committed byihcAumils, that not- 
withftanding the frequetit balances of revenue which have 
occurred in t^e accounts of this governnient, the coujitry Is 
ratfkrcntedj and the coJlefliotis have, upon an average, been 
rigprou/ly enforced, t have invariably endeaVoured to K- 
gulare my conduct Co as to avoid peifonal attacks ; infilling* 
however, at the fame timtj that jullice ihould be adrtlinifter- 
6d, without diftinflion or regard to rank Or (latloil. The 
tninilter has conceivedf as I Ihould judge from his condu£t» 
a niiAaken opinion, that his dependants fhould be exempted 
from the penahies of any general regulation; and that to 
charge them with crimes, and inflift punilhmcnt, upon cod- 
vidlion, is a diminution of his authority and confcquence. ' 
It- would be difEcult to afcettain the extent of an tvHof fo 
dangerous a tendency, when it is ConlidercJ that there are 
few men in power under this government who do not ow<J 
their fituation to his patronage. — 'This doflrinc will explain 
the minifter's negligelice in redrclEng the grievances, of in- 
dividuals, and his violent oppofition to the tru& I delegated 
to Mr. Cowpcr of enquiring into them, 

I have advifed that m future the decilionof all difpntes, 
relative to land or revenue, be confidercd pirt of the duties 
of the office of £)ewan -, and that in civil cafes, whdte indi- 
viduals only may heparficsi the Aumils or other provihclid 
magiflrates Ihould decide. This is, in my Opinion, the 
moft that can be doilc in the prcfent ftatc of the country. 

Thefe regulations are, I conceive, agreeable to the letter 
and fpirit of the hoilourable the Goverrtor General's in- 
ilruflions to me ; but the regular and firm cftablilhraent 
ofplans of. fo important and cxtenfivc a nature, muftbe 
flow in Its progrefs, iuid affifted by the ftcadV fupport of the 
Vei. in. Z hgnonrtWe 
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honourable Cooipany's as well as the Viziei's Govern- 
ment. . 

At prcfent the executive duties of every department of 
the ftate are vefled in Hyder Beg Cawn, who appears dcter- 
;nined to oppolc every inftitullon, however beiteficical to 
Ibciety, that may in its effefts deprive him of a part of bis 
prelcnt uncontrouled and aibittary power. Not content 
with holding the firft place, he thinks it necellary to his 
confequence that th^ people fhould look to him, and him 
alone, as the fole mover of every meafure, and the only 
petfon invefled with the patronage of thisGovetnment, and 
lliatcven the adminiftration of juftice fhould depend upon 
^is will. I fubmit it ro yoyr judgment, gentlemen, if it be 
poffible for any individual to difchargc the duties of fuch 
complicated and cxtenfive trufls. 

EtUaftof aLetter from Mr John Briftow tS the Honoura- 
ble the Governor General, dated the lath Dec. J782. 

Firft, their Govtrnment. 

DdTpotifm is the principle upon which every meafure is 
founded, and the people in the interior parts of the country 
are ruled at the dilcretion of the Aumil or Phouzcdar for 
"the time being. They exerclfe, \\ithiii the limits of their 
jutifdiAion, the powers of life and death, and decilion in 
civil and other cafes, in the fame extent as the Soverei!;n at 
the capital. The forms prefcrjbed by the antient inllitu- 
tions of the Mogul empire are unattended to, and the will 
.of the provincial maglftrate is the fole law of the people.— 
The total relaxation of the Vizier's authority, his inatten- 
tion and diflike to bufinefs, leave the Aumils in polTcffion of 
this dangerous power, unawtd and uncontrouled by any 
apprehenlion of rctrofpe£tion, or the interference of jufiice ; 
I can hardly quote an inftance, Iince the Vizier's accelTion 
to the Mufnud, of an Aumii having been piunifhed for op- 
preffion, though the complaints of the people, and the 
ftate of the country, are notorious proofs of the violences 
' daily committed — it is even become unfafe for travellers to 
pafs, except in large bodies— murders, thefts, and other 
enormities fhockiug to humanity, are committed in open 
day. 

Every Zemindar fliould be conftituted the magiftrate in 
his Zcmindarry, and coIle£t the revenues according to ccr- 
. tain cftablifhed rates recorded in the Cutclicrry, and pub- 
, liihed throughom the diftridt. The Aumil fliould be the 
contrculing power between the Ryot and the Zemindar ; 
ihould enforce the regulations ; fee peace and good order 
preferved in the feveral 'Zcmindarries; and make the Ze- 
mindars accountable for all tumults, thefts> and tnurders,

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within their jnrifdiAion — in.great tontti there ought tobe ■

Such has been ihc rynem of this- ^ovcmment, that th^. 

oppreflions have generally originated With the Aumils. They 
have iMcn rarely felefted for their abilities, or integrity s 
but from favour, or the racaDS to advance a fm^l fum upon 
their being appointed to their office, the Aumil ctiteri upon 
his trut^, ruined in his reputation and fortune, and untefs 
he accompliflics liii engagements, which is feldom the cafe, 

tlifgrsce and punilhmeiit follow. Though the balance of 
Tcvenue may be rigotoully demanded of him, it has tltit 
been ufual to inflitute any cni^uiry for opprcflion. The 
Zemindars, thus left at the'mcrcy of the Aumils, are oftea 
driven to rebellion. The weak aie obliged to fubmit to bis 
iixaAiohs, or f!y the country ; and the Aumil, unable to 
reduce the more powerful, is conapelted to enter into a dij^ 
graceful compromife. Every Zemindar loolts to hit ^^ 
lor protection, and the country is crouded with them. 
Almafs Alice Cawti aflcrts, there are not lefs than feven 
htindred in his diflriAs \ hence it has become a general cuf* 
torn to feizc the brother, fon, or fomc near relation or de^- 
pendant of the different Zemindars, as hoftages for the 
iecurity of the revenue. A great Aumii will foitietlmes 
have three br fourliundred of tliefe h(}{lages^ whom he it 
obliged to confine in places of fccurlty. 

A few men, like Almafs Allee Ca#n, and Khaujah atn 
Ul Deen, have from their r^uUrity in the performance of 
pecuniary eng^emcnti rendered themfelves ufeful to the Vi- 
£ier. A (lrii5t fcrUtiny into his affairs was at all times irk- 
ibioe to his Excsllency ; and none of the Minifters ot dffi- 

, cers about his perfon polTeflii^ the aftive pcrfeventlg fpirit 
requifitc to cnnduft the detail of en^gements for a number 
of fmaU farms, it became convenient to receive a large funi 
from a great farmer without trouble or deficiency, Thii 
fyfteoi was followed by the moft perilicious conteqacticKt 
Thefe men were above contioul ; they exacted their oAii 
tennsi and the diftricts they farmed were moft cruelly op- 
preffed} therevetlueof-Robilcundis reduced above a third, 
and Almafs Alice Cawn's adlniniilration is well known to 
have been extremely violent. 

The foregoing reprefentation of the fhte of this goVera-^ 
mentwill, I hope, fatisfyyoUof the difficulty incolle^a^ 
>the revenue*. A very flrong military force will be required 
■to preferve tbc country in peace j the number for which; 
.:fHndsat%at prefent allotted would, in my opinion, amply 
fufflce, if it cxilled ; but I f'i^)pofc not two thirds of the 
men kept upon the books are actually entertained. Th« 
difcipline and proper application of this fotcej will become 
a matter of feiioui eoiilideration. I do not mean to pni^ 
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pofe, that they Aould be put under the command of Britilh 
officers, as' a vcrf extraordinary expcncc would atteM that 

-mcarurc, and I do not think the Ivrvice of the colIcAions 
would be fo well executed. The troops now in the V izier*! 
ferrice are ill paid, and ill appointed, not owing to the want 
of ntcans ; as I think when I fhall forward you the Qate- 
ments I have fo long been endeavouring to compleat, you 
will judge them adequate to every fervice, if not dillipated 
and Iquandered away. The evil originates in the want of 
checks to thcdifburlements to the army, and of proper offi- 
cers and com m ilia ries, to fee them duly appropciatfit. 

The fame inconveiiicncies exill in the receipt of tlie Vi- 
zier's revenue, and other brandies of his gorernment in 
the general deiartmem ; offices of collection and treafury, 

- and courts for the adminilVration of jnftice, ought doubtlefs 
to be efiablifbed. In a duty of lb delicate a nature as the 
execution of your comm»ids on this head, I mud necefla- 
rily expofe myfetf to the oppofition of perfons interefted in 
the continoana of the abulcs. 

Fourth, Zemindars, andthe MtanttakittU riflsrtPtait. 

The colleftion of the revenue under the controol of the 
Aumils ii entirely in the hands ^f the Zem'mdars, the 
lands tlitoughout the country being in Talookl and Zemin- 
darrles. 

The means taken to reftore peace are explained in my 
letter to the Board of the ift inflant. The detichments 
/torn tbe honourable Company's troops I confider only » 
temporary expedient. I propofc recommending that a fepA- 
. rate plan for the adminiflration of juQicie in all matters of 
revenue Ihould be framed and carried into executiMi. Y»tt 
may peihaps make this branch part of the duties of th 
office of collc£tiona, and the Dewan will aQ in it> and ap- 
point deputies in each Aumildarry. 

Peace is by no means rcffoied,for if the Company's troops 
were relieved from the places at whicb tliey are now llation- 
«d, I Ihould expeA that the commotions would be renewed. 
. Gorruckpore, Beraitch, Sultaiipore, Azim Ghurr, Ghonda, 
aad all tbe frontiers, are provinces in whtcli tbe Vizier's 
authority is ill-cftabli{hed. In fome of them tJKrc are trou- 
bles at this time: New detachments of tlic honourable 
Ct^pany's troops might be advifeable, liTtheltateof afiairs 
in other rerpea* did not render the appearance of a formi- 
-dable force on the frontiers neceiTary, as well to awe foreign 
powers, as to keep Almafs Alice Cawn, and tCliaugah ain 
al DecH, witliio the Uoc of their duty.

at on(;e and abruptly, they 
would not add to the mil- 
chiefs they weie intandcd to 
rcdrefs.j for perhaps there is 
fcarce an individual who 
would not become imaaedi'- 
ately obnoxious to their au- 
thority, and I fear fcarce an 
individual capable of dif- 
cfaargingeven a fmall portion 
of' their decrees.

The Nabob, the minif- 
ters, and every man of rank 
at this court, will be intereft- 
in oppoling the iiiAitution of 
courts of jufticc. The Na- 
bobjs furrounded by perfons 
who prefuming upon the 
countenance they receive 
from him, commit every 
kind of opprcilion. They 
are generally men of low 
birth, fudde^ly railed tp 
power and sonfequence, 
which they are ignorant hoiy 
to ulc. The miiufters have 
more creditable dependant;, 
but iltefe prcfume in an equ«I 
degr«e on their ^influence. 
The rcfumption of Jaghyrf, 
audreduAionoffalancs,have 
unavoidably involved num- 
bers of people in debt, which 
ha^ led to die £ommil]ion qi 
violences.

MEMORIAL of Molcwy Mahmud Mubbccn- 

Thefe are thefaftt.— It had been ever the cudom of mjr 
anceflors to teach and explain the fcifnccs. They were helq 
in honour and refpct^ by Kings and Princes. In imitatioq 
of them I was myfelf employed in fulfilling the duties o^ 
iny College. I had no intetcourfe with the great. In the 
month of Zuada Mr. Middleton fcnt for ipe, and informed 
me that it ^as the honourable Governor General's pleafure 
that I fhould go and take charge of the Adaulut at Benares. 
As I was very avcrfe to all worldly affairs, I reprefenied to 
Mil. Middleton that the Adaulut was a charge of great mo- 
inent, that it bc5tted not mci and that I entreated I might 
be permitted to decline it. Ke granted my rcqueft. At the 
vxpiratifin of four nionihs, on the grh of Riibbyuffany, jaft 
after dark, the Cutwaul Ummoo came to me, faying. wil( 
you not embark iii a baJinels which <ha5 for its objed, the 
bappinefs ofmankiiidi 3 wliple woild will bedcftroycd oi^ 
your refufal .' Relate, ftid I, the particulars. There was 
(he anfwered) to i^y a Council upon the fubjeft of tl>e 
Adaulut, and Ihe choice has fallen upon you; let me know 
whether you confentf 1 was filled with concern at bis re- 
port, and bade hinp leave mc in my prcfent lituation ; at 
thefametime flatly refuJing to have any concern with the 
Adaulut. He returned in the morning and intreatcd mc, 
as I belt) him for my friend, to agree to his propofal. I 
again tefutcd hiiii. He alTurcd me there was no intention 
%o make the^Adaulut a burthen to mc ; that I Ihoold AM 
• cobtinueto perform the duties of mjffdiool jq,yi quiet t 
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and that having enquired the law fromtnt;, the excCntivo 
part of the admin ii{ ration of juftice fhould be transferred 
toothers; and if i perfifted in my lefufall fhould highly 
offend the men in power, and do myfelf much mifchief. 
] told him, that if 1 was certain that everything would ba 
done according to la^, and that no opprcffion would be 
fuiFered, no interference or recommendation where juftice 
was ccinct:riied, and (agreeable to the pra^ice of Kings) 
that all refpect would be obf?rved towards me, that then, 
and to preferve my honour, I wouldfiibmit. He informed 
me, that his Excellency the Nabob, Hydcr Seg Khan, uid 
Rajah Tuket Roy, hadfubfcribed to ihefc conditions. Du- 
ring this converfation, the Cauzey Mahmud Tucky and 
Shaw bultauo came to me from Hyder Beg Khan and the 
Rajah. The Cauzy told me that Hyder HegKhan fcnt 
his complimeiitsj and earnellly requefted I would accept 
the employment, he having the very beft opinion of my 
honour and jniegrity, and knowing no per&n fo well quali- 
fied for it as myielf. I ftill perfifted in my refufal, when 
the Cauzy whifpercd mc, that if I offended tlie Minifter 
and the reft, it would be the caufc of evil to tne. I an- 
fwered, that this was an a£t' of necelTity. The Cauzy told 
■mc that what was proper to be faid on the fobjeft he would 
fay to Hyder Beg Khan, Next Shaw Sultan addicfted nie 
from the Raja, acquainting me, that he prefented his re- 
. fpe£ts, and bifouglK me to Liften to his requeft. I told him 
how greatly 1 was avj:rfe i and begged, if the Raja had any 
friendlhip for me, that he would i'pare me; but Shaw SuN 
tan obferved, that this refufal was improper. I ain, laid 
I, without remedy i — and here the matter reded near four 
months, when it was revived on the 17th of Jummady-V 
ulTauny, by a meflage from Suket Roy, who fent me a 
Miana, informing me that the Minifter was gone to the 
Durbar, and that I muft attend him. I was very angiy, 
and replied, that it was impollible I'lhould attend the Dm- 
bar ; they notwithftandin^ lent the Cutwaul to fetch me, 
however much I entreated firft to fpeak a few words to him» 
and that then I would go to [he Nabob ; he would not liften. 
to me. When I arrived in the prefence I found there Sur* 
forauze ud Ddwia'. Hyder Beg Khan, and Raja Tuket 
Roy. Hyder Beg addrelTcd me thus : I am commanded by 
his Excellency to inform you, that he has the utmoft con- 
fidence in your probity and talents ; that he conftders you 
as perfectly qualified for fuch an office ; and ili,at he hat in ' 
confequencc appointed you to adminifter juHice thrtughiut 
bis demlnions. 1 anfweied, that no decrees, but fuch as 
were in ftrift conformity to die law, and to juftice, would 
begiven by me ; that 1 ihnuld ftiew partiality to no man } 
and that I called ux>on God to prefetve my faith, I at the 
Z 4 Cun« 
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fiimetimeobfcrvrf, that it rrftcd with his Excellency to eft* 
force orders. He was himfclf gracioufly plcafcd to cncou- 
yage mc to aft with firmncfs and confidence, affuriitg nic 
that none^ouM prcfume to difohey mc, and direfling mc 
forthwith to depute my owii Naibs to Fyzabad, and other 
ftations. He then bcftowcd upon mc a pair of (hawls and 
gafhvgara, and having received four rupees from Raja Tuket 
Roy, I prefcnted them as aNuzzer to his Excellency, and 
retired, Hyder Beg being returned, gave mepreat encou- 
ragement, and defircd I would go to Mr. Middleton and 
Mr. Johnfon. 1 went immediately to wait upon Iwih gen- 
tlemen, accompanied by the Rajgh, and rcquefted of Mr, 
Middleton that he would do me the favour to jITue the iic* 
ccflary orders. He replied, tiiat if it was agreeable to hi) 
Excellency, it wouldatfo be agreeable to him. Mr. John- 
fonobferved, it was extremely proper that there flionld be 
Jaw and juftjce t and that he had heard good report of my 
learning and knowledge, and fidelity and integrity, 1 ob- 

' fervcd, that it rcfted with them to expedite the order. They 
anfwered, that orders conformable to the, Nabob's pleafura 
would be ifTuedi and fo, bein;;difmiflcd, I returned home. 
It was no fooner publip that I had been appointed ro admi- 
nifterjufHcc throughout the four Soubahs than numberlef^ 
complaints poured in upon me. Now inafmuch as 1 had 
no eftililifhmcnt whatever, I was in a terrible dilemma j 
1 therefore addreflcd myfelf to Surferauz ud Dowla, repre- 
fenting, that I had been unjuftly plunged into this mifery j 
■7-that I had neither Naib or aHillants, that my fchooj 
would alfo he ruined ; and that it was impoffible I Ihould 
perform what I had undenaken. Surferauz ud Dowla fpoke 
to Raja Tuckft Roy upon the fahjefl, who told him that 
lie would appoint me a Naib, wholhould relieve mc from 
all the trouble of the Adaulur ; and that I nii^ht regularly 
attend my fi;hool. He nominated iheaforefaid Ummo Cut- 
waul to this department, who came and took his feat in 
myhoufe, enquired the law, (ettled (he difputcs, end hav* 
ing fo dfine, cxaftcd a fourth part from rbe pUiniiff, and 
fees of fummonfcs. kc. from the defendant. Ideclaicd 

- this proceeding to be illegal, and that a covenant againft in^ 
jufticc had been made with me ; and I commanded him 10 
abftain from fuch pra<$tices. He infidrd it was no bofinefs 
of mine ; that it was not I who took the money ; that it be- 
longed to government, and that he had ordns of the go- 
vernment for what he did — 'I'liat he Ihould difcharge tho 
wages of tlic Peons from the amount, and the furpjus he 
ihoald pay into the Exchcqiier. 1 told him, that for my 
own part, nothing Jhouid induce me to receive a fingle 
eowry of money io obtained. The Cutwal went and in- 
formed Rajali^ 'I'ultct Roy, who aiTured mc it w-as ati oM 
cuflom } 
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cuflom; that the money belonged to Eovcmmcnt, and ilmt 
I Hiould not he defired to receive any of it. 1 replied, tlmt 
no fuch practices fliould be carried on in my lionle ; thai 
they might enquire the law of me, but they muft find fomc 
other place for the Naib to coUea in. He faid he wnutd 
appoint a houfc for holding the court contiguous to milieu 
and thus two months elapfcd : when it was noionoufly pub- 
lic that the Naib of the Adaulat took bribes, Rodiuit 
Chobdar informed Hydcr Beg of the faft, and an oiliiiaii, 
from whom he had exa^ed a hundred rupees, infided to be 
allowed to make his complaint to th^ Nabob. It was in - 
vain that I reprefi:nted and remonfiratcdagainft thcdifgrace 
of this procedure; nobody attended to me. It happened 
that f was taken ill, and So coniiimed a mon'h : upon my 
recovery,' having come to a full knowledge of all this infa- 
my and oppreffion, I rcfolvcd to rclinquilh my office abfo- 
Jutely, and fo I plainly told Mr. Johnfon, who had refers 
red Jbme complaints to my dccifibn, and in conlequnics 
feht my reGgnationin form to Hyder Beg ; obfcrving, that 
1 had been moft injurioufly branded, and accufid of cor- 
ruption. I received no anfwcr. It happened, (hat ihcle 
events came to the knowledge of Mr. Jobnfon, who fent 
for me, and enquired particularly into all the clrcumllaiice$, 
which,I faithfully related to hira to him. He direAed mc 
to take his people, and enforce my oideri according to law. 
I obfcrvcd, that it beeama not me ro take bis people, I who 
had fo long lived under the proteflion of his Excellency, 
and that I fhould be marked as a turbulent man. He re- 
plied, I undcrftand you. Soon after Mr. Middieton re- 
turned from Cawnpore, and wrote to me, defiring I would 
fend htm a litlof the Adaulut ctlablifhment. 1 rcprefented, 
in anfwcr, that it was now five months, and no one Hep 
had yet been taken towards an'eflablifhment ; that the name 
of a court of jufticc indeed remained, but thofc who weie 
to have alHfted in executing its decrees had longfinccab- 
fponded, as they could not pofBbly exift without pay. He 
a^ain wrote to nic, jtnd dire^cd me to attend him ; which I 
did, and he then oi'dered mc to furnifh him with any rcqui- 
iiiions I might have made on this fubjcA to the Minillcr, 
I obeyed bim, and delivered the papers. The prople of 
the ciiy gave me 10 underlland, that by vifiting tha Eiiglifli 
Gentlemen I fhould extremely incenfc againfl mc the people 
in power; having no remedy, I went to Hyder i)eg's, to 
enter into an explanation with him on this fubje<51:. Ke was 
at home, but he fent me word he was fick, and I muft 
come to-morrow ; upon which I wrote to him, ilatiiig that 
I had fomcthing of imjtortance to rcprefent to him. 'i'hc 
next morning, when the Minider went to wait on Mr. 
Middieton, that gentleman put into bis liands the paperc 

iclativQ 
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relative to the Adautut, and defircd him to fend for mc, and. 
adjuft the bufjnefs to my fatisfaflion. I attended Hydcr 
Beg Khan incontequencc. and toid him liie circumftances 
lelativeio ihcfees and btibcs, rcprerenting » llie fametim^ 
the iltej;ality of fuch proccedi»>gs. He affared "mc it was 
none of his doing, and that now he had abfolutcly aboliihed 
the fees, Stc. tlitoughout his Excellency's dominions, and 
»hat noihingof tUi; kind would occur in futore ; he'furtliet 
dtTcflcd me to name a ftipend, fuch as would enable ait to 
appear wiih proper dignity i but this I declined, defi»ng to 
jcfer it tohis and Ml. Middkion's dcctlion. Mr. Middle- 
ton aftcrv\a(di propofed to him, tltat my falaty fhould be 
£xed at three thousand lupces anionili, and (hat I fhould 
have a Palankeen, &c. but Hyder Beg refuicd his affent. 
Mr. Middleton then informed me ot his piopofal, with 
the Miniftcr'srejeiftion of it. In ihc courfeof ihefe debates 
no proyifion uliatever was made for the people, whoml- 
tiirly told they hadlittlc to hope, as iliefees weif aboliihed, 
and no other mode of paying tbcm fubftituted ; at length 
the Cutwaul difebargrd what was due on this account to 
the end of Rumzaun, and tlie fame night I fa'pcnded l^im 
from his office, and the otficers of the court difpcrfed. 
" Now as I continued to vilit my friends as ufual, I frequently 
Jicard the inhabitants as 1 pafled, cry " Behold the Dai oga 
f of the Atlaulut trudginijoii foot tlirough dirt and i(iirc!" 
^ circomftancc which did not a little diftrefs me ; but whal 
is paft is p.ift. In ths mean time Mr. Middleton departed, 
and Mr. Biiltow arrived : going twice or thrice to pay my 
relpcas to him as Sudder ul Huck, and not being able to 
procure a Meana, I was compelled to go on foot ; the dii- 
tancc was a cofs. and it fatigue^ me exceedingly. I ihetefore, 
as I had no accefs to Hyder Beg Klian, reprcfciiied this cir- 
cunifiance to Surferauze Uddowla, and entreated for hea- 
ven's fake he woBld cxonetatc mc from this mock title 
«f Supcrinttndaiit of the Adaiilut, that! mipht efcape the 
dil'ritdes that weic attached to it. Surferauze Uddowla gave 
notice of mv iltuanon to Rajah Nuiideram, and at the ^mc 
fn:e direflni his own Oaioga to fqrnifh me with a Meana, 
a:id C.I the firlt of Rubby UtTauny Hyder Bog Khan, did 
' (e 'In- favourto fend me one by a (civant of R^jah N^n- 
(Jcr^m's. I waited upon him, and informed him oif Mr. 
Bi iftnw's having fpokcn to me on the fubjcft of the Adau- 
I'lit; H\dcraffurcdmc it wasalfo his wiihto lee jufticeprc- 
Tail neither >¥as he himfflf exempt from the law, but as 
(cji iuch aneliahlilhnientas Mr. Johnfon and Mr. Middle- 
ton 1 lopofcd, it was impoffiblc. 'i'he reft you know.

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The dcpofition of HufTun Atta Beg. 

The firft day '7111 ofjummady) ulawut) Mr.Cowfcr 
fent for me, aiid gave me a letter under the feal of Mr, 
Briftow, for Hyder Beg Khan, together with feveral peti- 
tions of complaint, fomc coming from the city, and others 
from the provinces, and dice£tcd me to dcHver them and the 
letter to Hydcr Beg Khan, and rcqueft, in liis name, that 
he would give fucb orders wilh refpeft to the petiti(;>ns, ai 
Ihould feem good to him, and agreeable to tlie cuflom of tliii 
country; and that in thofe relating to the provinces, he 
would be pleafed to procure his Excellency's letters to the. 
feveral Aumils that they might be fettled accordingly^, and 
information of them iMving been fo fettled tranfmittcd to 
his Excellency : Touching ihofc complaints which wero 
preferred by perfons in the city, Mr, Cowpcr rcquefted the 
Vtiinifler would be pleafed to fctile ihcm himfclf, and he at 
the fame timcdire^ed me to receive Hyder Beg's commands 
relative to the time he would chufe I fliould attend him for 
the tranfaftion of this bufinefs. 1 executed my commiflioii 
—Hyder Beg Khan directed me to leave the petitions with 
him, that he would the next day inform his Excellency of 
the circumftances, receive his orders, and afterwards mal^e 
his report to Mr. Briftow, ^and bade me attend him in tiie 
evening. I returned, and related, what had paflcd to Mr, 
Briftow and Mr. Cowper. A fecond time Mr. Cowper fent 
me to Hyder Beg, deliring me to fay to him, that if there

And laflly, you bring me word, that it is their 
dcfire that the copies of the petitions fhould be enclofcd in 
liis Excellency's letters." 1 aiifwered it was veiy true, I 
Iiadcertainly delivered the meffage^lie mentioned. He then 
demanded concerning the original petitions ; I told hrm Mr, 
Cowper had them : Then it follows, faid l>e, Mr. Cowper 
is to tranfa^ this bufineis.

' ihould be held i)ear the Dua^my Quicherry; whereas yon 
bare repeated your commands, that a feparate hoqfe Oiould 
be allotted for it. I yeAerJay reprefentcd the particulars to 
bis Excellency, an^ was dc{irom of communicating his 
pleafwc to yoq as to-day, when my daughter unfortunately 
died. Grief overcomes iiie, and I am prevented from pay- 
ing my refpeQs to you. When I may recover the ctfei^s 
Of^this misfortune, I wi|l wait upon you, and inform yon

As yon have taken me under your protefVion, by the 
grace of God the bufinefs will be now accompli flicd. £ 
have no leifure to ftatc at length my forlorn fiiuaiion ; befo 
obliging IS to attend one moment to a Ikccch of it.— I was 
employed in my fchool — I fought no ftarion— but 1 was de- 
ceived by the people here, who allured me, they had all 
confidence in my integrity, learning, and talents, and 
requeued that I would prelide at the Addalut it wat 
their intention to inttitute, to the end tliat opprelSon 
might ceafc, and every man obtain jufticc. My objc&ioas 
were fo ill received, that I was at laft obliged to fubmit. Iti 
a few days they appointed mc a deputy of their own, whs 
b^an to collcft the one fourth fee, and to opptefs the poo- 

?le. So foon as I came to the knowledge ot thi^ procedure 
relinquiflied the appointment. Then they (aid to me, " We 
*' have put an end to bribery and opprelHon ; we will ilTue 
** the pay of your cftabtilhment from the Exchequer, and ' 
*' conform to alt your wiflies." Four months clapfed, 
and they did nothing, and ihc Court diflblvcd. Mr. John- 
floae feritfor mc, and directed that I fhould receive theap- 
pointment at his bands. I replied, that if fucb was the 
will of the Governor and Council I was content.
